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F Rom Paris, in the year of God 1609, March 7. I 
fet forward, being brought three leagues on my 
way, with a number of my country-gallants, young 
Aiton, young Hutonhal, and cfpecially Monficur Hay 
of Smithfield, now Efquire of his M.ijel'ty's body- 
guards, with divers other gentlemen : where, when rny 
kindefl thanks had overclouded their courtefies, and 
farewel bid ori both fidcs, I bequeathed my proceedings 
to God, my body to tiinnoiling pains, my hands to the 
burden, and my feet to the hard bruiling way. And 
as unwilling to make relation of my p.ifling through 
Prance, the Savoyean and Ligurian Alps, fince it is 
manilcft to many in this idand, both by fight and re- 
port, I would fhnn, fo far as poilibly 1 can, all prolixi- 
ty of known, and therefore unncceJfiry, difeourfe ; al- 
though 1 have a large realbn, having crofled the Alps 
at fix fc'vcral parts ; only, in the one place, I mean to 
comment upon Italy in general. Upon the fortieth day 
after rny departure from Paris, 1 arrived at Rome, of 
which 1 will relate fomc of the mofi: remarkable things, 
and lo proceed, d’his city of Rome, now extant, is not 
ihm (tid 1 b)mc which Romulus founded, who tempered 
ih.e nioitar with the blood of his brother Remus, for 
dhdainfiiliy leaping over the new walls, and was once 
the mihuisof tin. nnivcrfcfor her triumphs and anti([ui- 
fes, but is now only the carcafe of the other, of which 
jhc rctain..c!i nothing but her ruins, and the caufe o£ 
them, her fins. 

Rome, which Romulus firft founded, contained

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thefe two mountains, Capitolino and 
Palatino, y^ith the valley lying between The antiqid' 
both hills, having three ports : The firft ty of Rome. 
was called Trigonioy becaulc of the tri- 
angle it made near to the foot of Mount Palatin : The 
fecond Pamlonio, becaufe it was always open, and, for 
the commodity of the palliige, it was called the free 
fort : The third was called Carmentaie, from Carmcnta, 
the mother of Evander, who dwelt there : It was alfo 
named Scelerata, or wicked gate, in regard of three 
hi>ndred Sabines put cruelly to death ifiuing thereat. 

Now, after the monarchy of the Romans had at- 
tained to the full height, the Goths, a bafe and un- 
known people, difplaying their banner againft this glo- 
2 ious and imperial city, in the end razed and fubverted 
their palaces, levelling the walls with the ground. After 
which detriment and overthrow, the late fubdued Ro- 
mans, recovering their ruinous habitations, were in- 
Ibrced to withdraw the fituation of the town a little 
more downward in Campus Mariius, clofe by the banks 
ofTibris; and tranl’poited the ftones of thole ran- 
lacked buildings, to rebuild their new dwelling- 
places : 

HiCi vin nunc Roma cjly olhn fuit n relit a fylvay 
Tantaqiie res paiicis pnfeua bobus erat. 

Where Rome now hands, was fometimes defart woods, 
And foil to feed fomc few found beflial goods. 

And yet Rome was once the famous city of Europe, 
the mother and nurle of worthy fenators, the miracle 
of nations, the epitome of the world, the kingdom of 
Mars, and the I’even-headed fovereign of many pro- 
vinces.' The fevrn hills whereon /lie 
Hood, and now partly fomewhere Rands, Romes /even 
(for they are all contained within the hills. 
vail bounds of the old walls, ""iHiich as 
yet environcth the town), are thefe, Palatino, Capito- 
Iona, Viminale, Aventino, Erqulline, Ctr lio, and (^i- 
rantno. Which ceitainly do demonllrate the whore of 

Babylon, 
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Babylon, fitting on the beaft with fcven heads, and 
cannot be. underhood, but of Rome being builded on 
thefe I'even hills ; having a conerpondenfc to fcveis 
kings who reigned there, and allb aeknowledging 
feven fcvcral rulers, kings, conluls, decenniri, fiiburns, 
di(hators, emperors, and now popes. During the leli 
city of the Romans, this city was itever tai.cn bur 
by the Gauls, which being itc\»vercd, they in.ide a lave 
that priefts (being otherwife exempted) lliould go to 
war, if ever the Gauls came ag<tin, with whom tin ' ' 
fought not for dominion, but for their own prcfefva 
tinn ; But fmee it became pontifical, it hai!i been 
made a prey to all barbarous nations, and never was be- 
ljcg( (I by any that took it not. 

'fhe liver Tybrr, which runneth through her bofom, 
is not unlike to Jordan and Tagus ; yet not fo big as 
either ol them, being all three of a troubled and mud- 
dy coioiir. i‘Ut it i« exceeding outi ageous, and often 
UK D'lceih to diowii the wliolc nianfions, as grieving to 
g.i'iuc the walls of fuch a wicked and imperious phcc; 
who, liaving IcIl tlieir loimer pi -'-eminent glory, and 
domiftat.oii over the wojM, wtuild now alledgc and 
alMihe a li.coiid pieiogaiive ovc i ilie louls ol meiii, the 
iieavcns, the lu^s, tiu' iiwer-eoiiud pm gatory, ihede- 
poilng and iinpoi’mg ol kings : Tiie ioimerwas done 
by the undauntid courage of the invincible fvvord, the 
latter by piefumption, avaiicc, inlinmitiou, ant' abfurd 
lies. 

I remember of a pretty ohh.rvuion of St Catharine 
of Siena, who beiiu» Itiickin in devo- 
St (tuthti- lion, went to vtneiafe Rome, acconi- 
}i}ies chfer- panted with a goodly tiain, and having 
vaii:.}}. vifued all the monuments, lupnofed ho- 

ly places, and religions rernks there, for 
the fpacc of five days; at lalf fic came to take a view 
ot the Rope’s palace^^^wjiere having fpent a whole day, 
Riietly remuiking the gefture and carriage of the 
Pope’s lervam’s, ilie faw nothl.ig but abomination, 
prtiianation, and irreligious living, and even W'orfe than 
i'l Rome itielf. Whcieupon fuddenly the next day Ihc 

dep.iitcd 
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departed for Siena, being an hundred miles diftant, 
piiifully bewailing her journey and the miferable li- 
\ eis Ihc law in liome ; protelling always 
after, for fixtecn years time, till her of 

death, that the wind never came from the Sodmy. 

' raft, blowlivT wdlward to Siena, but Ihe 
thought the lilrhinefs ol the Pope’s palace, and the 
beaillmefs of Itoine, ever Hunk in her nole. 

This liver of Tyber efpeeially made muller of his 
'‘'\travagant dKi’oigcinents at that time whui Pope 
Clement the Vlll. was crowned Duke of Ferrara, 
nnp/j t5H9 ; and that lame, ingi.i he returned to Rome, 
I'yber waxed lb ptoiid of hi^ r.rrlvah tliatimpetuoiir- 
!y oveiliovving Its banks to make him welcome, it o- 
\ervvhelmed the better half of the town ; and if it had 
not been for the iidlnire ch<n gos ol the Pope, and dclpe- 
rate toil of the people, the violent toiee of his rage- 
Iwelling courtcly had ablolntely liibvci red and earned 
away the red of the city. Tiie like inundation was 
never Ictn of Tyber as after this co*onaiion; por- 
tending, that as the liift Comoirah was deftioyed by 
lire ; lo thb lecond SuJom Ihould be deiiroyed by 
water. The heginnin'‘ ot this river Ipringeth from 
the Omhrian and Aquilcan hills, joining vvith the Alps 
Appenine, whole conile s louricore and hxteen miles ; 
ddliuitiienlng itldf in the iMciliretranean lea at Ollia, 
twc'lve miles ftum iloinc: Tste inouth and haven 
whereof Itavc been long damnuxl up, to lion the paC 
fage of holtile and Alooiilh inemiions, ielt the city 
ihould he niinuLv} on a hidden : by wlhcli fl<ivi(h ec- 
cleliahical ixar, ixome is Ihameinlly deiiauded of lliip- 
ping and foreign tiallic: auvl if it were not for the 
clei gy, which ate the. two p'.u’f. oi the inhabiLanis, (be- 
iides the Jew's and Cvmuezans, wliieh au the greatcll 
impleunnts of the ottur third patt), it w'ould become 
die molt miferable toxen in 

And u'jtulthh.inding that, Rnmlh: fpace of twelve 
milts round about Home, there are neither corns, nor 
wines, nor thfige, plantage, or cultivation, fave only 
fiain and paliuiv.geou . lieids, intermingled at all quar- 
ters 
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ters with ancient watch-towers, being an old policy 
of the Romans, to prevent any fudden ftirprife of 
their enemies ; infomucli that, at rny hrll view of 
Rome, I imagined the people were all famiflied, or in 
danger of famiiliing. 

But, by your leave, being once entered the city, f 
found abundance of all things neceffary for life, at fo 
caly and gentle a rate, that never a town in Europe hi- 
therto could fliew me the like. The common wine that 
is drunk in Rome, is vin Romanifeo, the better fort, i)/- 
bano, Mufcatello, Sheranino ; but as for lachryma Chri- 
fti, the tears of Chrill, I drew fo hard at that fame 
weeping-wine, till I found my purfe began to weep al- 
fo ; and if time had not prevented the fweetncls of 
fuch tears, I had been left for all the laft a miferable 
mourner. As for the place where the pilgrims find one 
dinner, called the Pope's table^ it is thus : There is a 
certain low room at St Peter’s palace, 
The pilgrims and without the gate, where, every day 
dinner at the at our nine of the clock, there meet 
Pope's table, twenty-one pilgrims ; fourteen from the 
Trinity, one having a billet for all, and 
feven from St Peter’s penitentials : where being recei- 
ved, the feven jefuit pilgrims get the upper place, and 
fit alone, yet all of them .alike ferved, each of them 
having four diflies of meat, befides bread and abun- 
dance of wine. The dinner done, their fragments arc 
wrapped up in clean paper, which they carry with them ; 
and fo departing, they, or like company, come no 
more there. They are daily ferved with a very venerable 
prelate, and a few other fcrviceable priefts ; but for the 
Pope’s prefence with tliem, there is no fuch matter. 
That liberty being fpoiled by a drunken Dutchman, 
about lixty years ago, who, in prefence of the Pope, 
gave up again his good cheer and ftrong wines, with a 
freer good-will than nf,i:h"ps they were allowed him ; 
whereat the Pops grew angry, notwithRanding the 
drunken fellow cried through his belching throat. 
Thanks, Holy Father, Dear Holy Father, God bleR 
your Holineis. 
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Many have wrote of the lingularities of old Rome^» 
and I will ‘alfo recite fome decayed monuments there- 
of, which I have leen. The fpecial object of antiquity 
I faw, being never a whit decayed to this day, is the 
tcmplwn omnium dcorinn, but now omnium [duclormn, 
buiided in a rotundo, and open at the top with a large 
round, like to the quire of the holy grave. And, a 
jjietty way from this, are the remains of that ancient 
amphitheatre, beautified with gteat columns, of a won- 
.m' ful bigncis and height, and a mile in compafs ; the 
ualon why it was firlfdevifed, the gholb 
of the llaugbtered Sabiius may leflify. anti^ 

Po be brief, I law the decayed houfe of qiiitu's. 
worthy Cicero, the high Capitol, the 
palafi- of erud Nero, tlie hatues of Marcus Aiirellusv 
Alexander and his horfe Bucephalus; the green hill 
like unto Mount Cavallo, that was made of the potters 
Iheards at one time, which brought the tribiit.iry gold 
to thii imperial feat ; the ieven pyramids, lome where- 
of, during her former glory, wore tranfported iVom 
Egypt ; the liigh and j'mall iLitues of Peter and Paul ; 
the cahle St Angelo, which Adrian firll founded, Hand ■ 
ing now in a modciate circiimferent lieiglit, with in- 
cii cling battlements, and tlieir doubtful tranipurted re- 
licks from Jeiufalem; with many other things 1 dili- 
gently icmarked, fomc whereof were frivolous, fomc 
ambiguous, and fome famous. 

Near to Mount Palatine, and the decayed temple of 
Romulus, i faw the temple of Venus, converted now 
to the churcit of Sancla Maria, Liberalmc dalla pknc 
d? Infer no, the deliverer from infernal pains, as Venus 
was the coni()latrix of amorous pains. 

Bcfidcjs all tiiefe, I law one object mofl; worthy of at • 
tention, which was, the library of the ancient Romans, 
being permitted to enter whh two gentlemen, Sir Wil- 
ium CaiT and IMr James Augh.uj.ngv, my countrymen ; 
where, when I was come, 1 beheld a*worid of old 
books. The Ill’ll whereof was an infinite number of 
(Creek Bibles, iublcribed whh tlie hands of ihofe holy 

fathers^ 
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fathers, who (as they fay) tran dated them out of the 
Hebrew tongue. , 

I faw alfo the Academics of Ariftotle, wherein he 
treatethof tlic foul, health, life nature, and qualifies 
of men, with the medicaments of Galen for the dii- 
cafes and infirniiiies of man ; the familiar epiftics of Ci- 
cero, the Alnciils of Virgil, the vSaphiclc 
Famous voiles of that Li Ibian Sapho, the works of 

aiitiors. Ovid, Pliny, Plutarch, riius Livius, Ho- 

ratios, Stiabo, Seneca, Plato, Homer, d c* . 
rentius, Cato, Uipporratus, Jol’ephus, Pythagoras, /*l)i- 
('dorus Sanilu', hnlCinus, St Aintin, St Ambrofe, St 
Cypii.tn, St Gregory, and likewilc the works of o- 
iher excellent philolonhers, divines, and poets ; all 
wrote wall their own hands, and lealed with tlieir names 
and manu.d iuhruiptions. 1 law alio the form of the 
iliftanciaU wilting, whit h was upon leaves of trees, 
cakes of Cad, witli their lingers on allies, barks of trees, 
with lliange li:;mes, and unknown letters, tliat was 
brought fiom hgyjtt, for the Kgypiiaus lirft deviled 
tile tile thereof, and the light of Inliiiitc obligatory wrC 
tings of empeiois, kings, and princes, whicii I omit 
to 1 elate, retelling the lame to be regilfered by the 
next beholder. 

Still left untold, fomething there mult be fcca 
For tlicm, who trace our leei with Argos cyn : 

Yet let them Hay, and lake tliis verbal note, 

They who would better write, niufl larger quote. 

Bidding adieu to my company, and this library, i 
longed to view the gorgeous Mulaical work of St Pe- 
ter’s church. The matter was no iooner conceived, 
but I went to the door, yet afraid to enter, becaufc I 
was not accuHomed with the carriage and ceremonies 
of fi)ch a Saiiilum faut'bnan ; but at tiie laft, abandon- 
ing all rcriipuU.iiies, 1 came in boldly, and, on my right 
hand as 1 entered within the door, I cl pied the por- 
trayed image of St Peter, ereded of pure brals, and lit 
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f\ng on a brazen chair. The fafhion of 
ihe people *is this: Eatering the church, Thebrazen 
they go ftraight to this idol, and falming, image of St 
with many crolfes, his fenielefs body, kii's Peter, 
his feet, and every one of his ieveral toes ; 
infomuch that thofe his comfortlefs feet are grown 
fiery red, whilft his body, fave his breads, remainetli 
brazen blew : and yet forlboth fome of their learned 
Rabbins will nor have this fuperftiiion but an humble 
commemoration of their adored faints, or the like, for 
pro'enring favour of interceflion, whilft the ere^ded idol, 
in the mean time, receiveth all their fuperlliious abo- 
minations of diurnal uorihip.. Next, they lay their 
heads under the foie of nis J%ht foot, and, -iiifing, rub 
their beads on his hard coded belly ; thus adoring that 
breathlefs mafs of metal, more than though it were a 
living creature. 

O wonderful and ftrange fpeflacle ! that tliefe, onh’ 
titular Chritlians, fhould become woife of knowledge 
than Heathens, to worlliip and reverence the work- 
man fliip of mens hands. Wo and lhame be unto you 
all blind heretical Papills, why Ihould you make to 
yourfelvcs idols and images of gold, filver, brafs, iron, 
done, earth, and wood ? and, notwitlilfanding, 
would excufe the matter with a fuperlVnious reafon, 
allcdging you do it only in remembrance, where o- 
therwife it is a damnable fign of wilful obdurate igno- 
rance. May not the prohibition of the fecond com- 
mandment of God’s law, which ahfolutely you abro- 
gate, dividing the laff commandment iu two, confound 
the error of this idolatry, ingrafted in your hardened 
hearts. , . 

What virtue can be in a lump of brafs ? or what 
comforf in the devices hf handy craft -men i* Alas ! no- 
thing but eternal forrow and condemnation. This was 
one of the lamentable errois Uaw in the Roman fee, 
amongft many other thoufands. When the foolifh Ly- 
dranes, or Lycaonians, would have facrificed bulls to

Superjlithi and hiying, “ O men, why do you do 

cfPapiJis. thefe things? wc are even men lubje«^ 

to the like pafiions that you be.” how 
is it tlicn, that the apollles, being alive, would have 
no acknowledging by any homage of man ; yet when 
they are dead, the Roinanifls will worlhip their coun- 
terfeit limilitude, in Hone or wood ? What unworthy 
feigned traditions, and liiperHitions idolatry ! What 
Hrange new- deviling tricks they ufe, to plant idle mo- 
•nahcrial loiterers ! How many manner of ways tlieh 
belly-minded Haves, cpicure-like, lead their lives ? And 
what a lea of ahominalile villany they iWim into, prac- 
tiling even unnatural vice* I mean of their wrongfully 
called religious bilhops, prieHs, friars, curates, and ail 
the hypocritical crew of thofe pci vciTed Jebufites, no 
heart can cxj)uis, nor the moH eloquent tongue can 
funicienily unfold ? Whofe luxurious lives are vulgarly 
promulgate in this Hifpaiiical proverb,

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Italy was called fo of Italus, a king in Sicily, who 
lirft taught* the people agriculture. The more impro- 
priated names were Hefperia, becaufe it is fituatc under 
the evening ftar Hefperus ; Latium, becaufc Saturn, 
driven from Crete by his fon Jupiter, hie latebat abdi'^ 
andOEnotria, in regard of the abundance of wines 
It produceth. This country was firft faid to be Inha- 
bited by Janus anno mundi 1925 ; from whom fprung 
the tribes of the Samnites, Sabines, 

Laurentani, and Tarentincs. The fe- The JirJl p lath 
cond plantation was by Evander, and cer* tation in /- 
tain other Arcadians, who being banilh- taly, 
cd fiom their native dwellings, feaied 
themfelves here. Thirdly, by the Trojans, under the 
conduct of vEneas; who, foriaking the delicious lives 
of the effeminate Africans, arrived herej and were 
kindly entertained by King Latinus, whofe daughter 
Lavinia Aineas married. So thus from the Trojans the 
Italians brag of their defeent; and fo likewife boaft di- 
vers other nations to have dcllendcd from that Dardau 
hock, as glorying in fuch a famous pedigree. The 
length of Italy is nine hundred Italian miles, though 
lome allot a thoufand : it is falfe ; for I have trod four 
feveral times from end to end of it, on the foK/i of my 
ieet, even from Vallcfe, the firft town in Piemont, de- 
feending Mount Synais from La Croix fouthward, which 
Iccludeth Savoy, and to Capo Bianco in Calabria, hcrU' 
med in with the gulf Tareato on the one fide, and the 
Faro of Meffina on the other, it being the fur the il pro 
montory of Italy, 

So, in a falfe defrription, fome blind geographers, 
tl) rough bafe igno'r* ce, make England longer thaii 
Scotian^ in their m;t1ts, when Scotland, by the belt 
judgements, and my d^n better experience, is one him- 
died and twenty miles loi\s(er than England. It is a ma- 
nitcfl error, which I could-'' "' to be reformed ; as in 
die conclufion of this work I Ihall nibrh credibly make 
clear. 

Ehc breadth of Italy, at the root and beginning there- 
^if, bending along the Alps, from the Adriatic coaff 

to 
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to the Riviera cl i Genoa, or Ligurian fliore, is but two 
hundred and forty Italian miles, growing iiiv rower and 
narrower, till it Ihut out itfelf into two horns, Cala- 
bria and Terra diOitranto. The breadth of winch, or 
either, extendeth not above fourteen Englilh miles 
from fea to lea; the guU Tarento (winch is unnavi' 
gable, in rcl'pe<H of inlinite craggy Ihclfs) dividing the 
two horns. On the north licle of Tcria di Oirranto 
lieth Apulia, bordeiing with Marc I’upcniin, a very 
fruitful foil for corns; and vvclhvard tticncc boiindeik 
Terra di laivoro, or ptoprnim rcguiim NeapolitanunK 
Thcfc four terntoricb make np the entiic kingdom oi 
Naples : The chief cities of which are, 
'The kwodem N<ip!u, Capua, and Salerno, in terra di 
of Naples. Lavoro. In Calabria are Coufenza, the 
chief leat of the prclident or lub-vice- 
gerent, Rhegio, Allauria, and Monrccilione. Jn Tcr- 
3 a di Ottranto, are Otiranto ; the which town being 
taken by xMahomet the Great, anno 14B1, involved all 
Italy in fucb a fear, that for a whole year, ai.d till the 
txpaUion of the Tuiks, Rome was quite forlakcn ; the 
next arc Lucia and Biundullum, beautified with a fa- 
mous iiaven. 

And in Apulia are Manfredo, Arpino where Tully 
was born, Venulio whence Horace had his birth, and 
(hinno, famous for the victory of Hannibal againll; the 
Romans. The church-laiid begins, beyond Rome eigli ■ 
ty miles, at Terracina, being juft oppolite to Gayctta, 
the weftmoxl coniine by the maiineof the Neapolitan 
kingdom, near to Mourn Cu cello, and the utmoft ma- 
rine hmit call ward or Campagna di Roma, or the 
church’s patiimony, embracing', ‘.’h leas, till It run to 
Ponto Centino inTufeana, whicA jivideth the precindfs 
of Redi Colllne anti Aquacupa/ente, the lall frontiers 
of the great Duke and Popey.ands ; all which bounds 
to Terracina, and in the 'v.'fy of Venice from Rome to 
Spoleto, are d-'^rdminated Campagna di Roma, or La- 
tium ; and thence it reacheth along northwcll, by the 
Venetian gulf, to the utiermoft hounds of the Dutchy 
of Ferrara, being thirty miles from Venice; extend- 
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jng in length to three hundred and fifty miles, whofc 
breadth is narrow, and where it joineth with both leas, 
it is but fixiy miles. The thurch-land is 
divided into four territories, Campagni- Thr four pa- ' 
di-lloma, or old Latium ; Rome, Viter- pal ierriio- 
bo, Nariii, I'arni, Viletri, Moniefiaf- rics. 
cone, and Civita-Vecchia, being tlic 
chief cities. Next the country of Ombi i.i, or Otr.brofi, 
lying between Rome and Loretta ; the chief cities are 
iSpoleto, from whence it is reckoned a dutchy, Perugia, 
a facerdotal iiniverlity, Fulino and Alili, where great 
St Francis, with his iavilible lligmata was born : at the. 
vvhieh Alili 1 law the place (as they fay) whcic tlie an- 
gel appeared to his mother, telling her, that Ihe llionlJ 
conceive and bear a fon, Ihould be the champion of 
Jefus ; and haid by they lliewed me the crib and Hall 
wliere he was born, with many other foolilh lies, both 
finful and abominable, every way reprefenting his ima- 
ginary life like to the heavenly tra£t and rcl'emblance 
of our blclFed Saviour. dLe third is Marca-di'Ancon.t 
by the fea fide, Ancona being principal. The other 
cities arc Alculi, Mcrccrata, Tolentino, Riginati, A- 
guby, and paraiitical Loretta. The fourth is B.oma- 
nia, lying along toward Ferrara, between the fea and 
the Apenniue hills. 

This eccleliallic dowry of Romania is disjoined from 
Marca-di-Ancona by the Duke of Drbin’s lands ; which, 
diviiion by the fea-iidc is thirty miles in length, con- 
taining Pefaro, Fanno, and Sinigalia, all iea-port 
towns ; the other of this dutchy are llrbiuo and Ca- 
ficlc’urante. The chief town in Romania is Ravenna, 
'^hich, for antic^uityf, /ill not bow her top to none in 
Italy. Here the Pop'^s legate remaineth. The other 
be Rimini, Fcrcola, LSlogna, and Ferrara. And thu.s 
much for the Pope’s foui'“CcIeliafiic territories. 

1 ulcana or yl'ltruria, lying foiith from the middle ol

From Tufeany to the wclf, and north- weft, lieth 
Lombardy, intitlcd,77*r^W(tv?(/ the 'world, which is now 
divided (bclldcs the Venetian territory, of which I will 
fpeak in its own place) into four principalities, Milan, 
Mantua, Parma, and Modena ; the other cities be Cre- 
mona, Pavia, Lodi, Plcafance, Rhegio, Brifiles, Pa- 
leftra, Navarro, and Allellandria-di-Paglia. This pro- 
vince is chielly watered through the middle with ftately 
1\), in which Phaeton was drenched when he came 
tumbling down from heaven. 'Phe rivers Ladifti, 
‘Montanello, Dello Gtiarda, and other forcible ftreams 
fupporiing the flioulders of it.

rying in thefe famous captains, Fabius d " ‘ 

Maximus the bucl^lcr, Camillus the Iword of Rome, 
and Scipio, Pompey, and Cxfar ; for the venerable 
poets, Virgil, Ovid, and renowned Horace ; above all, 
famous for the orator Cicero, and the hihorians Tacitu^ 


and Livius. The foil is generally abundant in all things 
neceflary for human life, and the people for the moR 
part are both grave and ingenious, but wondrous de* 
ceitful in their a£lions ; fo unappeafcable in anger, that 
they cowardly murder their enemies rather than feek 
an honourable revenge, and fo inclined to unnatural 
vices, that for beftiality they furpafs the Infidels. The 
women of the better fort are flavilhly infringed from 
honeR and lawful liberty ; they of the middle rank 
fomewhat modeft in carriage, witty in fpeedi, and 
bountiful in affedion ; they of the vulgar kind arc 
both ignorant, fiuttilh, and greedy ; and, lallly, the 
worier dregs, their impudent courtefans, the mofl; laf- 
civious harlots in the world. Thus much in general 
for the brief defeription of this region, and fo I return 
to my Itinerary relation. 

In the mean while, having always a regard of my 
halfy difpatching from Chrifiendom, I returned through 
terra di Lavoro, by the fea fide, Campagna di Roma, 
anticntly Latium, an^I Ombrla, now the dutchy of 8pa- 
leto, even to Lorettt*. (landing in the Marca of Anco- 
na, addwefling mylefi to Venice for tranfportation. 
But, by your leave, Lrpae lay down before your eyes 
fome notable illufions of Modonna di Loretta, which I 
found in my way-faring jouL.^jy, to amplify my former 
difeourfe concerning the errors of the Roman church, 
and as yet was never cnglilhed in our language. 

Before 1 came near to Loretta by ten miles, 1 over- 
took a caroch, wherein were two gentlemen of Rome, 

and 
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and their two concubines; who when they efpled me, 
diluted me kindly, inquiring of what naVion I was ? 
whither I was bound ? and what pleafiire I had to tra- 
vel alone ? After I had to thefe demands given fatll- 
fadlion, they intreated me to come up into the caroch ; 
but 1 thankfully refnfed, and would nor, replying the 
way was hilr, the weather feafonable, and my body un- 
wearied. At lal): they perceiving my abfolute rcfufal, 
prefenily dirmounicd on the ground to recreate them- 
felvcs in my company; and immediately the two young 
unman ietl dames came forth alio, and would by no 
pei'luaflon of me, nor their l.imiliars, mount again, 
faying, they were all pilgrims, and bound for Loretta 
(for devotion lake) in pilgrimage, and for the penance 
enjoined to them by their lather confeflbr. Truly, lb 
far as I could judge, their penance was fmall, being 
carried with horfes, and the appearance of their devo- 
tion much lefs ; for lodging at Riginati, after luppcr, 
each youth led captive his dcarclf darling to an un- 
fandilicd bed, and left me to my accullomed repofe. 

When the morning-ftar appeared, we relumed the 
way marching towards Loretta; and thefe vermillion 
nymphs, to let me underhand they travelled with a 
rhearful llomach, would often run races, Ikipping like 
wanton lambs on gralfy mountains, and quenching 
their follies in a fea of unquenchable fantalies. Ap- 
proaching near the gate of the village, they pulled otf 
their llioes and ftockings, walking bare foot through 
the hrccis, to this ten thoufand times polluted chapel, 
mumbling Pater mjiersy and yJve-maria’s 
Ifimrant dc’ on their beads. When they entered tjie 
TQtiGu. church wherein mk chapel ftandeth, [

Unto this falfcly patronized chapel, they offer yearly 
many rich gifts, amounting to an unfpeakable value, as 
’chains, and rings of gold and hlvcr, rubies, diamonds, 
filken tapedries, goblets, embroideries, and fuch like. 
The Jefuitlcal and penitential fathers re- 
ceive ali, but who fo enjoy all, \a (<a- R'jme'sava- 
incra rcvercnJ'i Romana^ grant certihca- na', 
tion to th'S Lorettan avaricioufnefs, who 
fl!l their coffers twice in the year therewith. My foil? 
pilgrims having performed their ceremonial cnltoms, 
came back laughing, and aficed why I did not enter ? 
But 1, as unwilling to fliew them any further reafon, 
demanded what the matter was ? () (laid the Italians) 
Juraiido per il Ciclot^ Iddio SdcratiJJimo, this is the houfc 
wherein the Virgin Mary dwelt in Galilee ; and to the 
confirmation of thefe words, Ihewcd me a book, out 
of which 1 extracted thele annotations. 

This chapel they hold to be the 
houfe in which Mary was announced by Damnable iU 
Gabriel, and wliertin file conceived Je- liijions of Lq> 
fus, by operation of the Holy Gholl. retta. 

And in the mean time that devotion wax- 
ed fcant amongff the Chriffians of the primitive church 
in the holy land, ifrangcrs tyrannizing over the teiri- 
torics of Canaan, as Hcraclius, Coffrocs King of Per- 
fia, Saracens, and ilarancone king of Egypt, it came 
to pafs in the year of our Lord 1291, and in the time 
of Pope Nicholas IV. that it being lhaken oft’ the foun- 
dation, was tranipor*cd miraculoully by angels in the 
night, fi;om Nazaretl.in Galilee to ToHalto in Sclavo- 
nia ; the diftance being by lea and land feventeen hun- 
dred Inalian miles. 0 ! u .long lift for lo fenrvy a cell : 
And in the morning fhephe’ *s coming to the place of 
paflurage, found this hoiile, wlierewirl:»being aftonifh- 
cd, they returned in hafte, and told St 
George Allcllandro, the prior of I'or- /! fimonaical 
falto, who in that mean while was lying vifion, 
fi<;k. He bv-ing ftricken in admiration 

with 
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with thcfc news, caufecl himfelf to be born thither, an/l 
liid before the altar; and falling in a .marvellous 
trance, the Virgin Mary, by a heavenly vifion, appear- 
ed to him, faying after this manner : 

“ Behold thou haft often pierced the heavens with 
invocations for thy relief, and now I am come, noton-’ 
ly to rertore thee to thy health, but alfo 
J papil}icnl to certify thee, that thou doubt nothing 
dmimt’do/ of this houfc ; for it is holy in refpci^l 

Chi! ion. of me, the chafte immaculate Virgin, 

ordained before all eternity to be the 
mother of the Moll High. It was in this chamber my 
mother Anna conceived me,nourilhedme, and brought 
me up in linging pfdms, hymns, and praifesto the glo- 
ry of God ; and allb 1 kept in this room the blcffed in- 
fant Jdus, very God, and very man, without any 
grievance or p.nn, brought him up with all diligent ob- 
fervation : And when ci uel Herod fought the babe’s 
life, by the advertifement of the angel, I, andmylud* 
hand Jofeph, who never knew my body, tied with him 
down to Egypt. And after his paflion, death, and 
afccnfion to heaven, to make a I'econcihation of human 
nature, with the court celeftial, I ftaid in this houfe 
with John, and the other difciplcs ; who conlidering, 
after my death, what high myfteries had been done in 
it, conlecrated and converted the fame to a temple^ for 
a commemoration of ChrilVs fufferings, the chief of 
martyrs. Alfo that refplendent image thou feeft, was 
Tuade by St Luke (my familiar), for eternizing the me- 
mory of my porti aiture, as I was alive, by the com- 
mandment of him who doth all things, and (hall re- 
ferve this f.icred image to the wqrrld’s end ; That crofs 
of cedar, which ftandeth at the lydc of the little weftern 
window, was made by theapoftl^^ : Thefc cinders in the 
chimney touch nor, bccaufejiftey are the fragments of 
the laft fire 1 made on : And that ftielf whereon 
my linen cl oaths and pray,er books lay, let no perfon 
come near it ; for all thefe places are fandlified and ho- 
ly. Wherefore, my fon, I tell thee, awake, and go 
;'’eclte tjie fame which I have told thpe unto others ; and

Tliey chatter 
over on their beads ten /}vc-i\Lincs to our Lady, and 
but one Pdter nnjlcr to Chrill.

A Frcr jny return from Padua to Venice, and twen- 
ty-four days attondarice walled theic lor paflaiJe, 
I iiub.iikcd in a carmoefalo, being bound to Zua No- 
ra in Dalmatia. iScarcly had we loft the fight of Ve- 
nice, bur we encountered with a deadly lloriu at Seiu- 
eocL^ninte. d'he mailer liad no compafs to dircet:

fides ot liic gulf, to liolll up fails at night, and againft

They are 
wonderful kind to Ifrangers, which 10 me in no imall 
meafure was extended, and that by the better Ibrt, ibeir 
captains and commanders, and only for the aih iiry of 
rScoki and Scoti, ahhough 1 daie Iwcar there is little or 
none at ail betwixt the two nations. 

Having pahed Cainaro wc failed clofe by the ific 
Sangego, called formerly Illirides, This ifle is of cii- 
cnit kmifcoie, and of length thirty miles. Our frefh 
water waxing hant, and the winds falling out contrai v 
to our cxprdaiion, we hiught into VaMugolio in the 
ille of Olero, which is a fide haven for Ihips and gai* 
lies. This Ofero was firlf mined Aiphorus, and then 
Abfirtitles, of a C<iptain Abhrius, wliocame from Col- 
flns, accompanied with many people, to bring bark 
IMedea to her careful father, whofe purpofe being fru- 
it rated, {laid hill and inhabited this land. A ht oppor* 
timify obtained upon the ciglith day, we arrived in the 
road of Zai a in Dalmatia ; for there 
ihe carmoefalo ftaid, and I was expo- Zara nova. 
fed to feck paflage for Ragufa, 

By the way, I lecall the great kindnefs of that Dalma- 
tia mafter; for^H’ing my condition, I found him 
more than gouifeous, and would have no more but the 
half of that which was his bargain at Venice. Betide s 
rhk. he alfb entertained me ihiec days will) a mod: 
bountiful and kind acceptance. My foiitary travelling 
be olt bewailed, wilhing me to defih, and never at- 
tempt fiich a voyage ; but I giving him abfolute and. 
conffant anfvvers, appeafed his imagined I'oitow. 

True it is that ignorance and lloih make every thing 
D r.n'.hl^ 
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terrible unto us, and we will not, becau/f,. 
Jiincrance we dare nor, and dare nol, becaufe 
and Jloth. will not. This makes us fubmit 

felves to any thing that doth either fla... 
ter or threaten us ; and like lome lottilh weaklings that 
give the reins of their govcrnineiu into the hands of 
their wives or rer\ants, thinking then they buytlhir 
peace when they fell it ; thus do they grow upon us, / A 
mean ignoi'inee and doth, and by compofiiion, n/)t 
iorce, btcoiuc inafters of the place, being juft fo ftrong 
as we aie weak : and as contrary news delivered at one 
time niaketh one to hear with joy and remember with 
foirow; even lo an unrefolved man, in high and he- 
luic dedgns, though feeming forward, is diftrac^lcd 
heic, let on fear there, and rent afunder every where, 
with the ftalhing frights of defperation ; but a conftan: 
Kloluiion can courageoufty fupport all things, “ Ubi^ 
cunque homo ell, ibi bcneficio locus eft.” And congra* 
tulating this Ikippcr’s courtel'y, I bad farewel to his 
council. 

Zara is the capital city of Dalmatia, called of old 
Jiidara. The inhabitants are governed by a Camai - 
jingo, or cliambcilain, in the behalf of Venice, the 
walls whereof are ftrongly rampired with caith, fur- 
palling the tops of the ftone-work, and foriilitd alfo 
w'ith high bulwarks, and planted canons on elevated 
ramparts of eartli, which are above forty cubits higher 
tlun the walls and biilwaiks, Handing in the four fc- 
veral corners of the city. 

There lie continually in it a great garrlfon of fol- 
diers to defend the town and citizens, who are main- 
tained hy the Duke of Venice fo^ he is Signior there- 
ol. They have indured many invalions gf theTuiks, 
efpecially in the year 1 570, when, for the fpace of four- 
teen months, they were daily molefted and befieged, but 
theviiftoiy fell ever to the Chriftians. If the Turks 
could wiiyhis place, they might ealily command the 
Adiiatic leas, in regard of that fair haven which is 
theic to receive Hups and gallles, which maketh the 
Venetians not a little fearful becaufe of their fafeimard. 

" Yet 
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Yet they permitted the neighbouring Infidels to traf- 
fic with tllem ; but when they enter the gates, they 
nuh deliver their weapons to thecorpoial of the ftiwa- 
dron-company. Neither may they ilay within all 
night, under the pain of imprilbnmenr. Dalmatia was 
failed fo of Wauririiis the Emperor. 'Ehe four piinci- 
vmI provinces whereof are thefe, Ariitos, Sembico, 
•ppallero, and Tragurio. A part of which belongetli 
lo Venice, another part to the Archduke of Aultria, 
and a third unto the Turks. Zaia is dillaiu from Ve- 
nice two iiundred milts. 

When the wandering night was chafed fiom the in- 
teiior ilhinds by the returning day, and the fun liad 
impaired his hrightnefs to our under neighhi ms, and 
our dreams ready to polfefs the thcaue of itie fancy, 
the wcarifome creatures of the world declining to their 
red, and under Ihadow of the pale lady of tlie night, 
even then from Zaia I imharked in a fmall frigate, 
bound for I.ehna, wiih fi\e .Sclavouian mariners, who 
hiniciinits 1, tiled, and fomttiines rowtd with o.us. Jo 
our way we paifed by the ille of Bray/a, wliich is of no 
gieat cjuantity, but fertile enough for the inhabitants, 
and kept by a gentleman of Venice. It licth in the 
mouth of the gulf Narento, that di ideth Dalmatia 
h’om Selavonia. Many fondly conceive, that thefe two 
kingdoms aic all one ; but 1 hold the contrary opinion, 
botli by experience, and by ancient authois. Having 
palled Capo di Colla, which is the beginning of Scla- 
wjiua, 1 (aw, upon my right hand, a round rock, of 
a great height, in form of a pyramid, being named, 
by cahern mariners, Ponw, anciently Salyro, for the 
good falcons tly^aiNk bred therein. It flandeih in the 
niidlf of il^e ^f between Selavonia and Italy, and nut 
habitable. 

A lieJe beyond that rock, I faw the three Ifles T.c- 
uiiti, the chief whereof is called Ymnez ; but they 
•are vulgaily called ihe ijlcs cf Diomedcs, who was king 
•iof A>t( iia. Ihey arc right oppofitc to * 
pMouin^Gargano, now called St Aigdo, Mount St M- 
difuiut i'rom ilic main land of japu- gelo. 

"'iia in Italy about nine miles. 
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This Mount St Angelo ftandeth in Apulia, bending 
in the Tea with a large promontory ; it is in cdmpafs nioie- 
ty miles. Near to this mountain was that great battle 
fought between Hannibal and the Ptoinans. The over- 
throw fell to the Romans, under the condu^f of Paulus 
/I'lmiliu?, and other confuls, of whom were flaiii fort^ - 
two thoufand andfeven hundred; and if Hannibal had 
followed this victory, he had eafily that day fubdued th : 
commonwealth of Rome ; which made Maharbal, ca[ ■■ 
tain of his horfemcn, rebuke him thus : Vincere fcis, 
}{anmba!, vi^orui utmefeis. 

Thou canfl: overcome thy foes in bloody fight^ 

Rut cannot ufe the vi6tory aright. 

The like laid Caeiar of Pompey, when he loft the firft 
battle they fought at Pharfalia in Greece : “ 0 Pompey, 
Pompey, if tlioii hadft known how to have ufed the 
vidtory, as thou hadft it, thou mighteft have been this 
day lord of the whole woild.'* 

So to our lamentable memory may that laft battle 
be recorded, fought in Hungary betweei.\ 
/I woful battle, the Turks and Chriftians, of whom Ma- 
ximilian Duke of llbrugh, this preleni 
Emperor’s uncle, was general ; who having had a noc- 
turnal victory, and the infidels put to the Right, they 
remaining in the camp more bnfy about the fpoils than 
their own fifety, the lurks returned again before day, 
the Chriftians being difordered with booties, and the 
ravening of their whores, they put them all to the edg( 
of the Iword. O miferablc confufion ! Little better 
might I fpeak of the battle of Lt^ianu ^ being abufed e- 
ven in the fight of it ; and that glorious Vi6fory no wifi 
followed, as good fortune had given them an awful op- 
portunity. lor Don John of Auftria, their general, 
had a great mind to feizc upon the ifle of Corfu, and to 
rob Venice ^f her liberty, then to profecutc with venge- 
ance the brave beginning of To notable a vidory ; and 
yet his treachery was difeovered, and by the Venetian 

general 
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general fpeedily difappointed, to his eternal fliame bo'h 
ways. • 

The poor Sclavonians being exhaufled in their hun- 
ger-ftarvlng boat, with extraordinary pains, (for we had 
three days calm, which is not ufiially feen in thele 
(t-as), were inforced to repofe all night at the barren 
iflc of 8t Andrew. This ille is of circuit four miles, 
’mt not inhabited. The cxcclhve rain that fell in the 
(\vening made us go on Ihore to feek the coverture 
of Ibme rock ; which found, we lay all night on hard 
Hones, and with hungry bellies ; for onr provifion was 
i'penr. The break of day giviiig comfort to our di- 
H relied bodies, with favourable winds at the Garbo c. 
ponente, we let forward, and about mid day we arri- 
ved in the port of Lefiiia, of which the ille laketh the 
name. 

'fhe ide of Lefina is of circuit a hundred and fifty 
miles, and is the biggdf illand in the Adriatic lea. It 
is exceeding fertile, and yieldeth all things plentifully 
that is requilitc hir the fuHenance of man. 'i'hc city 
is unwalied, and of no great quantity; but they have a 
firong fort refs, which defendeth the town, the haven, 
anfl the veHels in the road. The governor, who w.tt 
a Venetian, after he liad inquired of my intended 
voyage, mod coiirteoufly invited me three rimes to his 
table, in the time of my five days flaying there ; and at 
the lad meeting he reported the dory of a marvellous 
mil-diapen creature born in the illand, aiding if I 
would go thither to fee it ; wherewith (when I pcrfcdly 
iinderdood the matter) I was contented; The gentle- 
man honoured me alfo with his company, and a horfe 
to ride on, whcf'^T we came, tlie 
< aptain call^d'for the father of that mon- J monjler 
Her, to bring him forth before us. hni in Ltfi- 
Which unnatural child being brought, nn, 

I was amazed in that light to behold the 
deformity of nature ; for below the middle part, there 
was but one body, and above the middle tlierc was two 
living fouls, each one feparated from another with f<> 
^cral members. Their heads were both of one b'gncfs, 
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bur d'ffinent in features. The belly of the one joined 
wiih the podeiior part of the other, and^their faces 
looked both one way, as if the oric Itad carried the o- 
ther on his back, and often, bclorc our eyes, he that 
was behind, would lay his hands about the neck of the 
foreinofl. Thtlr cyeowtre exceeding big, aijd tlieir 
hoKh gieater than an infint of dine limrs their age. 
The e\ lements of h'Oth rreainres illucd lorih atone. 
pl.uT. and their thighs and legs of a great growth, nor 
Initablc io theli age, being but lix and diirty days old ; 
and th( ir f’ef were veiy proj)ortionally made like to 
the fool ol a t tnul, round and cloven in the micKl. 
['hcyiee ived t]\f‘ir food with an inlatiablc dtlire, and 
continn illy inourtK'd with a pitiful node. Thai forrow- 
Utl nun told us, th.it when the one flept, tlie other 
awaked, which wms a ffiange difagreement in nature. 
The mother of thnu bought deai ly tint birth, with 
the lols of her own life ; as her hidband rc'poirv.d, nn- 
fpe.ikablo wis the torment fhe endured, in tint woful 
’.vretthng piin. I was al!o informed afrei vv;(r<is, that 
this om, t/i’ lath' i r\v(>r()ld, wretch, lived but a ihort 
w hi’e aikr we law tiu .u. 

L'nving this mondious Ihapen monller to his own 
j'lrangc, and .ilmnit nur<.dulous nativity, we reUirncd to 
Lelh'.i But by the wciy of our Kick coming, I ic-

Before we could attain unto the haven, 
whciein ou» piirpofe was to flay all night, we were al- 
i'ailecl on a fiichlen with a deadly jform : infonnieh di.it 
every Ivvallowiiig wave threatened our death, and I red 
!'] our breads an inrcrmingled lorrow oi^ lear ami 
hope; and yet lutrd by us, and within a mile to the 
ecvvaid, a Ihiibaiian man of war of dhinis, cariying 
twotiicof oriliutnce, and two himdied tnen, ici/ed 
I'pon a caiiiioelalo or Venice, at the dill Ihot, liie lieiitg 
laden with malvafic and mufeadine, aiul tome fioni 
Cuidv, viiid had eis alio in chafe, till night divided our 
euntriry (kh')ns, ddie winde becoming f ivoiii able, 
ind our double defired lafeiy enjoyed, botli bccaufe of 
the feadlorm, and ol the llormy pirate, vve la lorwaid 
-11 the guli of Cataro, and failed by the iile C/urfuhu 
In this illand I faw a walled town called 
dh/'/oh, whieh hath two flrong forttetl'es Curfoli. 
to juaid it. It is both romnu;dious lor 
the iraliic of meichandde they have, and alfo for the 
i'liie woo.l [liar growetli there, wliereof the Venetian 
hUips and galleys are made : an illand no lefs pleafant 
llian proiitable ; and the two governors hereof arc 
changed every eighteen months, by the Hate of Venice. 

Ji was of old called (MreurA^ A'leLuia, and of fomc 
C'jura Nigid, but by the moderns Continu- 

ing oui- comic, we palled by the ifles of Sabioiv/cilo, 
ioKjuollo, and Cat/a Augufla, appertaining to the re- 
public ol Bagula, ihey aie all three well inhahitcil 
and fruitful, yielding corns, wines, and cciiain lair. 
kinds ol excellent fruits. It is dangeions for great 
vtilils to come near their coalb, becau/e of the ludden 
ll'Clves that hc^o.H 'o, the lea, called Auguliin'i^ where 
(hvers llup^ kare been call away in foul vveaih( r. Up- 
on the iccond day after our looting flora Clilia, v. e 
irrived at Kagufa. 

Raguia is a commonwealth, govern- 
ed by Icnators, and a fenatc-council. Hdgufa. 
it is wonderful flrong, ' and alfb well • 
guarded, being lituace by the fea-lldc. It haih a fine 
haven, and many goodly fhips thcreumo belonnre.

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The greateft traffic they have is with the Genoefe. 
Their territory in the firm land is not much, in refpefl: 
of the neighbouring Tiuks; but they have certain 
commodious iflands, which to them are profitable. 
And notwithftanding of the great ftrength and riches 
they poflefs, yet, for their better fafeguard and liberty, 
they pay a yearly uibutary penlion unto the great 
Tuik, amounting to lourteen thouland zechins of 
gold ; yea, and alfo iliey pay yearly a tributary pen- 
lion unto the Venetians, for the illcs referved by them 
in the Adiiatie gulf ; fo that both by fca and land 
titey aie made tributary citizens. The mofi; part ot 
the civil magifirates have but the half of their heads 
bare, but the vulgar Ibrt are all lliaven like to the 
Till ks. 

'rids city is the metropolitan of the kingdom of 
Scltvonia. Sclavonia was firll called Lihiiniidy next //- 
hra^ of Illiiio, the fon of Cadmus, but lafily named 
Sclav^jiihu of eertain ilaves that came from Sarmaiia, 
paffingihe river Danubio, in the time of the Emperor 
Jnfiinian. Croatia, lying north-welf 

*S'. Uvcnid. fi om hence, is the third province of this 
ancient Itliria, and was formerly called 
Valina, or Corvatui. It hath, on the weld, Hbda and 
Carniola ; on the eaft and fouth, Dalmatia; on the 
north noith-weli, apart of Carindia quafi Cariiuhia; 
and no! thcrly, Savus. So much as is called ScLivoma 
extendeih from the river Arfa in the well, the river 
Drino in the call, on the fouth bordcreth with the 
gulf of Venice, and on the north with the mountains 
ot Croatia. Thcle luouniains divide allb Ragiiia bom 
Rolna. Bolna is biniiuled on thc,y.-.eU with Croatia ; 
and on the fouth with llliricum, or Sclavoni.) ; on the 
call, wiih bervia ; and on the noith, with the river 
bavus. 

The next two tpcclal cities in that kingdom arc Sa- 
Ix nir.i ai'il S dona. 'Ehc Sclavnnians arc of a robull 
nitme, rm.rti.h, :ind m irveiK. ns valiant fellows, and a 
great Ik Ij) to maintain the right and liberty of the Ve- 
netian fiate, Iciving them both by lea atid land, and 
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. cfpccially upon their galleys and men of war. From 
Ragufa I embarked in a tartareia, laden with corn, 
and bound to Corfu, being three hundred miles di- 
hant. 

In all this way we found no ifland, but failed along 
the main land of the lllirian fhore. Having palTed the 
gulf of C.iraro, and Capo di Fortuna,

pioiiiontory of which extendeth to eight miles in 
length, being the face ot a iqiiaie and main rock. 
'I'his high land is (he furthclt pait of the gulf of Ve- 
nic( , and oppofite againrt Capo di Sanerta Maria, in A- 
pulia, each one in light ot anothcig and fourteen 
leagues dirtant. Continuing oiir ravigarion, we enter- 
ed into the fca Ionium, and lailcd along the coalt of 
Kpiio, which was the famous kingdom ot- the Epirotes, 
and the firlf beginning of Greece. Epirus is enviion* 
cd,^ on thefbuth, with the fea Ionian; on the eart, 
witli hlacedon ; on the welt north-wert, with Albania; 
and on the north, with a p.irt of Rafcia, and the huge 
hill H;emus : of which mountain Siratonicus was wonc 
to lay, that for eight months in the year it was exceed- 
ing cold, and for the other four it was winter. This 
long mountain dividcrh aiib Greece from Myih, called 
vulgaily Bulgaria, lying on the north of Htemus, and 
to the louth of Danubio, even cartward to the Euxine 
ca; which rjver.p,...:eth alio Dacia from Myfia, the 
lupcrior ; tlii^^Vinch Dacia, being an ancient and rtimous 
country, conraineth thele provinces, Tranfilvania, Mol- 
d;UM Vallachia, Servia, and Bulna. Here in this 
kingdom of hpire was .the noble and valiant Pirrhus 
»ii. wiio made lo great wars upon the Romans, and 
fMalt, by a woman of Argos, was killed with a ftone. 

molt valiant captain C;eorgc Ca- 
Enut, rtrnamcd Scamleriur^, die great Scanderkrg. 
^'i’oranu Icoiirn.* unto tlu d’uiks, was 

born 
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born here; of whom it is recorded, he flew at divers 
battles, with his own hands, above thrco^ thoufand 
Turks, obtaining alfo many fortunate victories againft 
Ainurath and Mahomet : After whofe death and bu* 
rial his body was digged up by the Turks ; and joyful 
was that man that could get the Icalt bit of his bones to 
preferve, and carry about with him, thinking thereby, fo 
long as he kept it, he fhoiild always be invincible, 
which the Turks obferve to this day, and likely to do it 
to their lafl day. And more, 

Renown’d Epire, that gave Olympia’s life, 

Great Alexander’s mother, Philip’s wife. 

In this country are thefc two rivers, Acheron and 
Cocytus ; who, for their mineral colours, and hitter 
taftes, were firnamed the rivers of hcll\ and the facred 
Mount Pindus, conlecrared to Apollo and the mufes, lb 
well memorifed by the poets, is here. It is now called 
Mez^.ona; at the foot of which fpringetli the liver of 
Peneia, called modernly Salepiros, but more properly 
yjzabdbd-, and keeping his txtrcmtfl couile through 
the fields of pleafure, named by the ancients 'Icmpe, 
being five miles long, and as much lai'gc, lying be* 
tween the two hills OlTa and Olympus, and watering 
that beautihil plain, the fair Peneian fpring, or Aza* 
baban river, dilburdencth itl'clf in the gulf Theflalo- 
nick. This is the fiifl; kingdom of Greece, and of a 
great length, conlifting between the weltmofl: part of 
Albania, as a perpendicular province annexed to it, 
and the Arcadian Alps, which divide AEtolia and A- 
rarnania; the eaflmofl regions vsrr from Sparta, 
riuflaly, and the old Mirmidons country Macedon, 
amounteth to four hundred and eighty miles, lying a- 
long by the lea-fide, whofe breadth extendcih all the 
way long northward to the hill lixmus, above fixty- 
eight miles. The thief town of Epire, where the kings 
luul their rcltdence, was called /Imbidcia^ modernly 
LaertOy named of a river running by it. And upon 
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Che fixih (lay after our departure from Ragufa we ar- 
lA’td at Cui'fu.

This iflc was given to the Venetians by the Corficans 
d}i>,o 1382, becaufc they were expofed to all the inju- 
of the world, it lieth I'ke to a half moon, or half 
ii tilde, ealt and noiih. The callcrn cape is calltcl 
Lauhiiio, the othtn* northward St Katerina \ the fe- 
cund town whereof is called Paglcopoli. It is of cir- 
cuit one hundied and twenty, in leng h fifty-two, and 
tl’.iitydevcn in breadth, and fourteen miles dilTinc 
fiom Kpire. The city Corfu, from wliich the ida 
hath the name, is fifuate at the foot of .1 mountain, 
whei Cl) ['on arc built two itioug torircifes, and envi- 
roned wiili a natural lotk. 'i'he one is ca*led Fortezza 
j\'cvd, and the other Fortez'ra Vcidna, They are well 
governed, and circundpeeTly kipt, lef, by the infti- 
gation of the o.;^ t.rptain, the other fiould commit 
liny [vc.Ko Viable edVrt, And for the fame purpofe, the 
I'ovcrndic of both cafles, at their eledtion before the 
i. nators of Venice, are ivvorn, neither piivatcly nor

of their government. Thefe caftles are inaccelTablc, 
and unconquerable, if the keepers be 
Two Jlrong loyal, and provided with natural and 

cajlles. martial furniture. They are vulgarly 

called the forts of Chnjiendom by the 
Greeks, but more juftly the frength of Venice ; for 
if thefe cahlcs were taken by the Turks, or by the Spa- 
niards, who would as gladly have them, the trade of 
the Venetian merchants would be of no account ; yea, 
the very means to overthrow Venice irlclf. 

Corfu, formerly Corcyra, was by fome called Pbaa^ 
da, fo denominate from a virgin of that name, who 
was here fuppol’ed to have been deflowered by Neptune. 
This ifle produceth good ftore of wines, oil, wax, ho- 
ney, and delicate fruits. 

From thence, after certain days abode, I imbarked 
In a Greekifli carmoefalo, with a great number of paf- 
fengers, Greeks, Sclavonians, Italians, Armenians, 
and Jews, that were all mindful to Zante, and I alfo 
of the like intent, being in all forty-eight perfons. Ha- 
ving room -winds, and a frefli gale, in twenty- four hour^ 
we difeovered the ifle Ccphalonia the greater, and fail- 
ed clofc along Cephalonia minor, or the lefl'er Ithaca, 
c.iiled now Val di Compare, being in length twenty, and 
in circuit fifty-fjx miles, renowned for the birth of 
Laerte’s fon Ulyfles. 

From th’ Ithac rocks we fled Laerte’s fliorc, 

And curs’d the land that dire Ulyfles bore, 

For Ilion’s fake, with Dardan attir’d, 

Whofe wooden horfe the Trojan tempit-:Ttr’d. 

On our left hand toward the main, we faw an ifland 
called St Maiirc, formerly Lcucas, or Lcucada ; which 
is only inhabited by Jews, to whom Bajazetll. gave it 
in pofleflion, 'after their cxpulfion from Spain : The 

chief 
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chief city is St Maure, which not long ago was fubjeft 
to Venice. • This ifle St Maure was anciently joined 
with the continent, but now rent afuuder, and envi- 
roned with the fea. During the courfe of our paflagc, 
the captain of the vcflel efpied a fail coming from fca ; 
he prefently being moved , therewith, fent a mariner 
to the top, who certified him flie was a Tiirkilh galley 
ofBiferta, profecuting a ftraight courfe to invade our 
bark : which fudden affrighting news overwhelmed us 
almofi: in defpair. The affrighted mailer having de- 
manded of every man what was moll proper to be 
done, fome replied oneway, and fomc another; in- 
fomuch, that the moll part of tlie palfcngcrs gave 
counlel, rather to lurrender than fight ; being confi- 
dent their friends would pay their ranfom, and fo re- 
lieve them. But I, the wandering pilgrim, pondering 
in my penfive breafi my folitary ellate, the diflance of 
my country and my friends, could conceive no hope of 
deliverance. Upon the which troublefome and fearful 
appearance of flavcry, I abfolutely arofe, and fpokc to 
the mailer, faying, “ The half of the 
carmoelalo is your own, and the moll A counjel to 
part allb of the loading, (all which he Jight, 
had told me before) ; wherefore my 
counkl is, that you prepare yourlelf to fight, and go 
encourage your palfengers, promife to your mariners 
double wages, make ready your two pieces of ord- 
nance, your mullcets, powder, lead, and half-pikes; 
oi who knoweth but the Lord may deliver us from the 
t iraldom of thele infidels.” My exhortation ended, he 
was greatly animated therewith, and gave me thanb; 
Wheieupon, aifenfifrisg the palfcngcrs and mariners, he 
pvc good^^omfort, and large promifes, to them all ; 
o i lat their affrighted hopes were converted to a cou- 
rageoLis refolution ; feeming rather to give the firfl 
allault, than to receive the fccond wrong. 

i o perfoi m the method of our defence everv man 
wa5 uly in the woik ; feme below in tlic inin-room, 
others cisanfing the muikets, fome preparing the pow- 
der anti bails, lomc their fworUs, and Ihoi t weapons, 

fome 
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feme drefllng the half pikes, and others making fail: 
the doors above ; for I’o tlie mailer refolded to malce 
combat below, both to lave us fioin finall fliot, and 
befides for boaidlng us on a hidden. The dexicroi’s 
courage of all men was fo forward to defend their 
lives and liberty, that truly, in my opinion, we iLemcd ] 
thrice as many as we were. All things beiow and a- 
bovc being cunningly perfected, and every one ranked 
in order with his harquebufs and pike, to hand in rea- 
dinefs for his own defence, we recommended ouidelves 
into the hands of the Almighty; and in the mean while 
attend their fierv lalutaiions. 

In a furious Iplcen, llie fnlthola of their courtellcs 
was the progrefs of a martial conllid, thundering forth 
a terrible noife of galley-roaring pieces ; and we, in a 
fad reply, lent out a back-founding echo of fiery flying 
fhots, which made an cquivox to the clouds, rebound- 
ing backward in our periuihcd breads the ambiguous 
founds of fear and hope. After a long and doubtful 
fight, both with great and fmall (hot, (night parting us), 
the Turks retired till moinin!>, and then were mindful 
to give us the new rencounter of a fecond alarm. BiU 
as it pleafed him, who never fadeth his, to fend down 
an irreliftible temped, about the break of day we efca- 
ped their furious defigns ; and were enforced to feck 
into the bay of Largodolo in Cephalonia; both becaufe 
of the violent weather, and alfo tor that a great lake 
was fprung in onr fliip. In this fight there weic of us 
killed, three Iralians, twoGiecks, and two Jews, with 
eleven others deadly wounded, and I alio hurt in the 
right arm with a Imall Ihot. But what 
A notable de- harm was (lone amongd the inti- 
I'lverdiice. dels, we were not adhredvjj(;i-eof, lave 
only this, vve ihot away their middle 
mad, and the hinder part of the poop ;/')!' the Greeks 
are not expert gunners, neither could our harqiiebuia- 
cloes much annoy them, in relpcdt they never boarded. 

But hovvfoever it was, being all difbarked on fhore, we 
gave thanks to the Lord for our uncxpccled falcty, and 
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burled the dead Chrlftlans in a Greekilh churchyard, 
and the J^vs were interred by the fea-lide. 

This bay of Largallolo is two miles in length, being 
environed wi[h two little mountains; upon the one of 
thefe two iLtndeth a (b*ong fortrels, which dcfendetli 
the pafl'age of the narrow gulf. It was here that the 
Chrilfiaii gallics aflciubled in the year 1^71, when they 
came to abate the rage of the gtcat Turks arniado, 
which at that time lay in PeteralTo, iti the lirm land of 
Greece, and right oppolite to them, and had made 
conquch the year before of noble Cyprus fiom the Ve- 
netians. 

The iOe of Ccphalonia was formerly called Ithata^ 
and greatly renowned, becaufe it was the heritable 
kingdom of the worthy UlyU'es, who excelled all other 
Greeks in eloquence and fubiilty of wit. Secondly, 
by Strabo it was named Duluht : And, thirdly, by an- 
cient authors Ccphahiuiy of Cephaio, 
who was captain of the army of Cleobas Ccphalonia cf 
Amphitryon. The which Amphitryon, old Ithaca, 
a Theban captain, having conquered the 
Hland, and ilain in battel Pierelaus King of Teleboas, 
for lo then was the ifland called, gave it in a gift of go- 
vernment to Cephaio. This Cephaio was a noble man 
of Athens, who being one day at Imiiting, killed his 
own wife Prociis with an arrow, inlfead of his prey ; 
whereupon he flying to Amphitryon, and the other pi- 
tying his cafe, religncd this ifle to him, of whom it ta- 
keth the denomination. Ccphalonia lieth in the mouth 
of the gulf Le panto, oppolitc to a part of iEtoiia and 
Acarnania in the lirm land : it is in circuit one hun- 
dred and lifty-lix, and in length forty-eight miles. 

The lajylbtlelf is full of mountains, yet exceeding 
fertile, yielding inalvalia, mulkadine, vino Lcatico, 
raifiub, olives, ligs, honey, Iwcet water, pine, mulber- 
ry, date, and cypre trees, and all other ions of fruits in 
abundance. The commodity of which redounds yearly 
to the Venetians, for they are figniors tfiereof. 

^ Leaving this weather-beaten carmocfalo laid up to a 
^uil lea, 1 reluivcd to fr:-vC thie'ugh ll'.e iilmd, In the 
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firft days journejj, I paft by many fine villages and 
pleafint fields, efpecially the vale Alelland.o ; where 
the Greeks told me their ancefiors were vanquilhed 
in battle by the Macedonian conqueror. They alio 
fhewed me on the top of Mount GargalE), the ruins 
of that temple, which had been of old dedicated to Ju- 
pirer. And, upon the iecond day, J hired two filhcr' 
men in a little boat, to carry me over to Zante, being 
twei ’y-five miles diftant. 

H:re in Zante a Greckilh liirgcon undertook the ca- 
ring of my arm, and oerloi med the condition within 
time. 

The 'fie ofZ ipie wa? called Zaiinthus, 
Zdnte. becaide lo wi'> railed she ion of Darda 
DUS who Kigned thei e ; and by fome 
Hyria. It hath ,i city of a great Icngfli, bordering a- 
long 'he fca-fide, the chief leit of the ifle, and named 
Zanti, over the rloor of \v\\ok priCtorium, ov judge’ 
ment hall, are infcribcd theic verles, 

Ilic loaiSy edit, (V)iat, piinlt, confirvat, Imorat, 

IScquitiaviy paa’niy trimuhiy juray prolm. 

This place hates, loves, chaflcus, conferves, rewards, 

Vice, peace, felony, laws, virtuous regards. 

And on the top of a hill, above the town, ftandeth a 
large and ffrong fortrefs, (not unlike to the callle of 
Milan), wheicin the providitor dwclleth, who go- 
vcineth the ill and. 'Fhis city is fubjeiit yearly lo fear- 
ful earthquakes, efpecially in the months of Odober 
and November, which often times Subvert their houles 
and thcmlelves, bringing deadly dcffru^ViOii.ori all. This 
ifle prodiiceth good Itore of ralina di Corintho, com- 
monly called currants, olives, pomegranates, citrons, 
oranges, lemons, grenadiers, and melons, and is in 
contpafs fixty-cight miles, being dillant from the lore 
promontory of Morea fixtecn miles. 

The iflanders arc Greeks, a kind of fubtle people, 
and great d ticmblcrs ; but the figniory thereof belong- 

erh 
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cth to Venice. And if it were not for that great pro- 
vilion of cf)rn which is daily tranfporrccl from the 
iirm land of Pcloponiitfus to them, the iiiliabitauts in 
alhort time would familh. 

I was credibly informed here by tlic better fort, that 
this little ille maketh )caily (bclidv.s od and wine) only 
of curiants, one lumdi'f d and fixty tlioulaiid /echiro, 
{laying yeailyovcr and above for cidlom, tuenty-twv) 
ihonlanrl piaffers, tvciy zeihm of gold being nine 
flullings Kngiilh, and eviry pLiller, beini; wbiie mo- 
ney, lix lliillini’s : A rent or iiim of nioniy which 
thelc lilly lilindcrs could never afloid, (they being not 
above (ixty ye.trs ago, but a bale beggaily [nogh, and 
an ohlcinc place), if it were not for ionic iKj.ioidh lips 
iiei e in England of laie, who foilooth can hmliy di- 
pt It bictd, pailies, broth, md (ai In gratu) big-pnd' 
flings, wiihout thcle cuiiants. And as ilicle lalcd 
Gi eeks becoming [iroud of Life v\ith tliisl.ivilh expence, 
contemn jultly this ienlnal piodigality, I fiave lieard 
them otten demand die l^.ngldh, in a lihhy deuiion, 
wh It they did with iuch htpioi illi ftiill . and if ti'ey car- 
tied them home to feed tl'cit Iwinc and hogs wiihal. A 
cpiellion indeed worthy of ludi a leni/ile iralliek; the 
inieicncc of which I Inlpend: there i noodier nation, 
lave this, thus additfted to that n iiciabx iiie. 

Bidding farewel to Zante, 1 imbarked in afiigato, 
going to Peterailb in Morea, which of old was CM’led 
Pchpcniiilns \ and by the way, in the gn!f iagenno 
(which ciividerh iEtolia and MuKa. d’lic th'ti city 
in d'Aolla is Called J^epa/ito; from whence, v/s Itw n d b-'/’ 
the lea-iivie Is Delpho^, fnnous lor ilie oracle of Ajtoi 
lo), We lalicd by the ilE^ Eeiiiii ijes, but by m.odciii wa- 
ters Cuiznlari, wiitie the Cliin'iians obtaitieti die vic- 
tory againfl the Turks; for thcie did they light a;ot 
tiiiii manner. 

In the year 1571, and ihc 6th of Oc- 
tober, Don Join) of Aiutiia, g/neial •

two hundred and eight gallies, lix gallelTcs/'and twenty* 
five frigates. 

Afrtr a moh refolute deliberation, thefe three ge- 
nerals went with a valiant courage to encounter witii 
the riirkidi arniado, on the Sunday morning, the ytli 
of Oedober ; who, in the end, through the help o’ 
Chrid, obtained a glorious victory, hi 
The fill lJ that jigjit there was taken and di owned 
Lifanfc. one hundred and eighty of Tnrkdli ga!- 
^>e’s, and there elcaped about the numbei 
of (ix bundled and fifty Ihips, galleys, gallcots, and c 
theryefels: 'I'heic was fifteen thoufaiui 'finks killed, 
and four thoui.nid taken priloners, befdcs four thou- 
hiiid p'tces of ordnance, and tw'elve tlioiifand Chri 
ihans delivcn d liom their jlavilli bondage. In all. ihi 
Chrifiians loll l)iu eleven gallies, and five ihoufam 
fain. At their uturn to Largofolo, after this victo 
rioLis batiii', the three generals divided inninutr.ibl' 
Ipoils, to their wcll-dclerving captains, and v.'urlhv 
Ibld'ers. 

And notvvitlilianding Don John led that Armado, 
yet ambition led him, in the niidf of that famous victo 
ry, to conceive a treacherous defgn to feize upon tlu 
c.dlles ()1 (lorfu, under Ihew of the Venetian coiouis 
width being difcovered, and he difappointed, he died foi 
difplealiire in bis return to Mdlina in Sicilia ; wher. 
there his f ame f indeiji to this day. 

Alter luyaiiivai in iVter.ifb, the metropolitan 
rcloponnelus, I left the turmoiling dangers of the in 
tricated ifes, ot the loncanand Adriatic Teas, and re 
folved to tiavel in the f rm land of Greece, with a cam 
van of (oxeks that was bound for Athcn?; 

Peterailb is a large and fpacioiis city, full of mer 
chandde. and greatly bcaiitifcd with all kind of mcr 
chants. Their chid commodities are raw flks, cloih 
of- gold anodilvcr, flken growgranes, rich damas, \t' 
vets ol ail kir.rls, with futinsand taffetics, and dpecial- 
ly a girnr 1 fn- grain : Tlie Venetians, Ragulans, and 
rkulali.ur, hive gre.u handling with them. Herd

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femember there was an Englifli fa^lor whom the 
fubbafliavv, or governor of the town, a Turk, caufed 
nrivately afterward, upon iiiahce, to be polioned, even 
when I was wintering at Coni'tantinople ; for whole 
death the worthy and generous ainballador, Sir d’ho- 
mas Glover, my patron and j)rolcefor, w is I’o highly 
ineenfed, ih.u lie went thither hmifelf to Teterailb, 
with two jaiiilancs, and a wair.mr li nt witli him from 
the I'niipeior, who, in tli': midlf of the markct'placc of 
Peterad’o, eaiiled one of the two Jariifirics to Alike oil 
tlu. head liom the Ihouldeis or that faiizack ; and put 
to death divers others .did that had been acceirory to

iy, King Dcmeti ins, Julius C'xlar, Cains Caligula, anc' 
Domitiiis Ncio ; of all whom he doth note, that they 
not only failed of their purpofc, but that they came u 
violent and unnatural deaths. 

But before the alorelaid Caravan at Peteraflb rdmit 
ted me into his company, he was wonderful in()uiririvc 
to know for what caul’e 1 travelled alone, and of wha'. 
nation I was. To whom I foberly excufed, and dilcu- 
vered mylelf with modefi: anfwcrs, which pacified his 
curioliiy, but not his avaricious mind ; for, underapre 
(ended protection he had of me, he extorted lite inofi 
part of my money from my purfe, without any regaid 
of confi nee. 

In the full, fccond, and third days journeying, w-'e 
liad fair day, haul lodging, but good cheer, and kind 
fiuei lainmcnt for our money; which was the countiy 
Laconia: but on the loui ih day, when \vp entered ii 
the hilly and barren country of Arcadia, where, for a 
day’s jouincy, we had no \illagc, but faw abundance ot 
cat Ic without hecpcis ; and in that place It Is thought 
the gi e.u battle of Pharl'alia was fought, between Ju- 
lius Cxi.ii aMd Pompey the Circat. 

Aicadia is bounded on the eafi: with 
EIIlo, on the welt with IMifeua, on the 
ncnli With Aehaia infciior, and on tire 
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v'buih with a part of Laconia, and the Tea : it was f()i - 
merly termed Pehfgta, and laftly it took the name from 
Areas, the ion of Jupiter and Calido ; the people 
wheieofdid long imagine, they were more ancient than 
the moon. 

This foil of whom Areas gi cat patron was, 

In age the moon excell’d, in wit the afs. 

But becaufe it is a tiaditlon of more antiquity titan 
<:rcdir, I do rather note it than affirm it. And as men 
liioulddrcad the thunder bolt, when they lee (he light- 
ning ; fo ignorance and idolatry placed among us, and 
round about us, may be a wanting to the profelTors of 
the truth, to take iiecd to the venom, led, by their 
Aicadian antiquity lurpafllng the moon, they become 
novices to lomc new intended mallacre : for as powder 
failed them, but alas ! not poiion ; lo now with policy 
they prevail in all things: how long the Holy One of 
Jfrael knoweth, but ceitainly our fins are the caufes of 
their domineering, and of our carelcls drooping. 

In this defert way 1 beheld many fmgular monu- 
ments, and ruinous cables, whofe names I knew nor, 
btcaule I had an ignorant guide : But this 1 remember, 
amongb thelc rocks my belly was pinched, and wcaric^l 
was my body, with the climbing of llecp mountains, 
W'hlch bred no fmall grief to my breab. Yet notwitli- 
banding of my dibrefs, the remembrance of thefe 
Lvect-feafoned longs of Arcadian Ihepherds, wliidi 
pregnant poets have fo well penned, did recreate my 
wearied body with many fugared fuppobtions. Thefe 
berilc bounds being pab, wc entered in lltc eabern 
plain of Morea, called anciently Sjarta, where that 
lomctime famous city of Lacedemou llourilhed, but 
now kicked, and the lumps of ruins and memory only 
icrnains. Marching thus, wc left Modena and Napoli 
nn our right hand, toward the fea-bdc,» and on the 
fixth day at night, we pitched our tents .in the uninha- 
Jt^d villages of Argo and Mycenx, from the which un- 
happy Hden was raviflied.

jword to glut ujK)n, the bodies of her ancients v/eie 
made as pavements to walk upon, brr matrons betairr 
a prey and prize to every ravillier, and her priells 
and lacritkers were linn before the gates of tlieu’ 
temples. 

Thi-^ city was the mother and well-fpung to all libe- 
ral arts ind feienres ; and the great ciiVern of Europe, 
whence ilowed lo jnany c<)nduir pipes of learning cvei 7 
where, b\U now altogether decayed. The ciiuiito' 
old Athens hath been, a( cording to the fnndamcntai 
walls yet extant, about lix Ifalim miles; but now of 
no gieat (juantity, nor many dwcdling honlcs therein, 
being within two hundredhre-houles, having a caftle, 
which lortnerly was the temple oi Minerva. The/ 
have abundance of all thinrs reqnifite for tlu' rnOe- 
nance of hnman life, of which I iiad no Imall prool- 
For thele Ailienians or Gueks, exceeding kindly ban- 
quetred me lour days, and fiirniflicd me with nceadlaiv 
provilion for my voyage to Greta ; and alld tianl- 
ported me by lea in a brigandino freely, and on theii 
own cliarges to Sciigo, being forty-four miles didant. 

After my redounded thanks, they having returned 
the contemplation on their courtelles, brought me in 
remembrance, how curious the old Athenians were to 
hear of foreign news, and with what great regaui and 
eftimation they honoiued travellers, of which, as yer, 
they arc no wile defective. 

Seiigo is an iiland in the fea Greilco. It was an- 
ciently called ('vthLrcii, of Githero, the Ion of Phxnile ; 

and of Ai'iilotle PorpIyrt\, or Siku- 
t tngo. in relpcet of tlic line marble that 

got there : It is lixty nnles in circuit, ha’ 
t ing but one caille eilkd G/yS/h//?, which is kept by a 
Venetian captain. Here it is laid, that Venus did lirlt 
inhabit; and I faw the ruins of her deiiioldhed temple, 
on the fide of a motintain yet extant. 

A little more downwaid, below this old adored teni 
pie of- Venus, are the 1 clicks of that place wherein 
Menelaus did dwell, who was king of Sparta, and Loid

The country is divided Into four 
parts, under the jurifdi^tion of the four cities, for the 
better adminiftratioii of juftice And they have a ge- 
neral, who commonly remaineth in the city of Candy 
(like to a viceroy), vvho depofeth or impol'eth magi- 
ftratCG, captains, foldiers, officers, and others whatio- 
ever, in the behalf of St Mark, nr Duke of Venice. 
The Venetians detain continually a (bong guard, di- 
vided in companies, i(juadrons, and garrilons, in the 
cities and fortreffis of the illantl ; which do extend to 
the number ol twelve thotiland loldier?, kept, not on- 
ly for tlic inctnfion of Forks, hut alfo for fear of the 
Cretes, or inhabuanis, vvho would rather (if they could) 
ftiiTcnder to the Turks, than live under the fnlija^ 
tion ot Venice, thinking thereby to have more liberty, 
and kb taxed under the Infidel, than now they are uii 
der tlte Chrifiian.

'Llius iniiih of tlic ille in general ; and now in lelp^d* 
of my travelling two times through tl:e bounds of da 
whole kingdom, which w.i'S never before atchieved 
any ti a\ c-u r in Chriftendom ; I will, as bridly as I can. 
in pai'tici.lai, 1 elate a lew ot thole mirerics endurv 
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by me in this land, with the nature and quality of the 
people. 

This aforefaid Carabnfa is the princi- 
pal of Creta, bei'ig of idelf in- The ohi and 

\iiicibic, and is nor unlike to the c.iftle famous town 
oi Dunbarton, which Itandeth at the cf Ltnerk. 
n'kOiith of Clyde; upon which river the 
inrient town or Ltnerk is htnaicd. Fop tliis fort is en- 
viioncj with a rock higher than tlic wails, and joincth 
elolc with Capo Lrniico. Having learned of the ihicviHi 
wa\ I h.td to Canea, 1 adviled to put my money in ex- 
ch. iniv; which the captain of that llicnglh very cour- 
reouily jicifoimed; and would alio liavc dilluaded me 
from luv purpofe, but 1 by no perfualiun or him would 
hay. Lroin thence departing all alone, fcarcely was I 
advanced tw! h e miles in my way, when I was bclet oil 
tlu. ihirr of ,i locky iiioiintain, with tiirec Oivek mur- 
di.nng ivnegadoct, aiiJ an Ir.ilian bandido ; who lay- 
n;’ hands on ni< , beat me moff cruelly, robbed me of 
'iiycio libs, and ftnpped me n.iked, iliieateuing me witli 
uiany gi itvnus ipteeln 

Af Idit il^e rel[)ective Ii.ilian, perceiving I was a 
iiiaiifvr, and could not Ipeak titeCictan tomp.ie, begarr 
to .nk me, in lus own iampiage, wliere Wets my nione) ' 
io whom i ioheily aniwered, 1 had no riioie than be 
i.ov, which was cipjuy baganiincs ; which fcarceiv a- 
nsounkd to two giuats i'aighfh.

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gave me a (lamped piece of clay, as a tokeri to (how a- 
ny of their companions, if I encountered with any of 
them ; for they were about twenty rafcals of a confe- 
derate band that lay in this defart paflage. 

Leaving them with many counterfeit thanks, I tra- 
velled that day feven and thirty miles, and at night at- 
tained to the unhappy village of Pickehorno, where 1 
could have neither meat, drink, lodging, nor any re- 
frefliment to my wearied body. Tliele defperate Can- 
diots thronged about me, gazing (as though alloniflied) 
to lee me both want comp my, and their language, and 
by their cruel looks they fetmed to be a barbaious and 
uncivil people ; for all thefe highlanders of Candy 
are tyrannical, blood thirfty, and deceitful. The con- 
lideration of which, and the appearance 
Cruel Can- of my death, lignilied to me Iccretly by 
iliots. a pitiful woman, made me to ihun their 

villany, in ftcaling forth from them in 
the dark night, and privately fouglit for a leciire place 
of repofe iu an umbrageous cave by the fea fide, whete 
I lay till mornittg, with a fearful heart, a crazed body, a 
thiiily llomach, and a hungry belly. 

Upon the appealing ol the next Aurora, and when 
the welkin had put afide the vizard of the night, the 
ftars being covered, and the earth difeovered by the 
fun, 1 embraced my unknown way, and about mid- 
day came to Canea. Canea is the le- 
Invincihle cond city of Ciete, called anciently Cy- 
Canea. don, being exceeding populous, well 

walled, and fortified with bulwaiks. It 
bath a large caftle, containing ninciy-feven palaces, in 
which the reftor and other Venetian gentlemen dwell. 
There lie continually in it feven companies of foldiers, 
who keep ceatlnei on the wails, guard the gates and 
market-places of the city. Neither in this town nor 
Candia may any country pealani enter with weapons, 
(efpecially hifrquekulTes), for that conceived fear they 
have of trcalon. Truly this city may equal in Itiecgtli 
cither Zara in Dalmatia, or Luka, or Leghorn, both 
in Tulcany, or matchkL Taliiia in ITi’.di ; for thele 
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jive cities atje fo llrong, that in all my travels I never 
faw them matched. They are all well provided with 
abundance of artillery, and all things ncceflary lor 
their defence ; elpccially Luka, which coiuinuaily re* 
ferves in Itore provilion of viifluals for twelve yeais 
liege. 

In my firif abode in Canea, being a fortnight, there 
Lame hx galleys from Venice ; upon one of which there 
was a young French gentleman, a Protedant, born near 
■Montpellier in L.mguedock; wdio beitig by chance in 
company with other four of his countiymcn in Venice-, 
one of them killed a young noble Venetian, about the 
([uarrel of a courtefan. Whereupon they Hying to 
tlic French ambajfl'ador’s houfc, the reft cicaped, and 
he only apprehended by a fall in his llight, was after- 
ward condemned by the fenators to the galleys during 
life. Now, the galleys lying here fix days, he got leave 
of the captain to come adiorc with a keeper, when he 
would, carrying an iron bolt on his leg. In which lime 
Wd falling in actpiaintancc, he complained hc-ivily of 
his hard fortune, and how, becaiife he was a Protell- 
ant, (bcTicles his Havery), he was fevcrely abufed in 
the galley, lighing forth thefe words with tears, “ Lord 
itave mercy upon me, and grant me pa- 
tience; for neither friends nor money J frlipjovs 
can redeem me.” At which exprcHioii cor.^/ort. 
i was both gild and lorrowful, the one 
moving my foul to exult in joy for his religion, the o- 
ther, for his misfortunes, wmrking a Chrldian compaf- 
fion for intolerable affli<flion. For 1 was in Venice at 
the fame time when this accident fell out, yet would not 
’ell him fo much ; but pondering fcrioufly his lamcnt- 
abie didrefs, I fecretly advifed him the manner how he 
might efcape, and how far 1 would hazard the liberty 
of my life for his deliverance, dedrlng him to come a- 
diore early the next morning. Meanwhile 1 went to 
en old Greekifh woman, with whom I was friendly in- 
"Vard, for fhe was my landrtfs ; and rt;citing to her 
oie whole bufinefs, fhe willingly condefeended to lend 
‘lie an old gown, and a black veil for his difguife. 
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The time come, and vve met, the matter was difficult 
to iluike off the keeper ; Init fucii was my plot, I did 
invite him the wine, wlierc, after traclal difeourfes, 
and deep t'nanah.i^ ot Leatii, leaion tailing, (hep over- 
came his lenks.^ AVneua.pon, condu^Sii) >, ii>y. inend 
to the app'iinnd pl.ue, 1 iliihm'deued him < •! his irons, 
(loathed hnn in a temale habit, anti leio liini out be- 
Joie me, Ci)ndihted by du (iieeuilh worn, in ; and when 
iecnrelv pafi both jpaaul'. and n, ate, iiol!M\<v.d, carry- 
ing witn me hiseloaths, wheie, when aceuil ing h.im by 
a fu'. i l i nines, aiui t!;c other retin la d ba^k, vve 
ipei'dily Cl oiled the wAc of Siida, and interchanging^ 
his appaicl, 1 dirctSed l\im the way, over the moun- 
tains, to a Oreekijli convent, on the 
.i I'lh'c if loiith fide oi the land, a place of lafe- 

rcli\i'\ r.naid, commonly called ihc monnjicry 

(f rcf\oe\ where he would kindly be 
entertained., till either the galleys, or men of war ol 
i\ialta, , 0 lived; it being a ciillom, at their going or 
comitig (rom the Levant, to touch here, to relieve 
and carry away dillreired men. This is a place wherc- 
tiiKo banditti, mcn-ilayers, and robbers, repair for re- 

li.r. 

After rercivlng many joyful thanks fiom him, I re- 
turned, keeping the higluvay, where immediately I en- 
countered two I'aiglifh ioldiers, John Smith and Tho- 
mas Margrave, corning of purpoie to inform me ot my 
immiiK,nt danger, lliewing me, that all the o/hcers oi 
the galleys, widi a number oi ioldiers, were in fearch- 
ing the citv, and hunting all over the fields for me. 
Alter winch relation, coniulting with them what way I 
ronid (ome to the Italian monalftry, St Silv.nor, tor 
thni. 1 lay, (the town affording neither lodsnng nor 
1 ti'.' y aniv/e. ed me, thty would ventinc their livc3 

tor my i iM-fv, .md 1 ihouid enter at the cailc’rn (thr 
leait trcpientcni) gate ot the city, where three otiiu 
Ih) iilhni'.-mwc; c ilni u.iy on guard; for to tlicrc wem 
ioe (>[ lilt.! i lierc in gainfon : where, when wc ernur 
tl.i (ViIki- Ihtrlilli, accompanied with eight Frcncli lob 
dki-, iheir familiars, came along with us alio. And

having paflcd the marker-place, and near my lodging, 
iour oilicei’s, and fix gallcy-lbldicrs, run to lay hands 
on me; whereat rhe Englilh and j'Vench unlliearhing 
ihcir fvvords, valiantly uiided their fiiif, and (Ic.iiJly 
wounded two of theoiriccrs; meanwhile fielh lupply 
coimng from the galleys, John Smiili nm along with 
me to the monallery, leaving tlic red at pdl-meil, to 
interrept their following. At lad ihc captaitis ef the 
garrifon approaching the tumnh, lellevxd their owr; 
ioidiers, and drove back the other to the galleys, h 
little thereafter the general of the galkys eainc to tlie 
monaftcry, and examined me concerning tlie tiigiil\e ; 
hut 1 clearing myfelf fo, and quenching the lea;: fiifpi 
cion he might conceive, (notwiihdaiuling of my accu- 
iers), he could lay nothing to my charge. Jlo\dbc\e r 
ii was, he feemed fomewhat favourable, paitly becaufe 
{ had the Duke of Venice his pailport, partly becaufe 
of my intended voyage to Jcrufalem, 
pirtly bccaufe he was a great favourer Cloyjlcrs am 
of the French nation, and partly becauie Jafeguards, 
he could not mend himfelf, in regard of 
my ihcltcr, and the governor’s favour ; yet, nevertlic* 
iefs, 1 detained myl’elf under the laiegiuird of the cloy- 
ftcr, until the galleys were gone. 

Being here diJ'appointed of rranfportation to Archi- 
pelago, I refolved to viiit Candy ; and in my way 1 pall- 
ed by the large haven of Suda, which hath no town or 
village, lave Oidy a caOle, lituatcd on a rock in the Tea, 
at the entry of the bay. The bonnds of that harbour 
may icccive at one time above two tlionland Ihips and 
p, alleys, and is the only key of the ifland ; for the 
which place the King of Spain hath oft oiiercd an infi- 
nite deal of money to the Venetians, whereby his navy, 
wliich fometinies refort in the Levant, might have ac- 
cels and relief; but they would never grant him his re- 
quefi: : which policy of his was only to have I'urpriled 
the kingdom. 

South -well: from this famous harbour, The pkafant 
firth a plcafant plain, named the valley' valley of duda 
d h It is twenty Italian miles long,

and two of breadth ; and I remember, . as I defcended 
to crofs the valley, and pafs the haven, I thought the 
whole plain refembled to me a green fea; and that was 
only by reaion of infinite olive-trees growing there, whofc 
boughs and leaves overtop all other fru(^tiferous trees 
in that plain. The villages, for lofs of ground, are all 
bulk on the fl irts of loclcs upon the fouih fide of the 
vaiky ; yea, and fo diflicnU to climb them, and fo dan- 
gerous indwell in them, that 1 thought th.eir lives were 
in like peril, as he wlio was adjoined to lit muler the 
point of a two-handtd fword, and it hanging by the hair 
of a hone’s tail. 

I told along thefe rocks, at one time, and within my 
fight, fixty [even villages ; but when 1 eniered the val- 
ley, I could not lind a foot of ground unmanured, 
five a narrow ptfhng way wherein I was. fhe olives, 
pomegranates, dates, figs, oranges, lemon?, and po- 
mi del Adamo, growing all promifeuoufly. y\nd at 
the roots of which trees grew wheat, malvalie, mufea- 
dine, Leaiic wines, grenadiers, carnobiers, melons, 
and all other foits of fruits, herbs, the eaitli can yield 
to man, that for beauty, pleafure, and profit, it may 
be called the garden of the whole univerfe, being the 
goodlieft plot, the diamond Ipark, and the honey ipor, 
of all Candy. There is no land more temperate for 
air, for it hath a double ipring-tide ; no foil more fer- 
tile, and therefore it is called the combat of Bacchus 
and Ceres \ no region or valley more hofpitablc, in re- 
gard of the fea, having fuch a noble haven cut through 
its bofom, being, as it were, the very refting place of 
Neptune. 

Upon the third days journey from Canea, I came to 
Pieihiinos, This city is fomewhat ruinous, and unwal- 
led, but the citizens have newly builded a ftrong for- 
trefs ; but rather done by the State of Venice, which 
defendeth them from the invafion of pirates. It hand- 
eth by the fc4 fide ; and in the year 1597, it was mife- 
rably facked and burned with Turks. 
AJoiint Ida, Continuing my voyage. I paffed along 
the ikirt of Mount Ida, accompanied 

with 
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^ith Greeks, who could fpeak the Italian tongue ; on 
which, firft, they (hewed me the cave ot King Minos, 
but (ome hold it to be the fcpulchre of Jupiter. That 
grotto was of length eighty paces, and eight broad. 
This Minos was faid to be the brother of Radaman- 
thus and Sarpedon ; who, after their (ucctlTion to the 
kingdom, ellablilhcd fuch equitable laws, that, by poets, 
they are feigned, with -tEacus, to be the judges of hell. 
I faw alfo there, the place where Jupiter (as they lay) 
was nourifhed by Amalthea, which by Greeks is recited, 
as well as Latin poets. 

Thirdly, they (hewed me the temple of Saturn, 
which is a work to be admired, of I'uch antiquity, and 
as yet undecayed ; who (lay they) was the liril kmg 
that inhabited there, and father to Jupiter. And near 
to it is the demolilhed temple of Matelia, having this 
luperlcription above the door, yet to be feen : “ Make 
clean your feet, wa(h your hands, and enter.*’ Fourth- 
ly, 1 (aw the entry into the labyrinth of 
Dedalus, which I would gladly have bet- Dcdahis's la- 
ter viewed ; but bccaufe we had no can- byrintlu 
die light, we durft not enter ; for there 
are many hollow places within it; (b that if a man 
Rumble or fall, he can hardly be refeued : it is cut out 
with many intricating ways, on the (ace of a little hill, 
joining with Mount Ida, having many doors and pil- 
lars. Here it was where Thefeus, by the help vif Ariad- 
ne, the daughter of King Minos, taking a bottom of 
thread, and tying the one end at the liril door, did 
enter and (lay the Mlnotaurus, who was included there 
by Dedalus. This Minotaur is faid to have been be- 
got by the lewd and luxurious Paliphae, who doted on 
a white bull. 

?lount Ida is the higheft mountain in Greta ; and, by 
the computation of Ihepherds feet, amountctli to (lx 
miles of height: It is overclade even to rhtMop with 
cyprefb trees, and good (tore of mcdicinaWe herbs; in- 
fomuch, that the beads which feed thereupon, have 
their teeth gilded like to the colour of gold. Mount I- 
da, of old, was called Phthnta, by fume Cadiiffi, but 
F 3 modenily 
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modcrnly Madura. It is faid by fome hillnrians, that 
no vencmous animal can live in this iile ; but I faw the 
contrary ; for 1 killed on a Sunday morn- 
Iliflcrian cr- ing, hard by the fea-lide, and within 
fcrs. two miles of Rethimos, two ferpents and 

a viper ; one of which i’erpents was a- 
bnve a yard and half in length ; for they being all three 
rolling within the coverture of the dry lands my right 
leg was alniod in their reverence, before I remarked 
the danger : Wherefore many build upon fade reports, 
but experience teacheth men the truth. 

Some repot t, that if a woman here bite a man any 
thing hard, he will never recover; and that there is an 
heib, called in this iHand, which if one chew 

in !iis moiitli, he lhall not feel Ininger for tour and 
twenty hours ; all which arc mere tables; fuch is the 
darkncls of cloudy inventions. 

Dcfcending from this mountain, I entered into a 
fair plain, beautitied with many villages ; in one of 
which, I lound a Grecian bilhop, who kindly prefent- 
cJ me with grapes of malvalie, and other things, for 
i: was in ilm time of their vintage. To carry thefe 
things he had given me, he caufed to make ready an 
afs, and a iervant, who went with me to Candy, which 
was more than ilfieen miles from his hoiife. True ii h, 
that the bed lort of Greeks, in viliting other, do not 
ufe to come empty handed, neither will they lufler a 
llranger to 'depart without both gifts and convoy. 

I reme-nber along this faflinoiis and marine pafhige, 
I found three fountains gidhing forth of a rock, each 
one within a yard of other, having three fundry tabes : 
the fiili; water was exceedii^g light and fweet; the mid- 
dle, or lecond, marvellous lour and heavy; the tlnrd 
was bitter, and extiaoidinary fait; fo that in lb Ihort 
bounds, fo great dificrencc 1 never found before nor af- 
terward. 

Candy is tliflant from Canea a hundred miles, llethi- 
mos being liaif way betwixt both ; fo is Candy had 
way, in the lame inealure, betwixt Rethimos and Scy- 
thia ; 



in Europe, Asia, and Africa. Sy 

thia ; and Canea the like betwixt Rethimos and Cara- 
bufa, being in all two hundred miles. 

Candy is a large and famous city, formerly called 
fituated on a plain by the lea- 
lide, having a goodly haven for Oiips, Th city of 
and a fair arfcnal wherein arc thiity-llx Cdiuly. 
galleys : It is exceeding llrong, and daily 
guarded with two thoufand foldiers, and the walls in 
coinpafs are about tliree leagues. 

In this tin\e there was no \iceroy, the former being 
newly deail, and the place vacant, il'c fold'crs kt pt a 
bloody ([uartcr among themibives, or agai.dl any whoiu- 
foever their malignity was intended ; toi m all the time 
T If aid there, being ten days, it was nothing to lee every 
day four or live men killed in the fuatts : neither 
could the rcblor nor the captains help it, io tumuli nous 
were the dil'ordered I’oldieis, and the oecafions of re- 
venge and quarrcliings fb frequent. This commonly 
they prabtiled in every luch vacation, whicli, oihcrwile, 
they diirlf never attempt without death, and iLveie pu- 
uilhincnt ; and truly 1 thought it was as barb.irous a 
governed place, for the time, as ever I law in tlie 
world ; for hardly conid 1 lave my ow:i Ire free 
from their dangers, in the whi(.h 1 was twice mitbrably 
involved. 

Candy is dlhant from Venice thirteen hundred 
miles, from Conifantinople leven hun- 
dred, from Famagulfa in Cyprus lix Dijiani'cs 
luindrcd, from Alexandria in Fgypt from Cuudy, 
live hundred, from Tripoli in Syiia 
leven liundred, from Naples nine hinulrcd, from Mal- 
ta five hundred, from Smyrna in Carmani i of Nato- 
lia four hundred, and fiom the city of Jeiuialeni 
nine hundred miles. The Ckmdiots, tju'(m;>ii all the 
ifiand, make mufier every eighth Jay, befoie the Icr- 
ieant-majors, or olficers of the general, aiul are well 
provided wdth all loits of armour; yea,, and the molt 
valorous people th.u have the name of CiecLs. It was 
told me by the rector of Candy, that they may rail'e iu 
arms of the inhabitants, (not reckoning the garrilons), 
F .j above 
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iihovc fixty tboufaod men all able for wars, with hfty. 
four galleys, and twcnty*four gaJIeots for tliefea. 

In all my travels through this realm, I never could 
fee a Greek come forth of his houfe unarmed ; and 
after fuch a martial manner, that on his head he wear- 
eih a bare fteel-cap, a bow in his hand, a long fword 
by his fule, a broad poniard athwart his belly, and a 
round target hanging at his girdle. They are not cofl- 
Jy in appaiel, for they wear but linen cloaths, and ufe 
no fliocs, but boots of white leather, to keep their 
legs, in the fields, from the pricks of a kind of thiflle, 
wherewith the country is overcharged, like unto little 
bidhes, or fliort fhrubs, which are marvellous fharp 
aiul offenfive unto the inhabitants, whereof, often in a 
day, to my great harm, I found their bloody fmart : 
'Die women gcncially wear linen breeches, as men do, 
and boots after the fame manner, and their linen coats 
no longer than the middle of their thighs, and are in- 
latiably inclined to venery j fuch is the 
Orfrs turn nature of the foil and climate. The an- 
rntics. cient Cretans were fnch notable liars, that 

the Heathen poet Epimenides, yea, and 
the npofile Paul, in his cpiftle to Titus, did term them 
to have been “ ever liars, evil beafts, and flow bellies ;** 
whence fprung thefe proverbs ; as, Cretenfe mendaemn ; 
and, Cretifandiim rjl cum Creienjihus. 

Ihe Candiots are excellent good archers, furpafTing 
all the oriental people therein, courageous and valiant 
upon the fca, as in former times they were; and they 
are naturally inclined to fmging ; lb that commonly af- 
icr meat, man, wife, and child, of each family, will, 
i 01 the fpacc of an hour, fing with Inch an harmony, 

•13 is wonderful melodious to the hearer ; yea, and 
tliey cannot forgo the cuOom of it. 

Ihcir harveff is our fprir.g ; for they manure the 
ground and low the feed in Oiftober, which is reaped 
m ^lod April. Being fruftrate of my intention 

at Candy, I \vas forced to return to Caiiea the fame 
'^ayl went; when come, I was exceeding merry with 
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my old friends the Englifhmen : Mean 
while there arrived from Tunis, in Bar- Jn Englijh 
bary, an Englifli runagate, named Ifol- runagate, 
fon, bound for Pthodes ; where, after 
iliort acquaintance with his natives, and underftanding 
what I was, he imparted thefe words ; “ I have had my 
elder brother, faid he the mafter (or captain) of a Ihip, 
Bain at Buriuifland in Scotland, by one called Ktere ; 
and notwithlfanding he was beheaded, I have longfince 
fworn to be i cvenged of my brother’s death, on the 
fjill Scotifliman 1 ever faw or met ; and my defign is 
to ftab him with a knife this night, as he goeth late 
home to his lodging, deliring their adiftance : but 
Smith, Hargrave, and Horfperld refiifed, yet Cook and 
Hollands yielded. Meanwhile, Smith knowing where 
I ufed fometimes to diet, found me at I'uppcr in a fut- 
iler’s, a foldier’s houfe, where, acquainting me of this 
plot, the hoh, he, and three Italian foldiers, convey- 
ed me to my bed, palling by the arcli villain and his 
confederates, where he was prepared for the milchief, 
v'hich, when he faw his treachery was difeovered, he 
lied away, and was leen no more licrc. 

Remarking the fidelity and kindnefs that Smith had 
twice fhewed me, lirll in freeing me 
from the danger of gallcy-llavcry, and Smith relie^ 
now in having iny life, 1 refolvcd to do ved J tom a 
him a good deed in fome part of ac- kr.g bondage, 
quittance ; and thus it was : At his liiB 
ctiming to Venice, he was taken up as a foldier for 
Candy ; where, when tranfponed, within a fm.ill time 
he found the captain’s promife and performance differ- 
ent, which lorccd him at the beginning to borrow 
a little money of his lieutenant : the five years of their 
abode expired, and trelh companies came from Venice 
to exhibit the charge. Smith, not being able to dif- 
charge his debt, was turned over to the new captain for 
five years more, who paid the old capiair* his money ; 
and his time alfo worn out, the thiid captain came, 
where likewil'e he was put in his hands, ffrving him five 
years longer. 


Thus 
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Thus having ferved three captains fifteen years, and 
never likely able (for a fniall trifle) to attain his liberty, 
1 went to the captain and paid his debt, obtaining alfo 
of the rc(flor bis licence to depart ; and the allowance 
of the flatc for his paflagc, which was wine and biicuit- 
brcad : Thereafter 1 embarked him for Venice in a 
Flcmifli Ihip, the mafler being a Scotchman, John Al- 
lan, 'born in Glafgow, and dwelt at Middleborough 
in Zeland. His debt was only forty-eight fliillings Ster- 
ling. 

Here I (laid in Canca twenty-five days before I could 
get paflagc for the Arch-illands, being purpofed for 
Conflantinoplc ; but gladly would not have left the mo- 
iiaftery of thefe four friars, with whom 1 was lodged, 
if it had not been for my ddigns ; in regard of their 
great cheer, and deep draughts of Malvalle I received 
hourly, and oftentimes againft my will. Every night af- 
ter llipper, the friars forced me to dance with them, 
cither one gagliard or other. Their mufic in the end 
was found drunkennefs, and their fyncopa turned 
to Ipew up all, and their bed conveit- 
Drunken cd to a board, or elfe the hard floor ; 
friars, for thefe bcaUly fwine, were nightly fo 

full, that they had never power to go to 
their own chambers, but where they fell, there they 
lay till the morn. The cloyfler itfelf had two fair 
courts, ilie leafl: of which might have lodged any king 
of Europe. The church was little, and, among the 
four friars there was but one mafs-priefl:, being a 
Greek, born and turned to the Homan fadion ; his 
new name was Pattarras Maiccarras, Pater Llbenter, 
or father of free will, indeed a right name for fo fotrifli 
a fellow, lor he was fo free of his flomach, to receive 
in flrong hquor, that for the Ipace of twenty days 
of my being there, 1 never faw him, nor any one of 
the other tnree, truly fober. Many odd merriments 
and jcfls haw' I obferved of thefe friars of Candy, but 
lime \dll not fufler me to relate them ; only remitting 
the refl: of my private difcouiTc, a fig for their folly. 

I travciieJ on foot in this ifle ^morc than four hun- 
dred 
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dred miles,, and upon the fifty-eighth day after my firft 
coming to Carabufa, I imbarked in a fifher-boat that 
belonged to Milo, being a liundred miles diftant, 
which had been violently driven thither with fiormy 
weather. 

And in our pafling thither, we were in danger to 
be over-iun, two leveral times, with two huge broken 
feas, which twice covered the body of the clofe 
boat ; yet with extreme fortune wc arrived at Milo, in 
a bay of the caft corner of the iflc, being about St An- 
drew’s day where the poor Greeks took me up to 
their village, two miles diffant from this creek, and I 
abode with them four days. 

Milo was called by Arlftotle MeJadd, and by others 
Mimalidih Melos \ and laftly, Mdo, be- 
caule of the line mill (tones that arc got Milo. 
there, which are iranrj)orted to Con- 
Itantinople, Greece, and Natolia. I'his ific is one of 
the illcs Cyclades or Sporadcs, but more commonly 
Archipelago, or the Arch-illands, and llandeth in the 
mouth of the vEgean Tea : The inhabitants are Greeks, 
but (laves to the Turk, and To arc all the fifty-four 
ifles of the Cyclades, lave only Tino, whicti holdcth 
of the Venetians. 

From Milo I came to Zephano in a fmall boat, an 
inand in circuit about twenty miles, and ten miles di- 
Aant from Milo. The inhabitants are poor, yet kind 
people. 'rherc are an infinite number of parti idgts 
within this ille, of a leddilh colour, and bigger than 
ours in Britain. They are wild, and only killed by 
fmall Ihot; but I have leeii, iu oilier illands, iiticks of 
them feeding in the fields, and ufuaily kept by chil 
dren. Sonic others I have feen in the fireeis of vd'n 
ges, without any keeper, even as our hens do witli if. 

I faw fountains Jicrc that naturally vield fine oil, 
which is the greatelf advantage the illandcrs have, 

Zepliano did once nioduce the edant^ta, and wa^ 
renowned for tlicline mines of gold and 
Giver, of whidi now it is altogether ile- 7.cM:ro. 
n>]:ue. 'There is a'' ) fine lukdinr heu, 

U'ld 
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and exceeding good marble ; from wheqce Luculliis 
was the firft that traniported it to Rome. There is a 
certain ground in this ifle, where, it is faid, that if 
any take it away, or dig deep holes, the earth of itfelf, 
in a fmall time, will furcreafe without any aid of man. 
Eaft from Milo and Zephano lie the ides Policando, 
and Chriftiana, formerly Lagulo, Sicandro ; and Sa- 
furnino, anciently Calirtha, famous for the birth of the 
poet Callimachus. 

From thence I imbarked, and arrived at Angufa in 
Parir. This illc is forty miles long, and 

Parir. (ix miles broad, being plentiful enough 
in all necellary things for the ule of 
man. It was anciently called Demetriado, whofe length 
lieth fouth-weft and north call: And hard by the high 
mountain of Camphafia, near to Angufa, on a fair 
valley, ftandeth the ancient temple of Venus, never a 
whit decayed to this day. This iile was given to the 
Venetians by Henry the Conftantinopolitan Emperor, 
and bro/her to Baldwin Earl of Flanders, and it was 
feized upon by Mahomet, when Nigropont, and divers 
other ides, were iurprized from the Venetians. 

In Angufa.! ftaid dxteen days llorm-ded with nor- 
therly winds ; and in all that time I never went to 
bed : for my lodging was in a little chapel, a mile 
without the village, on hard dones ; where I alfo had 
a lire, and dreded my meat. The Greeks vifited me 
oftentimes, and intreated me above all things, 1 lliould 
not enter within the bounds of their fandluary ; becaufe 
I was not of their religion. But I, in regard of the 
longfome and cold nights, was forced every night to 
creep in, in the midd: of the fanftuary, to keep myfelf 
warm, which fanituary was nothing but an altar hem- 
med in with a partition-wall, about my height, dividing 
the little room from the body of the chapel. 

Fhefe milerable id.mders, arc a kind of fdly poor 
people, whiih, in their behaviour, Ihewed me the ne- 
cedity they had to live, rather than any pleafure in 
their living, from thence I imbarked in a fmall bark 
of ten tuns, come from Scythia in Candy, and loaden 

with 
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with oil ; apd about mid day we arrived in the ifle of 
Mecanto, where we but only dined, and fo fet forward 
to Zea. 

This Mecanto was formerly called Delos, famous 
for the temple of Apollo, being the chief iile of the Cy- 
clades, the reft of the fifty-tour encircling it. Delos 
lignifieth apparent, becaufe, at the requeft of Juno, 
when all the earth had abjured the re- 
ceipt of Latona, this iftand, then under Latona rccci- 
the water, was by Jupiter ereded aloft, ved in Delos. 
and fixed to receive her ; wherein Ihe 
was delivered of Apollo and Diana. 

— — erratica Delos, <cc. Ovid. 

Unfcttled Delos, floating on the main. 

Did wand’ring Laton kindly entertain ; 

In fpite of Juno, fatned with Jove’s balm ; 

Was brought to bed, under Mineiva’s palm. 

In this ifle they retain a cuflom, neither permitting 
men to die, or childjcn to be born in it; bur always 
when men fall lick, and women grow great bellied, 
they fend them to llhena, a fmall ifoletta, and two miles 
diftant. 

Zea, to which we arrived from Mecar.o, was fo call- 
ed of Zelo, the Ton of Phebo, and of fbme Jctrapoliy 
becaufe of the four cities that were there of old. Si- 
monides the poet, and Eraliftrato the excellent phyfician, 
were born in it. The next ifle of any note we touch- 
ed at was Tino. This iftand is under the figniory of 
V^cnice, and was fume time beautified with the temple 
of Neptune. By Ariftotle it was called /i/nz/j, of 
Demofthenes and Elchines Erufea. It hath an im- 
pregnable caflle, built on the top of a high rock, to- 
wards the eaft end or promontory of the ifle, and ever 
provided with three years provifion, and ^^parrifon of 
two hundred foldiers; fo that the Turks by^no means 
‘-an conquer it. The iftand itfelf is twenty miles in 

length, 
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length, and a great refuge for all Chriflian jQiips and 
galleys that haunt in the Levant. ^ 

From this iile I came to Palmofa, formerly Patmos, 
which is a mountainous and barren ifland. It was here 
that St John wrote the Revelation, af- 
The ijle of tei he was banilhed by Domitianus the 
Patinos. Emperor. Thence 1 imbarked to Nica- 
ria, and failed by the ille Scyro, which 
of old was the hgniory of LicoineJes; and in tlie ha- 
bit of a woman was Achilles brought up here, becaulc 
his mother being by an oracle premonirtied, that he 
lliould be killed in the Trojan war, fent him to this i- 
Ikiiid ; where he was, maiden like, brought up among 
the King’s daughters, who, in that time, begot Pyirhus 
upon Dcidain'i, the daughter or Licomedes ; and 
where the ciaify Ulyfic'', afterward did dilcover this fa- 
tal prlm.c to IVoy. As we came in light of Nicaria, we 
cdjded two Tin kiln galleois, who gave us the chace, and 
purlned us llraight to a bay, betwixt two mountains, 
%vhtre we left the loaden boat, and lied to the rocks, 
■irom whence we miglitily annoyed, with huge tumbling 
lloiies, the purfuing Turks. But in uiir ilying the ma- 
Iter was taken, and other two old men, whom they 
made captives and Haves ; and alfo feized upon the 
boar, and all their goods. The number of us that e- 
icaped wci'c* nine perlbns. 

This ifle Nicaria was anciently called Dolichc and 1 
thiofa, and is fomewhat barren, having no fea-port at 
all. It was here, the poets feigned, that Icarus the fon 
of Dcdalus fell, when, as he took flight from Greta 
with his borrowed wings, of whom it Jiath the name ; 
and not following du’tdly his father Dedalus, he was 
here drowned. 

Dum petit injirmis nimiiim luhhmia pennis 
Icarus, Icariis ncmimi fait atfuis. Ovid de Trill. 

Whiles -icarus weak wings too high did flee, 

He fell, and baptiz’d the Icarean lea ; 

So 
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So many^more, experience may account, 

That both above their minds and means would 
mount. 

Waiting fome days here, in a village called Lnphan- 
tos, for pafhige to Sio, at lail I found a brigandino 
bound thither, that was come from the fruitful ille of 
Stalimene, of old Lemnos. This illc of Stalimene is in 
circuit ninety miles, where, in Hephe- 
ftiia its metropolis, Vulcan was mighti' Viilcayi's birth 
ly adored ; who, being but a homely 
brat, was caft down hither by Juno, whereby it was 
no marvel if he became crooked, and went a- balling. 
The fovereign mineral againd infedlions, called Terra 
Lemnia, ov Sigiiiata, is digged here. The former name 
proceedcih from the illand ; the latter is in force, be- 
caufe the earth being made up in little pellets, is icaled 
with a Turkilh fignet, and lb Ibid and difperfed over 
Chridendom. Having imbarked in the aibrefaid bri- 
gandino, we failed by the ille Samos, which is oppodte 
to Caria, in Ada Minor, where the tyrant Polycrates 
lived lb fortunate, as he had never any mifchancc all 
this time, till at lad Oricnics, a Perdan, brought him 
to a miferable death ; leaving us an example, that for- 
tune is certain in nothing but untertaiiuies, who, like 
a bee with a diarp dmg, hath always fome mil'ery fol- 
lowing a long ferics ut felicities. It is of circuit one 
bundled and dxty, and of length forty miles. It was 
of old named Driufa, and Mclanphilo, in which Pytha- 
goras the philofopher, and Lycaon the excellent rnud- 
ciau, were horn. 

Upon our left hand, and oppodte to 
Samos, lieth the ille of Nixia, formerly Nixia, 

M ■xos, in circuit dxiy-eight miles. It 
was alio called the iftc of I enus and Dionifiay and was 
taken from the Venetians by Selim, the father of So- 
liman. Ead from Nixia lieth the ide Au^urgofpolo, 
in circuit twenty leagues, it hath three ^irnodious 
Jtorts, named St Anna, Calorest and Cataplino. A little 
from hence, and in light of Natolia, lieth the ide Ca- 

lamo, 
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lamo, formerly Glares, in circuit thirty miles; and 
eaftward thence the little ifle of Lerno, five leagues in 
circuit ; ail inhabited with Greeks, and they the filly 
ignorants of nature. South-eaft from 
The ifle of this lieth the iflc of Coos, now Lango, 
Lajvjo. by the Tuiks called The ca- 

pital town is Arango, where Hypocrates 
and Apelles the painter were born. In this ills there is 
a wine named by the Greeks Hyppocon, that exrclleth 
in fwcetnefs all other wines, except the Malvafie ; and 
it aboundeth in cyprefs and turpentine trees. There is 
here a part of the iile difinhabited, in regard of a con- 
tagious lake that infedeth the air, both fummer and 
winter. There is abundance of allots found here, fo 
much edeemed by our apothecaries. The reft of this ifle 
fliall be touched in its proper place. And near to Lango 
lieth the iile Giaia, now Stopodia. It is furround- 
ed with rocks and deferts, unto which the Romans 
were wont to fend in banilhment fuch as deferved death, 
in general of thefe iflcs Cyclades, becaule they arc i'o 
near one to another, and each one in light of another, 
flierc aie many corfairs and Turkilh galleofs that ftill 
aillict dude iftanders; infomuch that tlie inhabiiants 
are conft rained to keep watch day and night, upon the 
tops oi the moft commodious mountains, to difeover 
tbele pirates ; which they eafily dil'cern 
The (lunyr from other velfels, both becaule of their 
of Turuijh lails and oai s ; and whenfoever difeo- 
vered, according to the number of cur- 
fory boats, tlicy make as many fires, which giveth 
warning to all the ports to be on guard. And if the 
fea-voyagers, in paftlng, fee no ftgn on thefe illes of fire 
or imokc, dun they perfc<ftly know thefe dangerous 
fcas arc rrce fiom pernicious lobbcis. 

As wc left the ilie Venice on our left hand, and en- 
teretl in the gulf between Sio and A^lolida, the firm laud 
is called there iell dtiwii a deadly ftorm, at the 

Greco e I .^vanr, or at the oorth call, which fplit our 
inaft, carrying fails and all overboard. Whereupon c- 
very man looked (as it were) with the ftamp of death 
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in his pale \jilage. The tempeft continuing, (our boat 
not being able to keep the fcas), we were conftrained 
to fcek into a creek, betwixt two rocks, for fafery of 
our lives ; where, when we entered, there was no like- 
lihood of relief ; for we had a flielvy rtiore ; and giving 
ground to the anchors, they came both home. 

The forrowful mailer, feeing nothing but Ihipwreck, 
took the helm in hand, diret^ling his courfc to rulh up- 
on the face of a low rock, whereup- 
on the fea mod fearfully broke. As A fearful 
we touched, the mariners contending Jhipwreck. 
who Ihould firft leap out, fome fell o- 
verboard, and thole that got land were pulled back by 
the recoiling waves. Neither in all this time durft I 
once move ; for they had formerly fworn, if I preded 
to efcape before the reft were lirll forth, they would 
throw me headlong into the fea. So being two ways 
in danger of death, 1 patiently offered up my prayers to 
God, 

At our firft encounter with the rocks, (our fore- 
decks and boat’s gallery being broke, and a great leak 
made), the recoiling waves brought us back from the 
fhelves a great way ; which the pooi maftcr perceiving, 
and that there were feven men drowned, and eleven per- 
fons alive, cried out with a loud voice, “ Be of good 
courage, take up oars, and rowhallily ; it may be, be- 
fore the bark fink, we Ihall attain to yonder cavL.” which 
then appeared to our light. Every man working for 
his own deliverance, (as it pleafed God), we got the 
fame with good fortune ; for no fooner were we dii- 
imbarked, and 1 alfo left the laft man, but the boat im- 
mediately funk. There was nothing laved but my 
coffino, which I kept always iti my arms, partly that 
it might have brought my dead body to fome crcck, 
where being found, might have been by the Greeks 
buried, and partly I held it fart alfo, that laving my 
life, I might fave it too. It was made 
of reeds, and would not ealily link, /i\ppy deli- 
notwithftanding of my papers and linen vcrance from 
I carried in it; for the which fafety of Jhipwreck. 
my things, the Greeks v/eic in adiisira-

tion. Tn this cave, which was thirty paces long with- 
in the mountain, we abode tliree days without either 
meat or drinh. Upon the fourth day, at morn, the 
teinpeft cejfing, there came filher* boats to relieve us, 
who found the ten Greeks almoll familhed for lack of 
food ; but in that hunger-ftarving fear, 1 fed upon the 
exptiUation of my doubtful relief. 

A niil'erablc thing it is, indeed, for man to grow 
an example to others in matters of afliie^ion ; yet it is 
nectflary that Tome men fliould be to. For it pleafed 
God, having (liown a fenfible dil'pofuion of favour up- 
on me, in humbling me to the very pit of extremities, 
to teach me, by fuch an unexpeded deliverance, both 
to put my confidence in his* eternal goodnefs, and to 
know the frailty of my own ielf, and my ambition, 
which drove me often to fuch difafters. 

The dead men being found on fhore, we buried 
them ; and I learned at that inlfant of time, there were 
f'eventcen boats cafl away on the coafl: of this ifland, 
ami never a man faved. In this place the Greeks let 
up a flone-ci'ofs, in the memorial of fuch a woful mif- 
diancc, and mourned heavily, fading and praying. 
I, rejoicing and thanking God for my fafety, (Ica.- 
ving them forrowing for their friends and goods), took 
journey through the illand to Sio, for fo is the city 
called, being thirty miles diffant. In my way I palled 
by an old caftle handing on a little hill, named (j'arbos, 
flow Iichds ; where (as I was informed by two Greeks 
ill my company), the fepulchre of Homer was yet ex- 
tant. For this bio is one of the feven iflcs and lowm- 
that contended for his birth. 

urbes cc riant de Jlirpc inf ignis Homer i. 

Ihelc cities feven (I undername) did ftrive, 

Who hrh brought Homer to the world alive.

hmyre Khodos, Colophon, balamis, Chios, Ar 
gos, Athemc : the which 1 willing to ice, I inircatc>i 
mv afFociates to accompany me thither; where, whci 
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we came, we defcended by lixteen degrees into a dark 
cell ; and paffing that, we entered into another fbur- 
fquared room, in which 1 faw an an- 
cient tomb, whereon were engraven in ilomefs fe- 
Grcek letters, which we could not un- pulchrc. 
derftand for their antiquity : but whe- 
ther it was his tomb or not, I do not know ; but 
this they related, and very likely it has been his fc- 
pulchre. 

This ifle of SIo is divided into two 
parts, viz. Appanomera, iignifying the Sio. 
higher or upper parts of it; the other 
Catomcrea, that is, the level, or lower parts of the ifle. 
It was firfl: called Ethalia. It aboundeth fo in oranges 
and lemons, that they fill barrels and pipes with the 
luice thereof, and carry them to Conftantinoplc, which 
the Turks life at their meat, as we do verges. And 
alfo called Pythiofa\ next Cios^ Ads xx. i 5. ; and by 
Methrodorus Chio^ of Chione ; but at this day Sio. Not 
long ago it was under the Genoefe ; but now governed 
by the Turks. It is of circuit an hundred miles, and 
famous for the medicinal maftic thatgroweth there on 
trees. I faw many pleafant gardens in it, which yield 
in great plenty oranges, lemons, apples, pears, prunes, 
figs, olives, apricocks, dates, Adam’s apples, excel- 
lent herbs, fair flowers, fwcei honey, with ftorc of cy- 
prefs and mulberry trees ; and exceeding good flik is 
made here. 

At lafl: I arrived at the city of Sio ; where I was 
lodged and kindly ufed with an old man, of the Gc- 
noefc race, for the fpace of eight days. I found 
here three monafteries of the order of Rome, one of 
Jhe Jefuits, another of St Francis, and the third of 
flic Dominican friars, being all come from Genoa ; 
and becaufe the greatefl: part of the city is of that 
flock, and of the Papal fee, thefc cloyfters have a bet- 
ter life for good chear, f.it wines, and delicate Icache- 
ty, than any fort of friars can elfewhcrc fi^'i in the 
world. ' ^ 

G a The 
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The women of the city, Sio are the 
fhe fair mod beautiful dames (or rather angeli- 
damcs of Sio. cal creatures) of all the Greeks upon the 
face of the earth, and greatly given to 
vcncry. 

If Venus foe favv SIo’s fair-fac’d dames, 

His Itoiuach cold, would burn in lulLlprcad flames. 

They are for the mod part exceeding proud and 
fumpruous in apparel, and commonly go (even artifi- 
cers wives) in gowns of fattin and laffciy ; yea, in cloth 
of lilvcr and gold, and are adorned with precious 
Itoncs and gems, and jewels about their necks anti 
hand:, with rings, chains, and bracelets. Their hiif- 
h.uuls arc their pandors ; and wheti they fee any ftran- 
gcr aiiivc, they will prefendy demand of him, if he 
would have a miflrtfs; and lo they make whores of 
their own wive?, and aic contented, for a little gain, to 
wear horns. Sucit are the bale minds of ignominious 
cuckolds. If a itranger be dclirous to flay all night 
with any oF them, their price is a zechin of gold, nine 
ihillings Englilh ; out of wliich this companion recei- 
\eth his fupper, and for his pains it 
The fortrejs bellyful of liiiful content. This city of 
f F)i() hath a large and ftrong fortrefs, 

which was built by the Genoefe, and 
now detained by a garrifon of Turks, containing a 
thoufand itre-honies within it ; home whereof are 
Greeks, lome Genoele, fonie Turks and floors, 
i he city itfcif is unwalled, yet a populous and a fpacious 
place, I'pread along by the fca-fidc, having a goodly 
Ijarboiir for galleys and fhips. The chief inhabitants 
there are defeended of the Genoefe, and profefs the 
iupei Aition of Rome; the people whereof were once 
lords of the vTgean lea, maintaining a navy of eighty 
fliips. the end they became lucceflively fubjcH to 
the Rr/dan and Greek princes, till Aiidronico Paleo- 
logus gave them and their ille to the Juftinians, a noble 
family ot the Genoefe ; from whom it was taken bv 
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.Solyman the, magnificent, on Eafter day 1566, being 
ihe fame year that our late gracious and lovereign Lord 
King James, of blefied memory, was born. This ci- 
tadel or fortrei's of Sio, ftanding full heiwcen the lea 
and the harbour, was invaded by eight hundred Flo- 
rentines, fent hither by the great Duke Ferdinando, 
brother to the Queen-mother of France, and our own 
Queen Mary’s uncle, anno 1600, Augufi 7. The 
manner was thus ; The Genoefc had Ihld the fort unto 
the Duke of Florence ; whereupon he lent his galley^' 
and thefc gallants thither: where, wlien arri\ed in tlic 
night, they fcaled the walls, flew the watches, and un- 
happily fpiked up all the cannon ; and then entering the 
fort, put all the Turks to the fword, and among them 
too many Chriftians. The galleys all this time, being 
doubtful how it went, durfl: not enter the haibour; 
but a florm falling down, they bore up to an ifolct for 
anchorage, in the yEolian gulf, and three miles diftanf. 
Fhe next morning, the Turkilh bafliaw, the city, and 
.ill the iflanders, were in arms. The Florentines being 
deprived of their galleys, grew dilcouraged, and trying 
the cannon, which they had fpoilcd at their firll fcall.idc; 
they were of no ufe. Meanwhile the balhaw' entered 
hi parley with them, and promifed fiithfuily to fend 
them fafe to the galleys, if they would furrender. Up- 
on the third day they yielded. As they iflued forth a- 
long the draw-bridge, and the bafliaw let in a tent to 
receive them as they came in, one by 
one, he cauled to Ifrike off ail their The heads of 
heads. This done, there was a pinnacle "600 Florch- 
icared upon the walls of the fort with tines cut ojf, 
their bare fculls, which fl;and to this 
day. 

But Ferdinand, in perfon, the year following, was 
more than revenged of fuch a cruel and faithlels pro- 
ceeding. He overmaflered a Turkifli town and caflle, 
put two thoufand Turks to the fword, fpar^ng neither 
old nor young ; and making himfelf mailer l ‘■ the infi- 
nite riches and fpoils of the town, he bPougnt home 
G ? their 
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their heads with him to Leghorn, and fet thtm up there 
I'or a mercileis monument. 

After Ibme certain days atteixlance, I imbarkcd in a 
carmoefa'io, bound for Nigiupom, which was out of 
luy way to Conilaniinoplc ; but becaufc I would gladly 
have fcen Macedonia and Theflaly, I tollowed that de- 
termination in our way we touched 
7/;c ifle cf at Myielene, an illand ot old called Jfa, 
Mytclenc> next Lcjhos, and laftly Myirleiu:, of Mi- 

let the foil ol Phadius. Puiacus, one 
of the fcven figes of Greece, the moll valiant Anti- 
nienides, and his brother Alceiis the lyric poet, 
Theophraflus the pciipatctick philohipher, Arioii 
the learned harper, and the poetefs Sappho, were born 
in it. 

'fliis illc of Lclbns, or Mytclene, containcth In corn- 
pals one hundred and forty-lix miles. The call parts arc 
level and fruitful, the weft and foiuh parts mountain- 
ous and barren. The chief cities are Mytelcne and 
Methimiios, It was long under liibjetftion of the Ro- 
man and Greek emperors, till Calo Joannes, anno 
1355, gave it in dowry with his fifter to Catalufio, a 
nobleman of Genoa ; whole pofterity enjoyed it till 
IMahomct (ftrnamed the Greek) did (eize on it 1462. 

Thcle illts, Sporades, are fcaitercd in 
A companfon the Aegean fca, like as the illes Orcadcs 
ifies. are in the north feas of Scotland ; but 

dilferent in climate and fertility : for 
ihefc foiuh-eaftern illes in fummer are extreme hot, 
producing generally (Nigioponti excepted) but a few 
wines, fruits, and corns, Ibarce fuftlcient to fuftaiu 
the iflandcrs. But thole north-weftei n ilLtnds, in funi- 
mer, aie neither hot nor cold, having a inoft whole- 
fome and temperate air, and do yield abundance of 
corn, even more than fuftlcient for the inhabitants ; 
which is yeaily tranlported to the firm land, and fold. 
Iduy hai^alfo a gieat ftore of good cattle, and cheap ; 
and iheifeft fifti that the whole ocean yieldeih is upon 
ihc coafts of Orkney and Zetland. 


In 
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In all the^; fcparated parts of the earth, (which of 
tliemfclves, of old, made up a little kingdom), you 
ihall always find ftrong March-alc, llir- 
pafling fine aqua vitx, abundance of The f lent if id- 
geefe, hens, pigeons, partridges, nuiir- nefs of Orkney 
fowl, mutton, beef, and termigants, and ZetlancL 
with an infinite number of conies, which 
you may kill with a crofs-bow, or harquebufs, every 
morning, out of your chamber window, according to 
your pleafure in that paftime, which I have both prac* 
tiled myfelf, and feeu pradtiled by others ; for they 
multiply fo exceedingly, that they dig even under tin; 
foundations of dwellingdioufcs Such is the will of 
God to beftow upon feveral places particular bleflings ; 
whereby he demonflraieth to man, the plentiful ftore- 
houfe of his gracious providence, fo many manner of 
ways upon caiih diflributed *. all glory be to his in* 
comprehcnfible goodnefs therefor. I have feldoni 
lecn, in all my travels, more toward and ti iuflable peo* 
pie, (1 mean their gentlemen), and better houlekeep- 
ers, than thefe Orcadians and Zetlanders arc ; where- 
of, in the prime of my youth, (by two voyages a- 
mongft thefe northern illes), I had the full proof and 
experience. 

And now certainly, as it is a fign of little wifdom, 
and great folly, for a man to anfWcr fuddenly to e\ery 
light queftion ; fo it is as great lliame and fiupldiry in a 
man to keep filence, when he ihould and may delcr- 
vingly fpeak : whertfoie damnifying the one, and vi- 
lifying the other, I come forth between both, {pygno 
pro patria)^ to have a fingle bout with 
the ignorant malice of an imperious and Dr Heyliuy in 
abortive geographer, brought up in the his Murocejr 
fchools near Thames, and weftward Ho muslin his de- 
at Oxford ; who blindly, in an abfurd feriptwn of 
dd’eription of the world, hath produced Scotland and 
many errors, and manifefi: untruths, to l^e of Man, 
the world. 

And thefe amongft thoufands more, whiclf I juflly 
-an cenfure to be falfe; naiiKly, he icportetb the Ar~ 

4 radians 
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c.u'uans to be a cruel and barbarous people, and that the 
moll: part of Scotland regarded neither king nor law ; 
terming us alfo to have nionltrous backs againfl the ex- 
ecution ofjiillice: x^nd becxaife (faithhej they refcmblo 
Its Ibmewhat In vilage and Ipcccli, the Scots are de- 
feended of the Saxons ; wuere, when the black wings 
of the c.igle h'lead in the louth, they lied thither, 
thinking rather to enjoy (jeaurlous liberty, than rich 
fetters of goltl ; Moreover, that the feur- 
f- a}f,'nlN'rfr'' vy ide ol i\lan, is fo abundant in oats, 
vpa.SiO'uind bailey, and wln’at, that it fupplieth the 
ciefevhs o'l Scotland. So venomous alfo 
is the wormwood ol bis brain, that he impugneth 
Hefior r>oetms to have mennoned a rabble of Scottifh 
kin!',s helore kcnnctli, tlie lit If mun.iich of all Scot- 
land ; but were be lad rabbled in a rope, 1 think his 
prelamptuuus am.! impeiiinent phrale were well re- 
(ompcnled. Yea, furilier, he dare:; to write, that if 
the mountains, and inacceilihle woods, 1i<k'1 not been 
more true to the Scots th:in their own valour, that 
kingdom had long Imce been fubdued. 

Many other iritroutiflions flow from his fliallow bafe- 
branded apprcbenlion, which 1 purpolcly omit. io 
tlii-s his peivi'vle malignity (withouf partial or particu- 
lar confti uidion) I gcncially aniwei , that for courteous 
penetrating lenity, indulhlous traf lability, prompt and 
exquifite ingenuity, nobly taught, vivacious, and vir- 
tuous gentility ; humane and illulfrioiis generofity ; in- 
violate, and uncommixed national pedigree; learned, 
academical, and cccleliaflic clergy ; for fincere religion, 
and devout piety ; aflablc and benevolent hofpitality ; 
civil and ?caloiis oiders in fpirituality ; fo docible a 
people to luprcmc ugaliry; and for true valour, con- 
3 age, and magnanimity, there is no kingdom, or n.i- 
lion, within . the (ompafs of the whole uuiveiTe, can 
excel, or compare witli it. 

Now wliar a fell Ixofungeous fellow hath this fufliaii 
< (niipani(m.^): avcd, wheo the (lat contrary of his ab- 
jured im|Ahitions is infallibly known to be of undoubt- 
ed tnitli, iiiul how often hath Europe, the feat of 

Chi Ihendom, 
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Chriftendopi, and miftrefs of the world, had the full 
experience, in all her diftrefied corners, of the valiant, 
faithful (ervice, and irreliftible valour of the people, 
of that never conquered nation, the teftimonies are e- 
vident. For my part 1 defift, and will not meddle to 
pcramble through peremptory inferences on particular 
kingdoms, although I acquittingly can; howfoever 
this pertinacious Buffoon dare, and falfely will do it. 

Each bafe finiaflic brain dare forge new ffiley. 

And alter regions, cuftoms, towns, and ifles : 

Strip’d in a bravade, he can join (disjoin 
Contiguous kingdoms) diflant lands in one. 

Firif, broker-like, he ferapes rags, inips and bites, 
Then plays the ruffian, Ihihing with his wits : 

Laft, f'erpent-like, he cafts a winter-lkin. 

And, like a ftrumpet, boldly enters in. 

This chaiTmg ape, which counterfeits and lies. 

And blandements, would feed the world’s wide eyes. 
Thus, like a ftupid afs, this blockhead fool 
Muff turn a coxcomb, Ifudyingin the fchool. 

Would he be wife, and exercil'e his brains, 

Go travel firff, experience knowledge gains. 

Dare he to write of kingdoms, that ne’er faw 
Flis father’s ox, perhaps tlie plough to draw; 

And Icarce can tell, even of the bread he eats, 

Flow many frames it futFers, toil, and i wears ; 

Nor ne’er ten miles once travell’d trom his cradle, 
Yet fain would lit the fleer’d Pegalian faddle :

This Ifle of Mytelcnc, is by the Turks called Sarcumt 
lying without the mouth of the gulf of Smyrna, and 
oppofitc to the wefterii coafl: of Phrygia rrvnor ; where, 
befidcs excellent wine and corns, there are . 70 forts of 
dregs made there, which the Turks ufc to put in their 
pottage : In Turkiffi, the one is called Trachanat the 

other 
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other Bouhortf which the Romans anciemly named 
Crimmon and Mazza. Whence loofing from Myte- 
Icne, in the aforelaid carmocfalo, wc 
The ijlc An- touciied at Dalamede, in the ifle An- 
drofia. drofia, the north moft ifle of the Cy- 

clades, toward ThtfTalia : It is indiffer- 
ent copious of all things neceffary for human life, and 
round lixty miles. The Athenians of old (as Plutarch 
mcntioneih) fent hither Themiftocles to demand tri- 
bute : Themiftocles told them, he came to inflift fomc 
great impofiiion upon them, being accompanied with 
two goddeftes ; the one was Eloquence, to perfiiadc 
them ; and the other was Violence, to enforce them. 
Whereunto the Androfians replied, That on their fide, 
they had two goddeffes as ftrong; the one whereof was 
Ncccflity, whereby they had it not ; and the other Im- 
poftibiliiy, whereby they could not part with that they 
never enjoyed. 

This ff^jgean Tea, or marc yEgcum, had its denomi- 
nation from iEgcus, the father of Theleus, who, mif- 
doubtiiig Iiis Ion’s return from the niinotaur of Crete, 
here leaped in, and drowned himfelf. The greateft 
part of ihefe fixiy-ninc kings that Agamemnon took 
with him to the liege of Troy, were only kings ofthefe 
little iflands. By fome they are divided into two parts, 
Cyclades, and Sporades; the former containing fifty- 
four, and the latter twelve iflcs: modcrnly they arc all 
called ArcfnpelagOy or the Arch ijiands, 

Hoifting fail from Dalamede, wc fei over to Nigro- 
ponti, being fixty miles diftant ; and bearing up eaft- 
ward to double thefouth cape, we ftraight difeovered 
two Turkilh galleots purfuing us ; whereupon, with 
both kills and oars, we fought into the bottom of a 
long cieek, on the weft fide of the cape, called Bajo 
di pifcaiori ; whether alfo fled nine fifli- 
T'wo Turkijl:) er boats for refuge. The galleots fear- 
galleots. / ing to follow us in, went to anchor at a 
» .rocky ifolet in the mouth of the bay, and 
then within night were refolved to affail us. But night 
come, and every night of fix, (for there fix days they 

expelled 
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expelled u3), we made fuch bonfires, that fo affrighted 
them, (being two miles from any village), they durft 
never adventure it ; yet I being a ftranger, was expofed 
by the untoward Greeks to ftand centinel every night, 
on the top of a high promontory, it being the dead 
time of a fnowy and frofty winter, which did invite my 
mule to bewail the tofling of my toilfome life, my foli- 
tary wandering, and the long diftanceof my native 
foil.

Upon the feventh day, there came d^wn to viGt us 
two gentlemen of Venice, cloathed after ‘he TurkiGt 
manner; who, under exile, were baniflied their native 
territories ten years for ilaughtcr ; each of them having 
two fervants, and all of them carrying Ihables, and 

two 
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two guns a-piece : which, when I underftooji they were 
Italians, I addrclTed myfelf to them, with a heavy com- 
plaint againft the Greeks, in detaining my budgeto, 
and compelling me to endanger my life for their goods ; 
whereupon they acculing the patron, and finding him 
guilty of this opprefiion, belaboured him foundly with 
handy-blows, and caufed him to deliver my things, 
carrying me with them five miles to a town, where 
they remained, called llethenos, formerly Carajiia, 
where I was exceeding kindly entertained ten days : 
and moft nobly (as indeed, they were noble) they be- 
ftowed on me forty zechins of gold at my departure, 
for the better advancement of my voyage ; which was 
the firfl: gift that ever I received in all my travels. For 
if the darts of death had not been more advantageous 
to me than Afiatic gifts, 1 had never been able to have 
undergone this tributary, tedious, and fumptuous pe- 
regrination. The goodnefs of the divine providence, 
in allotting me means, from the lofs of my dearefi: 
companions, gave me, in the deepnefs of my forrow, 
a thankful rejoicing. 

Nigroponti was formerly called Eu- 
The ijle Ni- h(£a, next AlbanteSy and is now named 

groponti. the ^leen of Archipelago. The Turks 

call this ifle Egribos. The town of Ni- 
gropont, from which the ille taketh the name, was ta- 
ken in by Mahomet 11 . anno 1451 ; and in this ifle is 
found the araianten ftone, which is laid to be drawn in 
threads, as out of flax, whereof they make napkins, 
and other like fluffs ; and to make it white, they ufc 
to throw it in the fire, being falted. The ftone aUb is 
found here, called by the Greeks Ophites^ and by us 
Serpentine. The circuit of this ifle is three hundred 
and forty-fix miles. It is feparated from the firm land 
of Theflalia, from the which it was once rent by an 
earthquake, with a narrow channel ; over the which, 
in one place, p here is a bridge, that palfeth betv/een the 
ifle and th^,main continent, and under it runneth a 
marvellous fwift current or euripus, which ebbeth and 

fioweth 
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floweth fixjtimes night and day. Within half a mile of 
the bridge, I faw a marble column, ftanding on the top 
of a little rock, whence (as the iflanders 
told me) Ariftotle leaped in, and drown- Ariflotle's 
cd himfelf, after that he could not con- death. 
ccive the reafon why this channel fo eb* 
bed and flowed j iiflng thefe words, ^ia ego non ca- 
po te, tu capias me. This ifle bringeth forth in abun- 
dance all things Tequinte for human life, and is adorn- 
ed with many goodly villages. 

The chief cities are Nigropont and Calchos : The 
principal rivers, Cyro and Nelos ; of whom it is faid, 
if a fheep drink of the former, his wool becometh 
while ; if of the latter, coal black. From thence, and 
after twenty-two days abode in this ifle, I arrived at a 
town in Macedonia, called Salonica, but of old Thejfa- 
lomcdy where I ftaid five days, and was much made of 
by the inhabitants, being Jews. 

Salonica is fitiiated by the fea-fide, be- 
tween the two rivers Chabris and Ehedo- Salonica. 
ra. It is a pleafanr, large, and magnifi- 
cent city, full of all forts of merchandife ; and it is no- 
thing inferior in all things (except nobility) unto Naples 
in Italy. It was formerly under the figniory of Venice, 
till Aniurach, the fon of Mahomet, took it from this 
republic, and is the principal place of Theflaly, which 
is a province of Macedon, together with Achaia, and 
Myrmedon, which are the other two provinces ^of the 
fame. 

This city of Salonica is now converted into an uni- 
verfity for the Jews, and they are abfolute lignioi'S 
thereof under the great Turk, with a large territory 
of land lying without and about them. It hath been e- 
ver in their hands fince Solinian took in Buda in Hun- 
gary, anna > 516, Augult 20: to whom they lent two 
iuillions of money : and for warrandice whereof, they 
have this town and province made faff to t^iem. They 
fneak vulgarly and maternally here the Hebrew tongue, 
nian, woman, and child, and not ell'ewhere’in all the 
world. All their Synagogian, or Lcvitical priefts, arc 

bi cd 
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bred here, and from hence difperfed to tiheir feveral 
Rations. 

Thcffaly, along the fea-fide, lieth be* 
Thejfaly* tween Peloponnefus and Achaia ; where- 
in Randeth the hill Olympus, on which 
Hercules did inftitute the Olympian games ; which in- 
ftitution was of long time the Grecian epocha, from 
whence they reckoned their time. 

Macedon is now called by the Turks CaJethiroSy figni- 
fying a mighty and warlike nation. Macedonia, con- 
taining ThefTaly, Achaia, and Mirmidonia, lieth as a 
centre to them, having Achaia to the eaR, rhcflalia to 
the fouth, Mirmidonia, bordering with Aitolia, to the 
weR ; and a part of Hoemus, whence it was called H(r- 
moniay and fome of MiRa luperior to the north : It 
was alfo called Amathuiy from Amathus, once king 
thereof, and then Macedonuiy from the King Macedo. 
The chief cities arc AndoriRa, AndefTo, Sydra, Sede- 
ral'pen, where the mines of gold and River be, which 
enrich the Turk fo monthly, receiving thence fome- 
times eighteen, twenty-four, and thirty thoufand du- 
cats ; and Pcllia, where Alexander the Great was born. 
Bajazet I. won this country fi'orn the ConRantinopoli- 
tans. About this city of Salonica is the moR fertile 
and populous country in all Greece. 

Greece, of all kingdoms in Europe, hath been moR 
famous, and highly renowned for many 
Thevicijjitude noble refpe^ls; yet more fubjedl: to the 
of Greece. viciflitude of fortune than any others ; 

who changing gold for brafs, and loath- 
ing thch own princes, luR'ered many tyrants to rule o- 
ver them, paying for their folly with their fall, and cu- 
ring a feRered fore with a poifoned plaiRcr : whence 
fuccecdcd a difmal difeord ; which beginning when the 
Rate of Greece was at the higheR, did not expire till it 
fell to the lowcR ebb ; Ricking faR in the hands of a 
grievous dc|blation ; which former times, if a man 
would reirofpcjRivcly mcafure, he might eafily Rnd, 
and not without admiration, how the mighty power of 
the Divine MajeRy doth fway the moments of things, 
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and forteth Jhein in peremptory manner to ftrangc and 
unlocked for elfefts ; making reafon blind, poliry a- 
iioninied, Itrengrh feeble, valour dajf.irdly, turuing 
love Into Iiatred, fear into fury, boMiiefs into trciu- 
bling, and, in the circuit of one ininiue, making liie 
conqueror a conquered perfon. 

Greece, now termed by the Turks /?:/;;?-///, the Ho- 
man country, was Indf railed //r/Ao, Greria ol 

Giecus, who was once king rheieol. The G.cehs, ol 
ail othee Gentile'^, were the hi ft converted Chrifti.in'', 
and .ire wonda ful devout in their proleiled leligion. 
i'he piich-s wear the hair of their heads hanging oxer 
tiicir liioulders : dlicfe that be the moll fincere reli- 
gious men, ablhiin always from eating 0^ fldh or lilb, 
contenting thcmlclves with water, heibs, and bread. 
Idicy dill'er nuacli in ceremonies and piinciples of icli- 
;;ion from the Papihs ; and the computation of their 
kalendar is as ours. 

d'hey have four patriarchs, who go* 
vet n the affairs of their church, and alio Fcurj'atri- 
any civil diircnfions which happen a* arihs ni l!: 
inongll them, viz. one in Conllamino- G/ t’e/vy/i 
pie, aiiothci in Aniiochia, tiie thiid in il'Urch.

How can the Turk prey upon his own rubjc£\s, under 
whom they have as gi eat liberty, fave only the ufe of 
hells, as we have under our pnnees, the tidie of 
their male children being abloluiely abrogated by Ach- 
met, this Ainurath’s father, and the half alio of their 
female dowry at marriages : And far lefs for religion 
can they be baniihed, or depiived of their beneiiees, 
as Tome falfe and dilTembling fellows, undt'r the title of 
Inih'jps, make you believe ; there being a free liberty of 
Lonlcience for all kinds of religion, through all Iiis do- 
rnitiions, as well tor us free born Franks, as for them, 
and much more them, the Greeks, Armenians, Sy- 
riacs, Amoroniis, Coptics, Georgians, yv any other 
oriental fort of Chriftians : And ilierefoi^ look to it, 
that you be no mote gulled, by giving them money fo 
fait as you have done, left:, for your pains, you prove 
gi eater aftes than they do knaves. 

In Salonica 1 found a genno bound for Tenedos, in 
which I imbarked. A^ we ftiiled along the Thefralo- 
nian fhore, I faw the iwo-topptd hill Parnafths, which 
is of a wondrous height, whofe tops even kifs the 
clouds.

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The mountain itfelf is fomewhat fteep and fteril, e- 
fpecially the two tops, the one whereof is dry and Tan- 
dy, Hgnifying that poets arc always poor and needy ; 
the other top is barren and rocky, rcTcinbling the in- 
gratitude of wretched and niggardly patrons ; the vale 
between the tops is pleafant and profitable, denoting 
the fruitful and delightful foil, which painful poets, 
the mufes plough-men, fo induftrioully manure. A 
little more eaftward, as we fetched up the coall of A- 
chaia, the mafter of the veflel lliewed me a ruinous 
village and caflle, where he faid the 
admired city of Thebes had been : Whofe Thebes. 
tormer glory who can truly write of 
for as the earth, when Ihc is dif'robed of her budding 
and fructifying trees, and of Iter amiable verdure, 
which is her only grace and garment royal, is like a 
naked table wherein nothing is painted ; even fo is 
Thebes and her pail triumphs dcfiiced, and bereft of 
her lufty and young gentlemen, as if the fpring-tide had 
been taken from the year. But what fliall I fay to 
know the caufe of fuch like things, they arc fo fecrec 
and myfiical ? being the mofi remote objeCts to which 
our underftanding may afpiie, that wc may cafily be 
deceived, by difguifed and pretended realons, whillt 
we feek for the true and efilnrial caiifes : tor to report 
things that are done is eafy, becaufe the eye and the 
tongue may difpatchit ; but to dilcovcr and unfold the 
caules of things, requircth brain, I'oul, and tiie bell 
progrefs of nature. And as there is no evil without 
excule, nor no pretence without i'ome colour of real'on, 
nor wiles wanting to malicious and wrangling wits, c- 
ven lb was there occafion fought for, what from A- 
ihens, and what from Greece, whereby the peace and

Here is the huge and high hill 
Atlios, containing in ciicuit Icventy miles, and, as lome 
affirm, three days gnu ney long, whofe lhadow was ab- 
fiirdiy iaiil to have extended to Lemnos, an illand lying 
near the Carpathian Tea. 

Achaia was fornicriy called AyUuhi^ but now by the

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Here tombs I view’d, old monuments of, times, 

And fiery trophies, fix'd for bloody crimes ; 

For which Achilles ghoft did figh and fay, 

Curs’d be the hands that fakelefs Trojans flay ;

That wrought griefs ruin, Priam’s laft divorce.

He fnevved us alfo the ruins of King 
Priam's Priam’s palace, and where Anchiics, the 
paLut\ father of ^Encas, dwelt. At the north- 
eafl: corner of Troy, which is in fight of 
tiic calHes of Hellespont, there is a gate yet flanding, 
and a pitce ot a rcafonable high wall ; upon which I 
iound ilirce pieces ol- rully money, which afterward I 
gave two of them to the younger brethien of the Duke 
of- Floience, then Ihidying in Pretolino. The other 
being the fairell, with a large pidure on the one fide, 

{ befiowed it at Aile in Provence, upon a learned feho- 
lar, MrStrachan, my countryman, then mathematician 
to the Duke of Guife; who prefently did prefent his 
Lord and Prince with it. 

Where the pride of Phrygia flood, it is a moft dc* 
lightful plain, abounding now in corns, fruits, and de- 
licate wines, and may be called the gaiden of Naiolia ; 
yet not populous ; for there are but only five kattered 
villages in all that bounds. The length 
T dcfcriptiun of Troy hath been, as may be difeerned 
A Troy, by the fundamental walls yet extant, a- 
bout twenty Italian miles, which 1 rec 
kun to be ten Scottilh, or filteen Englifh miles, lying a- 
long the feadjdc, between the three papes of Ida and 
the f.ii thiCi't end calKvard of the river Simois ; whofc 
hrcadiii, ail the way, iiath not outflripped the fields a- 
hove two miles, TliC inhabitants of thefe five fcattcred 
boroughs ij’crcin are for the moft part Greeks ; the 
! eft are Jews and Turks. 

And fo in.the froiuifpicce is my effigy affixed, wiih 
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myTurkifhiiabit, my walking ftafT, and 
my turban upon my head, even as I ira* The author's 
veiled in the bounds of Troy, and lb portraiture, 
through all Turky. Before my face, 
on the right hand, ftandeth the ealVein and foie gate 
of that formerly noble city, with a piece of a high wall 
as yet undecayed ; and without this port runneth the 
river Siniois (inclofing the old Grecian camp) down to 
the marine, where it cmbraceth the lea Propontis. A 
little below arc bunches ot grapes, denoting the vine- 
yards of this fructiferous place, adjoining near to the 
fragments and ruins of Priam’s palace, called lUum : 
and next to it a ravenous eagle; for lb this part of 
Phrygia are full of them. So beneath my feet the two 
tombs of Priamus, and Hecuba his queen ; and under 
them the incircling hills of Ida, it the weft fouth-weft 
end of this once regal town ; and at my left hand the 
delicious and pleafant fields of olives and fig-trees, 
wherewith the bowels of this famous foil are interlard- 
ed. And here this piece or portraiture deciphered, 
the continuing dilcourlc enlarging both mean and 
manner. 

Troy was firft built by Dardanus, Ton to Corinthus 
king of Corinth; who having flain his brother Jaliub, 
lied to this country, and lirft created it, intitling ic 
Dardama Next it was called Troy, of Tros, from 
whom the country was alio named Troas. It was alio 
termed Ilion, of llus, who built the regal palace, call- 
ed Ilium. This city was taken and defaced by Hercu- 
les, and the Grecians, in the time of liaomedon, liim- 
lelf being killed the latter time. Laftly, Troy was rebuilt 
by Priamus, who, giving leave to his ion P.nis to 
ravilh Helena, Menelaus’s wife, enforced the Gieeks 
to renew the ancient quarrel; where, after ten yeais 
liege, the town was iiticrW fubverted, anro muhdi

Leaving ilte fields of noble Ilitim, we cvolled the iT 
ver oi iSmiois, and dined .it a village named Ktetaf/). 

I remember, in difeharging our covenant with the ji- 
niz.iry, vvlio was not contented with the fiirmcr condi- 
tion, the I'Venchmen making obfiaeie to pav that vhich 
1 had given, tl'.c wrathful janizary belaboured them hoili 
with a cudg/ I, nil the blood Ipriing troin their head'!, 
and compelled tlicni to double h’s wages.

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but whatfotVer extortion or ipjury they ufe againft 
him, he muft be, French like, contented, bowing his 
head, and making a counterfeit Ihew of thanks, and 
happy too oftentimes if fo he efcape. 

Hence we arrived at the caftles, called of old SeJIoi 
and Abydos^ in a Ihiall frigate, which are two fortrelTes 
oppofite to other ; Scfios in Europe, 
where Thrack bci;inncth ; and Abydos S /’/lot and 
m Afia, where Bithynia likewife coni- Jbydos. 
incnccth, being a ihort mile didant, 
and both of them four leagues from Troy. They 
hand at the beginning of Hellefpont, and were 
alfo denominated the cables of Hero and Leander, 
which were crefted in a commemoration of their admi^ 
rable fidelity in love. 

Which curling tops, Leander cut in two, 

And through proud billows made his paifagego, 

To court his miftrefs : O Hero the fair ! 

Whom Hellefpont to hop was forc’d to dare. 

Sweet was their fight to other, hiort their hay, 

For hill Leander was recall’d by day. 

At lah hern Alolc, put on Neptune’s pride, 

And gloomy Hellefpont their loves divide. 

He fvvims, and finks, and in that glutting down, 

'J'he angry fates did kind Leander drown. 

OF which when Hero heard, judge you htrparr, 

She fmote hcrlelf, and rent in two her heart. 

But now they arc commonly called the cables of Gal 
lipoli, yea, or rather the hrength of Conhaniinoplc ; 
between which no flips may enter, wiihoiit know- 
ledge of the captains, and are by them hriOly and 
wm ily learched, leh the Chrihians Ihould carry in men, 
ammunition, or furniture of arms ; for they hand in 
itar of fmpiidng the' town. And :u llicir retin n 
they muh hay tlirec days before liny a?e permitted 
to go througji, becaufe of tranfporting away any 
Lhrihian flaves or if they have committed anyohence 
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in the city, the knowledge thereof may pome in that 
time* 

At that fame inftant of my abode at 
Chrtjlian Abydos, there were eighty Chriftian 
Jlaves fled fl.ives, who having cut their captain’s 
frcmConflan- throat, with the reft of the Turks, run 
iinople. away from Conftantinople with the gal- 

ley. And pafling here the fecond day 
thereafter, at midnight, were dilcovered by the watch 
ot both caftles, where the cannon never left thundering 
for two hours ; yet they efcaped with fmall hurt, and 
at laft arrived in the road of Zantc, deliring landing 
and fuccour,! for their vi(ftuals w ti e done. Vidluals 
they fent them ; but the governor would not fuffer 
them to come on land. In the end, the fea growing 
fomewhat boifterous, the flaves, for an excufe, cut 
their cables, and run the galley alhore. Upon this 
they were entertained in fervice ; but the providitor 
caufed to burn the galley, fearing left the Turks fliould 
thereby forge fome quarrel. The year following, an- 
other galley attempted the fame ; but the poor flaves 
having palTed the caftles, had been fo wounded and 
killed with the great fliot, and the galley ready to fink, 
they were forced to run afliore, whereby the next morn- 
ing being apprehended, they were mifcrably put to 
death. Betwixt the caftles and Conftantinople is about 
forty leagues. Over this ftrait Xerxes did make a 
bridge of boats to pafs into Greece ; whence, when a 
ludden tempeft had arifen, he caufed the fea to be beat 
with three hundred ftripes. 

And at that fame time Xerxes palling over the Hel- 
lefpont, and feeing all the fea clad with his army, his 
horfes, chariots, and Ihips, the tears burft from his 
eyes ; and being demanded the caufc of 
The forrow his grief, anlwered, “ O,” faid he, “ I 

cf Xerxes. weep becaufe within a hundred years all 

f this great and glorious light lhall be dif- 
folved to nothing, and neither man nor beaft fliall be 
alive, nor chariot, nor engine of war, but lhall be 
turned to duft; and fo 1 fonow to fee the Ihort mor- 
tality 
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tallty of nature.” Indeed it was a worthy faying, from 
fuch a lieathenifli monarch, who faw no further than 
the prefent mifcry of this life. 

Here I left the two Frenchmen with a Greek barber, 
and imbarked for Conftantinople in a Turkilh frigato. 
The firll place of any note 1 faw within thefe narrow 
feas, was the ancient city of Galllpolis, the fecond 
feat of Thracia, which was firfl: built by Cains Cali- 
gula, and fometime had been inhabited by the Gauls. 
It was the hrlf town in Europe that the Turks con- 
quered, and was taken by Solyman, fon to Orchanes, 
anno 1438. 

North from Thracia lieth the province of Bulgaria, 
commonly Volgaria, and was called fo of certain peo- 
ple that came fiom a country near to the river Volgo 
in Rufila, about the year 666. It lieth between Ser- 
via, Thracia, and Danubio ; and by the ancients it 
was thought to be the Lower hlyfia, but more juftly 
the region of Uacia. The chief town is Sophia, which 
(ome hold to be that town which Ptolomeus named Ti- 
bi f] a. 

Here in Thracia lived the tyrant Polymneftor, who 
trcachcroully murdered Polydorus, a younger fon of 
Priamus. For which fad Hecuba, the young prince’s 
mother, fcratched him to death. Here alfo reigned 
the worthy King Coiis, whom I propofe as a pattern 
of rare temper, in maftering and preventing paffion, 
fo whom, when a neighbouring prince had fent him an 
exquilite prefent of accurately-wrought glafles, he (ha- 
ving dilpatched the melfenger with all due compliments 
and gratitude of majefty) broke them all to pieces, left 
by inilhap any of Ins fervants doing the like, might ftir 
or move him to an intemperate cholcr, 

I’he Greeks here, and generally through all Greece, 
bear as much reverence and refped to 
Mount Athos, as the Papifts bear to Aloiint Jlhos, 
Rome. All of whole religious coleiics < 
and ft iars mull toil and labour for their living, fomc 
in the vines, fome in the corn fields, and oiiiers at 
home in their mouallcries, or eHcwi cic abioid, and 
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are always occupied for the maintaining of their fami- 
lies, They are but poorly clad, yet wonderful kind to 
all Viadants : So that whofo have occalion to pafs that 
mountain are there lodged, and furnifhed of all necef- 
fary provifion of food, by thefc feqiieftrate or folitary 
livers, whofe fimple and harmlefs lives may be termed 
to be the very emblems of piety and devotion ; knowing 
nothing but to ferve God, and to live Ibberly in their 
carriage. 

The chief cities of Thrace are, Condantinople, Ab- 
dcra, where Democritus was born, who Ipent his life 
in laughing, Sellos, Gallipoli, Trajanople, Galata, and 
Adrianopolis, which was taken by Bajazet anno 1362. 

As we failed between Thracia and Bithynia, a learn- 
ed Grecian, brought up in Padua, that was in my com- 
pany, (bowed me Colchis, whence Jafon, with the af- 
finance of the Argonaiites, and the aid of Medea’s Ikill, 
did fetch the golden fleece. This fea Hellcfpont took the 
name of Hcllc^ daughter to Athamas 
The fea cf King of Thebes, who was here drown- 
Hellefiont, ed ; and of the country Pontus, joining 
to the fame fea, wherein arc thefe ihrec 
countrics, Armenia minor, Colchis, and Cappadocia. 
After we hadcomeup to the famous city of Chaiccdou, 
in Bithynia, on our right hand, I beheld on our left 
hand the pi'orpc<St of that little world, the great city ot 
Confluntiuople ; which indeed yieldeth fuch an outward 
fplendor to the amazed beholder, of goodly churches, 
ftately towers, gallant flceples, and oiiier fuch things, 
whereof now the world make lb great account, that the 
whole earth cannot equal it. Beholding thefe delcdable 
objeds, we entered into the channel of Bofphoius, 
which divideth Perah from Confluniinople j and arri- 
ving at'i\ipanau, where all the ammunition of the great 
Tuik lieth, 1 atidrefl’ed myfelt to a Gieek lodging, to 
refrelh myflf till morning. 

* But I had a hard w'cleome in my l.nuh 
harjh ar- lug. For bidding farewel to the Turk?, 
rrjd], who had kindly ided me three days, 

in oiii pafliige Ironi the cafllcs, the ma- 
fic r 
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ikr of the bLit faying, adio ChriftianOy there were four 
French runnagates handing on the key, who hearing 
thefc words, fell defperately upon me, blafpheming the 
name of Jefus, and throwing me to the ground, beat 
me moll cruelly ; and if it had nor been for my friend- 
ly Turks, who leaped out of their boat, and relieved 
me, I had doubtlcfs there pcrifhed. The other infidels 
handing by, laid to me, “ Behold what a Saviour thou 
hall, when thele that were Chrillians, now turned Ma- 
hometans, cannot abide nor regard the name of thy 
God.” Having left them, with many a fid blow they 
had left me, 1 entered a Greek lodging, where 1 was 
kindly received, and much eafed of my blows, becaufe 
they cauled them to be anointed with divers oils, and 
refrcihed me alfo with their bell entertainment gratis, 
becaufc I had fuffered fo much for ChrilTs fake ; and 
would receive no recompence again. The day following 
I went to llilute, and do my duty to the R-ight Worlhip- 
ful Sir Thomas Giover, then Lord Ambalfador for our 
late gracious fovcrcign King James, of blelfed memo- 
ry, who mod gcneroufly and courteoully entertained 
me three months in his hoiife, to whole kindnefs I was 
infinitely obliged ; as hereafter in my following difeourfe 
of the fourth part of this hillory, lliall be more parti- 
cularly avouched : for certainly 1 never met with a 
more complete gentleman in ail my travels, nor one in 
whom true worth did more illuflrate virtue.

C Onftantinople is the metropolitan of Thracia, fo 
called of Conftantine the emperor, who firft en- 
larged the fame. It was called of old Byzantiuniy but 
now by the Turks Stambolda, which fignifics, in their 
language, a large city. It was allb called Plthufe, and by 
the Greeks Stymbolis. This city (according to ancient 
authors) was hrft founded by the Laceden^.opians, who 
were condu(fl:ed from Lacedemon, by one Paufaniai, 
about the year of the world 3294, whicli after their 
ronfultation with Apollo, where they lliould fettle 
their abode and dwelling-place, they came to Bithyni.i, 
and builded a city which was called Chalccdon. But the 
commodity of fiflilng falling out contrary to their ex- 
pcfiaiion, in rcipc^t that the lillics were afraid of tlic 
white banks of the city ; the Captain Paufanias left that 
place, and (jiiilded Byzantium in Thracia, which firft 
was by him intitled Ligos. By Pliny, JuBin, and Stra- 
bo, it was furnamed Urbs Illuftrijfima, becaufe it is re- 
plered with all the bleffings earth can give toman j yea, 
in the moB fertile foil of Europe. 

Zonoras 
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Zonoras teporteth, that the Athenians, in an ambi- 
tious and inuitiable dehre of foversignty, won it from 
the Lacedemonians. They thus being vanquifhed, fub- 
orned Severus the Roman emperor to befiege the fame. 
But the city Byzantium being Brongly fortified with 
walls, the Romans could not take it in, until extreme 
famine conffrained them to yield, after three years 
liege ; and Severus, to fatisfy his cruelty, put all to the 
fword that were within, and razed the walls, giving it 
in pofl'eflion to the neighbouring Perinthians. This ci- 
ty thus remained in calamity till Con- 
llantine (rcfigning the city of Rome, Byzantium 
and a great part of Italy, to the popilh rcbuilded by 
inheritance of the Roman bilhops) re- Conjiantine. 
builded the fame, and tranllatcd his im- 
perial feat into the calf, and reduced all the empire of 
Greece to an entire tr m(|uillity, with immortal reputa- 
tion, which the Parthians and Pcrfians had fo mifeiably 
dilquieted. 

But thefe diforders were at length reformed by the 
fevcie adminiftration of jufticc ; for the which, and 
other worthy refpe(fb, the laid Conftantine, fon of St 
Helen, and emperor of Rome, (which afterward the 
Pope ufurped), was firnamcd the Great, He firfl:, in 
his plantation, called this city New Rme ; but when he 
beheld the floiirilhing and multiplying of all things in 
it, and bccaule of the commodious lltuation inereof, he 
called it ConJIantinopolis, after his own name. This em- 
peror lived there many profperous years, in moft 
happy eftate ; likewii'e many of his liiccdrors did, until 
fucli time that Mahomet, the fecund of that name, and 
emperor of the Turks, living in a difeontented humour 
to behold the great and glorious dominions of Chri- 
hians, efpecially this famous city, that fo fiourifhed in 
his eyes, by momental circumftauces, colledfed his cruel 
intentions to the full height of ambition, ^iwhcreby he 
might abolilh the very name of Chriftianiiy, and alio 
puffed up with a prefumptuous dcfirc to enlarge his 
empire, went with a marvellous power, both by fea 
and land, unto this magnificent inanlion. 

Hie 
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The iffue whereof was fuch, that, after iivers batta- 
ries and aflaults, the irreligious infidels broke down the 
wails, and entered the city ; which breach was about 
forty paces long, as by the new colour, being built up 
again, is eafily known from the old walls ; where when 
they entered, they made a wotiderful malTacre of poor 
afflii^led Chrillians, without iparing any of the Roman 
kind, either male or female. In the mercilcfs fury of 
thefe infernal imps, the F.mperor Confiantinc was kill- 
cd, whole head being cut off, was carried upon the 
point of a lance through all the ciry, and camp of the 
Turks, to the great difgrace and ignominy of Cliri- 
llianiiy. His Emprefs, daughters, and other ladies, 
after they were abiifcd in their bodies, were put to 
death in a mofi cruel and terrible manner. 

By this overthrow of Conftantinople, this Mahomet 
took twelve kingdoms, and two hundred cities from 
the Chiiftians, which is a lamentable lofs of fuch an il- 
luftrious empire. Thus was that imperial city loft, in 
the year 1453, May 29th, when it had remained un- 
der the government of Chriftians 1198 years. It is 
now the chief abode of the great Turk, Sultan Ach- 
met, the fifteen grand Cham, of the line of Ottoman, 
who was then about twenty-three years of age ; whofe 
fon Ofman fince, and after his death, was murdered by 
the Janizaries, being fourteen years of 
Four empC’ age, after his return to Conftantinople 
rors one after from Podolia in Poland ; and in his 
another di- place his uncle MuftafFa made emperor, 
Jireffed. whofe wcaknefs and unworthinefs being 

foon difeovered, he was dlfplaccd, and 
Amurath, Ofman’s brother, made Grand Signior, 
who prefentiy rcigneth, and not without great fear of 
his Janizaries and Timariots, who twice in three 
years have lately made infurrei^lion againft him. This 
.Emperor Acjimct, who was alive when I was there, 
■was more given to venery, than to war, which gave a 
greater advantage to the Perfians in their defenfive 
wars. 

Concerning the empire we may obferve fomc fatal

contrarietiesiin one and the fame name : For Philip, the 
father of Alexander, laid the firft foundation of the 
Macedonian monarchy, and Philip, the father of Per- 
jciis, ruined it. So was this town built 
by a Conllantine the fon of Helena, a Conlrnntu's 
Gregoiy being patriarch ; and was loft cf foHunt’. 
by a Conftantinc the fon of Helena, a 
Gregory being alio patri.irch. The Turks have a pro- 
phecy, that as it was won by a Mahomet, lb it lhall be 
loll: by a Mahomet. 

'Fhe form or lituation of tills city is like imto a tri- 
angle, the fouth part whereof, anrl the eaft part, ar, 
environed with I lellcrpontus, and bofphorus Thraciu.s ; 
and the north part adjoining to the lirm land. It is in 
compai's about the walls elleemed to be eighteen miles : 
In one of thefe triangled points, being the Ibutli'Caii 
part, and at the joining of Dolphore and Hcllerponr, 
ilandeth the palace of the great Turk, called Sc'nipji:, 
and the fore! c wherein he liunicth, which is two miles 
in length. 

The fpccial ohjc^fl of antiijuity I fiw within this city, 
was the incomparable church of bt Sopiila, i/hofc or- 
naments and hallowed vellbls were innumerable, in the 
time of Jullinian the emperor, wliO firft bnilded ir ; 
but now converted to a Molque, and conleciatc to 
Mahomet, after a diabolical manner

freely refigned to me her life, her liberty, and freedom ; 
which being done, and he gone, under my hand, be- 
fore divers (hecks, I fubferibed her liberty, and hired 
her in rhe lame tavern lor a year, taking nothing from 
her ; for as little had the to give me, except many 
blcflings and thankful prayers. This French gunner 
was a papilt, and heie you may behold the dregs of 
his devotion, and wh.u leven nights lechery coll; him; 
you may c.ill up tiic reckoning ol thirty-lix ducats. 

Jn Conll.iTitinople there have happened many fearful 
iiies, which ohen have confumed to allies the moll 
part of th.e rarell mommients there, and the beauty of 
infinite palaces; as Zonoras the Conftantinopolitan 
hihoriographer, in his hilloiies rnentioneth. And now 
lately, in the year 1607, October 14. there were burnt 
above three thoufaiid houles, of which I law a number 
of ruins (as yet) uniepaircd. It is lub* 
PcfliJcnce and ucH allb to divers caithquakes, which 
€lu tixjiiakc's, itavc often fubverted the towers, houfes, 
churclics, and walls of the city, to the 
ground. Efpecially in th.e year 1 ijop, in the reign of 
Rajazeth, the nimli emperor of the Turks, in which 
time, more than tlilrtecn ihoufand peiTons were all 
fmt/thered and dea 1, and laid up in heaps nnburied. 
And conimordy eveiy tliird year, their pellilence is 
exceeding great in that city, and after Inch an odious 
manner, that thole who aic infeded (before they die-) 
have the half of their one tide rotten, and fall away ; lo 
that you may callly diretrn the whole intrails of thcii 
bowels. It is not permitted here, nor ellewheie In all 
Tuiky, I'uit atiy Cluifliin lliould enter into their 
molques, ):jr churches, without the coiulutfl: of a Jani- 
zaiy; th{ trial whereof I had, when 1 viewed that 
glorious and great thmcli of Sam^bi Sophia, once the 
beamy and 01 nament of all Kurope.and is now the chief 
place to w^ilch the guat d uik nr Emperor goeth evciy 
inid.iy, tlieii labbaih-day, to do his devoiion, being 
accompanied wiili three thoufand Janizaries, belidc^ 
Ealhaw!-, ( Uo'wlc:, andilagars. Truly, I may lay 

Ounftaiitinoplc. 
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Conftantinople, as I faid once of the world, in the La- 
mentado of my fecond pilgrimage; 

A painted whore, the maik of deadly fin, 

Sweet fair without, and llinking foul within. 

For indeed outwardly it hath the faircfl; fliow ; and 
inwardly, the Iheets being narrow, and moll- part co- 
vered, the filthlefl and moll deformed buildings in the 
world. The reafon of its beauty is, becaule being fi- 
luate on moderate profpe^tive heights, the univerfal 
teclures afar off yield a delcdahle fliow, the covertures 
being credled like the back of a coach after the Italian 
fafliion, with guttered tile. But being entered within, 
there is nothing but a llinking diformity, and a loath- 
fome contrived place ; without either imtrnal domeftic 
furniture, or the external decorations of fabricks ex- 
tended like a palace. Notwithllanding that, for its litua- 
lioii, the delicious wines and temperate climate, the fer- 
tile circumjacent fields, the liellclpont Tea, and pleafiini 
Afu on the other fide ; it may tiuly be called the pa- 
ladife of the earth. 

Perah is ovcr-againfl Condaniinople, called of old 
Cormibizantii, but by the Turks (nilutd, being both a 
quarter of a mile diflanr, and the Thracian Bolphore di- 
viding the two. It is the place at which 
Chriftian fhips touch, and where the T'/a Chriflutn 
ambaffadors of Chrillendom lie. 'The ambaffad'.rs 
number of the Chiillian ambaffadors cf Perah. 
that then lay there, and now do, were 
thefe ; firfl the Roman Emperor’s, then t/ie Fiench, 
thirdly tlie Englifh, fourthly the Veneriani and lailiy 
the Dutch ambaffadors, with whom often | was i'ami- 
liar in difcoiirfe, although with Noble SirTiomas Glo- 
ver I was ftill domcflic for twelve weeks, whofe iecre- 
tary for that time was my couiuryman, Mr^ames Ptol- 
lock, who now, as I take ir, is refiding in Stirling. 
He was the laff Scotfman I law till my return to hlalla, 
after mv departuie from Conftantinople. 

I ^ 
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From thence I went to the Black fea, cotjmonly call- 
ed Mare Eiixinum, where I law Pom- 
Pompey's pey’^ pillar oF maiblc, Handing near the 

fill')'. Ihore, upon a rocky illind * ; and not 

far from thence is a lanthorn higher 
than any (Iccpie, whereon there is a pan fiili ol liquor 
tliat buriieih eveiy night to give warning unto Ihips 
how near ile’y come lo i)ie Ihoie. It is not murh unlike 
thefe lanthoins of Leghorn ami (jleno.i. The water 
of this lei is no blacker than that of other leas; but 
it is calKd black, in rcfpedl: of the dangerous accidents 
w’l.ich hq)>'en there in dark and tcmpclhioiis nights, 
and becuii’e of the locks and famis which he at agieat 
diilance Fiona the main (hore, upon wliich great num- 
bers of aelFeis are often calf away. Phe Black lea 
is not far fiom Gahua; for i both went and returned 
in one day, being foity miles oiir atui in : for 1 went 
by boat, and not by land, tbroiu',h the plcafant eiiry- 
pus that lunneth between the Kiixine fea and Helle- 
jpont. And by the way 1 cannot but rcgict the great 
lols Sir Thomas Glover received by tlie Duke of hlol- 
davia, who chargeably entertained him two years in his 
lioidc, and furnilhcd him with money, and other 
neceliiiries ht for lus emincncy. Tins Duke or Prince 
of Bugdonia was deprived of his principalities by Ach- 
inct, and lied hither to the Chriftian ambail.idors for 
relief. To whom, when all the relf had lefnled accept- 
ance, only Nhible Sir 'Thomas received him, inaintain- 
id lii'n, and Iciionlly wrought with the Grand Signior 
and Ins council to have had him rcltored again to his 
lands; buijcould not prevail. 

In tiie cFd, Sir Tiiomas GlovcTs five years time of 
amb.dl’jclrj being explied, and the Duke hearing pi i- 
vatcly iliattSir Paul Pinder was to come in his place, as 
indeed he c-tiiie ^)0 Toon, this Moldavian prince Hole

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early away iJj the morning over to Conftantinoplc, and 
long before mid-day turned Turk, and 
was ciieumcifed, contenting himfelf on- The Diikc*of 
iy, for all his great dukedom, with a AJohkviii 
palace, and a yearly penlion of twelve tin , ini Fink. 
flioufand zeehins of gold, during his 
life. Which, when we heard, the ambaft.iJor and 
we were all amazed and diiconrcnted. l ie was in- 
debted to the amballador above fifteen fhoufind ze- 
chins of gold ; yet before niy h aving (’ data, i went 
twice over with Sir Thomas, and law him, a^'d found 
him attended with a number of Turks ; who, wlieii 
he faw me, took me kindly by the hand ; for we had 
been two months familiar in t!ie ambaljadoi ’s houie 
before. 

The Englifli ambafiador, within half a year, reco- 
vered the half of his money, the other half he was for- 
ced to (lifpenfc with, for divers impoirant rcafons. 
Nay, I mult lay one thing nioie of tins kniaht : He re- 
lieved more Haves from the galleys, paid tluir lanloms, 
and lent them home Ireely to their Chiifttan llauons, 
and kept a better houle, lirin atiy amhallador did that 
ever lay at Conlfantinople, or ever Hi ill to the world’s 
end. 

His mother was a Polonian, who coming ft om Dani- 
zick to Tondon, was delivered of him upon the lea. 
Afterward he was brought up at ConHantinopic Irom a 
boy, and fpoke and wrote the Sclavcmian tongue per- 
fcHiy. And thence returning loi- J.oiulon, he was the 
ilrll amhallador King James, of hieired memory, lent 
to Conilanrinoplc, after bis coming to tlv/ ciown of 
Englcinil. And thus much for this woithy , ad cver-jc- 
nowned kuight, whole pralle aud fame 1 cannot too 
nnich celebrate. 

The Turks have no bells in their churcl cs, neither 
tlie ufe of a clock, nor numbering of hour ; but rlicy 
have high round Hceples ; for they contradict all forms 
of Chriftians. When they go to pray, they are called 
together by the voice of crying men ; who, going upon 
the bartizings of their Iteeples, Ihouting and crying 
1 4 with 
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with a ftirill voice, La ilky Eillallay Mahomer Reziil allah ; 
that is, “ God is a great God, and Mahomet is his pro> 
phetj” or oiherwife, “ There is but one God.” 

In Conftaniinople, and all other places of Turky, I 
ever faw three fabbaths together in one week ; the Fri- 
day for the Turks, the Saturday for Jews, and the 
Sunday for Chrillians. But the Tui iabbath is worlt 
kept of all ; for they will not I'pare to do :tny labour 
on their holiday. They have meetings 
Tunes of at their public prayers, evt iy day five 
TnrkifJj feveral times : the hid is, befoie the li- 

frayers. fing of the hiii ; the fccond is, a little 

before mid-day ; the third is, at three of 
the clock in the afternoon; the foiutli is, at the fun- 
fetting, fummer and winter ; lifihly, the laft hour of 
prayer is always two or three hours within night. Ma- 
ny of them will watch for that time, and not deep ; and 
others deeping, will awake at the voice of tlie cryer, 
and go to church. 

In fjgn of reverence, and in a fiiperditious devotion, 
before they go into their Mol’ques, they wafh them- 
felves in a L wotoio, beginning at the privy members, 
next their mouths, faces, feet, and liands ; aiul enter 
ing, they incline their heads downward to the earth ; 
and falling on their knees, do kifs the ground thiee 
times. Then theTnlafuni.my, which is the chief priefr, 
mounteth upon a high done, where he maketh many 
orations to Mahomet; and the red, to adlft liim, con- 
tinue a long time Ihaking tlieir heads, as though they 
were out of all their natural uuderdanding, repeating 
of this HaylamOf Haylnmo] ami alter that vdll 

ligh grievdldly, faying, Hoiipck ; and ibmetimes will 
abruptly li/ig the pfalms of David in the Arabic tongue, 
but to ntji fenfe nor verity of the fcripiures. And at 
iheir devodon, they will not tolerate any woman in 
tlu'ir comj^my, led they fhould withdraw their minds 
and alh chons from their prclent zeal. But the men 
obferve their turns and limes, and th.e women theirs, 
going ahva) s' when they go, either of them alone to 
their devotion. The hke cudom, but not after the 

fame 
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fame manna', have I feen obferved among the Proteft- 
ants in Tranfilvania, Hungaria, Moravia, Bohemia, and 
Silefia, who, when they come to church on the fab- 
bath-day, there is a tafFaty curtain drawn from the 
pulpit to the church' wall over againft it ; the men fit- 
ting on the right hand of the preacher, the women on 
the left, whole eyes and faces cannot fee other during 
divine fervice, lave only the miniller, that overtoppeth 
both Tides ; and truly I thought it was a very modeft 
and nccefiary obTervation. The 'Turks 
are genet ally circumcifcJ after the man- ThcTurhs are 
ncr of the Jews, but not after eight days, cinumcifed, 
but after eight years. The churchmen 
are called Hadach CarfeiSy or Dervifesy who wear on 
their heads green I’afncs, to make diftin^lion between 
them and others ; for they are accounted to be of Ma- 
homet’s kindred. 

'riiey hold all madmen in great reverence, as pro- 
phets or faints ; and if they intend any far journey, 
private purpofes, »)r otherwilc, before they go to bat- 
tle, they come to crave counfel of the Santoncs, to 
know If they fiiall prolper, or not, in their attempts. 
And whatfoever anfwer thefe bedlam-prophets give, it 
is holden to be as credible as if an oracle had Ipokcu 
it. The Turkifli priefts are for the moft p^trt Moors, 
whom they account to be a bafe people, in refpe^t of 
theml’elves, calling them Totfeks, Their principal 
church-governor is called Muftiy whofe definitive fen- 
fence in law or religion is fixed, and abfolutely irre- 
vokable. Neither abafeth he himfelf to fit in the Di- 
vano, nor alfordeth more reverence to /le Emperor 
than he to him. The other fort of 
churchmen are the Naipi, or young ne Tnrkifi 
Jodors, the Caddi, whereof there are Vfmnhmen. 
two or three in every city to judge the 1 
offences ; the Calfi, or readers ; and rfte Mudreffi, 
which ufe to overfee the Cadeis in their office. They 
were all formerly idolatrous Pagans, and were faft ini- 
tiated in Mahomeranilm, when they got the fovereign- 
ty of the Perfian feeptre, by the great battle, and for- 
tunate 
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tunate conduct of Tangrolipix, in overthi/owing Ma- 
homet, a Saracenical lultan of Pcrfia, who enthroned 
himfelf in the Perfian chair of date nnno 1030. This 
prerogative title of Mufti was firft intitled Caliphy 
whofe refidcncc was in Pabylon, and wholly fupremc 
over the Mahometans. But the Egyptians, after the 
death of hlo: adi Bila, withdrew themfelvcs from 
this Babylonian obedience, and chufed one of their 
own, to whom the Moots of Baihary lubinitted them- 
fclvrs. 

] 5 ut now fincc Bagdat, orBibylon, hath been reco- 
vered by the Pet (tans, about four years 
BabyJon reco- ago, their Mahometan Mufti, or (Ja- 
vered by the liph, that then wasrefident there, is now 
Pcrfuins, retired fo Confl intinople, where he dr- 
feth in a more lecure place, thinking ra- 
ther to follow the grandeur of the Turk, than the bro- 
ken eftatc of the Perllau, whence 1 may truly fay, he 
5 s Fortune’s page, that favoureth them moft who have 
luoft favourers. 

This unwieldy body, havingtwo beads, began to de- 
cline ; for Allan, a 'Eartanan captain, flarved Muflat- 
zem, the lall divided Babylonian Caliph to death, and 
rooted out alt his poBeiity. And then Sarancon, the 
firft Turkifi kmg in Egypt, brained the lall Egyptian 
Caliph with his mace, leaving none of the iffuc, or 
kindred, furvivlng. Tlte olllce of the Caliph is now 
executed in Tin key, under the name of Mufti^ or higli 
pried. All Turks do deteft the colour of black, and 
think thofe tint wear it fliall ne\er enter into paridire. 
But the colcvirof grearefl requeft among them is green ; 
wherewith if any Chrillian be apparelled, he llioidd 
be lure of I iliiii.idoes, and other punilhments. Nei- 
ther may h ’ ufe the name of their prophet Maho- 
met in his .uouth, (under the pain of cruel cenfure 
ro be inflifV d upon him), whom they fo much adore 
and honourV 

This Malmnict was born anno Domini 391, in Itrari- 

pia, 
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pia, a beggarly village in Arabia, whofe 
father was Abdillas, an Iflnnaelite, and Mahomefs 
his mother Cadiges, a Jew, both dif* birth. 
ferent in religion, and alfo of divers 
countries. In his youth he was partly taught the Ju- 
(laical law, and paitly the ruperllition of the Gentiles, 
Many alledge his parentage was never known (being fo 
bale) until his riper yeais betrayed the fame. I alio 
learned, that his parents died whilft he was a young 
ehild, and was mined over to hi.s uncle, who afterward 
Ibid hiai to one Abdeminoples, a merchant in Palelfina; 
and he, after a little time, having remarked his leady 
and prompt wit, ient him down to Egypt, to be a fac- 
tor in his merebandile ; where, by his diilimnlate be- 
haviour, he creeped in lavoiir with Chrilli.ins, Jews, 
and Gentiles He wa*: in proportion of a mean lia- 
lure, lively faced, big headed, eloquent in language, 
of- a ianguine complexion, and a courageous difpo- 
htion, in all attempts exceeding defperate. He was alfo 
(Vceiiful, variable, and h.ujdutcni ; as may appear in 
Ids fitaiiical fables, cxpiefiul in his Alcoran, win re oft 
one laying contradiffeth another, both in words and 
died. 


About this time there was one Sergius, an Italian 
born, banilhui from Conilaniinople becaufe he allow- 
ed of the Arian fei^t; who alrei ward having come to 
ralellina, and frequented the houfe of Abdeminoples, 
fell in ac([uaintancc with the young man Mahomet ; 
and this friar, perceiving the alpiring (|uickneTs of his 
brain, bore a great alfcdion to his natural perfec- 
tions. Shortly after this, his mailer d’Aig without 
iieirs, and his millrels enjoying many ricp pollellions, 
Ihe, ior thefe his extraordinary qualities, irom the de- 
g-ee of a fervant, advanced him to be heroin hulband. 

That unhappy match was no fooner dtne, biu Ihc 


repented it with tears ; for he being fiibjc(y to the fall- 
ing-licknefs, would often fall flat on the , . 

ground before her, ffaring, g.iping, and Iff, J’fj' 
foaming at the mouth ; fo that his com - ' ^ n r / 
pany became loathfome and dcieftable. 

The which begun contempt in his bed- 


fellow ^ 
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fellow : Being to him manifefted, he ftrove (un- 
der the lliadovv of invented lies) to mitigate the fury 
of her hateful difdain, feigning, and attefting, that 
when he fell to the ground, it was the great God 
fpoke with him, before whofe face (faith he) I am not 
able to hand: fuch is the foliciting of me, with words 
of terror and majedy, to reform the ways of the dege- 
nerate people with fire and fword, fince Mofes and 
Chrift (notwithdanding of iheir miracles) have been re- 
jeded by the world. The old Trot, believing all thefe 
flattering fpecches, was not only appeafed of her for- 
mer conceit, but allb loving him more than a hufband, 
reverenced him for a divine prophet, imparting the 
fame unto her neighbours and goflips. After they 
had lived two years together, the bewitched matron dy- 
ing, left all her poJllHlons to Mahomet; both becaufe 
flie accounted him to be a prophet, and next, for that 
loving legard (he had of his tender body, being but 
thirty years of age. He being thus left with great rich- 
es, was puffed up in pride and haughty delires, dri- 
ving, by all inordinate means, to bring his new deviled 
plot? to perfedion. For the better performance wlieic- 
of, he coid’uhed with this Sergius, a Nedorian monk, 
and Atodala, another Thalmudid, a diverted Jew. 
Hereupon thclc two hell-hounds, and the other per- 
verle runagate, patched up a mod mondroiis and devi- 
lidi religion to ihcmfclvcs, and to tlmir mifcrcant belie- 
vers; partly cotnpofed of the Judaical law, partly of 
Arianifm, partly intermixed with Tome points of Chri- 
dianity, and partly of other faniallical fopperies, which 
his own intention fiiggelled unto him. 

The booli of this religion is iian^ed the Akoran\ the 
whole bod)^of which, is but an cxpofiiion and glol's on 
ihe eight commandments he affixed ; 

The law whereupon dependeth the whole Maho- 

Mahomet^ metan law. “ Fird, Every one ought to 
believe, that God is a great God, and 
only God, and Mahomet is his prophet. Secondly, E- 
very man mud marry to increale the fedtaries of Maho- 
met. Thirdly, Every one mud give of his wealth to 

the 
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the poor, fourthly, Every one mnfl: make his prayers 
feven times a day. Fifthly, Every one mull keep a lent 
one month in the year ; (this lent is called Birham, or 
Ramazan). Sixthly, Be obedient to thy parents; 
(which law is fo ncgle(n:ed, that never any children 
were, or are, more unnatural than the 'furkiOi be.) 
Seventhly, Thou /halt nor kill; (which they inviolably 
keep among themi'elves, but the poor Chriftians feel 
the fmart thereof), i^.iftly, and eightly, Do unto o* 
thers, as thou wouldftbc done unto thyfelf.” The per- 
formers of which have large lophiftical promilcs aim- 
bed them 

This new coined do(^rine was no fooner wrapped 
up in his execrable Alcoran, but he began to fpit forth 

* The rites dodliiues, untl Uws, of the TurhiOi reli^rion, arc 
founded in three books, which may not impiopcily be called the 
rtJrs and panddh of the Mahometan tondiuitions. 

The fiilt is the Alcoran; the i'ceond ihc conlentoi tcllimony of 
wife men, called the or {\\c t) uditiot’S of the piopl\ts; ^lul the 
tliiid the inferences or dcdiudioiis ni one thing fiom another. Ma- 
homet wrote the Alcoran, and piefcribed feme laws tor the civil go- 
vern nKnit : the other additions, or fupcrflrucT.iucs, weic compofed 
by their dodors that fucccedcd ; which weic, Kbbubcch, Omar, 
0 /man, and Haly. The Calijihs of Babylon and Fpypr, wcie other 
doiTors and expoiitors of their Uws, wliofc Icnttmcs and pofitioiu 
wcie of divine authority among them ; but their efteem of being o- 
raculows failing with their lempoial power, that dignity .uul authori- 
ty, oHnf.illible determination, was, bylorceotthe fwoul, tiansfer- 
led to the Turkilli Mutti. Anel ihougli there is gicat dlvcrfitya- 
mongd the doc^fors, as touching the explication of tlicir law, yet he 
is dteemed a true believer who oblcivcs thefe live articles oi funda- 
mentals of the law, to which every tiucTurk is obliged. The lirftis 
( leannefs in tlie oiuwaid parts of their body and gainients; I'econdly, 
to make piayers live times a day; thirdly, to obfenr. the Ramazan, 
nr monthly tad ; fourthly, to perforin faiihfull) ZeiSt, or giving of 
ahns,faccoidliig to the proportion preM'enbed in a Ci.fi .in book, wrote 
by the four doctors ol tlieiis, called Endhltt, fire ; llltlily, to 
make tlieir pilgiimagc to Mecca, if they have me in |aiHi pollibilliy 

pirtoim it: but the aiticle of laiih icipu’cd to be iielieved is but 
one, \ 17 That tliei is but one (lOcl, and MaheunT lus piophet.

his 
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his abominable and blafphemous herefies ; affirming, 
that Chrift was not the Son of the IMoll High, nor the 
]\Ieffiah looked for ; denying alfo the Trinity ; with many 
other profane blafphemies. The work concluded, for 
the better advancement of his purpofe, he mai ritd the 
daughter of the chief prince ol' his own tribe : By which 
new affinity, he not only leduced his faiher-in-law, but 
ailb the whole lineage of that himily : by whole accept- 
ance and converlion, he confederated with other alio- 
dates, and waxed daily llronger. Contending conti- 
nually to divulge his name more and more, he affiem- 
bled his new Alcoi anilis : exhorting them to affiH: him 
in the belieging of Mecca, which citizens had in dcii- 
iion rebuked his law, and abfolutely difflained his Ma- 
hometan illulions : and promilcd to them, in Inch a 
wcll-dderving attempt, both eternal felicity, and the 
fpoils of thele hii contradid:ors ; pcifualivel) alluring 
them, that God would deliver all the gainfayers of hi? 
Alcoran into his hands. By which aliuu’incnts they 
being moved, roll* to the number of 3000 in arms, and 
menaced Mecca; but the citizens put him to flight, and 
i'o was he thrice ferved, till in ilie end 
DLihomcfs he won their city ; wherein after his 
iomb. death he was intombed in an iron coffin, 

which, between two ad.imants, hangerh 
to this day, (as I have been informed of fundry Turks, 
who law it) ; which confirmed in them a Iblid belief 
of his erroneous docfrinc. 

But now of late, the Turks growing more circiim- 
fpe£l than they were, and underfianding the dcnlion 
of ChrifiiaiV: concerning their hanging tomb, and be- 
caufe the au’kilh pilgiims were often fuffocate to 
death, with ^ fabulous defcit in going 10 M^cca, they 
luave tranl(i nied Mahomet’s tomb now to Medina ; 
which is a g eat deal nearer to Damufeu?, and at the 
entry ol Ai\bia Fdix, in a glorious mofque, where the 
tomb being clofs ground fci, and richly covered wuch a 
golden canopy : they have prohibited any Chviftian to 
come near it by two comics, to wit, t‘.ven;y-four miles, 
under the pain of death ; which indeed ih 7 keep more 

Itriully 
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in execution, than princely proclamations are 0 - 
beyed, obferved, or regarded with us, either for regal 
ftatutes, or general benefits of commonwealth ; their 
continuance being but like the miracle of nine days 
wonder-, return again from whence they came, fruftrate 
of power, and robbed of obedience. From this time 
that he vanquilhcd Mecca, c tiling out the Greek ofli- 
ceis, (for then all Arabia was uiiJer the Conftaiitino- 
politaii empire), the Saracens began their computation 
of years, (as we from Chrifl’s nativity), which they 
rail Hdgirn, and begun about the year of our redemp- 
tion lix hundred and feventeen. Concerning which 
rime that Aiahomei compiled his devililh Alcoran, be- 
ginning his empire nigh about the fame time, it is ob- 
lervcd, that Boniface III. began hii> empire, and An- 
tichrillian title; for F'tocas having killed the Emperor 
Miuritius his wife and childicn, to I'ecure liimfelf of 
Italy, ready to icvolt from fitch a tyrant, made Boni- 
face univerfal bifiiop and head of tb.c church. 

'This Boniface was the fixty-fourth Bi- 
Ihop, and full Pope of Rome ; which The jhjl title 
was immediately thereafter conhrmed by cfP'.te, 
Ihppin the Fiench King, who alfo liad 
iiiuidered his mafter and prince ; and L.fl[y was ratified 
by Palcoh^gus, whole Ton Conlfanlinc, about fourtccu 
years alter, had his head Itiiick oP', his wife and 
dmghters put to cruel death, his empire quite fub\ert- 
ed, in the lols of twelve kingdoms and two hundred ci- 
ties, being the jiid judgements of Cod upon the Ion, 
tor tire huhei’s lake, wlio ailigned liudi an ambitious 
cliargc unu) that perveilc papality. After ulricli pre- 
dominant titles and ftllilied power, wliac 1, ng tuiuio- 
verlies and dilputes were between the Pop/"; and the 
councils ol Caiihage, Chalcedon, Ephdns jllexandiia, 
and Nice This papal prerotpil.ve began |vitli blood 
and iiiuiJer, coiuinneth in blood and mdlAcJcs, and, 
tloubtkls, in the end iliall perilh, and be confounded 
with blood and abominable ddliudlon. 

And what great debate w.is ot old by the Ptcman 
i^niperors, in abolhhing out of their churches the ima- 
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ges and idols of ftone, iron, and timber, icc. that for 
many hundred years they were not fufFered to be feen ? 
And at the beginning of the papality, and a long time 
after, the emperors prohibited them, 
RomiJlj idola- and divers Popes have confirmed, and 
try, approved the fame ; yet fucceeding 

Popes, and the empire, being divided in 
cafi: an 1 weft, introduced again the dregs of their old 
Heathenifli atid Roman idolatry ; and yet they will not 
be content with the bare name of images, but they im- 
pofe a firname, or epithet of fandtity, terming them 
holy images. Truly 1 may fay, if it were not for thefe 
images, and fuperftitious idolatries, they allign to 
them, the Turks had long ago been converted to the 
Chriftian faith. 

I have feen Ibmetimes two thoufand Turks travelling 
to Mecca in pilgrimage, which is in 
Turkljh pU Arabia Felix ; where many, in a fuper- 
grims. liitious devotion, having feen the tomb 
of Mahomet, aie never defirous to ice 
the vanities of the world again ; for, in a frantic piety, 
they caufe a finitii to pull forth their eyes : and thefe 
men are called afterward Hoggeis^ that is, holy men, 
whom the 'Furks much honour and regard; and arc 
always led about fiom town to town by mens hands, 
and fed and re Mrded like unto princes, or like the ca' 
puchins that fcourge themfcives on Good-Friday, arc 
met, and homagei .tt every palling ftrect, with prayerS; 
gifts, and adorations. 

Some write, that blahomet, in his youtli, was afol- 
dier, uiul\ the conduct of Heraclius ; who, employing 
certain Ambians in an expedition to Perfia, not only 
denied the/u their wages, but told them, that that was 
not to be Jiven to dogs which w.is provided for the Ro- 
man folditfs. ikiice fome mutinies arifing in the ar- 
my, he, Auh certain Arabians, his countrymen, by 
fadtion, feparated themfelves, and revolted ; whereup- 
on Pilahomct, encouraging them in their defedtiou, 
was chofen their captaiji ; and fo for a certain time 
iliey continued rcbellioui runagates, thieves, and rob- 
bers 
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bers of all people. The fubtilty of this 
(lifTcmbler was admirable, who know- Mahomet hath 
iiig that he was cleftitute of heavenly broke his pro- 
gifts to work miracles, feigned that m'jc. 

God fent him with thefword. He alfo 
promifed, at the end of a thouf.ind ye.irs, to return, 
and bring them to paradife; blithe hath f.dllllcd liis 
profuife, for the time is expired forty years ago. And 
they imagining, that he is either difeaied, or become 
lame in his journey, have afcrlhed to him another thoti- 
fand years to come. But long ntiy their wicLci and 
faithlefs generation gape before he come, imbl jbeh 
time, that, in a general convocation, they be paitahei.s 
of his endlefs damnation in hell; unlefs it picafe the 
Lord, in his mercy, to conveit them berore that 
time. 

Mahomet chiefly prohibiteth in his Alcoran the ea- 
ting of fwines fleili, and drinking of wine; which in- 
deed the bell fort do, but the bafer kind arc daily 
drunkards. Their common drink is flicrpct, compo- 
led of water, honey, and fugar, which is exceeding 
])lcafaiit to the tafle. And the ufual courtefy they be- 
ilow on their friends who vilit them, is a cup of cofiai, 
made of a kind of feed called coavay and of a blackifli 
colour, which they drink as hot as poflibly they can, 
and is good to expel the crudity of raw meats, and 
herbs, fo much by them frequented. And liiole that 
cannot attain to this liquor, mufl: be contented with the 
cooling flreams of water. 

It is incident to Turks, who have not the gencro- 
fity of mind to temper felicity, to be gluut.a with the 
fuperfluous fruits of doubtful profperity. 

Neither have they a jiaticnt rdbluiion to Opprcjjion of 
witbfland adverflty, nor hope to cxpeH T ir/j. 
the better alteration of time. But by 1 
an infufed malice in their wicked fpirits, wh^.n they are 
any way diflrefled, will, with importunate compulflon, 
caufe the poor flavifli fubjeded Chriflians I’urrtnder all 
they have, the half, or fo, fometimes with llrokes, 
aunacings, and fometimes death itfelf; which plainly 
K doth 
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doth demonftrate iheir exccflive cruelty, and the poor 
Chi ilVians inevitable milery. And yet being complain- 
ed upon, they arc fcvciely punilhed, or elfe put to 
de.ith, lor co.nmiiting of fuch unallowable riots, being 
ciiprtlhly againlt the imperial law of the Tiiiks, con- 
cerning', the quietnefs and liberty of the Chriftians. 

I li ivc often heard Turks brawl one with another, 
moll vilely, bat I never faw, nor heard, that they, ei- 
ther in private or public quarrels, durlt ftrike one ano- 
ther; neither dare they, for fear of fcverc punifliment 
impoled on liuh (juarrcllers : but they will injure and 
flrike Cdilhiaaq who dare not fay it is amifs, or (Irike 
again. U is a common thing with them to kill their 
fervants for a very Imall olleucc ; and when they have 
done, throw them like dogs in a ditch. And often- 
times, if nor f), will lay them down on their backs, 
holding up their heels, bind their feet together, and 
faden them to a pod, and with a cudgel give them 
three or four hunJied blows on the foies of their feet, 
whejcupou, peradventure, fome ever go lame after. 
Their lervams arc bought and fold like brute beads in 
markets; neither can thefc mifcrablc drudges ever le- 
cover liberty, except they buy ihemfelvcs free, either by 
one means or or’acr. Their wives are not f.ir Eom the 
like fci viiiulc ; h/rthc men, by the Alcoran, are ad- 
iiiiiied to many as many women as they will, or their 
alfility can keeq). And if it ihall happen, that any one 
of iliele women, I mean cither wife or concubine, pio- 
diuUv.rh her! If to anoilier man befides her hulbanJ, 
then may he, by aiulioiiry, bind her hands and fen, 
ham.; a d()\v- about her neck, and cad her into a river, 
which hy t*h an idu.dly dune in the night. 

Urn w'licn tlud.. lidiJels pl<ale to abide poor Cin'idian 
\vn liLii ala’mi't tin’ll inilhirurs will, they little regard 
tlie iiaidrhirum of the CiuUtian l.iw; who as well de- 
d'/wer lluy e! lugluers as tlieir wives ; yet the devout 
:\i iiiomet ms never nicdtlie with them, aecoiinling 
ilm nielvt’s diannuel to copukuc, as they think, with the 
uihpi'Iir; rd -(k.);;,. 'The link:, genci ally, vvlnn they 
k omm'i any cnpulvitlon with Ciuuliins, or then own 

ftx. 
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fex, they wafti themfelves in a fouth running fountain, 
before the fun-rifing, thinking thereby to wafli away 
their fins. 

If a Turk fiiould happen to kill ano- 
ther Turk, his punifiiinent is thus : Af- The Turks 
ter he is adjudged to death, he is brought jujlue, 
forth to the market-place; and a bioik 
being brought hither of four feet high, the nialefi(rior 
is rtripped naked, and then laid thereupon with his 
belly downward : they draw in his middle together lb 
linall with tunning cords, that they llnke his body in 
two with one blow ; his hinder parts they call: to be ea- 
ten by hungry dogs kept for the lame purpole ; and die 
fore-quarter and head, they thiow into a grievous fire, 
made there for the fame end. And this is the punilh- 
ment for man-flaughtcr. 

But for murder, or ireafon, he is more cruelly u- 
ied ; for, convicted and condemned, he is brought foith 
before the people, where, in the ftiect, there is an ex- 
ceeding high firipad creeled, much like to a May-pole ; 
which tree from the root, till it almoll come to the 
top, is all fee about full of long lharp iron p’kes, and 
their points upward. The villain being llripped naked, 
and his hands bound backv/ard, they bijid a ftrong 
lopc about his Ihoulders and cleaving ; and then hoift- 
ing him up to the pillow, or top of the tree, they let 
the rope flee loofe; whence down be falls with a rattle 
among the iron pikes, hanging either by the buttocks, 
by tlic breafls, by the Tides, or Ihoulders; and tlieie 
flicking fall in the air, he hangeth till his very bones 
tot and fall down, and his body bt devomed, being 
quick, with ravenous eagles, kept to prey upon his 
e.ircafs for the fame piirpofc. 

init now I come to their nuptial rites. Th’dr cufioin 
and manner of marriage is this : If a ' 
man affei^lctli a young maid, he biiyeth Tufkijl) mar- 
her of her parents, and giveth a good riages. 
him of money fur her; and after flie Is 
hougi't, he iniolls her name in the Cadies book, wit- 
ncfilng flic is his bound wife, bought of hey father.

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Lo, this is all the form of their marriage. This being 
done, the father of the woman fendeth houfefeold-ftuff 
home with the bride, which is carried through the 
ftrects on mulcts or camels backs ; the two new married 
folks marching before, aie conveyed witn mufic, their 
own acgnaintance and friends unto his honfe. 

The I'urks, in general, whenever they loath or dlf- 
like their nfe to fell them in markets, or other-

Tim tliiid 
and inmon; part of the feraglio is allotted for their re- 
d'Jeucc, being well aireiuied at all th'.us with numben;

youngeft and faireft, he loiicheth her with a rod ; and 
immediately Ihe followeth him into his cabin of lechery, 
where, if any atffion be done, ihe receiveth from the 
bead cieik her approbation therLupon ; which ever af- 
terwards fej veth her for a tondliional dowry to her 
marriage, with much honour and reputation bclldes. 
And if any of them conceive, and the child born, it is 
fuddcnly dllpatchcd from iliis life, d'he oldcfl hun- 
dred, every llrll Friday of the month, are turned out, 
and another new hundred come in to nKike up the 
number. 'Fhcir entry and illue is always at one of the 
;)ollcrn gates of the p.nk towards the iea-inie, and join- 
ing nigh to their palace : whence eroding Folphoie, 
in an appointed baige, they both go and come in one 
day, from and to the (inlara, which 1 
myfelfdid fee three ievcral times. 'The /< !'undre f 
olded and laff hundred that aie every (chluOiiu’s 
month dilniilTed, they depart from the thanked c- 
Galara lioine to their parents and levcral vtry month, 
rouniiies, rejoicing that they \rcie 
counted worthy to be chohn, and enn.rt.nncdi to be ilieir 
empeior’s concubines. The cniUmi of the great d'urk 
is, e\ery Friday, being their Sabbath day, aticr divine 
ftrvice and dinner, to lun at the g^O'.e, in an open 
place, before all the people, with fonie Hagars, or 
young ffriplings, that acconipany iiiia; who have the 
glove hanging as high on a Hick, as we have ihe ring 
with us. And truly, of all theTuikifli cmperois time 
ever were, this Achinct war, the mofl gentle and fa- 
vourable to Chriflians, who rather, for his boiiniy and 
Umdernefs, might have been intiilcd th.c Chiilhan I'/n- 
peror, than the Fagan Iving ; for he dilaniuilkd all ilie 
evasions that had been iidlicHed by his prcdeceilors 
np(ni his tributary Cbriflian fiibjcdls, andeiucelled the 
ojlloni or tythe of their male children, abrt-gaimg alio 
’iiat impollt'on on their female dowries. 

'The 1cm of the Turks is called By i ham, wh/ch conii- 
*uieth the lpa(.c of a month once in the year In all 
w'hirh time, from the fun-riling to his IcUing, tiiey 
ociilur cat m)r diink: And at their pray-.m, ctpec.ally 
K ill 
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in this fading, they ufe often to reiterate thefe words, 
Hue, hue, hue ; that is, “ He, he, he, alone is God 
or, There is but one only fupreme power;” which 
they do in derifion of Chrillians, who (as they fiy) a- 
dove three gods. They have alfo this finifter opinion, 
that at the day of judgement, when Mahomet Ihall ap- 
pear, there lhall be three clifplayed ban- 
T'he Turks nets, under the which all good people 
paradije, iliall be conducted to paradife : The one 
of Moles, under the which the children 
of Ifrael fliall be ; The fecond of Jefus, under which 
Chrillians lhall be : The third of Mahomet, under the 
which lhall be the Arabs, Turks, and MulTulmen. All 
wdiich, they think, lhall be elevated to feveral honours; 
and they in promotion lhall bcdilcerned from the reft, 
by chambers made of relplendent light, which God 
will give them ; wherein they lhall have banquetings, 
feallmgf, dancing, and the bell melody that can be de- 
vifed ; and that they lhall fpend their time with amorous 
virgins, (whofe manlion lhall be near by), the men ne- 
ver exceeding the age of thirty years, and the virgins 
fifteen : and both lhall have their virginities renewed as 
fafl as loft. 

^'hey hold alfo this, as a confident article of their 
belief, theic aie feven paradifes in heaven, the pave- 
ments whereof arc laid with gold, filvcr, pearls, pre- 
cious ftoncs, and garnilhcd with ftately buildings, and 
plcafant gardens, wherein are all forts of fruit, and 
princely palaces ; through which run rivers of milk, 
honey, and wine. 

The firft paradife they call it Cenctc Mcholde) the fe- 
cond /^Ifrduzy ; the third Anthinack ; the fourth Rc- 
duajlh'. the fifth Azchn; the lixih Alcodufi', that is, 
holy; and the fcvenih Almefra, that is, the gi cart ft . 
and that in the midft of this laft paradife, there Is a 
ftately tree, called Tuluih, the leaf of which, is partly of 
gold, and partly of lilvcr; whofe houghs extend round 
about the walls of this feventh paradife, whereon the 
name of Mahomet is written, near to the name of God, 
in ihcfc words, Alla, ilk, he, alkh, Mahomet rczul 

allah. 
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allah. The which words are in fuch reverence amongfl: 
the Turks, that if a Chrifttan ihouUl happen, unadvi- 
fedly, to repeat tliem, he is adjudged to a inoft cruel 
death, or compelled to renounce his religion. 

Their Lent lafteth thirty days, called Byrham^ fome 
name it alfo Ramadan \ during which 
time they eat nor drink nothing from The Turks 
fun-riling to its letting down ; but when Lent. 
night cometh, they gormandize at their 
lell-plcafurcs. Their month of Lent is our January, 
where every day, after their fcveral devotions, they go 
to Iblemn plays, and all kind of profane paftimes ; 
counting that bell devotion, which is moft luitable to 
their dilpolitions ; allotting fancy to fellow their folly, 
and blindnefs to overtop the ignorance of natuic, 
drawing all their diifts within the circle of dellru^lion. 
But indeed, as they are blind in the true way of facred 
worlhip, yet they are malkcd with a wonderful zeal to 
their devoted blindnefs, furpalling far, in Ihew and ob- 
fervations, the general profellbrs of Chriilianiiy, and 
all the ceremonies that can be annexed thereunto; 
theirs running on with the Hoods of ignorant afletTon, 
and ours dillradled with the ufelcfs novelties of fuper* 
fluous fehoohqueftions ; which indeed do more dill cm- 
per the truth, than render God to be tightly gloii- 
htd. 

As concerning their opinion of hell, they hold it to 
be a deep gulf betwixt two mountains ; 
from the mouth whereof are diagous, The Tuiks 
t’lat continually throw lire, being large oj'inion. 
eight leagues, and hath a daik entry, 
wiiere the horrible fiends meet the perplexed finners, 
conveying them till they come to a bridge, that is as 
narrow as the edge of a razor ; whereupon ihele that 
have not committed heinous ofienccs may pafs over 
to hell, but thofe who have done buggery (as the moll 
part of them do), and homicide, lhall fall headlong 
from ir, to the profoundell pic In hell, where thc-y lliall 
fomeiimes burn in fire, and fometimes ' be call into 
hot boiling waters to be rcfrellied. And (nr the great - 
K ' er 
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cr punifhmcnt of the wicked, (fay they), God hath 
planted a tree in hell, named Sniaratafiy or Roozo Say- 
tnnah, that is the head of the devil, upon the fruit of 
which the damned continually feed. Mahomet, in one 
of the chapters of his Alcoran, calleth this tree, the 
tree of maleditHon. 

They allb think the tormented fouls may one day be 
faved, provided they do endure the forched flames of 
hell patiently. Thus, as briefly as I could, have 1 laid 
open the opinions of the Turks concerning their 
heaven and hell, before the eyes of thefe, who, perad- 
venture, have never been acquainted with fuch a ghoft- 
ly difeourfe. 

And now I think it not amifs to reckon you up in 
general, all the Roman and Greek em- 
The number j)erors, that have been from the begin- 
of all the em- ning to this prefent time, both in the 
perers in the Tall and in the Wefl, with the number 
Eaji and the of the Turkilh emperors alfo ; begin- 
HUf. ning at Julius Csel'ar, the firft didtator or 

Roman emperor, to Conflantine the 
Great, who tranlported the ieat of the empire from 
Rome to Conflaruinople ; he was the flxty-fourth em- 
peror : And from Conllantine the Great in the Eafl, 
to the lirif made emperor in the Weil, there were thir- 
ty-nine emperors ; of whom Conflantine the fixth, ion 
of Leo the third, with Irena his wife, was the lail foie 
emperor, and Ihc empreis, of Eafl and Welt, After 
whole death and overthrow, Charlemain was caPed in- 
to Italy to frighten the Lombards, who had oppreffed 
that region, and the peace of the church, for two hun- 
ched years : lie dialed them fiom Rome, Apuli.i, and 
from ail Italy, and was therefore declared by Pope Leo, 
the Roman emperor of the Weft ; from Charlemain, 
to this preient Eerclinando that now reigns, Charlemain 
being the bundled and fourth, there weic forty and 
one emperors : So in all, with this Emperor Ferdinan- 
(io, lardy Duke of CL’afl'e, the number amounts to, ot 
iht'le emperors, couming fiom Julius C eiar to Conflan- 
tine the Sixth, the Utfl foie emperor of the Eafl, and 
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after him, from Charlemain the firft emperor of the 
Weft, to this time, their number have been an hundred 
and forty-fix emperors. 

Some whereof were Greeks, which cannot perfectly 
be fet down, in regard fome were empreffes, and o- 
thers fuddenly elected, were as fuddenly murdered or 
poifoned. 

Now, to reckon theTurkini emperors, I will firft 
begin from the time that the Turks took a monarchic 
name, under the name of Ottoman, even to Mahomet 
the I'ccond, the firft Grecian emperor, beginning, I 
fay, at Ottoman the ion of Orthogiilc, the lirft empe- 
ror of the Turks, and the firff that cre<^tcd the glory of- 
liis nation. There were nine ernperois to Mahomet the 
ftcond ; and from him to this prelent Amiirath that 
now rcignetl’i, there have been elevcti emperors ; the 
number of which aic only twenty, and ere they come 
to thirty, they and theirs, I hope, lhali be rooted from 
the earth. 

Thcoriginal oftheTurks, is laid to have been inScy- 
thia, from whence they came to Arabia 
Petrea ; and giving battle oft to the Sa- beginning 
racens, in the end they fubdiied them, the 'Turks. 
and I'o they multiplied, and mightily in- 
creafed : The appearance of their further increafing is 
vciy evident, except God, of his mercy towards us, 
prevent their blood-lucking ihrcatcnings, with the ven- 
geance of his juft judgements. 

The Saracens are clefcendcd of Plan, who, after he 
had loft the blefting, went and inhabited in Arabi.1 
Petrea ; and his pollerity, ftriving to make a clear di- 
lliiK^lion between them, the llhniaeiites and JeWs calP 
ed ihenifelves (as come of Sara) Sjriieciis ; and not of 
ffagar, the hand-maid of Ahr.iiiim, uf whon* came 
the llhmaelltes, neither of the r/cc of Jacob, of whom 
came the jews. Put now the Saiacens being joined 
with the d’uiks, rlieir cor.querort> have both loft their 
name, and the right oF their d*. !i.enr. 

The Tuiks which are bom and bicd in the Leflcr 

Alia, 
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Afia,. and eaft parts of Europe, are ge- 
The Turks ncrally well complexioned, proportion- 
complexion, ably compa^led, no idle nor fuperfluous 

talkers, I'crvile to their Grand Signor, 
exceflively inclined to venery, and zealous in religion ; 
their heads are always fliavcn, refei ving only one tuft 
in the top above, by which they think one day to be 
caught to heaven by Mahomet, and covered on all 
fides, counting it an opprobrious thing for any to un* 
cover his head. They wear their beards long, as a fign 
of gravity ; for they efteem them to be wile men who 
have long beards. The women are of a low ftature, 
thick and round of growth, going feldom abroad, (un- 
lefs it be each Thurfday at night, when they go to 
mourn upon the graves of their dead friends), and 
then they are modellly malked ; they are fearful and 
fhame-faced abroad, but lafcivious within doors^ and 
plealing in matters of incontinency ; and they are ac- 
counted moft beautiful who have the blackell brows, 
the widell mouths and the greateft eyes. 

The other Turks which are born in Afia Major, 
and F^gypt, (I Ipcak not of the Moors of Barbary), arc 
of a great ftature, tanny, cruel ; a barbarous and un- 
civil people. The better fort ufe the Sclavonian tongue, 
the vulgar Ipcak the Tuikilh language, which being o- 
riginally the Tartarian fpccch, they borrow from the 
Perlian their woids of llatc, fiom the Arabic their 
words of religion, from the Grecians their terms of 
war, and from the Italian their words and titles of na- 
vigation. 

The power of the great Turk is admirable, yet the 
moft part of his kingdoms in Afia are not well inhabi- 
ted, neither populous ; but thefe parts which border 
with ChiiQians, arc ftrongly fortified with calllcs, peo- 
ple, and ammunition. If Chriftian princes could agree, 
tnd confuk together, it were an ealy thing in one year, 

:o lubdue the Turks, and root out their very names 
from the earth ; Yea, moreover I am certihed, that 
here are more Chriftians, even flaves and fubjeds to 
he great Turk, which do inhabit liis duminlonb, than 

might 
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might overthrow and conquer ihefe infidels, if they 
had worthy captains, governors, and furniture of 
arms, without the help of any Chriftian in Chriften- 
dom. 

And yet again, I think it not amifs to difeourfe more 
particularly of the Turkilh manners, of their riches, 
and of their forces of wars, and the manner of their 
conducements. 

The Turks being naturally defeended of the Scy- 
thians or Tartars, are of the i’tcond ibi- 
ture of man, and robuft of nature, cir- The Turks 
cumfpeift and courageous in all their at- are Tarta- 
tempts, and no way given to induftry or rians, 
labour, but are wonderful avaricious and 
covetous of money above all the nations of the world. 
They never obferve their promifes, unlefs it be with 
advantage, and are naturally prone to deceive ftran- 
gers ; changing their conditional bargains, as time gi- 
veth occafion to their liking ! They are humble one to 
another, but efpecially to their fuperiors, before whom 
they do not only great homage, but alfo keep great fi- 
Icncc, and are wonderful coy during the time of their 
prelence. They are extremely inclined to all forts of 
lafcivious luxury, and generally addict- 
ed, befides all their fenfual and inceftu- Libidinous 
ous lufts, unto fodomy, whicli they ac- Turks* 
count as a dainty to digeft all their other 
libidinous pleafures. They hold that every one hath 
the hour of his death wrote on his fore-brow, and that 
none can cfcape the good or evil hour predeftinated for 
them. This ridiculous error makes them lo bold and 
defperate, yea, and often, to run headlong into the 
molt inevitable dangers : They are not much given to 
domeftic paftimes, as chefs, card?, dice, and tables ; but 
abroad and in travel, they arc exceeding kind dilpofers 
of their meat and drink to any ftranger without excep- 
tion. The better fort of their women are fumptuout- 
ly attired, and adorned with pearls and precious fiones, 
and Ibme of them are accultomcd to turn their hands 
and hair into a red colour, but efpecially the nails of 

their 
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their hands and feel j and are wont to go to bathe 
themfeives in ftoves twice a-week, as well as men. 

The true Turks wear on their heads white tur- 
bants, fave a few that are elkenied to be of Ma- 
homet’s kindred, and they wear green farties, being 
moft part of them priells ; the better part of the Turks 
in Alia, care not for lUh ; but thefe Tuiks which 
remain in Europe love Hlh better than flelh, efpe- 
tially at Conhantinople or Stambolda, where the bell 
lifhes, and the gnatclf abundance of them are ta- 
ken, that be in the world, and that in the Black 
lea : They are very detirous of taking advantage 
of their neighbours, which, if they cannot by force, 
they will, under colour of truce, accomplilh it with 
perfidioufnefs. And if their enterprifes find no hap- 
py event, they arc never a whit alhamed to take the 
lliglit, yet are they generally good foldicrs, and well 
taught in martial difeiphne. Their armies, in march- 
ing, or camping, (notwitliftanding infinite multitudes), 
keep imtdclly and filence, and aie extremely obe- 
dient lu their captains and commanders. When the 
Great Signor is abroad witli his army at wars, the 
'Turks at home within towns ufe great prayers and 
farting for him and them : Tney ingenioufly de- 
fevibe the \itftories of their anceftors, and joyfully 
fing them in ihymcs and fongs : thinking thereby 
ihai fartiion, in retailing the valiant deeds of their 
predeecflbrs, to be the only means to encourage their 
foldicrs to be hardy, refolute, and def- 
Turks nyc no perate in all enterprifes : They are not 
^Scholars. given to conteaiplation, nor lludy of 
letters or arts ; yet they have divers 
fair fthool?. where tlie puhlie leclure of their legal 
laws are profLiibd, and Mahoinetanifm ; to the in- 
tent that ehildren, being eleifled to be brought up 
there for the nonce, may be inrtruefed to be pro- 
rt ruble expounders of iheir Alcoran, and judicious 
judges for the gove nmenr of the commoiuvealth. It 
is jeldom, and rarely fecn, that a Turk will fpeak 
with a worn.'!! in the lircets ; nay, not fo much as 

in 
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in their mofques one to be in fight of another ; 
and yet they are Lords and mafters of their wives 
and concubines, from whom they receive as great re- 
fpe^l, lervice, and honour, as from their bond and 
bought Haves. 

Now, as concerning his riches, the three chief parts 
of commerce of all kind of mcrchandtfe, and ihai a- 
bound moft in filver and gold in all the Turks domi- 
nions, as v;ell in Alia and Afnc.i as Europe, are thefe, 
Conftantinople in Thracia of Europe ; Aleppo in Sy- 
ria of Alia major ; and Grand Cairo in Egypt of A- 
frick ; for tfiefc are the three magazines of the whole 
empire, that draw the whole riches, money, and traffic, 
to them, of all the Imperial provinces. It is thought, 
that ordinarily and annually the rent of 
the Great Turk amounreth to fixteen The Great 
millions of gold, notwithftanding that Turk's ycai ly 
Ibme do make it lefs. But becaufc it lent, 
is (o hard to judge of any monarch’s t 

rents, being jike the infinite concavities of the ca- rh, 
fending and receiving foinnumci able ways their n reams 
of riches, 1 will defill from any other inftances. And 
yet the Great Turk's revenues are no way anfweraule to 
his great and large dominions. The caiilcs arifing 
hereupon are many ; of whom I will felcd three or 
fotir of the chief reafons. Firll, the Turks being 
more given to arms, to conquer, to deftroy and ruin, 
and to con fume the wealth of the people they over- 
come, leaving them delliture of nutriment, rather than 
any way to give courle for their increafing and efia- 
blilhing of traffic, out of which Ihould How the royal 
n-lvantages. And the rcafon why they keep their Hib- 
poor, and fruHraie thcmielvcs of great profits, is 
only to weaken ami enfeeble them, whereby they ihould 
not have wherewith to move inlurreclion or lebcllion 
againH them. And, on the other part, the Greeks are 
as unwilling to be induHrious in arts, traffic, or culture ; 
leeing what they poHels is not their own, but is taken 
from them, on all occafions, with tyranny and opprel- 
ficn. For what gains the fower, if another reap the; 

profit ’ 
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profit ? So, in the Ottoman’s eftatc, there be great 
forcfts, and defert countries, proceeding from the fcar- 
city of people to inhabit there, the multitudes being 
drawn from Afia, to ftrengthen the frontiers of his 
dominions in Europe. And befides, there is another 
leafon for the want of people in thefe parts ; to wir, 
when the great Turk’s army is to march to a far coun- 
try to make wars, then miift their vulgar fubdued pea- 
fants, perhaps twenty or thirty ihoulands, go along 
with them to carry their victuals, and all manner of 
provifion, being taken from the plough, and conllrain- 
cd to his fervitude, and, notwithftanding,, the half of 
them never return again, partly becaufe of the change 
of food and air, and partly becaufe of their long tra- 
vel, and infupportable fcrvice, both in heat and cold. 
And to thefe of the firlt reafon, there is another plain 
caufe, to wir, that the whole commerce of all commo- 
dities in Turky, is in the hands of Jews and Chriftians, 
to wit, Ragiifans, Venetians, Englidi, French, and 
Flemhh; who lb warily manage their bufinel's, that 
they enjoy the moh profits of any trading there, difap- 
poimiiig the Turk’s own lubjc<^ls of their due and ordi- 
nary triiilic. 

The laft and principal reafon, which 
Parcels of is of a great deal more importance than 
fjojind for his revenues, is, tl\e great number of his 
hmarkts. Timars; for the Tui kiih Emperors be- 
ing immediate mallei s of the lands they 
overcome, they divide the lame in Timars, or com- 
mandments, leaving little or nothing at all to the an- 
cient inhabitants ; they dilpofe upon thefe proportions to 
valiant foldicrs, that have done good fcrvicc ; and with 
this condition, that they maintain, and have always in 
readinels, horfes for the wars; vvliich is an excellent 
good order for the prefervation of his empire; for if 
thefe Timariots were not rewarded with fuch abfolute 
poflcfiions of parcel -grounds, the ellatc of his power 
would fuddenly run to ruin ; for the profit of which 
lands, maintaining ihemfclves, their horfes, and their 
families, maketh them the more wUling to concur in 
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the infallible fcrvice of their Emperor. Thefe Timars, 
or grounds, entertain, through all his dominions, a- 
bout two hundred and fifty thoufand horfes, that are 
ever in readinefs to march at the firfl advcrtifcment, 
without any charges to the great Signor, being bound 
to maintain tlieinfelves during the wars. And yet thefe 
Timariois, and their horfes, cannot yeaily be main- 
tained under the value of ten millions of gold ; the 
conluleration whereof makes me aftonilhed, when I re- 
cal tiie relations of foine authors, who dare compare 
the great Turk’s revenues unto our petty princes of 
Chi'iltendom. 

'I'liis ellablifliment of Timars, and the by-pafl: elec- 
tion of Azamglians, or young children to be made Ja- 
nizaries, have been the two flrong foundations that fup- 
ported fo inviolably the Turki/h empiIc^ The Roman 
emperors for a long lime ufed the lelf-lame manner for 
the alFuring of their perfons and elfate, in elci^lion of 
young males to be their guard. They were called the 
Pratoricvi army ; and this taxation of childien was the 
fil'd thing that moved the Flemilli to levolt againd the 
Romans. 

As for theTiirkilh cavalry, they fuf- 
tain two important ede 6 ls : fird, they rclkic^ of 
keep under awe and fubjeidion the great "Turks, 

Turk’s fubjejfb, w ho otherwife perhaps 
would revolt ; and, next, they are 01 dained for any 
dependent enterprife for field-garrifons ; yea, and the 
principal lincws of the wars ; and yet the election of 
the Giand Signor licth mod in the hands of the Jani* 
/ irles, who cannot perfectly fay he is Emperor before 
they confirm him in his throne. 

The Turks have three things in their armies which 
:ue very fearful, to wit, the infinite number of men, 
great difcipline, and plenty of ammunition. As for 
dil'cipline, they are not only governed with great filcncc, 
and obedience, but they arc ruled alfo with ligns of 
eye ; and being iraflablc, they are tied to main con- 
ducements : and although their multitudes have often 
bred confiifioii to them, lb that little armies have broke 

and 
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and overcome them ; yet in their flight they are fo cau- 
tious, that a fmali number can do them no abfolute vio- 
lence, nof final overthrow ; for as they aflail, fo they 
Hy without fear. 

The firft refidence of the Tarkifli Emperor, after 
his coming from Egypt, was at Prufa in Bithynia ; 
thence it was traid'poried to Adrianople, and then to 
Conltantinople, where it abidnh to this day. Bcfides, 
all his grear balhaws in Europe, wliich 
Beglerbfgs are eight, one in Biida in flung, iry, an- 

or bajhaivs. other in Moldavia the third in Dacia, 

the fourth at Baga»/ilic //a m Bofiia, &c. 
He hath alfo in Afric a balhaw in Algiers, another in 
Tunis, the thii d m Tripolis, and the luurrh in Egypt, 
&c. And in Alla Major and A], nor, to wit, one in 
Aleppo of Syria, one in Daiiiafcus, another in Ballora, 
the fourth at Mecca in Arabia Felix, the fil ih in Car- 
mania, the fixtl) in Cyprus, the feventh in Rhodes, 
the eighth at Arzeron in Armenia Tdajor, ninth and 
tenth at Tcflis and Upan, on the frontiers of Gur- 
geftan and Pcrfia, &c. For arfcnals he hath four for 
fea, to wit, one at Per.ih, or Galata, containing a hun- 
dred and thirry-three galleys ; the leconJ at Galipoli, ol: 
twenty galleys ; the third aiTenal is at Savezza upon the 
Red fea, confiding of twentyTivc galleys ; and the 
fourth is at Ballbra in Arabia Felix, towards the Per- 
fian gulf, condiliug of llftecn g.iILys, which arc kept 
there to afllibl: the Portuguefe remaining in the ille of 
Ormus, and other p.trts adjaeent ih.ere. 

The Turks have a culfom, when they are inaUers of 
any province, to cxrcrinimUe ail the native nobiiiiy, 
chiefly thefe of t!;c hlood royal of the country; and, 
iieverthclels, they permit to all and every one of theirs, 
to live and follow his o\en religion as he plealeih, with' 
out violence or coniliaini. 

Amongfe the Turks there is no gentry nor nobility, 
but are all .'o ignoble and inferior members to one main 
body, the Gi<\u d'urks, lineally dcfcending of the 
boiilc of Ottom ui ; wlmle magnificence, p’lillance, and 
power, ic fuch, that the moll eloipteiu tongue cannot 

ililTiciently 
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fufficiently declare. His thoufands of Janizaries, Shou- 
fes, and others, daily attending him, which are the 
nerves and finews of the warlike body of his whole 
monarchy and imperial eftate ; his hundreds (befides 
his queen) of concubines, hourly maintained by his 
means, and monthly renewed ; his armies, bafhaws, 
emirs, vizier-bafhaws, fanzacks, garrifons, and for- 
ces, here and there difperfed amongft his dominions, 
would be impoflible for me briefly to relate. l>c in- 
human policy of the Turks, to av(»id civil (^nintion, 
is fuch, that the feed of Ottoman (all cxccpr one of 
them) are ftrangled to death : Wherefore, as Angullus 
C'jefar faid of Ilirod in the like calc, it is better to be 
the Great Turk’s dog than his (on. Ilis daugiuers or 
fiflers are not fo ufed, but are given in man Mgc to any 
bafhaw whom fo they alfetlf; yet with this condition, 
the King faith to his daughter or fiber, “ I give thee 
this man to be thy flave; and if he offend thee in any 
cafe, or be difobedient to thy wili, here I give thee a 
dagger to cut ofr' his head which always they wear by 
their (ides for the fimc ptirpole. 

The Perbans differ much from the 
Turks in nobility, luimaniry, and Noble Per- 

viiy, and efpecially in points of religion ; fuuu. 
who, by contention, think each other ac- 
curfed ; and notwlthltanding both fadlions are under 
the Mahometan law. Neither aic the fons of the Per- 
iian kings (b barbarouily handled as theirs ; for all the 
brethren (one excepted) aie only made blind, wanting 
their eyes, and are always afterward gallantly main- 
tained like princes. And it hath oftentimes fallen 
out, that fome of ihele kings dying without procreate 
heiis, there have of the(e blind Ions iucceeded to the 
empire, who have rebored again the feed of the royal 
family. 

And now the great advantage that the Turks have 
daily over the Perbans, is only bccaufe of their infan- 
try* which'the Perbans are no wile accubomed with, 
bghiiag always on horleback. Neither are the Perbans 
Ji addided 
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addicted or given to build forts, or fortifications. Nei- 
ther have they any great nfe of ammunition ; but cxpo- 
fing themfelves ever to the field in the extreme hazard 
of battle, become ever doubtful in their victories ; whofe 
courage and valour cannot be parallel- 
B-ihyh'i ?r* led among all the people of the eaftern 

yaii}ed h world; as Babvlon, in their late and 

lad foriuncs, miy !;ne fufiicient tefti- 
niony theiet't'.

T he winter expired, and the fpring gone, time 
fummoned me, after three months repole, to em- 
brace the violence of a hery-faced fealon ; where, ha- 
ving dutifully taken my leave of many worthy friends, 
who both kindly and rcfpe^tfully had ufed me, efpe- 
cially the aforelaid Englifli ambaflador, Sir Thomas 
Glover, and the new ambaflador Sir Paul Pindar, who 
had lately arrived there before my departure, and had 
been formerly conful in Aleppo five years, 1 left Con- 
flantinople, and imbarked in a fliip belonging to Lon- 
don, named the Allathya, whereof one Mr Wylds, in 
Ratcliff', was niafter ; where indeed both he and his 
company kindly and refpei^fully ufed me for the fpacc 
L 2 of 
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of twelve days, being bound for Smyrna ; and fo we 
filled along the con (I of Bithynia in Alia Minor. 

Bithynia hath, on the nortli, Hellelpont ; on the weft, 
Phrygia; on the caft, Pontus ; and on the luuth, Cap- 
padocia, or Leiico-Syria. The cliicf cities are Chance- 
don, where, by tlie eomnvtnd of the Emperor Marila- 
nus, the foeith gcnerakoiincil was aftcinbled, to repel 
the herefy of Nelforius. Nigh unto the hde of Hel- 
lefpont, is Mtmnt Stella, famous for that victory which 
Pompey had o\er Mithridates, and where Tamerlane, 
with eight hundred ihouland Tartai Ians, encountered 
Bajazet, v/hoi’e at my conliftcd of live hundred thou- 
land men, of which two hundred tlioulaml loft their 
lives tliat day ; and Ihijazet being taken, was carried 
aht)ut in an iicn (.age; on whole neck 
td' Tarnei lane tiled to ft his foot, when 

ken kv “ 7 h- he mounted (ai horfcback ; and at lalt 
-nerLinc, beat out his own hr. tins againft tlic bars 

of the iroii cage. 'The next cities aic 
iVicomedia and Nyce, where the hrft general council 
t%a', kept diniQ 314, to which tiiere alllinbled three hun- 
(Irt d and eighteen bilhops to beat down tlie Arian he- 
leiy. ddie other towns arc Prula and LabifTa. The 
tmmer was built by Prulias King of Biiliynla, who be- 
trayed Hannibal when he Bed to him for fuccour ; in 
the latter Hannibal lieih buried. Prufa was a long time 
tlie Icat of the Ottoman kings, till Mahomet I. began 
to keep his refidence at Adrianople. The chief ri- 
vers are, Alcanius, Sangaro, and Granico, nigh unto 
which Alexander obtained the full vidfoiy againd: the 
PeiTians. 

Having palTcd Bithynia, and the Phrygian coaft, we 
arrived at Cenchrea, where St Paul cut his hair, after 
his vow was performed, Adts xviii. 18. being a town 
now inhabited by Greeks, with a Turkifti governor, 
and of I’lnall importance, in regard of other neighbour- 
ing places that bereave them of their traffic ; and be- 
caule tlie Jetys do not fo much fretiucnt here. The in- 
iiubitants are rather turned fpeiitaiors to virtue, than 
any way iuhcrciu to ncceflary goodnefs : want of ftran- 

gerc 
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gers being one let, and vicious indolence the other 
Hop. This city ftandeth by the fea-fide in the north 
part ot Ionia; but more truly on the weH fionricrs of 
Lydia. liVclia hath, on the weft, Phrygia IMinoi- ; on 
the fouth, Ionia; on the eaft, Paphlagonia; on the 
north-weft, /Eolb, and a part of Phrygia Minor. The 
chid city is Sardis, once the loyal feat of Ciafii^, the 
licliLil king in his time, wlio, in his full prolpeiiiy, 
was told by Solon, that no man could reckon upon fe- 
licity lo long as he lived, becaulc there might be gicat 
mutability of fortruc ; which afterward he found true. 
The recital of which advert ifeiucnt, when lie w.i-: la- 
kcu prilbner by Cyiiis, laved his life, d'he ne^t city 
is Pergauuis, where parchment was ftift inxenteJ, and 
ihertfore c<\\\td Pergamenum, Here was Galen born, 
who lived lb healthfully one hundred and forty years: 
tlic realon whereof he thus alllxcth, He never eat oj- 
drank his full, and ever carried foinc Iweet perfume-; 
xvith him. I'he other towns arc, 'JTyatira, Laodicca, 
and Pliiladdphia. 

Upon the twelfth day after ourdtpar'ure from Con- 
ftaniinople, xvc arrived at Smyrna, being four hundred 
miles dilfant. 

This city was one of the feven churches 
mentioned Revelations ii. k. and Hand* The city of 
eih in Ionia. Of this place was the fa- tSmynia. 
inous martyr Policarptis bilhop, who 
once had been Icholar to Joliii the Kvangcluf ; and li- 
ving till he was of great age, was at laft put to deatli 
tor Chrift’s fake. It is a goodly place, having a fair 
haven for Ih ips. They have great tralllc with all na- 
tions ; tTpc’cially for fine filk, cotton-wotfi, and cl- 
iniry, brought to it by the couiitry-peafants, which 
lira n gers buy from them. 

Near to this city, 1 law a long continuing plain, a- 
bounding in corns, wines, allfoitsof huitlul heibage, 
and lb infinitely peopled, that 1 thought nature feem- 
ed to contend with the people’s induftry; the one by 
propagating creature?, the other by adniioible agricul- 
ture. 
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For commodities and pleafwre, it is little infe- 
rior to the valley of Suda in Candy, which maketh 
the inhabitants wondrous infolent. For as mirth is 
made of pleafure, and with pleafures all 
Wealth /f the vices are baited ; even fo there is not a 
mother of more incorrigible creature than man in 
vice. profperity, nor fo modeh nor reformed 

an one as he to whom fortune hath lent 
but a fparlng and crooked favour : which indeed 1 hold 
beft of all; for it is the forming of the mind, not the 
tongue, nor hand, that can prefer us to true felicity. 
And would to God that ihefc, upon whom none but 
fair winds have ever blown in the career of their fup- 
pofed happinefs, could but fee, for all their high and 
overtopping places, iheir end and refting place ; fince 
they are nought but the arrows of the omnipotent 
arm that are yet flying, not at theirs, but his mark, 
and are no more owners of their own propofed end?, 
than they are of their own beginnings, furely 
they would cover their faces with another kind of 
mafk than they do. 

Thyatiia, now called Tirky one alfo of the feven 
churches, is not from Smyrna above eighteen miles. 

From this city (having left my kind Engliflimen, and 
their flaiely fliip that carried twenty- four pieces of ord- 
nance) I irnbarked in a Turkiflx carmoeflflo, that car- 
ried nothing but her loading, being bound for Rhodes. 
In our failing along the coalf of Ionia, the firft place 
of any note 1 law was the ruinous city 
Ephefus cle- of Ephefus yet lomewliat inhabited 
cayed, with Greeks, jews, and a few Turks ; 

but no wife anlweiable to its former 

glory 


• Ephcfti«, a very celebrated city of fonla In Afia Minor, fiiuatcd 
upon the liver Cajfler. Among Heathen aiiihots, tliis city was 
once much noted for its famous temple of Diana, which, tor its 
Jargenefs and workmanfliip, was accounted one of the feven won- 
ders ot the world. Jt is faid to liavc been 415 feet long, aio 
broad, and to have been fupported by 117 pillais of marble, 70 

feet 
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glory and magnificence, being rather a monument for 
memory, than a town ftill of any excellency. Never- 
thelefs it is pleafantly adorned with gardens, fair lields, 
and green woods of olive-trees, which on the Il.i do 
yield a delightful profped. It was one of the feven 
churches, Rev. ii. i. This was one of the moil re- 
nowned cities in Alia the Lcfier; but the Fame rlnreof 
arofe from the temple of Diana, which, for the fpi- 
cioufnefs, furniture, magnificent workmanfnip, was 
accounted one of the feven woiuiers of the wotlJ. j: 
was two hundred years in building, being four hun- 
dred and twenty-five feet long, and two hundred Lnoad. 
It was feven feveral times burnt, whereof the moff j>ari 
was with lightning; and laftly, the final deliruefion of 
it came by a bafe fellow, Erollratus, who, to purchalc 
himfelf a name, did fet it on fiie. Ti- 
mothy was Rifliop of Ephefus ; to the Dianas iem- 
people whereof St Paul dircdled one of //e burnt. 
his epifilcs. And finally, it was famous 
for the the burial of St John the Evangclih. It w.is 
faid of this place, in the Ads of the Apollles, that all 
Alia, and the whole world, did worlhip here Diana. 
Tully reporteth, De uatura Dcorum, that I'imxus, be- 
ing demanded the reafon why the temple of Diana was 
fet on fire that night when Alexander the (^reat was 
born, gave this jelf thereof, That the milfrel’s of it was 
from home ; becaule flic, being the goddels of miJ- 
wives, did that night wait upon Olympias, the mother 
of Alexander the Great, who was brought to bed in 
Macedonia, 


iert high ; \vhcicof i'i were incfl cuiioiilly wuiuglit, aiul .ill tin’ rcfi' 
poliflicd. One Ctefi[)hoi), a f.»ni<nis arclmckil: in his time, contilveJ 
the model of it and that with to much ait and cuiiolity, that ic 
took up xoo years before it was linilhed, even though it was built 
at the common cxpciice of all Afia, properly lo t.illed. aftoi it 
was fini tiled, it was feven times fetonfiic; but once, moie elpe- 
I'ially, on the very day Socrates was poifoned; and at anothci tune, 
on the fame night that Alexander the Gieat was born. — — ~ See Dic^ 
tionary of the Bible. 
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Overagainft this city is the ifle Lango, 
The ijle tan- anciently called Coos^ wherein the great 
gOj or Coos. Hippocrates was born, and Apelles the 
moft excellent painter. It is both fertile 
and populous, and of circuit above eighty miles. There 
is a kind of ferpent faid to be in it, fo friendly unto 
the inhabitants, that when the men are lleeping under 
the lhadow of trees, they come crawling, and will link 
or clafp themfelves about their necks and bodies, with- 
out doing any harm : neither when they awake are the 
beads afraid. 

And near to Lango is the ifle Nixa, of old Strango 
li, and by fbme called Dionyfuu and NaxuSj an ifland 
both fruitful and delightful. As we failed by the 
weft part of tlic ille, a Greek pafTenger fhewed me 
the place where (as he faid) Ariadne was deceived of 
Thefeus, which is not far from the watery plain of Dar- 
niille. 

Continuing our navigation, I faw the little ifle Eph- 
dolh, where the Turks told me, that all 
Excellent the iflanders were naturally good fwim- 
fwhnmers. mers, paying no more tribute to their 
great Lord the Turk, five only once in 
the year there are certain men and women chofen by 
aTurkifli captain, who muff fwim a whole league right 
out in the fca, and go down to the bottom of the wa- 
ters, to fetch thcncc fomc token they have got ground ; 
and if they fliall happen to fail in this, the iflantl will 
be reduced again to pay him yearly rent. Tiiis 1 faw 
with mine eyes : While we being calmed, there came a 
man and two women fwimming to us, more than a 
mile of way, carrying with them (dry above the water) 
bafkets of fruit to fell, the which made me not a little 
to wonder. For when they came to the fhip’s fide, 
they would neither boaid nor boat with us; but lay 
leaning, or, as it were, rcfting themfelves on the fba, 
upon tlieir one fide, and fold fo their fruits ; keeping 
complements and difeourfes with us above an hour. 
Contenting them for their ware, and a frcfli gale aii- 
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fing, we fet forward, touching at the little ifle of Sa^ 
mothracia. 

This ifle of Samothracia was called of old Dardama^ 
and now by the Turks Samandracho^ a 
place of fmall note, confidering the Samathracia, 
quantity of the ifle, and the fmall num- 
ber of inhabitants. Their lives being anfvverable to 
their means ; ignorance and fervitude, two ftrong com- 
mands s of infirm weaklings, and no lefs powerful 
than they are debile in the debt of worthinefs; which 
the younglings of underftanding, and fucklings of far- 
looked-to knowledge, can never be able to efcape, al- 
though a true profeflion covereth many natural imper- 
fections, and in it a hope for bleflednels, which indeed 
more wifti for than rightly underftand it. And upon 
the ninth day after our departure from Smyrna, we ar- 
rived at the city of Rhodes, fo called of the illand 
wherein it ftandeth. 

Rhodes lieth in the Carpathian fet. It was of old 
called Ithridy TelchinOy and P Inula, Pli- 
ny faith it was called Rhodes ^ becaufe The ijle of 
there were certain fields of rofes in it ; Rhodes. 
for Rhodes^ in the Greek tongue, figni- 
lieth a fower. Not far from the city, and at the entry 
of the haven, I law the relicks of that huge and admi- 
rable erected idol, named Colojfus Rhodius, or the 
mighty image of the fun, which was made in honour 
thereof; from the which St Paul termed the inhabi- 
tants Colcjfmiis. It was builded by the worthy Canete 
Lindo in the I’pace of twelve years. O • 
thers have laid by CalalTes, the difciple The idol to- 
of Lyfippus, taking the name Colojfiis of lojjus. 
him ; and it was thought worthy to be 
one of the feven earthly wonders ; and fo it might jufl- 
ly have been. The quantity whereof (as yet) may a- 
maze the mind of the beholder. It v/as ereCted in the 
image of a man, being eighty cubits high, and Ib 
big that the little finger of it was as big as an ordi- 
nary man ; between whofe legs (it handing in the har- 
bour’s mouth, with a leg on each fide of the entry) 
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fliips were wont to pafs under with taunt fails. When 
Mnavi, general of Caliph Ofman, firft united this 
ifle to the Mahometan empire, and broke down the 
greateft part of this ftatue, the brafs whereof was faid 
to be fo much that it loaded nine hundred camels. 

This ifle belonged once to the knights of Malta, who 
were then called Ktiigbts of Rhodes ; but they came 
firft out of Acre in the holy land, who were called 
Knights of St Johii who courageoufly expelled the Sa- 
racens from thence anno 1 308, who had formerly ta- 
ken it from the divided Grecians. Thefe knights 
greatly infefted the Turks for the fpace of two hun- 
dred years, till Solyman the Magnificent at laft invaded 
and fubdued it. The Rhodians were ever great friends 
to the Romans, infomuch that when all the other Me- 
diterranean iflands revolted to Mithridates of Pontus, 
this only adhered to the Romans, 

This ifle of Rhodes, within the fpace of twenty-five 
years, was three times mightily endangered by violent 
and extreme impeiuofitics of rain, in 
Inundation of fuch fliort that the laft flood did drown 
-waters. the greateft part of the inhabitants ; 

which beginning in the fpring-time, did 
continue till fiunmcr ; and in all this time it broke vio- 
lently down their houfes, and in the night killed the 
people lying in their beds; and in the day-time fuch as 
were flieltercd under fafeguard of their dwellings ; 
which was a mifcrable deftruiftion, and the like of ii 
fcarcely heard of lince the univerl'dl deluge. 

But true it is, as thefe ominous Judgements billing 
upon particular parts and parcels of people, arc juflly 
executed, yet they ferve for caveats for all others in ge- 
neral, (fin being the original of all), to take heed of 
offending the (Creator, in abufing the belt ufc of the 
creature. 

The city of Rhodes hath two ftrong forirelfes ; in 
one of which thefe knights (Lilladamus Villiers being 
Great Mafter, who were about five hundred only, and 
five thoufand PJiodians who affifted them) were befieged 

by 
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by an army of two hundred thoufand Turks, and three 
hundred galleys, for the fpace of fix months. The 
chief obftacle that prevented To great an army from ta- 
king it, was only the refolute valour of the defendants. 
But in the end numbers overmaftering valour, and the 
Cavalieri di Rhodo, wanting furniture to their ammu- 
nition, and being penurious of vidluals, were con- 
flrained to furrcnder, upon the conditional fafety of 
their lives, goods, and iranfportation ; and remained 
a long time without any habitation, till the king of 
Spain gave them the barren ifle of Malta 
to inhabit. The hie of Rhodes was loft Rhodes taken 
by the Maltefe anno /)£/;«. 1522; and by Solymaiu 
on Chriftmas-day Solyman entered the 
town as conqueror, though he might juftly have (aid, 
(as Pyrrhus once laid of his vidlory over the Romans), 
that fuch another victory would utterly have undone 
him, he loft fo many of his braveft commanders, and 
beft foldiers. It is ever fince in the poflefllon of Turks. 
The fortrefs of Rhodes, and that fortrefs Famagufta in 
Cyprus, are the two ftrongeft holds in all the empire of 
the Great Turk. 

And by the way, here I niuft record, that if the 
Great Turk, and his great council, were not good pay- 
mafters to their Janizaries, and fpeedy re warders of 
their common foldiers, it were impoliible for him the 
Emperor, or them the Bafhaws, to manage fo gicat a 
ftate, and to keep under obedience fo hcadftrong a 
multitude, and fuch turbulent forces ; for if a Ibh 
dier’s induftry be not quickened and a- 
nimated with bountiful rewards, he bath Soldiers 
Ids will to perform any part of martial Jlrjidd be re- 
lervice, than a dead corpfe hath power yarded and 
to arife out of the grave : for what nwardid, 
can be more precious to man than his 
b'ood, being the fountain and nurfe of his vital fpi- 
J its, and the ground of his bodily fubftance ? which 
no tree or ingenious nature will hazard to lufe for no- 
thing. 

And whofoever lliall argument or difeourfe upon 

found 
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found rcafon, and infallible experience, may cafily 
prove and perceive, that thefe commanders have ever 
beft profpered, which have molt liberally maintained, 
and had in lingular regard, military arts and foldiers ; 
otherwife the honourable mind v/ould account it a 
great deal better to have death without life, than life 
without reward ; yea, and the noble commander, de- 
firing rather to want than to fuller worth unitcom- 
' pen fed. 

Rhodes joineth near to the continent, ovcragainfl 
Caria, now called Carnninid, under which name the 
Turks comprehend P.imphilia, Jonia, Lycia. Caria, 
by; the fea-lide, hath Lycia to the foiith, and Caria to 
the north, 'fhe chief cities are Mainfla and Mindum; 
which having great gates, being but a I'mall town, 
made Diogenes the Cynic cry out, Ye citizens of Min- 
dum, take heed that your city run not out of your 
gates. The third is nallicarnailiis, where Dionyfius was 
born, who wrote the hi (lory of R.ome tor the firft three 
hundred years. Of which town alfo the province took 
the name; for Artemifia, who aided Xeixes againft 
the Grecians, was by fome authors named cj 

HaUicanmJjiii, This was flic who, in honour of her 
hulbind Maufolus, built that curious 
Mdufolus's fepulehrc, accounted for one of the 

tomb. wonders of the world ; it being twenty- 

five cubits high, and fupporied with 
thirty-fix admirable wrought pillars. 

After 1 had contented the mailer for my freight and 
victuals, (who, as he was an infidel, uled me with great 
exai^tion), I found a bark of the Arches bound to Cy- 
prus ; with the which I imbarked, being four hundred 
miles diflant. 

This Tartareta, or d. mi-galleot, belonged to the ide 
of Stagiro, anciently Thalia, wherein there were mines 
of gold, in thefe tunes, that allordcd yearly to Philip 
King of Maccdon above eighty talents oi gold, but 
now mightily impovenihcd, and of no coidequence. 
The chief town whereof is Palmapeiio, where divers 
Greeks hold the opinion Homer was interred, having 

a 
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a famous fea-port, which is a common refting place for 
all the oriental pirates or curfaroes ; which maketh the 
ifle half defolate of people, and thcfe few fcarce worthy 
of their dwellings. 

Having palTed the gulf of Sattclia, and the ifle Car* 
pathia, whence that part of the fca taketh his name} 
we failed ciofe along the coail of Lycia, 
and the firin land of fruitful Pamphi- Pamphiha 
lia. The chief city of Lycia is Patras, and Lycia. 
watered with the river of Zantluis ; 
whence the people were called Zanthi^ afterward Ly- 
cianSi of Lycus Ton to Pandion. It lieth betwixt Ca- 
ria and Pamphilia, as Pamphilia lieth between it and 
Cilicia. The chief town in Pamphilia is Seleucia, 
built by Seleucus, one of Alexander’s fucceiTors. On 
the call of Lycia, within the land, bordereth Lycao- 
nia, &c. Having left Pamphilia behind us, we came 
to the coafl of Cilicia, fulfaining many great dangers, 
both of tempehuous ftorms, and invafions of damn* 
:ible piiates, who gave us divers airauhs to dieir own 
difad vantages, our fpeed was fwifter than eimer the-.r 
fwallowing defires could follow, or our we.ik :.nn u * 
folute defence could reflff. 

Here, in this country of Cilicia, was St Pa: ; /-nm, 
in the now decayed u wn of Thaifus, who foi . • qui- 
ty will not fuccunib to any city of Natolia, beiu^ ai yet 
the miftrels of that province, though neither for worth 
nor wealth. 

All ancient things by Time revolve in nought, 

As if their founders had no founding wrought ; 

But thou torn Tharfus brooks a glorious name, 

For that great hunt, who in thee had his frame. 

So may Cilicians joy, the Chrilfian fort, 

That from their bounds rofc fuch a mighty fort. 

Twelve days was I between Rhodes and LimilTo in 
Cyprus ; where arrived, I received more gracious de- 
monftratious from the iflanders than I could hope for, 

or 
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or wifti, being far beyond my merit or 
The defcrip- expectation ; only contenting my curio- 
tion of Cyprus fity with a quiet mind, I redounded 

thanks for my embraced courtefics. 

The people are generally llrong and nimble, of great 
civility, hofpitable to their neighbours, and exceed- 
ingly fond of ftrangcrs. The iecond day after my ar- 
rival 1 look with me an interpreter, and went to fee 
Nicofia, which is placed in the midfl of the kingdom : 
but in my journey thither, extreme was the heat and 
thli'ft I endured, both in refpeCt of the feafon, and al- 
fo want of water : and although I had with me fiiffi- 
cient of wine, yet durft 1 drink none thereof, being fo 
ftrong, and with all had a taife of pitch ; and that is, 
becaufe they have no barrels, but great jars made ot 
earth, wlieiein their wine is put. And thele jars arc 
all inclofed within the ground, fave only their mouths, 
which (land always open, like to a I'oiirce or cidern ; 
whole infides are all interlarded with pitch, to preferve 
the earthen vcifels unbroke afunder, in regard of the 
forcible wine ; yet making the tafte thereof unpleafant 
to liquoridi lips, and turneth the wine too heady for 
the brain in digelfion, which for health groweih difli- 
cult to ftrangcrs, and to themfelves a fvvallowing up of 
difeales. 

To cherifh life and blood, the health of man, 

(jivc me a toft, plung’d in a double cann. 

And fpic’d with ginger : for the wreftling grape 
Makes man, become from man, a fottilh ape. 

Nicofia is the principal city of Cyprus, and is environed 
with mountains, like unto Florence in Akruria ; where- 
in the beglerbeg remaineth. The le- 
The fix cities cond is Famagufta, the chief ftrength 
of Cyprus. and fea port in it. Selina, Lemiflb, Pa- 
jdios, and Fontana Morofa, are the o- 
ther four fpecial towns in the ifland. 

This ifle of Cyprus was of old called Acharnetule A’ 
matufdy and by Ibme Manbaray that is, happy. It is 

of 
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of length, extending from caft to weft, two hundred and 
ten, ftxty broad, and of circuit fix hundred miles. It 
yieldeth a great number of fugar-canes, cotton-wool, 
oil, honey, corns, turpentine, allum, verdegreefe, gro- 
grams, ftore of mettles and fait, betides all other torts 
of fruit and commodities in abundance. It was alfo 
named Cerajl'u, becaufe it butted toward the eaft with 
one born. And laftly Cyprus^ from the abundance 
of Cyprefs trees there growing. This ifland was con- 
fccratcd to Venus ; where in Paphos the was greatly 
honoured, termed hence Dea Cypri. 

Fejia Dies Feneris, tota celcberrima Cypro, 

Vcncratj ipfa fins aderat Venus aiirea jejtis. 

Venus feaft-day, through Cypims hallowed came, 

Whofe feafts her prefence dignified the fame. 

Cyprus lieth in the gulf between Cilicia and Syria, 
having Egypt to the weft ; Syria to the fouth ; Cilicia 
to the eaft; and the Pamphylian lea to the nonh. It 
hath four chief capes or head lands : Firft, weftward 
the promontory of Acanias, moderniy Capo di Santo 
Epifanio ; to the fouth, the promontory Phscuria, 
now Capo Bianco ; to the eaft Pedalia, moderniy Capo 
di Greco ; to the north, the high foreland of Crami- 
iieon, now Capo di Cormathita ; Thcfe four are the 
chief promontories of the ifland, and Cape di S. An- 
drea, in the furtheft point eaftward toward Cilicia. 
Diodore and Pliny lay, that anciently it contained nine 
kingdoms, and fifteen good towns. Ccrania, now Seli- 
na, was built by Cyrus, who fubdued the nine petty 
kings of this ifie : Nicofia is fituate in the bottom or 
plain of Maft'ara, and thirty-four miles from Famaguf- 
(i ; and the town of Famagufta was formerly named 
Sd/dT)us» I was informed by fome of great experience 
here, that this kingdom coniaincth about eight hun- 
dred and forty villages, befidcs the fix capital towns, 
Uvu whereof arc nothing inferior for greatnefs and po- 

pulournefs 
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puloufnefs, to the beft towns in Candy, Sicily, or 
Greece. 

The largeft and higheft mountain in this ifle, is by 
the Cypriots called Trohodos ; it is of 
Trohodos a height eight, and of compals forty-eight 
huge hill in miles ; whereon there are a number of 
Cyprus, leligious monartcries, the people where- 

of are called Coheres, and live under the 
order of St Bafile. There is abundance here of Cori- 
ander-feed, with medicinal rhubarb and turpentine. 
Here are alfo mines of gold in it, of chiyfocole, of 
calthantc, of allum, iron, and exceeding good copper. 
And befides thefe mines, there are divers precious ftones 
found in this ifle, as emeralds, diamonds, cryftal, co- 
ral red and white, and the admirable done amiante, 
whereof they make linen cloth that will not burn, 
being caft into the fire, but ferveth to make it neat and 
white. 

The greateft imperfection of this ifle is Icarcity of 
water, and too much plenty of fcorching heat, and 
findy grounds. The inhabitants are very civil, cour 
teouSj and aftable j and notwithltanding of then deli- 
cious and delicate fare, they are much iubjea to me- 
lancholy, of a robult nature, and good warriors, if 
they might carry arms. It is recorded, that in the lime 
of Conftantine the Great, this ifle was ail utterly aban- 
doned of the inhabitants, and that becaufe it did not 
rain for the fpace of fix and thirty years. After which 
time, and to replant this region again, the chief co- 
lonies came from Egypt, Judea, Syria, Cilicia, Pam- 
phylia, Thracia, and certain territories of Greece. 

And it is thought, in the year 1163, af- 
Comparifons ter that Guy of Lulingham, the lad' 

of ifles, Chrifliau king of Jerufalem, had loft 

the Holy Land, a number of French 
men ftaid and inhabited here, of whom fprung the 
greateft part of the Cyprian gentry ; and fo from 
them are defeended the greateft families of the Phem- 
eian Sydoniaiis, moderuly Dnifians : though all divi- 
ded, and vvorfe declined, yet they aic both fprung 

from 
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from one original ; the diftradlion arifing from con- 
fcience of religion, the one a Chriftian, the other a 
Turk. 

The three ifles of Cyprus, Candy, and Sicily, are 
the only monarchic queens of the Mediterranean feas ; 
and like to other in fertility, length, 
breadth, and circuit *, lave only Candy, Cyprus re- 
that is fomewhat more narrow than the planted. 
other two, and alio more hilly and fafli- 
nous ; yet for oils and wines, (he is the mother of both 
the other : Sicily being for grain and filks the einprefs 
of all ; and Cyprus for fugar and cotton-wool, a dar- 
ling filler to both ; only Sicily being the molt civil ille, 
and full of gentry, the Cypriots indifferently good, 
and the Candiots the molt rude of all. 

The chief rivers are Teno, and Pedefco : Cyprus 
was firlt by Teucer made a kingdom, who after the 
Trojan war came and dwelt here ; and afterward be- 
ing divided between nine petty princes, it was iubdued 
by Cyrus, the firlt monarch of the Medes and Per- 
fians. After the lubverlion of which empire, this ifle 
was given to the Ptolemies of Egypt ; from whom Ca- 
to conquered it to the benefit of the Ronr^ans. The 
Dukes of Savoy were once Kings of 
Cyprus ; but the inhabitants ufurping The Dukes cf 
their authority, elected kings to them- Savoy were 
felves, of their own generation ; and fo Kings of Cy- 
it continued, till the laft king of Cy- prus. 
pnis, James the Baffard, (marrying 
with the daughter of a noble Venetian, Catharina Cor- 
naro), died without children, leaving her his abfolute 
heir. And ffie perceiving the factious nobility too 
headffrong to be bridled by a female authoiity, like a 
good child, refigned her crown and feeptre to the Ve- 
netian fhte, anno 1473. Whereupon the Venetians 
embracing the opportunity of time, brought her home, 
and fent governors thither to bear fway in their be- 
half ; paying only as tribute to the Egyptian Sultans 
hmr hundred rhoiifand crowns, which had been due 
M ever 
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ever Gnee Meleckfala had made John of Cyprus his 
tributary. 

It was under iheir jurifdidlion one hundred and 
twenty years, and more ; till that the Tuiks, who ever 
oppole thendelvcs againlt Chridians, (Gnding lit occa- 
lion in time oi’ peace, and without lufpicion in the 
Venetians), took it in with a great arinado, anno 1570, 
and lb till this day by them is detained. O great 
pity ! that t'.;. ufurpers of God’s word, and the word’s 
great erienjy, lliould maintain (without fear) that fa- 
mous kingdo.u, being but one thoufmd and fifty Turks 
in all who arc the keepers of it. Unfpeakable is the ca- 
lamity of that poor afllided Chrillian people, under 
the terror of thele infidels ; who would, if they had 
arms, or aGlftance of any Chrillian potentate, ealily 
lubveit and abolilli the 'Turks, without any difturb- 
ance ; yea, and would furrender the whole Signory 
thereof to fuch a noble adlor. I do not fee, in that 
iinall judgemtnr which by experience I have got, but 
the redemption of that countiy wcie moft eafy ; if that 
the generous heart of any Chrillian prince, would be 
moved with compalTion to relieve the milerable aflTuSled 
inhabitants. In which work he would reap (quellionlefs) 
not only an infinite treafure of worldly commodities, 
that followeth upon fo great a conquell, but alfo a hea- 
venly and eternal rew.ird of immortal glory. The 
which deliverance Ferdinando, Duke 
of Florence, thought to have accom- 
plilhed (having purchafed the good-will 
of the illanders), with five galleons and 
live thoufand loidiers ; who being mind- 
ful to take Grft in the fortrefs of Faina- 
gulla, dire«fled fo their couifc, that in 
the night they Ihould have entered the haven, difim- 
barktd their men, and fcaled the walls. 

But in this plot they were far difappointed by an un- 
happy pilot of the vice-admiral, who milldking the 
port, went into a wrong bay ; which the Floreniincj 
confidering, rcfolved to return, and keep the fea, till 
ihc fccond nigh;; biiq by a dead calm, they were fru- 

flraicf 
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ftrated of their aims, and on the morrow were dlfco” 
vcred by the caftle. Whereupon the l urks went ini' 
mediately to arms, and charged the inhabitants to come 
to defend that place. But about four hundred Greeks 
in the weft part, at Paphos, rebelled ; thinking that 
fime had altered their hard fortunes by a new change ; 
hut alas, they were prevented, and every one cut off 
hy the bloody hands of the Tuiks. 'idiis mairacre was 
ronimitted in the year 1607. Such always are the toi- 
turing llarnes of fortune’s i'miles, that he who moft af- 
iceteth her, (lie moft and alcogeilier dLceivtth : “ But 
diey who tiuft in the Lord, ihail be as ftable as Mount 
Sion, which cannot he removed And, qncllionlefs, 
one day God, in all his eternal mercy, i.ill relieve their 
miferics, and in his juft judgements jecompenfe thde 
bloody oppreftbrs with the heavy vengeance of his all- 
leeing jullice. 

In my letiirn from Nicofia to Famagnfta, with my 
Frenchman, we encountered by the way with four 
Turks, who needs would have my mule to ride upon ; 
which my interpreter refufed ; but they, in a revenge, 
pulled me by the heels from the mule’s back, beating 
me moft unmercifully, and left me almoft for dead. lu 
the mean while my companion lied, and elcapcd their 
lury : and if it had not been for foine compalllonate 
Greeks, who by accident came by and relieved me, I 
bad doubtlefs immediately perillied. 

Here 1 remember, between this ifle and Sydon, that 
fame fummer, there were five galleons 
<>t the Duke of Florence, who encoun- /! fi a corn- 
ta-cd by chance the Turks great arma- bat, 
do, confifting of one hundi cd galleys, 
lourteen gallcuts, and two galleaires : the admirrd of 
which fiilps did finglc out hcrftlf Lorn the reft, and 
ndc.ed to fight with the whole armado a’nne ; hnt the 
furks durit nor, and, in their flying back, the admiral 
hink two of their galleys, and had almoit fcli'cd upon 
one of their gallcafles, if it had not been for twenty 
dleys who deflierately advcntiued ro tow her away 
' d ainft tlie wind; and lo elcapcd. 
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For true it is, the natural Turks were never ikilful 
in managing of fea*batt!cs, neither are they expert mari- 
ners, or experienced gunners. If it were not for our 
Chriftian runagates, French, Englilh, and Flemings, 
and they too, fublime, accurate, and defperate fellows, 
who have taught the Turks the art of navigaiit)n, and 
efpecially the ufe of ammunition, which they both 
carry to them, and then become their chief cannoneers, 
rh.e 'furks would be as weak and ignorant at fea, as the 
illly Ethiopian is unexpert in handling of arms on the 
land. For the private humour of difeontented cafta- 
ways, is always an enemy to public good, 
Chrijiim who, from the fociety of true believers, 
runagates, are driven to the fervitude of infideh., 
and refilling the bridle of Chriftian cor- 
iTcftlon, they receive the double yoke of defpair and 
condemnation. Whofe terror of a guilty confciencc, 
or rather blazing brand of their vexed fouls, in forfa- 
king their faith, and denying Chrift to be their Sa- 
viour, forces moft of them, cither into a torment of 
melancholy, or into the extafy of madnefs ; w'hich, in- 
deed is a torturing horror, that is fooner felt than 
known ; and cannot be avoided by the rudenefs of na- 
ture, but by the faving grace of true felicity. 

From the fort and city Famagulla, I iinbarked in a 
germo, and arrived at Tripoly, being eighty-eight miles 
diftant ; where I met with an Englilh Ihip called the 
Royal Exchange of Londouy lying there at anchor in the 
dangerous road of Tripoly, whole love I cannot eafi- 
ly forget ; for at my laft good night, being after great 
cheer, and greater carouling, they gave me the thun 
dering farewel of three pieces of ordnance. 

Tripoly is a city in Syria, ftanding a mile from thf 
marine lide, near to the foot of Mount 
fbe city of Libanus Since it hath been firft 
Tripoly, founded, it hath three times been litua- 
ted, and removed in three lundry 

places. 

■* Tripoly, a city of Phoenicia, a province of Syria in Afia, thi; 
Hands coramodiouny at the foot of Mount Libanus, from whlcf 
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places. Firft, It was overwhelmed with water : Se* 
condly, It was facked with Corfairs and pirates : 
Thirdly, It is like now to be overthrown with new 
made mountains of fand. There is no haven by many 
miles near unto it, but a dangerous road, whcic often, 
when northerly winds blow, fliips are caft away. 

The great trafTzc which now is at this place, was for- 
merly at Scanderona, or Alexandretta, 
a little more eaftward ; but by realbn Scanderona. 
of the infectious air, that corrupted the 
blood of flrangers, proceeding off two high mountains, 
who are fuppofed to be part of Mount Caucafus, which 
with-hold the profpebt of the fun from the indwellers, 
more than three hours in the morning ; fo that, to my 
knowledge, I have known to die in one lliip, in a 
month’s time, twenty maiiners. For this caufe the 
Chriftian fhips were glad to have their commodities 
brought to Tripoly, which is a more wholeibme and 
convenient place. 

The daily interrogation I had here, for a caravan’s 
departure to Aleppo, was not a little wearifomc to me, 
being mindful to vifit Babylon. In this my expecta- 
tion, I took purpofe with three Venetian merchants, 
to go fee the cedars of Lebanon, which was but a 
day’s journey thither. As we afeended upon the 
mountain, our ignorant guide, milfaking the way, 
brought us into a labyrinth of dangers ; infomuch that, 
vvreilling among the intricate paths of the rocks, two 
of our affes fell over a bank, and broke their necks : 
And if it had not not been for a Chrilfian Amaroniic, 
who accidently encountered with us in our wildfomc 

‘iTiics a fmall river that runs tlitough the place, and is about a nii’e 
■^ud \ half from the Levant, with a commodious haibour dckndrd 
by fix fquare caflJes or towers, built alongl the flmic. It is ilic teat 
■ ^ a Turkiflt viceioy or bcgicrbeg. The fields and gardens arc well 
‘locked with muibcrry-irces, and a conCdcrablc filk manufadory is 
1‘trried on; but in the year 1760, a dreadful earthquake almolt en- 
Orcly ruined this city, and now a peftilence continues to make 
<”qual havock among the remainder of its inhabitants’. It lies about 
ninety-eight miles fouth of Scandcroon.*—— .Geographical DiiSlion- 
'^■y, on the word Trtpoli. 

M 3 wandeilng, 
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wandering, we had been niifcrably loft ; both in regard 
of rocks, and heaps of Ihow we palTed ; and alio of great 
torrents, which fell down with force from the ftcepy 
tops; wlunciil one of ihcfe merchants 
7ht' cct\i} s w.is alinod drowned. When Wf' 

Jihau'is. anival to the place where the cedars 

giew, we law hut twenty-four in all, 
giouing afur tiie manner ('I oak ttces, but a great 
(led taller, iiral.difcr, an«l gt eater, and the branches 
grow jb (Iraight and Intel lot king, as though thicy weie 
kept by ut. And \et h e-ni the root to the top tlicy 
itear no bouidts, but piow ftiatght upwaid, like to a 
pdmtiTc; who, as hlay-poks Invtlope the air, io 
their cii cle-f|vrcad tops, do kifs or enhance the lower 
eloiul', making tluir grandeur oveilook the hightfe 
bodits of all otk.er .iljilriug trees, and, hke monaixhi' 
hens to wild be.ilis, they become the chief champions 
oi forells and woods. 

Ahhoiigh that, m the days of Solomon, this moun- 
Min was oxetclatl with fortdfs of cedais, yet now theie 
aie bur (mly thefe, and, nine miles weft ward thence, 
ifvcniecn more. 'The nature of Siat tree is always 
giccn, yielding an ('doriferous fmell, and an excellent 
kind of fruit hke unto apples, but of a fwceter tafte, 
and rr.ore wholefomc in digtllion. The roots of fon.e 
of tlicfc Cedais arc almoft cleftroyed by fhepherds, 
who have made flies theieat, and holes wherein they 
flct p ; yet uevrrtlu lcl's they fiouiifti green above in 
the tops and blanches, 'fhe leng.th of this nmuntam 
i- about loiiv miles, leaclfmg from the weft to the 
<ait; Mul coutinu.dly, fnmmer and winter, lefeiveth 
blow on liu inp'^, h is alfo beautified with all llie or- 
lumiwiiic of naU'io, as luibage, tillage, paftuiage, fruc- 
tilirous trees, line foiuU.uus, good coi ns 
7b';r;;a'V' and. rd>lo!uLely the Ivud wines produced 
upon tlie cartli. The Signor tlierciu 
is a freeholder, by binh a Turk, and 
will not .acknov. ledge any fi'peiior, being the youngelt 
foil of the f.niir, ci piince of Sidon, wr.o, when his 
father u\ul:ed arauiil Achmet, and not being able tn 

make 
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make his own part good, fled into Italy, to the Duke 
of Florence ; and notwithftanding that the elder bro- 
ther yielded up 8idon, and became a pardoned fubje(!l 
to the great Turk, yet this the other brother would 
never yield nor ruricndcr hiinlelf, the fort, nor the 
Signory of Libaniis. The old piincc his father, after 
two years exile, was relfored a;piin to his Emperor’s 
favour ; with whom, in my Itcond travels, boih at 
Leghorn and Mcfllna in Sicily, I rencountered ; whence 
the Duke of Sona, that kingdom’s viceroy, taiifeJ 
tranfport him on a Hardy Ihip for tlie Levant to Sidon. 
i he Sidoniaii'j or Dnifiaiis, were liril of all Fiencli- 
men, who, after their cxpuliion from fcinf.dem, llcil 
hither to the borders of Zabulon and Ne[)hthalim, now 
(.died Phrnicia, as I fhall m.ike moie clear after- 
wards. 

The mod part of the inhabited villages aie Chridians, 
r.illcd /Inuiromtes or Nr/hridJis,^ quoii 
N.tzaritans, and are governed by their N^’floiivis. 
own paniareh. Theie arc none at tins 
d ly do rpcak the Syriac longue, fave only thcTc people 
of Mount Libanus, and in that language th(' Alcoran of 
Mahomet is written. The kind Amaronite witom wc 
jner, and took with us for our bell guide, in defeend- 
ing fiom the cedars, (hewed us many caves, and holes 
in rocks, where Coleires, religious Syriair and Ama- 
ronites abide. AmongH thel’e auderc 
cottages, 1 faw a fair tomb all of one Jofiitus 
done, being fevenieen foot of length ; tomb. 
which (as he laid) was the fepulchrc of 
the valiant Jolhua, w'ho coi)du(^led the people of Ifrael 
to the land of promilc. 

'file Mahometans cdcem this to be a holy place, 
and many refort to it in pilgrimage, to od'er up iluir 
iatanical prayers to Maliomet. I faw, upon this moun- 
tain, a fort of fruit called ainazza Frauchi) that is, the 
death of Chrillians ; bec.iufe when Italians, and others 
of Europe, eat auy quantity thereof, they prefently 
fall into the bloody flux, or elfc ingender Ibnie other 
peftilentio’is fever, whereof they die, 

A1 4 Tiu’ 
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The patriarch did moft kindly entertain us at his 
houfe ; fo did alfo all the Amaronites of the other vil- 
lages, who met us in our way, before we came to 
their towns, and brought prefents with them of bread, 
wine, figs, olives, falads, capons, eggs, and fuch like, 
as they could on a hidden provide. 

This bifliop or patriarch’s hnufe is joined with, 
and hemmed in within the face of an 
The hij!:,jp of high rock, that lerveth for three tides 
Eden on Li- thereof, the fore and fourth part be- 
banus. ing only of mafon-work. Near unto 

which falleth precipitately a great tor- 
rent over the fafllnous bank, that maketh a grievous 
noife night and day; which, as I told him, 1 thought 
it fhould turn the billiop hark deaf. But the homely 
ami hmplc man, (not pufled up with ambitious greed, and 
glorious apparel, like to our proud prelates in Chriften- 
dom), told me, that continual ciiftom brought him to 
difpofe upon the day, and lleep better in the night, 
becaufe of the founding waters. Where repofmg with 
him one night, my mule the next morning faluted Li- 
banus with thefe lines. 

Long and large mount, whole rich fpread mantle, 
fee, 

Aflbrds three colours to my wandering eye : 

'Ihe lirft are corns in their expeftant view, 

Lair barley, rye, and wheat : O hopeful hue ! 

That quickeneth the preft plough ; and for to eat, 

It makes new toil begin again to fweat. 

The fccond fight are wines, the bed on earth, 

And molt delicious in their pleafant birth ; 

They ’re phyfical, and good t’expel all forts 
Of burning fevers in their violent torts : 

Which fenators of Venice drink for health, 

Thcie’s nought fo rare, but is attain’d by wealth. 
The third is amiable, O verdure green ! 

For palUirage, the bed that can be feen : 

Draw nigh the tops where fire-worn cedars grow, 
And hcic or there Ibmc cooling fpots of fnow ; 

Whence 
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Whence rills do fpring, and fpeedy torrents fall, 

To loofe fcorch’d flowers, that burning heat would 
thrall. 

Here herds frequent, whofe pleafant toils do reft 
Of mountains all, on Liban, only beft ; 

Where piping Pan, and Silvan do accord, 

To lurk with Ceres, and make Bacchus Lord ; 
Pitch’d under filent fliades ; whence Eden town, 
Thefe bounds for paradifc, dare flrmly crown : 

And laft, to count thele colours, here’s delight, 

The fields are green, wines yellow, corns as white. 

About the village of Eden, is the moft fruitful part 
of all Libanus, abounding in all forts of deliciohs fruits. 
The variety of thefe things, indeed, ma- 
kcth the filly people think the garden of The Georgi- 
Eden was there. By which alledgeance, ans paradtfe, 
they prove the apprehenfion of fuch a 
finiilrous opinion with thefe arguments, that Mount 
Libanus is fequeftrate from the circumjacent regions, 
and is invincible for the height and ftrcngth they have 
in rocks j and that Eden was ftiil rebuilded by the fu- 
gitive inhabitants, when their enemies had ranfacked 
it : Alfo they aflirm, before the deluge it was fo called, 
and after the flood it was repaired again by Japhet, the 
fon of Noah, who builded Joppa, or Japhia in Palefti- 
na. Lo, thefe are the reafons they fhew ftrangers for 
luch like informations. 

There are with this one, other two fuppofed places 
of the earthly paradife. The one is by the Turks, and 
feme ignorant Georgians, holden to be at Damafeus, 
for the beauty of fair fields, gardens, and excellent 
fruits there ; cfpecially for the tree called Moujlce^ 
which they believe hath grown there fince the begin- 
ning of the world. Indeed it is a rare and Angular 
tree, for I faw it at Damafeus, and others alfo of the 
lame kind upon Nilus in Egypt. The growth whereof 
is ftrange ; for every year in September, it is cut down 
hard by the root, and in five months the tree bud- 

deth 
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deth up a pace again, bringing forth 
The free leaves, flowers, and fruit. The leaf 
Moujlec. thereof is of fuch a breadth, that three 
men mayeafily hand under the fhadow 
of it, and the apple is bigger than a foot-ball, which 
is yearly tranfported for Conflantinople to the great 
Turk ; and there is referved for a relick of the fruit 
of the forbidden tree ; whence he ftyles himfeU Keeper 
of the earthly paradife. 

But if he were not furer a greater commander and 
referver of a large part of the bed bofom of the earth, 
than he is keeper of that Adamian garden, his ftyles 
of the earth, and mine of the world, were both alike ; 
and that were juft nothing, fave only this, two naked 
creatures living amongh naked people ; or, oihcrwife, 
if it were to be kept or fecn, certainly I would wilh to 
be a pohillion to tlu. great poiter the Tuik, but not 
his {)edago;;ue, far Itfi his pilgrim. 

The thiid place, by the Chellaiies, is thought to be in 
the call part of Mefopatamia, near to 
The Chidfanc the joining of Tigris and Euphrates, 
paradife, where they inhabit, 1 have oft requi- 
red of tlicfe Cliclfat)cs, what realbn they 
had for tins conceived opinion ? who anfwered me. 
They received it from time to time, by the tradition oi 
their anccllors : Arid becanfe of the river Euphrates, 
and other rivets mentioned in the Icriptures, which to 
this day retain their names in that country, fomc Isold, 
that the garden of Eden extended over all the cartlt. 
But contraiiwife, it manifeftly appeareth by the 2d chap- 
ter of Genelis, ver. 14. that this garden we call para- 
dife, wherein Adam was put to dicls it, was a certain 
place on earth, containing a particular portion of a 
country, called Edcrif which bounded on the river Eu- 
phrates. To this, and all the rell, I anfwer, No cer- 
tainly can be had of the place where Eden was, either 
by reading or travelling, becaufe this liver hath been 
oit divided into fundry ftreams. And, it is fiid, that 
Cyrus, when he won Babylon, did turn the main chan- 
nel of Euphrates to another courfe. But howfoever. 
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or vvherefoever it be, I am of opinion, no man can 
demonftrate the place, which God, for the fins and 
fall of man, did not only accurle, but alio the face of 
the earth. 

Many ancient authors have agreed with the opinion 
of riato and Ai'hotle, conHantly af- 
firming, that mountains, iil.inds, and J'tolencc of 
countiies, have received great altera- and ua- 
lion by the inundation of livers, and tc'rs. 
violence of raging feas. I'liracia hath 
been divided from Ihthynia ; Nigioponti from Thef- 
falia ; Corfu from Epire ; Sicily from Italy ; the 
hies Oi cadcs from Scodand ; and many other iilands 
and countries cut into divifions after the fame form. 
Wherefoie, the moic a man conrcmnlatcs to llarcli 
the knowledge of Piden, and iiich high myllerics, (ap- 
peitaining only to the Cie.itor), the more he fh.;!* fad 
in his purpofc, olTcnd God, become foolilli and fan- 
t.dlical for his paitr. 

J)ut to turn back to my iiitteraiy relation, after my 
return to Tripoly, I depared thence ealfward, with a 
caravan of Tut ks to Aleppo, being ten days jourmy 
ddfant. In all this way (leaving Scanderoon on oitr 
left hand) I faw nothing worthy remaiking, favc only 
a few fcattered villages, and poor miierabic jicople, call- 
ed Turcomani, living in tents, and following their flocks, 
to whom I paid fundry callars, who remove their wo- 
men, childien, and cattle, vvlierefoever they find foun- 
tains and good paflurage ; like unto the cullom of tlte 
ancient Ifraeliics ; whicli, in their wandciing fafhion, 
did phiiiily demonhrate the nerellity they had to live, 
rather than any pleafurc they had, or could have, iu 
‘heir living. 

They difier alfo in religion from all the other Maho- 
metans, In two damnable points, 'hhe 
one is, they acknowledge tliat there is ThcTurcO" 
a Cod ; and that he of himfelf is fo mans opinion 
gracious, that he neither can do harm, of God and 
being elTentially good, nor vli will au- iho devil 
thorife any ill to be donej .ind there- 


fore 
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fore more to be loved than feared. The other is, they 
confefs there is a devil, and that he is a tormentor of 
evil doers, and of himfelf fo terrible and wicked, that 
they are contented, even for acquiring his favour and 
kindnefs, to facrifice in fire their firft-born child to 
him; foliciting his devililhnefs, not to torment them 
too fore when they fliall come into his hands ; and yet 
for all this, they think afterwards, by the mercy of Ma- 
homet, they lhall go from hell to paradile. 

In this immediate or afprefaid paflkge, we coafted 
near and within fix miles of the limits of Antiochia, 
one of the ancient patriarch fees, fo 
j^ntiochians called of Antiochus her firft founder ; 
the jirft Chri- and not a little glorying to this day, that 
Jtians, the difciples of Jeius and Antiochians 

were firll here named Chrifi 'iam \ who, 
notwithftanding of their grievous affli(ftions, flouriflied 
fo, that, in forty years, they grew a terror to their ene- 
mies ; who, fuggelled by the devil, cruelly afflidled 
them with ten general perfecutions, under the Empe- 
ror Nero, anno 6 ^. \ Domitianus, anno() 6 .\ Trajanus, 
100 j Maxirninus, 137; Marcus Antonius, 167; Se- 
verus, 195; Decius, 250 ; Valerianus, 259; Aure- 
lianus, 278 ; and Dioclefian, anno 293 years. Not- 
wiihflanding all which maffacres and martyrdom, yet 
this little grain of muftard-feed, planted by God’s own 
hand, and watered with the blood of fo many holy 
faints, [nam fanguis martyrnm femen eccleftce ejl)^ grew 
lb great a tree, that the branches thereof were difper- 
fed through every city and province of the whole 
world. 

Before my arrival in Aleppo, the caravan of Baby- 
lon was from thence departed, which bred no fmall 
grief in my breaff. The Venetian conful, to whom 
I was highly recommended by the aforefaid merchants, 
(having had Tome infight of my intended voyage), in- 
formed me, that the caravan ftaid at Beerlhake on Eu- 
phrates, for fome conceived report they had of Arabs, 

that 
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that lay for them in the defarts, and 
wanted me to hire a Janizary, and three Fru/irate of 
foldiers, to overtake them, whofe Babylon, 
counfel I received ; but was entirely 
fruftrated of my defigns. True it was, they (laid ; but 
were gone three days before my coming to that unhap- 
py place. 

The diftance from whence, overland, to Babylon, or 
Bagdat, being but fix fmall or lliort days journey, the 
lofs whereof, and the damnable deceit of my Janizary, 
made my mufe to exprefs what my forrowful profc can- 
not perform. 

The doubts and drifts of the voluble mind, 

That here and there do flee, turn judgement blind ; 
Did overwhelm my heart, in grim defpair, 

Whilfl: hope and reafon fled, flaid tim’rous care. 
And yet the grounds were jull ; my treach’rous 
guide 

Hid nought but crofs me ; greed led him afide. 

Mtill this, ftill that I would ! All I furmile 
Is fhrewdly ftopt. At lafl: my fcopes devife 
To make a boat, to bear me down alone, 

With drudges two, to ground chang’d Babylon. 
That could not be ; the charges was too great ; 

And eke the ftream did nought but dangers threat. 
My conduct ftill deceiv’d me, made it fquure 
Another Caravan, O ! would come there 
From Aleppo, or Damafeus ; till in end 
Moft of my monies did his knavery fpend. 

Thus was I tofs’d long five weeks and four days, 
With ftruggling doubts. O ftrange were thefe de- 
lays 1 

At laft a Chelfane came, a Chrlftian kind. 

Who by my grief foon underftood my mind ; 

And told me flat, the Janizary’s drift 
Was to extort me with a lingering Ihift. 

Come, come, faid he, the fanzack here is juft; 

Let us complain, for now complain we muft. 


He 
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He with me went, and fora trencliman ferv’d ; 

And told the ruler how my conduft fwerv’d. 

He’s call’d, and foon convinc’d, and with com^ 
mand 

Forc’d to tranfport me back to Syria’s land. 

I’m there arriv’d, and efrfoons made me bound 
For the Venetian conful ; there to found 
My great abufes by this villain done ; 

Which foot! were lieard, and eke repair’d as foon. 
The Bafliaw was upright ; and for time’s lake 
He did me more than confcience will’d me take. 

Ivly plaint preferr’d, he was in prifon laid. 

And all my gold, to give me back was made, 
Which he had falfely ta’cn ; where, for his pains, 

] te had the lofs, and I receiv’d the gains. 

For doubling his wrongs done, to ct ols him more, 

1 got my vantage from his craft before ; 

And for his ten weeks fees, no more he had 
Ilian he that’s owner of a ditch fall’n jade. 

Thus leaving him, I with the conful bode, 

Full forty days, ere I went thence abroad. 

In the eleven days journey I had between Aleppo 
and Beerfhack, through a part of Syria, the breadth of 
jMefopotamia, and Chelfauia, a piovince of the fame, 
joining with Tigris and Euphrates, and returning the 
fame way again, 1 found nothing worthy of remark- 
ing, fa VC the fertility of the foil ; which 
Mefopotamia. indeed, in Melbpotamia, yieldetb tw'o 
crops of wheal in the year; and fora 
bufhel fowing, in divers places, they receive a hundred 
again. 

The country Itfelf Is overclad with Infinite village?, 
having no eminent town of any note or confequence, 
except the city of Caraliemen, the leat of a Beglerbeg, 
who commandeih under liim fourteen Sanzacks, and 
twenty-fix thoufand Timariots. The people here, arc 
for the moh part believers in Chrill ; but, alas! too 
filly, untoward, and ignorant Chriftians; and yet, tho’ 
without learning, or gicat underftanding therein, they arc 

wonderful 
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wonderful zealous in their profellion, and great fuffer- 
ers for it alfo. 

This barbarous town of Beerfliack, 
being iituate on Euphrates, ftandcth in Beerfloack, 
the Chelfanes country, and is luppofed 
to have been Padan-arain, where Laban dwelt, and 
where Jacob kept Laban’s Iheep ; though fome inter- 
pret all Mefopotamia then to have been called Padan- 
(iram ; From whence north-eaft, and not far hence, 
are the deinoiiihed fragments of Ninivch on Tigris, 
whofe very ruins are now come to ruin ; the decays 
whereof being much like to that facked Lacedemon in 
Sparta, or to the ftonny heaps of Jericho, the detri- 
ments of Thebes, the relicks of Tyru?, or to the fi- 
nal overthrow of defolaie Troy. This country of 
Chelfane is the place moft agreeable with feripture 
where the earthly paradife was let, though now impof- 
lible to be found out. 

Melbpotamia is feldom watered with 
Klin ; but by the nature of the foil is Mefopotamia, 
marvellous fruitful. It is bordered with 
Caldca, on tlie ead ; Euphrates, on the fouth ; Syria, 
on the north ; and Arabia Petrea, on the well. This 
Aleppo is a city in Syria ; the name of which hath been 
lb ott changed by the Turks, that the tiue antiquity of 
it can hardly be known. It is both large and populous, 
and furnilhed with all forts of merchandil'e, elpecially 
of Jndigo and fpices, that are brought from over land 
from Goa, and other places in India, which draweth a 
crowd of all nations to it. 

Here I remember of a notable obe- 
dience done to the Great 'rink by the A notable 5- 
Great Balhaw of Aleppo, who was alfo hcdicnce, 
an Emir, or heieditaiy prince; to wit, 
the year before my coming hither, he had revolted a- 
gainfl: his emperor, and fighting the Balhaws of Da- 
maicus and Carahemcn, overcame them. The year 
following, and in my being there, the Grand Signor 
L’ut from Comlantinople a Showfe, an.d two Janiza- 
i'ie?, in ambiliage to him ; where, when thiy came 

to

to Aleppo, the Bafhaw was in his own country at Mefo- 
potamia. The meflengers make hafte after him ; but in 
their journey they met him coming back to Aleppo, 
accompanied with his two fons, and fix hundred horic 
men. Upon the highway they delivered their mel- 
fage, where he flood flill and heard them. The prof- 
fer of Achmct was, that if he would acknowledge his 
rebellion, and for that treafon committed fend him his 
head, his eldeft fon Ihould both inherit his pofleflions 
and balhawlhip of Aleppo ; otherwife he would come 
with great forces, in all expedition, and in his proper 
perfon he would utterly raze him and all his from the 
face of the earth. 

At which expreffion, the Bafhaw, knowing that he 
was not able to refift the invincible army of his mafter, 
and his own prefence, he difmounted from his horfe, 
and went to counfel with his fons, and nearefl friends ; 
where he and they concluded, it was beft for him to 
die, being an old man, to fave his race undeflroyed, 
and to keep his fon in his authority and inheritance. 
This done, the Balhaw went to prayer, and taking his 
leave of them all, fat down upon his 
The BaJhnvj knees, where the Showfe flruck off his 
of Aleppo be- head, putting it in a box, to carry it 
headed. with him for Conflantinople. The 

dead corpfe was carried to Aleppo, 
and honourably buried ; for I was an eye-witnefs to 
that funeral feaft. And immediately thereafter the 
Showfe, by proclamation and power from the Empe- 
ror, fully poirefled the fon in his father’s lands, ofiices, 
bafhaw fliip, and the authority of all the eaftern Syria, 
part of Mefopotamia, and the Aflyrian country ; for 
this Balhaw of Aleppo is the greateft in command- 
ment and power of all the other Bafhaws in the Turk’s 
dominions, except the Bafhaw or Beglerbeg of Damaf- 
cus ; and yet the former, in hereditary power, far ex- 
reedeth the other, being a free Emir, and thereupon 
a prince born. The force of his commandment reach 
cth to eighteen banzacks, and thirty thoufand Tima-

riots, befides Janizaries, and other inferior foldiers, 
which would make up as many more. 

This city is called in the fcriptures Aram Sobab, 
2 Sam. viii. 3. and Akppo, of Alep, which lignifieth 
mlk) whereof there is a great plenty here There 
are pigeons brought up here after an incredible man- 
ner, who will fly between Aleppo and liabylon, being 
thirty days jom*ney diftant, in forty- 
eight hours ; carrying lettcis and news, . . 

which are tied about their necks, to ^ 

merchants of both towns, and from one " 

TO another; who are only employed in the time of ha- 
fly and needful intendments. Their education to tliele 
tractable expeditions is admirable ; the flights and arri- 
vals of which 1 have often I'een in the time of my win- 
tering in Aleppo, which was the I’ccond winter after my 
departure from Chriftendom f. 

Syria hath, on the eafl, Armenia Ma- 
jor; on the fouth, Mei'opoiamia ; on Syria- 
the north, Cilicia and the lea ; on the 
weft, Galilee and Thtcnicia. In the Bible the Syrians 
are called AramiteSj who were an obfciire people, lub-

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je£b to the Perfians, and fubdued by Alexander ; after 
whofe death this country, with Perfia, and other adja* 
cent provinces, fell to the (hare of Sckucus Nicanor ; 
who alfo wrefted from the fncceirors of Aniigonus the 
LciTer Alia. This kingdom hath fulFered many altera- 
tions; efpecially by the Perlians, Grecians, Armenians, 
Romans, Egyptians, laftly by theTurks, and daily mo- 
lelled by the incurlive Arabs. '' 

In my expcclations here, and the fpring come, (be- 
ing difappoinied of my delired aims), 1 intended to 
vidt Jci ufalein in my back-coming. And for the fur- 
therance of my determination, I joined with a Caravan 
of Armenians and Turks, that were all guarded with 
Janizaries and foldicrs, of whom Ibme were to (lay at 
Damafeus by the way, and fome mindful to the furtheft 
mark. And, for my better fafeguard, (being always 
alone, which by all was ever much admired), the Ve- 
netian conful took furety of the captain, that he Ihould 
protei^f me fafely from thieves, cut-throats, and the 
exaflions of tribute by the way,* delivering me freely 
into the hands of the Padre Guardiano at Jerufalem. 
”VVhicli being done, I hired a mule from a Turk, to 
carry my victuals ; and fo fet forward with them. The 
number of our company were about 
A Caravan rf nine hundred Armenians, Chrillian pil- 
Armcnians, grims, men and women; fix hundred 
Turks trafficking for their own bnlinefs ; 
and one hundred foldiers, three Showles, and fix Jani- 
zaries, to keep them from invafions. 

Between Aleppo and Damafeus, wc had nine days 
journey; in five of which we had plealant travelling, 
and good Canes to lodge in, that had been built for the 
fupport of travellers, and are well maintained. But 
when we pafTcd Hamfek, which is a little more than 
mid-vvay, we had dangerous travelling, being oft alfailed 
with Arabs, fatigued with rocky mountains, and fome- 
times in a point of choking for lack of water. ^ The 
confr.hon of this multitude wa.s not only grievous, in 
regard of the extreme heat, providing for victuals at 
poor villages, and feircity of water to fill our bottles, 
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made of boar-lkins ; but alfo amongft narrow and fto- 
ny paflages, thronging, we oft fell one over another, 
in great heaps, in danger to be fmothered ; yea, and 
oftentimes we that were Chriftians had our bodies well 
beaten by our conducting Turks. In this journeying I 
remember the Turk who was the owner of my mule 
was for three days exceeding favourable unto me, info- 
much that I began to doubt of his carriage, fearfully 
fufpeCting the Italian proverb, 

Chi mi famigiior, che non ci Joule, 

Ingannato mi ha, oingannar mi Vuolc. 

He that doth better now to me than he was wont, 

He hath deceiv’d, or will deceive me with fome fad 
affront. 

But when 1 perceived his extraordinary fervice and 
flattery was only to have a lhare of the tobacco I car- 
ried with me, 1 freely beftowed a pound thereof upon 
him : which he and his fellows took as kindly as tho’ 
it had been a pound of gold ; for they are as exceflively 
addicted to fmoke, as Dutchmen are to the pot : which 
ever made me to carry tobacco with me, 
to requite their favour, over and above Pagan fat- 
their fials, more than ever I did for my tery. 
own ufe : for in thefe days I took none 
at all ; though now, as time altcreth every thing, I am 
(honoris gratia) become a courtly lobacconilf, more for 
filhion than for liking. The Turkifh tobacco-pipes 
are more than a yard long, and commonly of wood or 
canes, being joined in three parts with lead or white 
iron ; their feveral mouths receiving at once a whole 
ounce of tobacco, which lafteth a long fpace ; and be- 
caufe of the long pipes, the fmoke is exceeding cold in 
their fwaliowing throats, 

Ai our accuflomed difmounting to recreate ourfclvcs, 
and refrefh the beafts, I would often take a walk to 
ftretch my legs, which were ftiffed with a Bumbling 
bead; wherewith the Turks were mightily difconient- 
N 2 ed, 
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ed, and in derifion would laugh and mock me : for 
they cannot abide a man to walk in turns, or {land to 
cat ; their iifage being fuch, that when they come from 
their horfe-back, they prefenily fit down on the ground, 
folding their feet under them, when they repofe, dine, 
and Tup. So do alfo their artizans ; and all the Turks 
in the world fit always crols-legged, wrongfully abu- 
fing the commendable cuftom of the induftrious tai* 
lors. In their houfes they have no bed to lie on, nor 
chair to fit on, nor table to eat on, but a bench made 
of boards along the houfedide, of afoot high from the 
floor, fpread over with a carpet, whereon they ufually 
jjt eating, chinking, fleeping, refiing, and doing of 
manual exercifes, all in one place. Neither will the 
beft fort of Mahometans be named Turks, becaufe it 
fignifieth hanijlxd in the Hebrew tongue ; 
Turks are and thei efore they call themfclves Mujfiil- 
called IMuJj'uU mans, m?.. good kdie-^ ter s. Where indeed 
mans, for good it is a falfe epithet ; but cer- 

tainly for firm believers, they are won- 
derful conftant : and fo are all ignorants, of whatfo- 
cver profefiion; even like to the Spaniard, who, in the 
midfi: of aU his evils, yet he remaineth always faith- 
ful to all the ufurpaiions the Spanhh crown can 
compafi. 

'fhey never uncloaih themfclves w'hen they go to 
reft ; nt iilicr have they any bcd-cioaths, fave only a co- 
vcilet above them. 1 have feen hundreds of them, 
after this manner. He ranked like dirty Twine in a 
bcaltly fiyc, or loathlbme jades in a filthy fiable. 

Upon the ninth day, {leaving Cotafa behind us oil 
the n.ouiU'jins), we entered in a plcafiint plain of three 
leig’ies of lengih, adorned with many villages, gardens, 
and nveis ; and ai riving at Damalcus, wc were all lod- 
ged (fomc in cliambcrs wanting beds, and others widi- 
out, on bard ficnes) in a great Cane called ih'ramnen\ 
where wc fiaid tlnec days. During all wliich time, 
pi'nilion for oui (elves, and provender for our beafts, 
were given us twice a-day ; being allowed by the 
Gnud Signor to ail kind of fiiangers whatfoever ihal 

come 
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come to Daimafcus with any Caravan ; being a fingu- 
lar comfort and advantage to weary and extorted tra- 
vellers. 

Damafeus is the capital city of Syria, called by Turks 
Shamma, and is fituated on a fair plain, 
and beautified with many rivers on each Dmnafiis is 
fide, (efpecially Paraphar and Abderah), called Sham- 
excellent orchards, and all other natu- ma. 
ral objects of elegance : that for fitua- 
tion, artifans, all manner of connnodiiies, and variety 
of fruits, in all the Afiatical provinces it is not parallel- 
led. By the Turks it is called the garden of Turky^ 
or rather their earthly paradife, becaui'e of a fenced 
garden there, where a garrifon of Turks lie continual- 
ly, keeping that tree Mouflee, whereon, as they al- 
ledge, the forbidden apple grew, wherewith the fer- 
pent deceived Eve, and fhe Adam ; and from whence 
the Great Turk is alfo llyled. Keeper of the Ter reft rial 
Paradife. 

Some hold this city was built by Eleazer, the fervant 
of Abraham; and others fay it is the 
place where Cain few Abel: wherein- The antiqui- 
deed is is moft likely to be fo ; for hard ties of Dd‘ 
by Uamafeus I faw a pillar of brafs c- viaftm. 
re<^lcd there for a commemoration of 
that unnatural murder of Cain executed upon his inno- 
cent brother *. But whatever is in that, it is a plealanc 
and gallant city, well walled, and fortified with a ftrong 


* Several writers have been of opinion, that Cain and Abel dwelt 
near Damafeus; and that this city takes its name fioni tlic Mood ot 
Abel; Da>)i, in Hebrew, fignifying blood, and a nghteous per- 
fon; and they ftill flicw in thefc parts Abel’s monunKiii, whiHris, 
as they fay, forty feet in length. The Jews and Chiiftians have a 
tiadition, that paradife was fituated in the belly of Damafeus. The 
beauty and fertility of the place induced the inhabitants to be of 
this opinion, though it is at a good diftanre from the Tigiis and Fu- 
phratps. T hey alfo afieit, that Adam was created near Damafeus, 
of .1 ceitain red earth, svhicli is to be feen at the lame plaee, and 
v hich to them feeracd more proper than any other to form flcfli.—— ~ 
Uidionary of the Bible. 
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caftle, wherein the Bafhaw remaincth. The moft part 
of the ftreets are covered ; fo that the citizens are prc- 
ferved in I'ummer from the heat, and in winter from 
the ram. 

The like commodity (but not after that form) hath 
Padua in Lombardy. Their Bazar, or market-place, is 
alfo covered; fo are commonly all the Bazars, or Be- 
zeftans in Turky. The bell carobiers, Adam’s apples, 
and grenadiers, that grow on the eai ih, is here. Near 
unto the Bazar, there is a mofque, called Gemma^ where- 
in my guide (hewed me the fepulchre of Ananias, and 
the fountain where he baptized Paul. In another ftreer, 
I faw the houfe of Ananias, which is but a hollow cel- 
lar under the ground, and where the difciples let 
Paul down through the wall in a balket. In the 
llrcet where they Icll their Viano, my interpreter Ihew- 
ed me a great gate of fine metal, which he laid was 
one of the doors of the temple of Solomon, and was 
tranfported thence by the Tartarians who conquer- 
ed Jerulalcm about three hundred and eighty years 
ago, who, for the heavy weight thereof, were enfor- 
ced to leave it here, being indeed a relick of wonderful 
bignefs, And I fiiw alfo fuch abundance of rofe-water 
here in barrels, to be Ibid, as beer or wine is rife with 
us. 

This paradifc-likc Shamma is the mother city, and 
moll beautiful place of all Alia, refembling every way 
(the tenures of her houfes excepted, being platform) 
that matchlefs pattern and mirror of beauty, the city 
of Antwerp. The only bell lhables, or Ihort crooked 
fwords, that be in the world, are made here ; and lb arc 
all their other weapons; as half-pikes, bows and arrows, 
and baluckoes of Heel, that horlcmen carry in their 
hands; their lliafts being three feet long, their heads 
great and lound, and lharply guttered, wherewith thc^y 
ufe to brain or knock down their cnc- 
The forces of mies in the field. The Beglerbdg or 
the Bfhaiu cf Balhaw of Damafeus has the greatcil 
Damufus, command of all other Balhaws in A- 
lia ; having under his authority (as hr 
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is under his Emperor) twenty-two fanzacks ; and they 
conducting under all the al'orefaid three, forty thou- 
fand Timariots, or horfcnicn, befidos two ihouland Ja- 
nizaries, which are the guard of the Balhaw, and gar- 
rifon of the city. His Beglerbcgfhip extendcih over the 
greater half of Syria, a part of the two xArabias, Fe- 
lix and Peirea, Phoenicia, Galilee, Samaria, Paled i- 
oa, Judea, Jerufalem, Idumea, and all the northern 
p.irts of Arabia the Dcfcrt, even to the frontiers of 
Egypt. 

'J he means of the prefervation of fo great a date, 
only by an induced confidence upon the power and 
force of thofe Timariots, who as well have tiieir pay, 
and local grounds of compenfation, in time of tran- 
quillity as wars, to defend thefe countries iioni the in- 
ciii'fions of the wild Arabs, which evermore annoy the 
Tuiks, and alfo drangers ; and cannot poflibly be 
brought to a quiet and well-formed manner of living, 
but are continual fpoilcrs of thefe parts of the Turkilix 
dominions. That mifehief daily incrcafah, rather than 
any way diminidieth. They, taking example from the 
bcadly Turks, add, by thef'e patterns, more wicked- 
nefs to the badnefs of their own difpodtions : fo that 
every one of thefe favagts, according to 
iiis power, dealeth with all men unci- Savage Ara- 
viily and cruelly, even like a wildernefs bi iii robbers. 
full of wild beads, all living upon ra- 
pine and robbery, wanting all fenfe of humanity, moic 
than a Ihew of appearance ; whereby, being combined 
together, they do tyrannize over all, even from the Red 
fca to Babylon. 

Thus they, in that violent humour, invading alfo 
thofe of Afric, hath caufed Grand Cairo to be fur- 
nifhed with thirty thoufand Timariots, which defend 
the frontiers of Egypt and Gozan. Leaving all the 
Turks at Damafeus, (fave only our Janizaries and fol- 
dicri), within the fpace of two hours after our depar- 
ture from thence, travelling in the way of Jerufalem, 
the whole Armenians fell down on the ground, kifling 
ib and making manvfincere demondrations of unwont-

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cd devotion. At the which 5 being amazed, Hood 
gazing, afldng my Frenchman, what news i w !;0 re- 
plied, faying, T was the place where St Paul was con- 
verted, which they had (and all C iriHians lliould have) 
in great regard. The place was covered with an oli' 
chapel and. 

More like fomc relick, of extirp’d decay, 

Than for a monument rear’d for the way, 

To blaze on Paul’s couverlion ; yet it’s true. 

The woik was done, even by the Chriftian Jew^ 

Or Jacob, a cireumcifed kind, 

Who bear to Franks a moll refpc^live mind. 

Three days were we betwixt Damafeus and the eah 
part of Galilee, which is the beginning of Canaan ; in 
two of which three we encountered with marlhcs and 
quagmires, being a great hindrance to us. This bar* 
ren and marfhy country is a part of Arabia Petrez, 
coming in with a point between Galilee and Syria, run- 
ning along even to the fouth-weft Ikirt of Libanu^ 
which indeed in that place, far more than Jordan, di- 
videth the true Syria from Canaan. This Pctreati 
country itfclf, Hoping even down to the limits of Ja- 
cob’s bridge, ciitteth away the denomination of Syiij 
from this parcel of ground, rill you come eaftward ti.^ 
the more laboiious plains. 

Through this p .ffage it is moft undoubtedly a very 
ihleviih way : for as we travelled in tht 
J dangeions night, there were many of us forced to 
way. cany burning lights in our hands ; and 

our loldicrs had their harquebufies ready

to 
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to difcharge ; all to affright the biood-thirfty Arabians, 
who in holes, caves, and buflies, lie obfcured, waiting 
for, advantage upon travellers, not unlike unto the law- 
lefs wood-carnes in Ireland. This part of Arabia is 
called Petrofa, becaufe it is fo rocky ; and fome think 
of Petra, the chief town. It was anciently divided in- 
to two regions, Nabathia and Agara, poflefled firft 
by the Hagarens, defcended of Abraham and Hagar. 
It is alfo thought to be the land of the Midianites, whi- 
ther Mofes fled to, and kept flicep ; and Mount Ho- 
reb is there, whereon the Lord did ihew him the land 
of promifc. 

Divers of thcfc Petrean Arabs converfc and dwell 
amongO: the Turks, whom we term, in rcfpe^l: of the 
other, civil Arabs. South from hence licth Arabia Felix, 
bordering with the Indian fea ; which is the moll fruit- 
ful and pleafant foil in all Alia, abounding with balfi- 
mo, myrrh, and frankincenfe, gold and pearls, efpeci- 
ally about Medina, the fecond city to Mecca. The 
other towns of note are Horan, the chief port of the 
South ocean ; and AUeroch, the only town where 
Chrihians are in greateft number in tliat country. 

Truly, with much difliculty, and greater dangeij 
palled we thcfe Petrean journeys. Here 
I remarked a fingular quality, and rare Arabia Pe- 
perfection, in the careful conduCt of our trc'i, 
captain ; who would, when he came to 
any dangerous place, give the watch- word of St 
hanne, meaning as much thereby, that none IhouIJ 
I'peak or whifper after that w^arning, under the pain of 
a harquebulado. And no more we durft, unlcfs he 
had flretched out his hand, making us a iign (when oc- 
casion ferved) of liberty, left, by our tumultuous nolle 
in the night, our enemies Ihonkl have the foreknow- 
ledge of our coming ; and knowing alfo, that the na- 
ture of a multitude bu d all timer, confufed effeCts, with- 
out •Tome feverc punilhment. Hiiufelf rode Hill in the 
vanguard, upon a luHy gelding, with two Janizaries 
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fear of fudden aiTauIts. Thus moil dexteroufly difchar* 
gcd he the function of his calling, not with infolence, 
but with prudent and magnanimous courage : For my 
parr, I muft needs fajs the diligent care of that benign 
caravan extended over me was llich, that whenfoever 
I remember it, I am not able to I’acrificc congratulations 
fufficiently to his welUdelerving mind ; yet in the 
mean while my purfe bonniifully rewarded his earned 
endeavours ; and notwitliilanding of this high concei- 
ved regard, yet in fume fiivolous things, and for 
Imall trifle, he privately wronged me, which I mil- 
knew, as unwilling (knowing his dirpofition, and that 
my life hung in his hands) to be too forward to feek a 
redrel's : For oftentimes an inconvenience is moft con 
venient ; and as the great corrupter of youth is plca- 
fure, and the violent enemy of age is grief ; even fo uic 
the Inordinate deflres of unconfcionable ilrangers to- 
wards travellers, who preferring avarice above honel- 
ty, care only for that part of a man which is his for- 
tune, whofe friendrtup beginning only in 
A corrupted an outward Ihow, muft end in the roidfl 

Caravan. of a man’s money; as who would fay, 

fuch like were rather employed, as their 
employments rewarded ; and therefore in unlawful things 
they muft hick the honey of their own prepofterous 
ends ; And thus it fared with him ; at the paying of 
my tributes by the way for my head, he caufed me 
oft to pay, more than reafon, to the Moors, Turks 
and civil Arabs, receiving lecreily back from them the 
overplus ; which my Turkifli fervant perceiving, mad^ 
my Trcnchman tell me, that I might be foreleen 
therein. 

Bur luch is the covetous nature of man, that with 
his covenant he cannot be contented, imlefs he feek o- 
therwife, by all unlawful means, to purchafe himfelf an 
unjuft: gain. But the high refpeift; I had of his other 
perfections, made me overlook and wink at that imper- 
feCfion of avaricloufnefs in him ; and efpecially remem* 
beiing myfcif to be under his proteCfion, I always en- 
deavoured my aims fo, that in his light I won extraor- 
dinary

dinary favour ; infomuch that, in danger or fecurity, 
he would ever have me near by him, which I alfo cra- 
ved, and drove to obl’ervc the points of his will, and 
niy own fafety. 

The obligation of my bounden duty taught me to 
no other end, than ever to refpedt the benevolence of 
his alFe^lion, and to fupprefs my own weak judgement, 
which could never mount to the true acquittance of 
his juft merit. 

But to proceed on my pilgrimage ; on the aforefaid 
third day in the afternoon, we entered into Galilee, paf- 
ling along a fair bridge that is over the river Jordan, 
which divideih a part of this ftony Arabia from Gali- 
lee. This bridge, by the Armenians, is 
called Jacob's bridge ; and not far hence, Jacob': 

they fliewed me the place where Jacob bridge* 

wreftled with tlie angel, and where Elau 
met his brother Jacob to have killed him, being upon 
the caft fide of the river. Jordan is f'carcely known by 
the name at this place *, but afterwards I faw his great- 
er growth, ending in Sodom, whereof, in the one place, 
I fhall more amply difeourfe. Between Jacob’s bridge 
and Jerufalem, we had fix days journey, five whereof 
were more pleafant than profitable, in regard of the 
great tributes 1 paid by the way for my head, that ac 
lundry places, and in one day, 1 have paid for my free- 
uoai in pafiage twelve zechins of gold, amounting 
to five pound eight ftilllings of Englifh money : A jour- 
nal tribute, more fit for a prince to pay than a pil- 
grim ; the admiration only refting upon this, how I 
was furniftied with thele great fums of money I daily 
diftmrfcd. 

April the eighteenth day, according to the computa- 
tion of the Roman calender, and by ours March the 
‘^iglu and twentieth, 1 entered Into Galilee a province of 
Canaan. This country was fit ft called Canaan, fionr 
Canhan the fon of Cham : fccondly, 'The land of pro- 
^nife^ becaufc It was promifed by the Lord to Abraham 
and bis feed to polTels : thirdly, 'The land of Ifrael, of 
’he Ifraelitcs, fo called frgm Jacob who was firnamed 

IJracl; 
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Jfrael ; fourthly, Judea^ from the Jews, or the peo- 
ple of the tribe of Judah ; fifthly, Pakftinc^ qua ft Phi- 
lijihn, the land of the Philiftines ; and now, fixthly, 
Terra SanEia^ the Holy Land, becaufc herein was 
wrought many wonderful miracles, but efpecially the 
work of our falvation. It is in length an hundred and 
eighty, and in breadth fixty miles ; yet of that falubri* 
ty of air, and fertility of foil, fiowing with milk and 
honey, that before the coming of the Ifraeliies, it 
maintained thirty kings with their people, and after- 
ward the two potent kingdoms of Ifrael and Judah ; 
in which David numbered one million and thirty thou- 
fand fighting men, befides them of the tribe of Benja- 
min and Levi. It is moft certain, that by the goodnefs 
of the climate and foil, efpecially by the 
Canaan blcfling of God, it was the molt fruit- 

greatly chan- ful land in the world : But, by expe- 
ged, rience, I find now the contrary, and the 

fruitfulnefs thereof to be changed, God 
curfing the land together with the Jews, then the (but 
now difperl'ed) inhabitants thereof. Neither are the 
greatefi pait of thelc eaftern countries fo fertile as they 
have been in former ages, the earth as it were growing 
old, feemeth weary to bear the burden of any moie in- 
creafe ; and furely the two eyes of day and night, with 
the planets, and ftars, are become neither fo forcible, 
fo bright, nor warm as they have been ; time, from 
old antiquity, running all things to defolation, making 
the ftrong things weak, and weak things feeble, at laft 
it returncth all things to julf nothing : And there is 
the end of all beginnings, and an infallible argument of 
the diflblution to come by the day of judgement. 

As things that are, ftill vanifli from our eye, 

8o things that were, again lhall never be : 

The whirlwind of time ftill fo Ipeedy pods, 

That like itfelf, all things therein it tolls. 

The Jews are alfo termed Jlebri^l, or //V/rru'f, from 
lleber, one of Abraham’s progenitors, or Ilebra, qvaji 

/<l>r'’hx j 
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Mraha; who, at their defcent into Egypt, were but 
feveniy fouls, being the ilTue of Jacob and his twelve 
Tons. The pofteiity of which patriarchy continued in 
bondage two hundred and fifteen years, till in the 
\earof the world 2453. At which time the Lord, 
(ommiferating their heavy opprcflions under the Egyp- 
tians, delivered them with a ftrong hand, and placed 
them here ; which then was inhabited by the Hittites, 
Amorites, Perizzites, and Jebufites. 

Canaan is divided into five provinces, The Holy 
VIZ Judea, Galilee, Paleftina, Samaria, Land. 
and Phanicia : Some divide it only into 
tliicc, Palellina, Judea, and Galilee. It hath been by 
others alfu nominated in general, Syria ; by which 
calculation they gathered all the countries from Cilicia 
to Egypt under that name. But howfoever they differ 
in delcriptions, ii is mofi: certain, that at this day, it is 
only and ufualiy divided into thefe five particular pro- 
vinces. Gr.lilcc and Paleftina, for the prefent, arc 
the moft fertile, and greateft provinces thereof, cfpe- 
cially Galilee, which, in fome pans, yicldeth grain 
twice a-year ; and for abundance of filk, cotton-wool, 
delicate wines, honey, oil, and fruits of all kinds, I hold 
it never a whit more decayed now, than at any time 
when the glory of Ifrael was at the higheft. 'Phis pro- 
vince of Galilee is forty-eight miles long, and twenty- 
live broad, having Iftioenicia to the north ; Samaria to 
the weft ; Jordan to the fouth; and to the eaft: and 
north-eaft, a part or point of Arabia Peirofa, and the 
louth-vveft end of Libanus. 

After we had tiavelled a great way along the lake of 
Gennefdreth, which is eight leagues in length, and four 
broad, where I law the decayed towns of Bethfaida 
cmd Tybeiias, lying on the north fide of the fame fea, 
we left the fea-coaft, and came to Cana, to ftay all 
ifight ; in which we had no Canes to fave us fiom the 
Aiabi, nor coverture above our heads, but the hard 
giound to lie on, which was always my bed in the moft 
P<u is of Afta, In the night when we flepr, the foldiers 

kept 
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kept centinel, and in the day when we repofed, they 
flept and we watched. 

This Cana was the town wherein our Saviour 
wrought the fird miracle, convening, 
Cana in Ga- at the marriage, water into wine ; and 
lilee» is now called by the Turks, Calieros, or 

Calinos, being a town compofed of two 
hundred fire-houles ; the inhabitants being partly A* 
rabs, partly Jews, and partly Chriftian Georgians. 
The circumjacent fields, being both fertile, delcdtable, 
and plain. 

The day following, refuming our journey, we pafTed 
over a little pleafant mountain, where the Armenian 
patriarch, (for fo was there one with them), went in- 
to an old chapel, and all the reft of the pilgrims 
thronged about him, uling many ftrange ceremonies, 
for it was in that place (as they faid) “ where Chrift 
fed five thoufand people, with five barley-loaves and 
two filhes.” And indeed it is very like the place. The 
ancient chapel, Ihewing as yet fome beautiful decora- 
tions, do dignify both the monument, and the memory 
of the founder thereof. 

Continuing our journey, we faw Mount Tabor on 
our left hand, which is a pretty round mountain, be- 
fet about with comely trees. I would gladly have feeii 
the monument of that place, where the transfiguration 
of Chrift was. But the Caravan, mindful to vifit Na- 
zareth, left the great way of Jerufalem, and would by 
no perfuafion go thither. 

That night we lodged in a poor village called Neer- 
fchek, where we could get neither meat for ourfelves, 
nor provender for the beafts ; but I'ome of our compa- 
ny, for their lupper, had an hundred ftrokes from the 
Moors and Arabs in that place, becaufe the Chriftian 
pilgrims had trodden upon the graves of their dead 
iViends, which by no means they can tolerate. They 
made no finall uproar amongft us, defpcratcly throwing 
ftones and darts, till we were all glad to remove half a 
mile from thi't place ; and the next morning we paiTed 
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by Cafarea Philippi, which k now fo 
mircrably decayed, that the town confift- Cafarea Phi- 
cth not of above twenty-four dwelling- lippi, 
boufes, and is almoft in as ruinous a fi- 
tuaiion as facked Samaria, or another fpeftacle of time, 
like to the now ragged town of the Moorifh Bethu- 
lia. It was built by Philip one of the tetrarcns, in ho- 
nour of Tiberius Caelar, and now called by the Moors 
UcderafcQ. Here was Herod fmitten by the angels, and 
eaten of worms, after the fycophantic people called 
his rhetorical oration, The voice of God, and not of man. 
Here our Saviour healed the woman of the bloody flux, 
and raifed from death to life the daughter of Jairus. 
Here St Peter baptized Cornelius, and St Paul difputed 
againft Tertullus, in the preience of Felix. 

April 20. about ten of the clock, (pafiing the river 
Kyfon), we arrived at Nazareth, and there repofed till 
the evening, providing ourfelves of vidhials and water. 
In this town dwelt Joleph and the Viigin Mary; and 
in which allb our Saviour was brought up under the 
ligilant care of Jofeph and Mary. Alter we had dined, 
the Armenians arofe, and went to a heap of flones, the 
ruins of an old houfe, before which they fell down 
upon their knees, praifing God ; and that ruinous 
lump (fay they) was the houfe where Mary dwelt when 
Gabriel laluted her, bringing the annunciation of falva- 
tion to the world. I am fully perfuaded they carried 
away above five thoufand pounds weight to keep in 
memorial thereof : Then did I remem- 
ber of the chapel of Loretta, and told A counter 
the Caravan, that I faw that houfe fland- buffet for Is- 
ing in Italy, which (as the Romanitts retta, 
lay) was tranlported by the angels. O, 
laid he, we Armenians cannot believe that, neither ma- 
ny other alTertions of the Roman church ; for we cer- 
tainly know by Chriftians, that have from time to time 
dwell* here ever lince, that this is both the place, and 
Hones of the houfe ; Let Papifls coin a new law to 
themfclves, we care not ; for as they err In this, fo do 
they eiT in all, following merely the traditions of men ; 

they 
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they run galloping poll to hell. The patriarch being 
informed by the laughing Caravan of thefe news, afked 
me in difdain, (thinking it had been an article of my 
belief), If I faw that houfe, or believed that the chapel 
of Loretta was fuch a thing ? to whom I conftantly an- 
fwered, I did not believe it, affirming it was only but a 
deviliffi invention, to deceive the blindfolded people, 
and to fill the coffers of the Roman priefts. Now, 
thou botiomlefs gulf of papilfry, here I foifakc thee, 
no winrer-blaftiog furies of Satan’s fubtil florms can 
make ffiipwreck of my faith, on the ftony Ihelves of 
thy deceitful deeps. 

Thus, and after this manner too, are all the illufions 
of their imaginary and falfe miracles, firff invented 
partly by monalfetial poverty, then confirmed by pro- 
vincial bribery ; and laftly, they are faith-fold for con* 
liftoral lucre. In the mean time of oiir flaying here, 
tlie Emir, or Lord of the town, fent fix women, con- 
ducted by twelve of liis fervanis, to an Armenian 
prince, that was a pilgrim in our com- 
Libidinous pany, to be ufed by him, and others 

L'ihcry, whom he would eledi to be his fcllow- 

laboureis ; which indeed he did kindly 
accept, and invited me to that feafl ; but 1 gave him the 
refufal, little regarding fuch a frivolous commodity. 
He, and fome of the chief pilgrims entertained them 
for the fpace of three hours, and lent them buck, gi- 
ving to their conductors fifteen piaflers as a reward. 
Truly, if I would rehearfe the impudence of thcle 
whores, and the brutlfhncfs of the Armenians, ns it is 
moll ignominious to the aClors ; fo, no doubt, it would 
be very loaihlome to the reader. 

Such is the villany of thefe oriental flaves under the 
Turks ; that not only by convciTing with them, they 
learn fome of their damnable Ethnic cufloms, but al- 
fo going beyond tliem in beaftly fenluality, become 
worfe than bruie-beafts. This maketh me remember a 
worthy faying of that hcathcnllh Roman emperor Mar- 
<:us Aurelius, -who, in confidcraiion of llcfhly lufls, faid, 
That although he were fure the gods would not 


punifli 
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him for the offence ; yet he would forbear it, in regard 
of the filthinefs of the fa(n: iilelf. Indeed a noble and 
virtuous refolution of a Vagan, ‘when fuch bafe and 
beaiUy Chriftians, tbefc wretched Amienians, commit* 
ted with thefe infidel harlots, a twofold kind of volup- 
tuous abomination, which my conlcicuce commands me 
to conceal, left I pollute this noiihcrn woild with that 
which their nature never knew, nor riien knouKdge 
have heard, hearing of the like ; but God in his jull 
judgements, that fame night, threateneii both to have 
punillied the doers, and the whole company for iheir 
fakes. For we having rcfolved to travel all that night ; 
and becaiife the way was locky, and hard to be known, 
and peiilousfor Aiabs, we hired a Chriftian guide, 
named Joab^ and agrccvl with him to take us to Lydda, 
which was two days journey. But before we advanced 
to our palfage, Joab had lent a privy meffenger before 
us, to warn about three hundred Arabs (who had 
their abode on the fouth fide of Mount 
Carmel) to meet him nt luch a place as vilLilnoiis 
he had appointed ; giving lliem to know plot, 
we were rich, and well provided widt ze- 
chins, and lulians of gold, and piaftei’s of filvcr ; r.nd 
that he Ihould lurrendcr us into their hands for fuch a 
rccompence and confideradon as their favage judge- 
ments fliould think lit, according to the fpoils and 
booties they lliould obtain, together with the mifcrable 
murder and lols ol our lives. This being done, and 
unknown to us, we marched along, travelling fafter than 
our ordinary pace, lome on horle, and lome on foot, 
for my pilgrimage was always on foot. Our guide lu- 
lpc(Jting that, by our celerity, we fliould go beyond the 
place appointed for his ticatherous plot, began to 
crofs us grievoufly, leading us up and down amongft 
pools and holes, wliither he lilted ; where many of 
our camels and affes were loft, and could not be reco- 
vered', becaufe we all began to fufpect and fear ; which 
"^vas the caufe that the owners durft not ftay to lelieve 
their perilhing beafts. 

in the end, the captain and Janizaries intieated him 
0 earneftly 
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carneftly to bring us in the right way ; but the more 
they requefted, the niore obdurate was his heart, re- 
plying, He was midaken, and coultl not find it till day- 
light ; upon the which words the company was flop- 
ped ; and in the mean while there came a Turk, one ot 
our ioldiers, unto ilie captain, faying, he faw the 
guide, before our departure from Nazareth, fend a 
Moor before him, for wiiat refpect lie 
A treache' knew not, being long at private confer- 
rous guide. ence. Vfhereupon tiiey firaight bound 
him witli lope^ on a horre-back, 
threatening him with death, to caufe him to confcls 
the truth. 

In the midd of tliis tumult, I having got fight of the 
nt)rth-dar, (widen feeined exceeding low to me), con- 
f iclering thereby, that the villain had led us more to the 
iouthward than to the wxdward, wdiich was our way 
to Jeruraiem ; “ Whereupon \ Intreared the Caravan to 
turn our faces northward, oiherwife we fhould be cut 
off, and that fuddenly : For although (laid I) it may 
peradveiuure be, that we are three or four’miles ilioit 
of the place intended for cur mallacre, yet they mill- 
ing us, will, like ravening wolves, hunt here and 
there ; wherefore, if vve incline to the north, (God 
willing), wo lliall jirevcnt their bloody defigns. To 
whidi advice (being duly pondered) th.ey yielded ; 
and lb I became their guide in that dark night, till 
morning ; for none of liiem knew that flar, neither 
the natiiic of it. At laft this cidperatc wretch eouli- 
dering, that either by our vantpiilhing, or the entmy’s 
vidory, he ctmid not elcape, lince his treafon was re- 
vealed, began to beg pardon of the Caravan, faying, 
'fhat if he could have any furety of his life, he would 
lunicHnily inform us how to efcape thefe imminent 
dangei t ; for vve were all in extreme peiil of our lives, 
and not lo much courage nor comfort left us, as the 
very Imalkll iiopcs of any relief. ^ 

The captain, being diilradcd with fear, replied In 
would, and thereupon fwore a folemn oath ; fo did the 
Janizaries fvvear by the head of Mahomet, for the hk^ 

efed. 
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Which being done, he was untied, and confcfT- 
cd, that if wc had continued in the way he led us, we 
had been all put to the edge of the fword ; and falling 
down on his knees, cried oft with tears, Mercy, mer- 
cy, mercy. 

All that night we went with that (far, and againd: 
morning we wete In the wtftcrn confines of Pho.nicia, 
and at ilic beginning of Paleftine, dole by the lea-coah, 
and within half a mtie of Tyrus. diiis 
once renowned city of Tynis, called now Tynts is call- 
by the bloors Sur, was famous for her cd Sur. 
purples, and colonies difperfeJ over all 
the w'oiid by her citizens ; and once a kingdom of great 
antiquity and long continuance The worthiefl ol her 
kings were Hiram, in ffruSt bond of confederacy with 
boloinon, and Pigmaliou^ the bi other of Dido, who 
built Ciarthage. 'Phis feat, giving way to the Perlian 
monarchy, was, about the overthrow of Diriiis, att.ick- 
vd by Alexander ; who had much ado, with exiraouli- 
naiy txpcnce of men, money, and great labour, to 
< onquer it, being then feparated from the main conti- 
nent by the fca, but now joined to the fum land ; and 
b:fore you come to the city, there lieth a gicat bank 
of fand, where it is likely the fea hath been in Alexan- 
der’s time ; though now, as time altereth every thing, 
ihe fea is fled from that place, which maketh that ruin- 
ous tow’i) i’etm more defolate. At the break of day, I, 
and certain Armcifians, went to vifit this decayed town, 
and found the moff famous ruins hcie, tliat the world 
lor memory can aOord, and a delicious incirt ling iiar- 
bour, inclofed within the middle of the town, fit to re- 
ceive fmall barks, frigates, andgalieots; the compalhng 
inre-face whereof being all four fquaied marble and a- 
labaffer floncs ; the moil parr of all which houfes have 
hood on pillars of the lame Hones ; the 
mllnite number wdicrcof may as )et be 7hr ruins cf 
(abovb and below the lands) perfe£lly Tyrus. 
beheld. There are only nineteen fire- 
'H)uies here, which are the Moors ; and is now under the 
”idr of tlic Dnifians, who remaineth in bidon, 'Phe 
0 2 (all 
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caft part of this country aboundeth in balm, honey, 
and oil, and was the feat of Afher, of whom Mofes 
prophelied, Deut. xxxiii. 24. that he fiiould dip his 
feet in oil. 

Here thefe Egyjitian Moor<!, for fo they weie fiiff 
bred there, brought us to a pillar lying upon the ground 
of nine feveral colours of marble, being one entire done, 
and the lengih of it was twenty-two feet of niy iiiea- 
lure, and eight in coinpals ; which, faicl 
Sdmpfons they, was one of the pillars that Samp- 

fillar. ion pulled down upon the Philiftines, at 

the hour of his death. To whom I an- 
fuered, That Samfon died at Gaza, the furthed 
I'outh weR part of Paiedine, where he bore down the 
lioufe of Dagon, upon the Philidines ; and I think 
’ - ancient Tyrians, laid could not tianfport that 
. fo far hither : But they the more condantly aF- 
r ' ' and fo did thefe Armenians that were with 

n'^ ' "in it alfo, fome of whom had been twice 

theie ' j , yet, howfoever it was, I brought home 

a pound weight of it, and prefenrej ilic l.alf thereof to 
King James of blelfed memory. 

Here, by accident, in returning back to the caravan, 
I met with an Englidi ta<dor, named Air Bm kefs, who 
then remained at Sydon, eighteen miles from this place, 
and had been down at Acre about fome negotiations; 
v/ho indeed eft*foons, and kindly took me into a Moor- 
ifh houlc h/ the fea-lidc, and one of his acipiaintance ; 
wlicie indantly wc Iwallowcd down fnch jovial and 
deep caroufes of Learie wine, that both he and I were 
almoft fadened in the lad plunge ot underdanding; 
yet 'leverrheiefs he conveyed me back to my company, 
and nut me lafe into the innuls of the caravan, with 
whom divers times afterwards I met here at Lon- 
don, whofe kindncls I often cclcbiate in a glafs of good 
wine. 

Blit now the fnn difeovering the earth, and the night 
banilhed to the inferior world, we were all encouraged; 
for the light of day lends comfoit. The captain (lend- 
ing back tha: falfe Judas, for fo was he fworn to do) 
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fent a poft to Tyrus for a new guide, who came forth- 
with, and brought us in our way to Mount Carmel ; 
for by it we behoved to go ; and in our 
way wc met with the defolaie town of The toivn cf 
Sarepta, nigh thereunto adjoining, where Sarepta. 
Elifhawas fullained in a great famine by 
a widow, whole Ton he railed from death. 

Great are the mercies of God ; lor as he hath made 
man an excellent creature, fo hath he alio endued him 
with two great powers in his mind ; the one a wife 
power of underftanding, by which he penetrateth into 
the knowledge of things ; the other a hrong power of 
dexterous refolvlng, whereby he executeth things well 
underftood : for we having judged the worll:, vtlolved 
the beft ; and by his Almighty Providence were freed 
from that apparent danger, although the former day’s 
whoredom and iinnatiual vices delervcd ajull punilh- 
ment. 

This I intimate to all travellers in general, that if 
they would that God Ihould further them in their at- 
tempts, blefs their voyages, and grant them a lafe re- 
turn to their native countries, (without the which, what 
contentment have they for all their pains ?), that they 
would conlfantly refrain from whoredom, vlninken- 
nels, and too much familiarity with llrangcrs. :''ra 
traveller who is not temperate and circumlpcdt 1. dl 
Ills adions, although he were headed like that Herciil ni 
Icrpcnt Hydra, yet it is impoiriblc he can return in lafe- 
ly from the danger of Turks, Arab?, Moors, wild 
beads, and the deadly extremities of heat, hunger, thii jf, 
and cold. 

Approaching to Mount Carmel, and leaving it upon 
our right hand between us and the ka-coa(l, I beheld, 
alar otF upon the top of the hill, the place where K- 
bjah alccnded to lieaven, when he left his cloak behind 
him to Elillia his dill'iple. T’his mountain is tour miU ? 
in length, lying ibuih and north; the north cad bun- 
dering with the fca, near to Acre, called 
anc’cntly Ptoleinais, and the foiiih end ’Sd: 72 arhi, 
joining with the bordcis of Samaria, 

^breugh the tvhicli confine we pahed. 
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Leaving Samaria on our left hand, wc entered into 
a fair plain, adorned with fruitful trees, and all other 
ornaments that pleafant fields afford ; but we faw no 
village. Marching thus about the declining of the fun 
from the meridian, we came in fight of two hundred 
pavilions, all pitched in ranks; yielding the profpe^f ol 
a little city, by a brook-fide of water ; which being 
perceived, tlic captain began to confider what they 
might be; and immediately there came riding towaid 
us fix naked fellows, well mounted on Arabian geld> 
ings, who demanded what we were ? and whither wc 
were bound Vvith Inch a multitude ? and if there were 
any Franks in Chrillendom in our company ? To 
vvhoai the Janizaries replied, We were bound to Jern- 
falem; and that there was but one Frank with them. 
Upon the which they prefentiy fought me, demanding 
Gafiar, Caffar, that was tribute for my head, and cau- 
fed me, bv force? notvvithlhnding of the refihing ca- 
lavan and Janizaiies, to pay them prefentiy for my life 
ieven zeehins of gold, feven times nine fhillings Ster- 
ling ; and this is becaufe, laid they, our King is refi' 
dent iti thefe tents, and therefore wc have tripled his 
tribute. And yet were they difeontented, becaufe there 
were no more Franks in our company ; for from the 
Armenians they could not, nor would not, feek any 
tribute, becaufe they were tributary flavcs and fubjeeb 
to the Great Turk ; neither alio of any other Chriftiau 
born in his dominions, when they lhall happen to fail 
into their hands. 

They returning back to tlieir prince, with this male- 
di^bon of my heart, and tiic liirrow of a pilgrim’s 
purfe, wc marching on in our way, that day we tra- 
velled above thirty-four miles, and pitched at a village 
called Adoiifi, being compofed of fixty Moorifli anti 
Arabian houfes, ffanding in a fruitful and delicate 
plain ; and garnifhed vvith olive, date, and fig-trees, 
which were both pleafant and profitable ; where w'C 
found alfo good herbs to eat, and abundance of water 
to drink, and alfb to fill our emptied bottles. As wc 
lay down to flecp after a hungry lupper, on the hard 
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ground, and our guard watching us, 
that fame King of the Arabians cume a The fdvage. 
little before mid-night, with twenty-four Arabian 
vsrcll-horfed runagates, and naked cour- King, 
tiers, being armed with bows and ar- 
lows, and half-pikes, pointed at both ends with hard 
heel ; and alked for the Caravan, who prclently awoke, 
and went to lalute him, laying his hand on his breaif, 
bowed his head very low; which is the uiual courtciy 
ainongft the infidels and Chriltians in ihefe parts ; for 
they never uncover their heads 10 any man : and after 
lomc Ihort parley, they lat all down on the gr.iis, 
d'he Caravan prefented his rude-iike Majefty with wa- 
ter, bread, herbs, figs, garlic, and fuch things as he 
had. 

As they were thus merry at this poor banquet, the 
awful King took the oath of our condu 6 lor, if there 
were any more Franks there than I ; and he having 
fworn the truth, the King, by a malignant informer, 
immediately caided me to be brought before him ; and 
Haring me in the face, alked my interpreter, where 
were my companions ? who icplied, I had none. Then 
laid he, tell that dog, or Elilhole, he mulf acknow- 
ledge me with five pieces of gold more, otherwife (ma- 
king a fign to his own throat) I lliall cut olF his head ; 
bccaufe (faid he) I will not lole this night’s travel for . 
nothing. The which I being informed, and knowing 
that by no condition there was rdillcncc 
againll fuch a wicked prince, gave it him ExatUon of 
foithofmyown hand, having confulted tributes, 
with niy captain before, and that pre- 
fently with a half-fmiling countenance ; whicli he re- 
marking, told the relf, it feemed 1 gave it with a good 
hca^'t, and a cliearful geflure ; and to u'compx::::e my 
outwaid behaviour, he drunk a great draught ui wa- 
ter to me, thinking thereby he had done me more ho- 
nour \han all the zechinsof gold I gave him now, and 
in the morning would do him profit or jilealure. Plea- 
fure they could do him none ; for they were unlawful ■ 

and dillioncllly got, and delivered too iioni the in- 
() 4 ward 
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ward forrow of my fighing foul. And no wonder, ha- 
ving fpent two years great charges in Tuiky before this 
lime, but that 1 iliould have been exceeding penu- 
rious of money, and thereupon defolatc of relief and 
comfort. 

Truly this was one of the greatefl: tributes I paid for 
one day’s journey, that I had in all my voyage in Aha. 
There are two kings in Arabia ; the one who liveth on 
Ellphrarc^, the defarts of Mefopotamia, fometimes in 
Arabia Felix, and Tome parts of Syria ; anti the other 
was he to whom I paid this money, who wandercth 
with his tribes, tents, and behial, one while in Arabia 
Petrea and Delerta, and fometimes i * 
Ywj? /Irahian the Holy Land, as he findeth good pa- 
Kings, hurage and frcih fountains. Thefe two 

Kings are mortal enemies ; and if by ac- 
cident tliey meet, tluy light moO: cruelly, bringing da- 
mage, rapine, and dellni(J;iion to ihemlclves, and theii 
followers. For it is a difficult thing in them to com- 
mand their inordinate paffions, being untamed favages 
and regardlefs of civility, who continually contend to 
corroborate the malignity of their difpohtions, with 
bloody and inhuman enterprifes. And yet all the rch 
of that night, after his return from us, we hill expect- 
ed Ibme treacherous furprife; which made our fol* 
■diers hand lloiitly on their guard, and vve pilgrims to 
our vigilant and naked defence. For the Turks wili 
not liiifcr Chriftians to cany weapons in all thefe do- 
minions, neither in any other place where they com- 
mand. And for all this great irihnre, and night’s dan- 
ger of my life, here was my refoffition piefent. 

The more I am befet with dreadful fnares, 

Begirded round, in ffieivy gulfs of wrack. 

And Ibipwrcck left on rocks of deep defpairs, 
Where helplds care, with lort’iing thoughts me 
rack ; 

Then ftoutly Hand I, hoping for the end, 

That time will change, aud Cod will better fend. 
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And now, by the way, I recall the aforefaid Turk, the 
mailer of the mule that carried my provilion, and on 
whom in the journey I had lieftowed the moft part of 
my tobacco. When I had no more to give him, and he 
fufpet^ed the contrary, he was counfelled by his aflb- 
clates to beat me foundly, and dilmount my vidluals and 
water from the mule’s back, till I complimented him 
with the reft. Which intention being by me underftood, 
I forthwith run to the Caravan and complained ; where- 
upon my friend was bravely belaboured with a cudgel, 
and my better iafety procured. Thus was his former 
Ihew of love quickly expelled, and an inward grudge 
liiddenly conceived ; for it was the fmoke, and not my- 
lelf, he rerpe(fted. 

Love’s whirling fancies, mortals fondly feed, 

As marlhy roots diftblve, even as they breed : 

An human creature, inhumanely taught, 

Is worfer given to ill, than evil fraught. 

Things in themfelves be not fo bad as ill, 

The caufe exeem’d, corruption hath free vvilL 
Man’s frail afFe<ftion is a cloudy mift, 

Whofe vapours fall, and fog, as palftons lift. 

Bad counfel’s worfe than nature ill applies, 

Weak judgement dulls, when fear iu reiifou flies. 
Thus lad eclips’d, the dark eclipfcd moon 
Did change, e’er my eclipfcd light w'as woe.. 

At laft the lunlhine of my lilver day, 

Came crawling on, as fnails advance the way. 

The next morning, when the hopeful Aurora had 
forelhowii the burning birth of glafly Thetis, and that 
orient majefty arifing to ovcrcirculatc the eaith, then 
niai'chcd we along ia our way, and before mid-day 
pitched our hair-cloth tent round about 
Jacob’s well, near the decayed city of Jacob's wclL 
Sychar in Samaria. This province of 
Samaria is now, for the moft part, quite deftroyed and 
overwhelmed with mountains of land We found this 
ancient well fo wondrous deep, that fcarccly all our 

ropes, 
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ropes could fink our bucket in the water. The tafie 
whereof was wondrous cold and fweet ; and, for Jacob’.i 
fake, the whole number of us drunk more of it than 
need required. The fiery face of Phccbus declining to 
the weft, we marched through a part of the fields of 
Balhan, ot which Og was laft king, a man of fuch a 
large proportion, tliat his bed, being made of iron, was 
nine cubits long, and four broad ; and all that afternoon 
we had exceeding pleafant travelling ; and at night we 
encamped by Lydda on the fields, Lydda is not above ten 
miles from the ruinous town of Cadarea by the fea-fide, 
and is now called by the Turks and Moors Alferrony be- 
ing a village only of fixteen Moorilh houles. Here 
Peter healed the man lick of the palfy. 

The towns fituated by the fea-fide, in Phoenicia, Pa* 
leftina, and Judea, are thefe, Sydon, 
The fca-port which ftandcih in the borders of Zabu- 
iowns of the Ion and Nepthahm, or Phoenicia, be- 
Ho!y Land. ing a goodly city, and well peopled, and 
is governed by the Emir or Prince of the 
Drufians ; who being the ofispring of the Chriftians, 
which, under the conduct of Godlrey Duke of Biil- 
loine, delcended into thefe parts, do ftili maintain their 
liberty againft the Turks. The Signor whereof being 
threatened by the Great Turk, lied to Colmus Duke ot 
Elorence amio 1612, leaving his two Tons behind him, 
the cldeft to keep Sydon, and the younger to remain 
in a ftrong fortrefs on the welt end of Mount Liba- 
nus. The eldeft brother forthwith yielded to the Great 
Tuik the fjgnory of his lands ; but the younger would 
never do it ; and fo retaineili abfoliuely the country of 
Libanus to this day, making himfelf thereupon a moun- 
tainous monarchic prince. Tyguis, which is milcrably 
brought to ruin ; Acre, or Aeon, that h ith yet fomc 
indift'erent trade of merchandilc, called formerly Pto- 
lemais ; Caipha, called commonly Cajielh Pellegrino^ 
which hath nothing but the remnants of an ancient 
abbey ; Ctefarea, who referveih only but the memory 
of ruins; for there is no hofpitality in it, except it be 
to favage Moors ; Joppa, or Japhta, is a fea-port of 
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fmall barks, but the decayed town containeth not one 
dvvelling'houfe, fave only a high tower, which tlefend- 
eth the port from Coi fairs. f[ere Jonah took fliip to 
fly from God ; here Peter railed Tabitha, or Dorcas, 
from death to life ; and when he lodged at the houfe 
of Simon the tanner, was in a vilion taught the con- 
verfion of the Gentiles. And Bariui, famous for fo 
many Chriflian armies that have beiiegcd it, is now 
compofed of eight hundred fire-houl'es ; lying north- 
tiift of Sydon, under Mount Libaniis, formerly called 
Julia Felix ; nigh unto which ( is fabulous flories re- 
port) Sc George delivered the King’s daughter, by kill- 
ing the dragon. It is alio ihoughr to be within Canaan, 
handing in the frontier of Phoenicia, and is the heft in- 
habited place of all the Holy Land, Sydon and Jeru- 
falem excepted, 

Saturday morning, before the break of day, fetting 
forward from Lydda, through the curling plains of fruii- 
lul Palelllne, fcarcely were we well advanced in our 
way, till we were befet with more than three hundred 
Arabs, who lent us from Ihrubby heights an expedled 
Ihower of arrows, to the great annoyance of all our 
comp my. For if it had not been that our loldiers Ihot 
olY their guns on a fudden, and hood 
manly alio to it wiih their bows ana / (Ircadfid 
arrows, for our defence, we had then coujh^h 
miferably, in the mlilll: of their raven- 
ous fniy, pci illied. But the nature of the Arabs is 
not unlike to the jackals; for when any of them hear 
the {hot of a haiquebuls, they prefentiy turn back with 
Inch Ipecd, as if the iicnds of the infernal court were 
broken loofe at their heels. 


In that momentary conlFcl, on our fide there were 
Filled nine women, live men, and about thiity perlbns 
deadly wounded, wliich to our worthy Armenian cap- 
tain^ and to the rell of our heaihenilh conductors, bred 
no Imall grief; the mourning noile among the multi- 
‘tide being alio wondrous piiitul. Till bi ight day came, 

ii: ! 1 ‘ . a . / > ‘ 
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ous mutability of our aiiftere fortune ; and at our de- 
parture thence, we buried the (lain people in deep graves, 
whereby jackals fhould not open up their graves to eat 
their corpfe. For luch is the nature of thefe cruel 
beafts, that they only love to live on man's llelh. Theie 
ravenous beafts (as is thought) are engendered of a fox 
and a wolf. 

Proceeding in our journey, we entered about two of 
the clock in the afternoon, into the hilly 
The town of country of Judea, having two of their 

Rama. courfts to Jerufilem, which is about 

twenty Englilh miles, leaving Rama on 
our right hand which containcili two hundred 
dwelling-houfes, of one Ifory high, and ten miles di- 
ftant from Joppa, from which it lieth in he way to Je- 
rufalem. Mete icmaineth the Dragoman, a Ch- ilfian, 
who receiveih and conveyelh the pilgrims tojtiula- 
lem, which land at Joppa. Each pilgrim paying feven 
zechins of gold, is furnifhed with an afs to ride on, all 
the way-tributes at going and coming, being difchai • 
ged by their conductor, to whom they relign this tri- 
butary money. 

Rama is a town inhabited by Chrlllians, Arabs, and 
Moors ; not black Moots, as the Africans are, but tlic7 
are called which arc a kind of Egyniians, and 

not naturally black, biu liin-burnt with tiie parching 
beat. The whole territory of Canaan is inhabited with 
thele Moors, lome Turks, civil Arabs, and a few Chri- 
ftians and fcatiercd Jews, The Arabians arc for the 

• Rama, or Ramula, anciently Arimathea, twcnty-J’our miles 
fliftam fiom Jcrul.dcm, and twelve troni Joppa, d Ins town Rands 
on a little eminence in the midft of: a plain, lire flrcets aie narrow, 
and the houle;. contemptible; but ibcic aic Icveral ruins, efpe- 
dally ot Clirifti.an churches, which arc To many monuments oi its 
once hettrr condition. Here arc lilccwile the remains ol a moiu 
fiery built by i’hibp, the good Duke ut Burgundy, tor the accom- 
modation of pilgrims, which fllll retains the name of 
and belongs to the francifean convent at Jeiufalein. Several Lu- 
ropeans ictide in Rama, who trade chiefly in oil, loan, and cotton, 
Thomplbn's tra\cb, vt>l 3. p. a4v. 
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moft part thieves and robbers ; the Moors cruel and 
uncivil, putting Chriftians to death ; the Turks are the 
word of all the three ; yet all fworn enemies to Chrift. 
13ut when they know how to make any gain by ftran- 
gers, O what a diflimulate oftentation lliall appear in 
thefe deteftablc villains, whofe outiides only they leem 
to affect, but entirely the inlides of their puifes; and 
that is their aim and forcible end : Wherefoie they 
both toil withal, and conduct ftrangers through many 
perils, as imminent to themfclves as accelTory unto 
our inevitable deftinies ; time difeufling all, and mo- 
ney overmahering time ; for coin is the thing they mull 
have, though necelTity Ibmetimes may not fpare ir. 

About four of the clock before night, we arrived at 
Berah, called of old BcerJljcha^ being e- 
leven miles diftant from Jerulalcm. Dccrficha, 
Having repofed there a little, giving 
cur camels, mules, and afles, foine [uovender; but we 
could get nothing for ourfelves from thefe delpiteful 
Moors, (lor what wc carried with us was all Ipent), 
except a little water ; we refumed our mountainous 
way, as cheerfully as we could, for ue were exceeding 
faint, and travelled that day above forty-three miles, 
whereby we might arrive at Jerufalem before the gates 
were fhut ; fullaining great drought, burning heat, 
pinching hunger, and not a few other fuch inconve- 
niences. 

And now, about half-way between Berah and Jeru- 
falem, I and two Armenians advancing our way a Bight 
Biot before the company ; we, 1 fay, unhappily ren- 
countered with four MooriBi fellows, driving before 
them Bx aBes loaden with roots, and Birubs of wood 
to burn ; who feeing us, as they thought, alone, laid 
bands upon us, robbed us of our pocket-monies ; where- 
at I refifting, one of them pulled forth a 
broad knife, and, holding me by the A grievous 
beard, thought to have cut my throat, danger. 

^f it had not been for one of his fellows, 
who fwiftly Bayed him. 


Well, 
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Well, they leave us, and following their hearts, our 
foldicrs inftanily appeared unto us ; whereupon we 
ihouting, the Moors fled to the rocks ; .and our foot- 
ibldiers following, apprehended two of the chiefs, and 
brought them to the captain, One of which had my 
money, which 1 prefcnily received back again ; but my 
alfociate’s money was with them that efcaped The 
captain and Janizaries meanwhile carried the two Moors 
along with them, thinking to execute them at jerufa- 
lem ; but their friends and nelghbouis following tart on 
horfeback, and on foot, relieved them from the Cara- 
van, rertoi Ing back again tlie two Armenians money. 
Whcieat all the Moots weie cxeeeditig glad, and we 
no way? dihonteiited : for iF they had not been re- 
deemed, certainly their triends and tollowers, who were 
thick lltjcking together, would h ivc cut us all oft be- 
fore we ronlcl have attained to Jerulaletn. 

At lalt we beheld the piofpict of Jerufalem, which 
■was not only a conicniment to my weary body, but alio, 
being ravilhed with a kind of tniwontcd rejoicing, the 
le.iis gulhed from rny eyes for too much 
/I joyful bar- joy. In this time the Armenians began 
jnony, to fing, in their own falhion, plahns to 

praife the Lot d ; and 1 alio fung the 103d 
pfi!m ail the way, till we arrived near the wails of the 
city, where wc ccafed from our tinging for fear of the 
Turks. 

The fun being parted to his nightly repofe before 
our arrival, we found the gates lucked, and the keyt 
carried up to the Bartiaw in the caftlc ; which bred a 
common forrow in the company, being all both hungry 
and weary ; yet the Caravan intreated earncrtly the 
Turks within to give us over the walls fome victuals 
for our money, flicwing heavily the necefliry we had 
thereof; but they would not, neither duili attempt 
lueh a thing. In this lime the guardian of the mona- 
rtciy of Cordeliers, who remaineth there to reteivc 
ti'avellers of Chrillendom ; who. having got news ot 
our late arrival, came and demanded of the Caravan, 
if any Franks of Europe were in his fociety ; and he 
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faid only one : then the guardian called me, and alk- 
cd what nation I was of ; and when I told him, he 
feemed to be exceeding glad ; yet very fonowful for 
our misfortune. 

He having known my diftrefs, returned, and fenc 
two friars to me with brearl, wine, and 
iiihes, which they let over the wall, (as J dear flight's 
they thought in a fccrct place) ; but /upper. 
they were elpied ; and on the morrow 
the Guardiano paid to the fubbalhaw, or fanzeck, a 
great line, being a hundred piallers, thirty pounds 
Srciling; otherwife both he and I had been beheaded ; 
which 1 confels was a dear-bought liipper to the Grey 
hiar; and no Id's almoll to me, being both in danger 
o(- my life for darving, and then for receiving of foo l, 
thcrclore fufpeffed for a traitor. For the 'Furks al- 
Icdged he had taken in ammunition f;om me and the 
other Chridians, to betray the city. 'Fhis they do oft, 
for a lefler fault than that was, ottly to get bribes and 
money from the Grey friais, which daily dand in lear 
of their lives. 

^nno i6{2y upon Palm-Sunday, in the niorning, wc 
entered into Jerufalem; and at the gate wc were parti- 
cularly fearched, to the efteft wc carried in no iurnitnre 
of arms, nor powder with us ; and the poor Anne* 
itians (notwithdanding they arc daves to T urks) beho- 
ved to render their weapons to the keepers : liicii is the 
tear they have of Chridians. And my ijame was writ- 
ten up in the clerk’s book at the port, that my tribute 
for the gate, and my Iteing of the fepulchre, might be 
paid at one time together, before my final depaiture 
thence. 

The gates of the city are of iron outwardly; and a- 
bove each gate aic brazen ordnance planted for their 
dele nee. 

Hiving taken my leave of the Caravan 
^tnd the company, who went to lodge A foolifi ce- 
'^rIi their own patriarch, I was met and nmony. 
J’^-'ceived with the Guardian and twelve 


friars 
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friars upon the ftreets, each of them carrying in their 
hands a burning wax candle, and one for me alfo ; who 
received me joyfully ; and finging all the way to their 
monaftery Tc Drum Laitdamus, they mightily rejoiced 
that a Chriftian had come from fuch a far country as 
Scotia to vifit Jerufalcm. 

Wlierc being anlved, they forthwith brought me to 
a room, aiul there the Guardian waihed my right foot 
with water, and his vicar my left ; that done, they 
kifTed my feet ; fo did alfo all the twelve friars that 
flood by. But when they knew afterward that 1 was 
no Popidi Catholic, it fore repented them of their la 
hour. I found here ten Franks newly come the neat’ 
eft way from Venice hither ; fix of them were Ger- 
mans, noble gentlemen, and alfo good Protcftanis, 
who were wonderful glad to hear me tell the Guardian 
flatly in his face I was no Roman Catholic, nor ever 
thought to be. 'Idle other four Franks were French- 
iiitn, two of them Parilians, old men, the other two 
of Provence, all four being Papifts ; with nine other 
trading Franks alfo that dwelt in Syria and Cyprus 
moft of them being Venetians, who were all glad of 
me, fhewing themlelves fo kind, fo careful, fo loving, 
and fo honourable in ail refpeds, that they were as 
kind gentlemen as ever I met withal, efpecially the Ger- 
mans. Such is the love of ftrangers when they meet 
in foreign and remote places. They had alfo in high 
refpedf the adventures of my half-year’s travel eaft 
and beyond Jerufalcm ; troubling me all the while we 
were together to fhow them the rare difeourfes of my 
long two years furvey of Turky ; but efpecially of my 
fiutheft lights in the eafl of Alia; and were always in 
•admiration that I had no fellow-pilgrim in my long pe- 
regrination.

Moriah, of Moriah, one of the feven heads of Sion, 
where Abraham would have facriheed Jfaac, Gen xxii. 
2- ; and upon his oftering, it was called JeruJalcm, 
^cn. iv. 1 8 . It was alfo named Salem, 
where Sent, or Melchifedick, dwelt. Jerufalcm's 
And Jerufalem was alfo called Jehus, antiquity. 

2 Sam. xxiv. i6. And it is the place 
wheie Solomon was commanded to build the temple, 
*• Chron, iii, i. which afterward was termed Hieron So- 
Mionis ; whence came, by corruption, that word Hit’- 
ll rofuiynia

rofolyma, David alfo, in his pfalms, gave it divers 
names. And Jerufalem, in the Arabic tongue, is alfo 
called Bcyt almo hadas. Beyt fignifieth the houfe, almo 
kaJas, viz. of faints, 

Jerufaltm llandeth in the fame place where old Jeru- 
falem ftood, but not populous, neither in each refpeft of 
breadth or length fo i'panous : for, on the fouth fide of 
Jerulalcm, a gicat part of Mount Sion is left without, 
whieh was anciently the heart of the old city ; and they 
have taken, on the north (ide now, both Mount Calvary, 
and the holy grave, within the walls which were built 
by Sultan Selim*. So that thereby the difference t: 
the fituation is not fo great, though a part thereof bo 
removed ; but a man may boldly allirm, that the moit 
pait of this city is built on that place where the firfi 
Jerufalem was ; as may truly appear, and is made nia- 
nifcri:, by thcle mountains mentioned in the I'criptures, 
whereupon Jerufalem is both fituatc and 
The four hills environed about, who preferve thcii 
of jerufalem, names to this day, and are Aill fecn and 
known by the lame ; as Mount Sion, 
Mount Calvary, h'lount Moriah, and Mount Olivet. 
The form of the fituation of Jerufdcm is now like to a 
heart, or triangle, the one point whereof looketh eaft, 
extending downward almoll to the valley of Jehofa- 
phat, which divideth Jerufalem and Mount Olivet ; the 
fecond head or point beudeth out fouth -well: upon Sion, 
bordering near to the valley of Gehlnnon; the thiid 


• The chnreh •F the holy fcpuLlue is founded upon Mou!’' 
CaW^iy, ^vhldl is a final! LnnneiKC or lull upon the gieater inoiin' 
of Moriah. It was anciently appiopiialccl to tlic cxcculion o 
malcfadfors, and thereduc !lnir ou' ot the walls of the city 
execrable and polluted place ; but fince it was made the altar, on 
which was cfTered up the jrieciousand all-fiifhcicnt facrilice tor ti‘'^ 
fins ot the wliolc world, it has recovered itfclf tiom that intuii), 
and lu'. I'cca always reverenced and ufoued to with fuch devotn’it 
by all (Ihiiftians, that it has attracted the city lound about^ it, 
ftaneb now in the midft of Jerufalem, a great pait of the hill o' 
Sion being fliut out of the walls to make room for the adnulho" 
of Qvalry. — -^-MaiindreH’s travels fiom Akppo to fcrufalcm. 


corne: 
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corner lieth on Mount Moriah, toward the north and 
byweft, having its profpedt to the burial-place of the 
Kings of Ifracl. 

The walls are high, and ftrongly built with Saxo 
quadrato, which adorn Jcruralern more than any thing 
within it, the holy grave excepted. It is of circuit a- 
bout three miles and a half of our meal’iire. As toucli- 
ing the former glory of this city, I will nut meddle 
withal, nor yet deferibe, llncc the feriptures io amply 
manifeft the fame. Concerning the lamentable de- 
Ih'iK^tion of it, I refer that to the famous hidoiiogra- 
pher Jofephus, who largely difcoiirfeih of ni.iny hun- 
dred thoufands famiihed, and put to the fword within 
this very ftrong city, by Vci'pafian, and 
Titus his fon, beitig tlie meflingers of 7 hc tnuml'h 
God’s jull judgements; which, by his cf 7 itus. 
computation, tlid amount beyond the 
number of cle\cn hundred thoufand. But it is to be 
undcrilood they were not all at one time in Jenifaiem, 
but came up by turns and times, from the circumjacent 
countries about, by thoufands ; and as they were cut 
olF, fo their numbers were renewed again as neceOlty 
required. 

'Fhis city hath been oft conquered by enemies ; FirH:, 
by Nebuchadnezzar, the Aflyrian King ; f condly, by 
the Greeks and Alexander the Gieat, and -dlo mar- 
velloufly afflicted by Antiochits ; third- 
ly, it was taken in by Pompeius ; fourth- T/v ^ver- 
ly, dedroyed by Vefpafian and Titus; thro^vs of Je- 
hlthly, it was I'ebuilt by Adrian the em- ri/lalt'ni. 
peror, and won again by Gofdroes the 
Perfian king ; fixthly, it was overcome by Homer Ga- 
hd, the lucceflhr of Mahomet ; Icvcnthly, by the great 
Souldan of Egypt, and by Godfiey du Bulloinc, a 
Chrilban prince ; eighthly, by Saladine the l^aliph of 
Egypt and Damafeus, anno 1480, who relcrved luccd- 
fivelj*the hgnory thereof for a long time; and laltly, 
h wasfurprifed by Sultan Selim, orSolyman, the Em- 
peror of the Turks, anno 1517, joining the holy land, 
*t>gcthcr with Egypt, to his ciiipire, who fortihed the 
P z lame, 
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fame, being by infidels detained to this day ; and In 
all likelihood (hall keep it to the confummation of the 
xi'orld, unlefs God, of his mercy, deal otherwife than 
the hopes of man’s weak judgement can expeQ. Whence 
truly I may fay, that when fortune would change friend 
fliip, Ihe diOcagueth conditional amity with the fenfe- 
iefs liturgy of foul ingratitude. This city is now go- 
verned by a fanzeck, or fubbafliaw, being placed there 
by the Dalhaw of Damafeus, whofc deputy he is; the 
other being chief ruler under the Grand Signor over 
ail the holy land and the half of Syria. There is a 
drong garrifou kept always in Jcriifa- 
The gdrrifon 1 cm, to withllaud the Arabifli Invallons, 
cf Jcrufalm. conllfting of eight hundred foldiers, 
Turks and Moors, who are vigilant in 
the night, and circumfpe^lt in the day time ; lb that 
none can enter the town without their knowledge, nor 
yet go forth without their trial. This is a memorable 
note, and worthy of obfervation, that at that time 
when the cities of Jerufalem and Antiochia were reco- 
vered from the Pagans, by the means of Godfrey of 
liuiloine, the then Pope of Rome was called Urhanm, 
the Patriarch of Jerufalem Heraclimy and the Roman 
Emperor Frederick ; and at the lame time, and long 
thereafter, when Jerufalem was re-in- 
A notable ob- thralled, and feized upon by Saladine, 
fervation. the Pope’s name was Urbanus, the Pa- 
iriarch of Jerufalem HeracliuSy and the 
Roman Emperor Frederick After Herod the Idumean- 
fon to Antipater, in whofe time Chrift was born, Ar- 
chelaus, Agrippa Herod, who imprifoned Peter and 
James, and was eaten of vermine, in whole time Chrill 
iuflered, and Agrippa Minor, (before whom Paul plead* 
cd), the laft King of the Jews, had reigned, being 
ftrangc kings. In the laft king’s time Jerufalem was o- 
verchrown, and the kingdom made a province of the 
Roman empire anno 37. After which defolatiod, the 
Jews were difperfed over all the world ; but afterward, 
in a zealous conlideration, werebanilhed from the mod 
part of the Chriftian kingdoms. Out of France they 

were 
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were expelled by Philip the Fair, an?w 1307; out of 
Spain by Ferdinando the Catholic, 1492 ; out of Por- 
tugal by Emanuel, 1 497 ; out of England by Ed- 
ward V. 1 290 ; out of Naples and Sicilia by Charles V. 
15^9. Yet they are found in great numbers in divers 
parts of Germany, Poland, and in fomc cities of 1 - 
taly ; as Venice, and her tenitoiics, Florence, and the 
jurifdi^lion thereof, the principalities of Parma, Man- 
tua, Modena, Urbino, and their extending limits, and 
finally Rome, (belides her eccleflaftical Papacy), where- 
in there arc no lefs than twenty thoufand oE them. 
They are alfo innumerable over all the Turkilli domi- 
nions, who fo dilregard and hate them for the cruci- 
fying of Chrili:, that they ufe to fay, in detedation of 
any thing, I would I might die a Jew.” Neither 
will they permit a Jew to turn Tuik, unlefs he hrft be 
baptifed ; and yet live where they will, the mod part 
of them are the wealthieft people in the world, having 
fubtle and fublime fpiriis. Now for the fcvcral kings 
and rulers of Judah and Jfrael, beginning at Mofes, the 
judges of the Jews were lixteen, of whom Samuel was 
the lad ; at which time the people dedred to have a king 
like unto other nations. 

The kings of the Jews were three, Saul, David, and 
Solomon ; and the kings of Judah were 
twenty, Zedekiah being lad, in whofe The JnmJh 
time Nebuchadnezzar dedroyed jerufa- kings. 
lem. Of the kings of Ifrael there were 
fcventcen, of whom Odas was the lad, in whofe time 
the Ifraelites were carried captives into Adyria by King 
Shalinanezer. 

The Dukes or governors of Jewry were dfteen, 
of which Joannes Hircaniis was the lad 
governor of Judea, which defeended Dukes of 
from the dock of David. During the Jewry. 
goveijnment of which captains, afterthe 
f^abylonian captivity, the Jewilli kingdom was plagued 
on both ddes by the Kings of Egypt and Syria, who 
slaughtered tbeir people, ranfacked their cities, made 
P 3 havock 
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havock of their goods, and compelled them to eat for- 
bidden flefh, and facrifice to idols. 

To reform which enormities, Mattathias and his five 
fons valiantly refifted, and overcame the impetuous fu- 
ry of Antiochus Epiphanes, and his Syrians. Where- 
upon the Jews chole Judas, firnamcd Mnchahciis, for 
th>eir captain, one of the world’s nine worthies, who, 
though not of the line of David, was yet of the tribe 
of Judas. 

The Machabean princes of Jewry were only four, 
Joannes Hircanus the la(f, who was 
The Alnch'i- flain by the Parthians. Of the Macha- 
bean princes, bean kings of Judea were other four, of 
whom Hircanus, fon to Alexander Ty- 
rant, was the lafi: ; who being difiurbed in his reign 
by Aril'tobulus, his younger brother, with his Tons A- 
lexander and Antiochus, he was firmly eftablifiied in 
his throne by Pompey, and the other carried captives 
to Rome. But afterward Alexander and Antiochus e- 
fcaping, the one by policy, the other by favour of Ju- 
lius Cxfar, villanoufly abufed Hircanus. The former 
was flaiii by Scipio, and the latter, for his villany, wab 
flain by Marcus Antonius, and the kingdom given to a 
Ifrangcr, Herod, born in Afkeion of Idumea, as i 
formerly recited ; of which hrange kings there weie 
four. 

The Chriftian kings of Paleftine, be- 
Chrijlian ginning at Godfrey of Bulloine, were 
kings of Jc- nine. Guy of Lyfingham, being the laft 
rnfalem, king of Jcrufalem, and was furprifed by 
Saladiuc of Egypt, 1187. 

And laitly, At this prefent time, the emperors of 
the line and race of Ottoman, are Lords and kings over 
Jerufiilem, and the crofled, or rather now curfed land 
of Canaan : In whole hands it is falfer kept, than the 
feventeen Belgim provinces remain totally lubjc^ft to 
the Spanilh power. 

But to the intent the reader may the better conceive, 
and pi.iinly underltand, the monuments I faw within Je* 
lulaiem, and the circumjacent places of Judea, I 

thought 
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thought beft to prefix the defeription thereof, by the fc- 
veral days I faw <hem, not much condemning, neither 
abiolutely qualifying them, but fiiall (as it were) neii- 
iraliy nominate and recapitulate thefe places, as I was 
informed by the Padre Guardiano, Gaudentius Say- 
bamus, a Veronefen born; whence he, and every one 
of them, every third year, are changed and ict ailed 
back to Chriftendom, and other new fiiars lent in 
their places. And specially the information of John 
Baptifta the Trtnchman, who dwelt and ivid liaid 
twenty-five years in Jerufalem, and from whom the 
friars themfelves have their informations : for a ([ran- 
ger that underftandeih not promptly the Itali.in tongue, 
which they ulually fpcak, when they de- 
monlfraie thele places unto us, he fhall The igm- 
conceive ignorantly, difpofe his judge- ranee of tni' 
ment blindfoldly, and knows not how to vellcrs. 
tlillinguifli the circumftances, and qu.i- 
lities of the things delivered ; as I have kiiown fome 
of thele Franks in my company, fimply nailiaken, even 
when the expofition of every obje<[l: was largely mani- 
feded unto them, and precifely declared fuch a thing to 
have been there, although perhaps the matter iil’elf 
be vanilhed and iranlported. 

About two of the clock on Palm-funday after din- 
ner, for all of us eat, drank, and lay in the inonafte- 
ry. each ot us paying a pialler a-day for our diet, fix 
flnllings Sterling, befides all other cofts and charges ; 
the Guardian, 1 lay, departed from Jerufalem to Beth- 
P^tge, accompanied with twelve friars, and many other 
oriental Chrillians, which were come thither to that 
feftival time ; but 1 by no means would go, neither 
tvould the fix Germans, but lepoling ourftlvcs on the 
top or platform of the cloyfter, we ftaid till their re- 
turn. And yet from this place, we faw their back-co- 
ining from Bethpage, as they crofied the lower and 
fouth’ fide of Olivet, going downward toward the 
valley of Jeholliaphat, to afeend Mount Sion, for the 
greater performance of the foolery. 

fhe ridiculous ceremony which that day they ufc, is 
P 4 thus: 
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thus : In an apirti imitation of Chrift, at the forefaici 
Beihpage, there was an afs brought to the Guardiano, 
whereupon he mounted, (being, as it were, the greater 
afs riding upon the IciFcr), and came riding to Jerufalem, 
the people cutting down boughs of trees, and alio dc- 
rpoiling theinlelvcs almoft to the Ikin, 
J fupcrjli- btlirewed the way ns he rode along, cry- 
tious ccrcmo' ing, “ Holanna, Hol'anna, to the*Son of 
ny. David ; blelled is he that cometli in the 

name of the Lord until they came to 
the fouth-gatc of Sion, where the guardian thought to 
have entered, riding through Jerulalcrn to his monahe- 
ry, with this fliou ting convoy of lix thoufand oiiental 
Chridiaiis, becaufe their patriarchs have not that liLxuy 
to do lo, as this Itnlirm guardian. NotwitblVantiiii';, 
the clamour of the people incenlcd fo the Tuikilh gni- 
rilon lying at this gate, that they not only abuftd the 
poor Chrillians in their ignorant devotion, but they 
pulled the guardian alio from the aiVs back, beating 
him moll cruelly, and all the rcll of the hiars and 
Franh pilgrims that weic with him j wliere at lall en- 
tering lire convent, molt of them came in groaning, 
and loadcn with black and bloody blows , wlrereai t 
and the other protellants did laugh in oui flceves, to be- 
hold their foolifli proceflions fo I’libllantlally rewarded. 
At night, after lupper, the Guardiano knowing that 1 
was a proteflant, and alfo thefc other Germans, made 
an oration, fa) ing, “ You pilgrims, who refuh: to be 
particl[5ant with us in the facraments, nor will not ad- 
here to our mafles, proceffions, and ceremonies, which 
we follow of the Roman church, L would therefore 
intreat you (your liberty being here as much as mine, 
whereby you may do as you pleafe), only to abhain 
from fcandalizlng and mocking our rites and ordinary 
cuftorus, which at this great teall we muft perfoirn.” 
To which we condefeended, and prorniled to giv^e no 
occafion of offence; feeing our outward carriage i^n go- 
ing along with them to lee their cullorns, tended no 
way to hurt the inward difpofitions of onr fonln. 

,ln ilic conclufion of his long exhortation, he difelo- 

fed 
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fed this admonition, faying, “ All of you travellers muft 
in general be endued with thefc three worthy gifts, 
faith, patience, and money: Faith to 
believe thefe things you fli.ill fee hereat A flattering 
and about Jcrufalem ; patience to en- heggery. 
dure the apparent injuries of infidels ; 
and money to difeharge all tributes and cods, which 
here, (meaning in his own monaftery), and about this 
city, muft be defrayed.” His fermon he concluded like 
a Gray friar, as indeed he was ; for I am fully per- 
fuaded, he little cared for our faith and patience, pro- 
viding that our purfes could anfwer his expectation, as 
truly we found the juft trial thereof afterward ; ma- 
king our patience to ftartle, our faith to overtop his 
lies, and our money to be a have to his greed ; and 
we left the laft tributary fpoils of tv.'0 extortionablc 
ilatierers, Avarice and Ignorance, with the which our 
reverend guardian was fully invefted. 

Monday early, we pilgrims went forth to view the 
monuments within the city, being acccompanied with 
the Padre Viccario, and a French predicatore. The 
places of any note we ftw, were thefe : Firft, they 
Ihewed us the place where Chrift appeared to Mary 
Magdalen, who laid, “ Touch me not, tor I am not yet 
afeended to my Father,” John xx. 17. and this place 
by them is fuppofed to be the centre, or middle part of 
the world. Next, where St James, the firft bilhop of 
the primitive church, was beheaded ; then the houfe of 
St Thomas, but that is doubtful, (fay they) ; becaufe 
it is not yet confirmed by the papal authority. I'rom 
thence they brought us to the place where Annas, one 
of the high priefts dwelt, and alfo the tree to which 
our Saviour was bound, while Annas was making 
himfelf ready to lead him to Caipbas; but that I will 
neft believe, for that tree groweth yet, being an olive- 
tree. They lliewed us alfo the houfe where St Peter 
was’impriloned, when his fetters were lhaken oft his 
legs, and the piifon-doors caft open, and he relieved ; 
and where Zebedciis, the father of Janies and John, 
dwelt, which are nothing but a lump of ruins. 

^ Thence 
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Thence we came to the decayed lodging of Caiaphas, 
without the city, upon Mount Sion, 
Caiaphas^ s whereupon there. is a chapel builded ; and, 

lodging, at the entry of that little domo, we faw 

the ftone on which the cock crew when 
Peter denied Chrill. Within tiie lame place is the 
hone that was rolled to the lepulchre-door of our Sa- 
viour, being now made an altar to the dbbalines Thefe 
Abbalines arc generally born black ; and thefe filly 
religious men do Ibiy at Jerufalcm in two places, 
to wit, here at Caiphas’s houie on Mount Sion, and the 
other convent on Mount Moriah, where Abraham 
would have facriheed ifaac. They wear on their heads 
flat round caps of a blackilh colour, and on their bo- 
dies long gowns of a white dimity, or linen cloath, rc- 
prefenting ephods ; the condition of themfelves being 
more devout than underftanding the true grounds ot 
their devotion, blind zeal and ignorance overfwaying 
their beft light of knowledge ; they being a kind of 
people which came from Prefter John’s dominions. 

And within that chapel they Ihewcd us a narrow pit, 
wherein (Iky they) Chrill was incarcerate the night be- 
fore he was brought to the judgement-hall. Upon the 
fame fide of Sion, we faw the place where Chrift did 
inftitute the lacraments ; and not far hence, a decayed 
houfe, where (fay they) the Holy Ghofc dtfeended up- 
on the apollles, and alfo the lepultures of David, and 
his fon Solomon : over the which there is a mofque, 
wherein no Chriftian may enter to fee thefe monu- 
ments ; for the Turks do great reverence to moft of 
all the ancient prophets of the Old Tcftament. 

From thence we returned, and entered into via do- 
lorojaf the dolorous way, by which our Lord and Sa- 
viour palfed, when he went to be crucified, carrying 
the crols upon his back. And at the end of the lame 
ftreet (fay they) the loldiers met Simon of Cyreme, 
and compelled him to help Chrift to bear his crofs 
when he fainted. Pilate’s judgement-hall is altoge- 
ther ruined, having but only between the two fides of 

the 
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the lane, an old arch of ftone, under 
the which I pafled, {landing full in the Pilate's 
highway. Here they (hewed us the place judgment- 
where Chriil firft took up his ciofs.j and 'hall. 
on the top of that arch, we faw that 
place called Gabhatha, where Jefus Hood when Pilate 
faid to the Jews, Ecce homo. 

A little below this, they brought us to the church of 
St Anna, where (fay they) the Virgin JMary was born. 
And going down another narrow lane, they pointed 
into a houfe, and (iiid, here Dives the rich glutton 
dwelt, who would not give to l.azarus the crumbs of 
bread that fell from his table. This I uilpend amongft 
many other things, for all hold it to be a parable, and 
not a hillory ; and although it were a hillory, who 
can demonftrate the particular place, Jerulalctn having 
been fo often transformed by alterations ? 

Thus, I mu ft needs fay, with fuch lying wonders, 
thefe flattering friars bring ftrangers into a wondi .ful 
admiration, and although 1 rehcarfe all I law ilicie, yet 
1 will not believe all, only publiftiing them a-: ihu gs 
indifferent, (bme whereof are frivolous, an i r.titrs 
fomewhat more credible. But, as 1 faid bekne, 1 will 
make no (or very fmall) diftin^lion in the rel.eion. 

From thence we came without the L.ifidii gate, 
({landing on a low bank, called the Daugl'icr of 
that overtoppeth the valley of jehofhaphat), ir. io an 
immoveable ftone, upon the which they (aid St Ste- 
phen was Honed to death, the fiift martyr of the Chri- 
ftian faith, and the faithful fore-runner of many no- 
ble followers. As wc returned to our own convent, 
they brought us to Mount Moriah, and 
mewed us the place where Abi'aham of- Abraham's 
ered up liaac, which is in the cuftody of faith. 

^'»egroes or Ajhiopians ; to whom each 
•jll paid ten madins of brafs, the common coin of 
jcrufalcm, for our in going to that place. And the 
^her nionaftery that thde Abbafincs retain, is on 
^ ount Sinai, in the dd'erts where the body of St Ca- 
tharine 
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tharine lieth buried, which is richly maintained, and 
flrongly kept by the Ailthiopian emperor. There arc 
two hundred religious Abbafines in it, and one hundred 
foldicrs to guard Aiem from the incurfions of Arabs, 
who continually moled them, bccaufe 
Mount Sinai. Mount Sinai ftandeih in the midft ol 
that dcfolate Arabian wildcrncfs, and 
far from any civil or inhabited place ; being diftant 
from Jerulaiem about feventy Englilh miles. Next, 
they Ihewed us the place where Jelus laid, “ Daugh- 
ters of Jerufalcm, weep not for me," &c. ; and, near 
unto this, where the Virgin Mary fell into an agony, 
when Jefus pafled by carrying his crofs : Alfo not far 
hence, we beheld the place wdicrc (as they fiy) Jefus 
faid to his mother, “ Woman, behold thy fon," and 
to St John, “ Behold thy mother,” 

Afcendlng more upward, they Ihewed us the houfe 
of Veronica Sanda ; and faid that our Saviour going 
by her door all in a fweat to Mount Calvary, llic 
brought him a napkin to wipe his face ; which he re- 
ceived, and gave it to her again ; in which (fay they) 
the print of his face remaineth to this day, and is to be 
feen at Rome. It is alfo faid to be in a town in Spain, 
and another of them at Palermo in Sicilia ; whereof I 
believe the one as well as the red. 

So, out of one, if Papids can make three,

As concerning the tcn)ple of the Mod High, built 
by Solomon, (the defeription of which edilicc ye may 
read in i Kings vi.), it was dedroyed by Ncbuchad^ac,z:- 
z ir, at the taking of Jcrufalem, anno mundi 4450. Se- 
condly, It was rebuilded again by the commandent ot 

Cyrusj 
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Cyrus, King of Perfia, after the Jews 
returned from the captivity of Babylon ; 7k temple 
but not anfwerable to the ftate and mag- of Solomon 
nificencc of the former : For befides the ihrice hmlded 
poverty and Imallnefs of it, there want- and dejiroy- 
eJ five things which were in the other, ed. 

Firft, the ark of the covenant ; feconJ- 
]y, the pot of manna ; thirdly the rod of Aaron ; 
fourthly, the two tables of the law written by the fin- 
ger of God ; and fifthly, the fire of the Tacrifice, 
tv’hich came down from heaven, which were the fym- 
bols and badges of God's favour and mercy fhown to 
them and their forefathers in his covenant of love. 

This temple afterward growing in decay, Herod the 
Great (that killed the young infants for ChrifVs fike, 
who fufi'ered for him, before he fnflercd for them) 
built another much inferior to the firfi:, and fuperior 
to the Iccond. And although feme authors wAkl 
hue him but to repair the fccond temple, yet it is 
iiioll certain, he did even, from the foundation, raife Its 
greateft beauty and glory : for this Herod the Alka- 
lonite was an Edomite ftranger, or Idumean, who 
having gotten the kingdom contrary to the law of 
of Mofcb, and created king of Jewry by 
OGavius Auguftus, and knowing thefe Herod the /- 
people to be offended therewith, to dir\jan's 
procure their favour, did build them a Lemple, 
third temple. This was it in which oar 
•Saviour and his apofiles did dally preach ; and was fet 
on lire by Titus the tenth day of Augull, on which 
day like wife the firff temple was burnt by Nebuchad- 
nezzar : And laltly, there is another great temple 
huilded in the fame place by Sultan Selem Solyman, 
referved by 'Furks, and highly regarded, for the refpedt 
ihe^ carry to Solomon ; near the which, or within 
'vhdjfe courts, no Chrifiian may enter, under the pain 
nf lollng his head 

Ehis prefent temple hath tv/o incircling courts, invi- 
roned with high walls, having two entries. In the 
^nner court fiandeth the temple that is compofed of 

five 
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five circling and large rotundos, rifing 
Selem Soly- high, and incorporate from the ground 
man's temple^ with round tops ; the outward fabric 
whereof we cannot fee, fave only Mount 
Olivet, which is overagainfi: the city, and twice as 
high as Mount Sion. 

Thefe are all the monuments which in one day I faw 
within Jerufalcrn ; but as for Mount Calvary, and the 
Holy grave, I faw them afterward, which in their own 
place (hall be orderly touched. As we were fpending 
that day in thefe fights, the Guardian had prepared 
one hundred Ibldiers, lixty horfemen, and forty fooi^ 
men, to take with him the day following, for his con- 
voy to Jordan, and the mountain in the wilderncfs 
where Chrifi: failed ; which is his ufual cuftom once e- 
very year, between Palm-funday and Ealler, returning 
again before Good Friday. Thefe placee cannot be 
viewed, five only at that time ; neither may a pilgrim 
go along with the foldiers, unlefs he give the value ot 
feven crowns or piafters (as a prefent unto the lieute- 
nant, being forty-two fliillings Sterling ; and if the tr.i- 
vcller will not go to that charge, he may Itay there till 
their return ; which I would not wifli him to do, il 
poflible he can fpare the money, for the light of So- 
dom and Jordan’s fike. That fame night after fupper, 
the Guardian demanded of us travelleis, if vve would 
go with him to lee thefe memorable and fingular 
things upon the foi mer condition : To whom wc an- 
fwered, in a general confent, We would } and fo paid 
our money. 

Early upon Tuefday morning, all the friars and 
pilgrims being mounted on mules, fave 
A voyage onlymyfelf, and two mules loaden with 

to Jordan. our provlfion of vidluals, we departed 

fiomjthe city about our nine of the c ock 
in the forenoon, keeping our faces fouth-eaft and 
leaving Beihpagc and Bethany, on our left han/i, we 
had pleafant travelling for leven miles ; but in the af- 
ternoon we entered into a barren and defert country till 
funfetting, where at laft we arrived at a Handing well* 
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and there refrcfhing ourfelves and the beafts, we repo- 
fed till two hours within night. After that the captain 
had cried Catethlunga, that is, March away, we fet 
forward, being well guarded round about with our 
keepers, becaufc we entered into a dangerous way, and 
a moft defolate and fandy foil. 

in all this deformed country, we faw neither houfe 
nor village ; for it is altogether defert, and inhabited 
only by wild bealfs and naked Arabians. Before wc 
came near to Sodom and Gomorrah, by feven miles : 
(for wc behoved to pafs by the eah end of it, before 
we could arrive at that place of Jordan which we in- 
tended), we, 1 fay, encountcied with fuch deep fandy 
ground, that the mules were not able to carry our 
company through : Whereupon they all difmounted, 
wreliling and wading above the middle part of their 
bodies, and fometimes falling in over their heads, they 
were in great danger of perilhing, although the robuft- 
nels of my body carried me through on my feet, relie- 
ving allb divers time fome of thofe friars and pilgrims 
that were almoft choked and overwhelmed with fand, 
but not for lack of wine. Even in the midft of this tur- 
moiling pain, (the night being dark), the unwelcomed 
Arabs invironed, and invaded us with a llorm of ar- 
rows, which they fent from the tops of 
little hard hills, whereupon they ftood ; A fearful 
inr knowing the advantage of the danger, 
ground, they took opportunity to give 
the more fearful alTaults : yet they prevailed nothing, 
(although they wounded fome of our foldiers), fuch 
'v.is the refolutc courage of our valorous defendants. 
Tiue it is, that in all my travels I was never lo lore 
fadgued, nor more fearfully indangeied than 1 was that 
iiidit. 

Ik little after midnight, thefe lavages leaving us, and 
We Vaving our troublelome way, we came to the lake 
^^f SWom, and marched along the mai ine Ihore above 
nine miles before we came to Juidan. U his lake is 
called Lactis j^fphaltites ; it yicldeth a kind of dime na- 
'^^cd bitumen /If pbah urn \ the which bituminous favour

living thing* can endure ; and now Mare inortuum, ? 
fea, becaufe it is fait, and mortimmt or dead, for that no 
living thing breeds therein ; and more properly for 
this caufe called the dead fe u becanfe of itfdf it is im- 
moveable, fuch is the lepioly and (lability of the watci, 
It is alfo called fo, becaide if a bird fly over it, fh. 
prel'ently falleihdown therein dead. And as Solomon 
reporteth of it, Wifdomx. 7 . it I'moketh continually j 
from whence proceed filthy vapours, which deform 
the fields lying about for certain miles, as it weic 
blafted, fcorched, and made utterly barren. This fmokc 
I take to be only the exhalation of Jordan. For tins 
liver falling into it, and there ending his courfe, the 
two contrary natures cannot agree; the one being a 
liltiiy puddle, and the other a pure water, as 1 lliMl 
more fully rccoid. 

This lake is eighty miles in length ; and according to 
its inrervalling circuit, fometimes two 
7he length of three,, four, or live miles in breadth : 
Sodom's hike, yet the body thereof bending dire<^lly 
Ibuth-wefl, keepeth a glafiy courfe, tii* 
it falutc the foutherly confpicuoiity of the fandy and 
flony deferts ; being compalled with the rocks of Ara- 
bia Petrea on the fonrli ; on the north, with the landy 
hills of the wildernefs of j udea ; on the well, with the 
llcep mountains of Arabia Deferta; and on the eafi, 
with the plain of Jericho. How cometh it to pafs there- 
fore, '.that the frelh running flood of Jordan, falling ever- 
more into this bounded fea, that the lake iifelf never 
diminifheth, nor increafeth, but always flandeth at one 
fulnefs ? Neither hath it any iiluing forth, nor re- 
boundeth backward on the plain of Jericho, which is 
one of the greatcll wonders in the world, Whtrelhre, 
as I have faid, it mull: needs e'iihca’ exhale to 
clouds, or otherwife run down to hell ; for if it Tan 
under the rocks, and lo burft out in the dcfeiTs, it 
would foon be known ; but in all the bounds of Arabia 
Deferta, whk:h is betwixt this lake and the Red lea, ex- 
tending to three hundred miles ; there is no fuch thing 
as brook or flrand, much lefs a river ; neither hath it 

any 
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^ny intercourfe with the ocean, unlefs it riln through 
fome fecret paflage of the earth under the wildernefs 
into the Red Tea. And that is doubtful, although It 
may appear probable ; in regaid or Nilus, that runneth 
,\ hundred miles under the ground in the exterior Ihl- 
thiopia, and divers other rivers .lU'o, after the fame 
manner, obfcuring thenifelves under locks, mountains, 
and plains for many miles ; which particulars, by my 
own experience, I could denote. 

But as for this river, the qucftion may arife, AVhi- 
ther ran it during the time of thefe live cities of the 
plain, now overwhelmed with water ; or where was the 
jjluc thereof ? To this I anfwcr, Was not the hand of 
the Almighty, that laincd down from the heavens fire 
and brimllone to conliune them, able alio to drown 
ilieir littiations, and intervalling plains with water ? 
Yes, and iloubtlefs yes ; and the courfe of the river 
keeping Rill its former condition : And lor modern ex- 
amples, blow mnny cities, manfions, and liarions, have 
been overwhelmed with water ? Nay, innuineiable, and 
fo remaining to this day, place, beauty, and bung, 
all defaced ; as now in Scotland near to balkuk, rcRs 
the laft and iateft memory of fuch wotul accidents, and 
fuperabounding difgorgings. 

It breedeth nor relcrveih no kind of fillies ; and if 
by the (welling of Jordan, any filhes be earned to it, 
they immediately die. Although jofephus witneflctii, 
that in his time there was an apple giew upon the banks 
thereof, like to the colour of gold, and within was 
lotten, and would confume to powder; yet 1 aflirni 
now the contrary : For there is not inch a thing (what- 
foevcT hath been in his days) as cither trees or bulbcs 
gi’(|vving near to Sodom by three miles ; iuch is the coil' 
lurAmruion of that pelliferous gull. 

i®vcrs authors have reported, that nothing will fnk 
inrolit, of any reafonablc weight, as 
dead^men, or carcafl’cs of beafts : but Wrong infoX‘ 
fy experience I found the contrary ; lor mations 
it bearcih nothing at all, yea, not the ’ nuulc. 

^veight of a feather, nor the pile of wi- 

a. 
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thered grafs, but it will fink therein, with the which 
my hands made fundry trials ; and dare approve it to 
be of truth, in fpite of the lying world, and all doling 
varieties of ancient relations. 

'fhe water iifelf is of a black! fli colour, and at fome 
times in the year, there are terrible fhapes and Ihows of 
terror in it, as 1 was informed at Jericho, by the Ara* 
bian inhabitants there, whiph is the neareft town that 
bordereth thereupon. 

This contagious and peflilentious lake of Sodom, re- 
fembleth much (as may be fuppoCed) that infernal gulf 
of hell ; but, in my opinion, I hold it to be the pur- 
gatory of Papillb ; for they fay Limbus Patrum is near, 
or in the Iccond room to hell, uhich I think muft 
needs be Sodom ; for although it be not hell itielf. yet 
1 am peifuaded it is a ferond hell, having (as fonie re- 
port) no bottom. Wherefore I conclude thus: that 
lince piipifis will have a purgaioiy, 1 abl’olutcly afTirni, 
it mull be fuch a purgatory as the purging of Sodom 
and Gomorrah, which was with liie and brimflone, to 
their deftrudlion. 

About the break of day on Weduefday morning, we 
palled by the ruins of an old houfc ; where (as they 
fay) St John the Baptift remained, when he baptized 
thofe that came from Jerufalcm, and other regions a- 
bout, which is but the flight of an arrow fiom Jordan. 

Approaching to the bank-fide, we difmounted, and 
uncloaihed ourfelves; going in naked to 
Tht. rk'^r the river, we walhed us to refrcfli our 
jordd'U bodies ; our foldiers lying a little off 

from us, as pledges of our lives, and their 
own fafe-guards, ftaid as bulwarks for our proteO.jon, 
and a continual obligation for two repugnant defences; 
lime prefenting the awful opportunity of both (kci’ 
iions. In this place, as the Guardian faid, was Cliriff 
baptifed of St John, when the Holy Ghoft camellown 
in a bodily fhape, like a dove upon him, and ’there 
was a voice fiom heaven faying, “ Thou art my belo- 
ved Son, in thee I am well pleafed.” I faw alfo an 
ipparcnt'like teflimony, of a (|uadrangkd flone, lying 

on 
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on the bank fide : whereupon are engraven letters of 
Hebrew, Greek, Latin, teftifying the fame thing ; and 
may be alfo conje£tured, in regard of the ancient habi- 
tation of that prccurfor, which is not far from thence. 

This river Jordan, beginneth in Mount Libanus, of 
two fountains, Jore and Dan, which run feparared till 
they come to the lake Maronah ; and hence it maketh 
one body, keeping his courfe through the lake Genne- 
jliieth, and ending in Sodom. The river Tiber at 
Home, and Jordan, are not much different in quantity 
and colour, and not unlike other in their coinfes ; for 
Jordan fallerh into the old Gomorrah, and fiber run- 
neth through the new Sodom ; a hiftory of fuch evi- 
dence, as travel taught me by experience : For it is the 
concourfe of priefts which breeds in the Italians info- 
knee : If I err, I will beg indulgence of the Pope’s au- 
icat magnificence. 

The rivers themfelves are both of a muddy colour, 
and their quantity not far different from other, which 
Jordan foi greatnefs reiaineth ; and the length of their 
courlcs much relembles one another. The water of 
Jordan hath been tranfported to Venice in barrels, for 
that purity it hath ; which will preferve unfpoiled, both 
months and years, and the longer it is kept, it is the 
more frefli ; and to drink it, is an excelle nt remedy 
for the fever, Quartan, or Quotidian, being neai in 
virtue to the wine of Lebanon. 

Confidering the ancient reputation of this famous ri- 
ver, and the rare light of fuch an un- 
frequented place, 1 climbed up to the A turpentine 
of a turpentine tree, which grew rod brought 
'vrlin the limited flood, a little above Jrom Jordan 
'vhfre I left my company, even naked and given to 

Ilcame from fwiming, and cut down King James* 

^ fail hunting rod of the heavy and fad 
turp^iine being three yanls long, wondrous 

ffraigjit, full of fmall knots, and of a ycllowifli colour ; 
which afterward, with great pains, 1 brqught to Eng- 
^od, and did prefent it (as the rarell gem of a pil- 
(irirn’r. treafure) to his Majefly. But I remember, in the 
2 chufing 
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chufing thereof an unexpe£led accident fell out : for I 
bting lequeftrate from the fight of the company, upon 
this loliiary tree, with broad obfcuring leaves, the 
friars and foldiers removed, keeping their courfe to- 
ward Jericho ; but within two furlongs from Jordan, 
they were befet with the former nocturnal enemies, 
who affailed them with a hard conflii^il; : For I hearing 
the harquebufles go off, was ftraight in admiration, and 
looking down to the place where I left my afibciates, 
they were gone ; fo bending mine eyes a little further 
in the plain, I faw them at a martial combat ; which 
light gave me fuddenly the threatening of defpair ; not 
knowing whether to ftay intrenched within the furround- 
ing leaves, to wait the events of my aidpicious foi tunes, 
or in profccuting a relief to be participant of their 
doubtful deliverance. At lafi: conlidei ing that I could 
liardiy eicape their hands, either there, or by the way 
going up to jcrufilem, I leaped down from the tru, 
leaving my Turkilii cloaths lying upon the ground, 
took only: in rny hand the rod, and fiKifs which I wore 
on my head, and ran ffaik naked above a quarter of a 
mile, among ihifilcs and lliarp pointed grals, which pi- 
tifully piricked the foies of my feet; but the fear ol 
death, for the prefent, expelled the grief of that tin* 
looked for p-iin. Approaching on the fafe fide of my 
company, one of our foldiers broke forth on horie- 
back, being determined to kill me for my Haying be- 
hind, yea, and three times ftruck at me with his half- 
pikc ; but his horfe being at his fpeed, 1 prevented his 
cruelty, full; by falling down, next by running in a- 
monyjl the ihiekelf of the pilgrims, rccoveiing ilio 
(Ju.o dian’s lacc ; vvldch when the Guardian efpit djiiand 
law my naked body, he picfenily piljllcd 
'The pi!ynni's oil his gi ay gown, and threw it ttjjmc, 
three whcieby i might hide the fecrets p ua 

habits in l)alf tine. Jly which means (in the Iphce ol 
an h.ar, an lionr) I was cloathed three mai^nerot 

ways : Firll, lilcoadbnk; fi condly, like 
a wild Arabian ; and thiidly, like a Gray fiiar, which 
wac a baibavour, a lavage, and a relii'ious habit. 

Th: 
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The captain at laft entering in parley with the ilrabs, 
by lomc contributing promifes did mitigate their fury, 
for their compounded acknowledgement was to be fenc 
them from Jerufalemt whereupon we marching to- 
ward Jericho, repofed ourfclves under a cooling ihade, 
and dined there on the wine and provilion carried 
with us. 

After dinner, we arofe, and went to the houfe of 
Zaccheus, (this was he who fat upon a tree to fee our 
S.u'iotir as he paiTed by), the walls whereof ftand to 
this day, the covering being only dcmoliihed. This 
new Jericho is now a poor village only of nine dwell - 
ing-houfes, inhabited by a kind of Aiabs, (which are 
in fubjet^fion to the governor of Jeruf.dcm) ; but I faw 
many ruinous lumps of the walls, and demolilliings of 
the old town, which is a little from this, dillant about 
a Ihort quarter of a mile. Here I ftvv two niod daiiuy 
kind of fruits ; the one was a little Icfs, than an apple, 
li\it more round, whofe colour was like 
gold without, and within it was white Two forts of 
as fnow, and fvveet like fugar. I would rare fruits. 
gladly have eaten of them ; but the 
friars forbad me, Hying, they were the only peft of 
death unto a ftranger. The other apple was like to a 
green lemon, long and full of knots, of a reddifli co- 
lour like to a melon, being both delicate and whole, 
lomc of which we did car, to faiisfy the natural appe- 
tite, and fo did all our foldiers eat of them cxceffively : 
their trees growing high and gieen by a brook fjde of 
delicate water, that runneth from the fountains of E- 
lizcus. From Jericho wc fet forward in the way of 
iheiwildernels ; our determination being fuch, as to 
vieir the mountain whereon Chrift Hfted forty days ; 
^'hlre arrived, being late, we durft not go up till 
moiViing, Wherefore we pitched that 
'dgh) by the fountain of Elizeus, the Elizeus foiin- 
^vateil of which was of old natuaral- tain, 

‘y ki/tcr ; but by the prayers of that 
divine prophet, was reftored to a fweet tafte. It is 
ill digedion, and liarmlefs for health ; and it is

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the lighteft water the earth yields. Having on the mor- 
row filled a boar’s Ikin of it, to carry with me to the 
mountain, I found it fo light, that I had no weight 
nor pain in the bearing of it on my (houldcrs ; not- 
withfiaUding the way of itfelf was fatiguing. This 
mountain is called ^tarantnnamy or ^aranto, be- 
ing of height, by the computation of 
Where Chrifi my painful experience, above fix miles, 
fafied forty and groweth from the bottom ftill fmall- 
days, er and fmaller, till that the top is co- 

vered with a little chapel, not unlike to 
the proportion of a pyramid. 

There is no way to afeend upon this hill, fave one, 
which hath been hewen out of the rock, by the indufiiy 
of men ikilled in mafonry ; (which was done at the 
cofi of Queen Helen), going up by the degrees of for- 
ty-five turns. In all our company there were only one 
friar, four Germans, and I, that durfi attempt to climb 
the mountain. 

Thurfday early, at the break of day, we fix fet out 
for the mountain, leaving our foldiers to guard the paf- 
fage below, Icfi: fome ftraggling Arabs Ihould have fto- 
len after us for our deftru^tion. Where, after di- 
vers turnings, traverfings, and narrow foot-pafiages, ha- 
ving come with great difficulty to the top, we entered 
firff into an umbrageous cave, joining to and under the 
chapel, where the friar told us, that in this place 
Chrill did fafi: forty days ; and here it was where he 
rebuked Satan. The chapel which covereth the top of 
this high and fieep rock, is covered, and alfo beautifi- 
ed, with an old altar ; between the outward Tides where- 
of, and the craggy face of this mountain, two men may 
only go fide to fide ; here we dined, and refrefhed l|ur* 
felves with water that I carried on my back hitjer ; 
from which place we law the mofi: part of all the Holy 
Land, except the north parts of Judea. Palelline^ and 
Phamicia, and a great way in the two Arabias, ^^etrea 
and Dcferta, and all the length of Jordan, even^{roin 
Sodom to Maronah. 


At 
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At laft in our return and fearful defcending, there 
would none of us go down foremoft : For although the 
friar led us freely upwards, yet firll downward for his 
life lie durft not go ; and that bccaufe at the narrow 
end of every turning, there was always between the up- 
per and the lower palfage, about my Aeight, and foniC’ 
wliere twice my height, of the flat face of the rock, 
whereon there was nothing but dimples and holes to re- 
(i‘hc our feet, which in defcending 
was dangerous. Now the greatefl dan- Dreadful 
ger, at every turn, was in the down- danger in de- 
eding of the foremoft, who was to re- fceiiding the 
ceivc them all one by one, and foot ^laranta- 
their feet in the lliallow dimples ; of ram. 
whiih, if any of them had mifted, 
his lliding down had carried them both over the rock 

Now, for the Noble Germans fake, two of whom 
were great barons, Signor Strowfe and Signor Crufticn, 
and born vaduls to the Marquis of Hanfpach, I rcfol- 
ved to embrace the danger; where down I went, re- 
ceiving every one of them at every turn, flilc leading 
tiutir feet by my hands, and then by inveloping them 
with my arms. Well, having pafted half-way down- 
wards, we came to the moft fcurril and timorous delcent 
of the whole paflage, where, with much difllculty, I 
fei fafe the four Germans, in our narrow road hewn 
out of the craggy hill; and then was to icceivethe 
friar. Whence he coming down from above, with his 
belly and face to the rock, holding his hands grum- 
bling above, the fellow fell a-trembling; and as I was 
placing his feet in the holes, diftempered fear brought 
him down upon me with a rulhing hurl. Whereupon 
fti|ight I mainly clofcd with my left arm his body fait 
tolhc rock, keeping ftrongly my right ftiouldcr to the 
faiie place; fori could not have faved myfelf, and 
Ictti^ig him fall, but be would have caught me headlong 
with him over the rock : and yet the Germans cried 
ftill/o me, Lafia ti quel furfanto cafear alia fondo con 
/biavolof e falva caro fratello la vit.a vojira, viz-. 

“ l^ct that villain fall to the ground with the devil, and 
0^4 five 
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favc, O dear brother, your own life.” But I neither 
would nor durft. At laft his fear, by my encourage- 
ment, having left him, I fiiftered him to Aide fofrly 
down, between my arms and the rock, to the folid 
path ; where, by and by, he fell down upon his 
knees, and gave me a thoufand blellings, vowing for 
this he would do me a great good deed before 1 left 
Jerufalem. 

At lalf, towards the afternoon, we fafely arrived at 
the foot of the mountain ; and having faluted the Guar- 
dian, and all the reft, who then were ready to take 
journey, the friar told his Reverence how I had faved 
his life ; whereupon the Guardian, and the other friars, 
did embrace me kindly in their arms, giving me many 
earned: and loving thanks. 

And now the Ibldiers and we being advanced in our 
way, as wc leturned to Jerufalem, we marched by an 
old ruinous abbey, where (fay they) St 
S/' jerem's Jerom dwelt, and was fed there by wild 
abbey. lions. Having travelled fore and hard 

that aftci noon, we arrived at Jerufalem 
an hour within night, for the gate was kept open on 
purpofe for us and our guard ; and entering our mo- 
nalfery, we flipped, and leAed ourfelves till midnight, 
having marched that half-day more than thirty-four 
miles. A little before midnight, the Guardian and tin 
friars were making themfelves ready to go with us to 
the church of the Holy Sepulchre, called Santh Sal- 
vatorc ; where we were to ftay Good Friday and Satur- 
day, and Eailcr Sunday till midnight. They took their 
cook with them alfo to drefs our diet, carrying wine, 
bread, fiffics, and fruits, hither in abundance. Mean- 
while a Jew, the Trenchman of the Turkifli fanzerk, 
came U) the monaftery, and received from every onlof 
us pilgrims, fn 11 two zechlns of gold for our iewral 
heads and entiy at Jeruralem, and then nine zechi/s a- 
piece for our ingoing to the Holy Grave, and^a 7,c- 
chin of gold a man to himfelf the Jew, as being^due 
to his place. 

Thus was there twelve zeehins from each of us dif- 
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patched for the Turk. And laftly, one 

and all of us behoved to give to the Our tributes 

Guardian two zechins alfo for the wax- for the Holy 

candles and fooleries he was to fpend, in Crave, 

their idle and fupcrftitious ceremonies, 

thefe three aforefaid nights ; which amounted in all, to 

every one of us, to fourteen zechins of gold, fix 

pounds fix (hillings Sterling. So that in the whole, 

from the fix Germans, four Frenchmen, and nine 

trading Franks in Cyprus and Syria, Venetians and 

Ragiifans, and from myfelf, the fum arofe, for this 

night’s labour, to a hundred and twenty-fix pounds 

Sterling. 

This done, and at full midnight, we came to the 
church, where we found twelve venerable-like Turks, 
ready to receive us, fitting in the porch without the 
door ; who forthwith opened at random the two great 
brazen halves of the door, and received us very re- 
fpciffully. We being within, the door made fafl:, 
and the Turks returned to the cafilc, the firft place of 
any note wc faw was the place of uni^ion, which is a 
four-lc|uared ftonc, inclofed about with an iron revel, 
on which (fay they) the dead body of our Saviour 
lay, and was imbalmed, after he was taken from the 
crofs, while Jofeph of Arimathea was preparing that 
new fepulchre for him, wherein never man lay ; from 
thence we came to the Holy Grave, leaving Mount 
Calvary on our right hand, toward the eaft end of the 
church ; for they are both contained within this glo- 
rious edifice. 

The Holy Grave is covered with a little chapel, (land- 
inf witlf n a round choir in the weft end 
ottihe church. It hath two low and The Holy 
narrow entries. As we entered lire firft Crave, 
dour, three after three, and our ihoes 
caft\ off, for thefe two rooms are wondrous little, the 

g diano fell down, Ingenochiato, and kiflTed a Hone 
eupon he faid the angel ftood, when Mary Mag- 
e came to the fepulchre, to know if Chrift was rlfen 
e third day as he promifed. And within the entry 

of 
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of the fecond door, we faw the place where Chrift our 
Meflias was buried ; and prolirating ourfelves in great 
humility, every man, according to his religion, offered 
up his prayers to God. 

The fepiilchre iifelf is eight feet and a half in length, 
and advanced about three feet in height from the 
ground, and three feet five inches broad, being covci^ 
cd with a fair marble done of white colour. 

In this chapel, and about it, I mean without the 
outer iidcs of it, and the inward encirclings of the com- 
paflmg choir, there are always burning above fifty lamp; 
of oil, maintained byCbriftian piinces, who (land moil 
of them within incircling bands of pure gold, which is 
exceeding fumptuous, having the names of thofe who 
fent or gave them engraven upon the upper edges of 
the round circles ; each of them having three degrees, 
and each degree depending upon another, with fup- 
porters of puic gold, rich and glorious; the faireft 
whereof was fent thither by King John of England, 
whereon I faw his name, his title, and crown, curiouf 
ly indented. I demanded of the Guardiano, if any 
part of the tomb was here yet extant ? who replied, 
There was ; but becaufe (laid he) Chriftians reforting 
thither, being devoutly moved with aifciffion to the 
place, carried away a good part thereof, which caufed 
St Helen inclofe it under this Hone, whereby fome re- 
licks of it fhould always remain, i make no doubt but 
that fame place is Golgotha, where the holy grave was, 
as may appear by the diflaiicc between Mount Calvaiy 
and this facred monument, which exrendeih to foity of 
my paces. This chapel is outwardly decorated vith 
fifteen couple of marble pillars, and 
7he glorious twenty-two feet high ; and, above Ihe 
chapel of the upper coverture of the fame cha|el, 
Holy Crave, there is a little fix angled turtet, made 
of cedar-wood, coveied with lead,/ and 
beautified with (ixfmall columns of the fame tree. ^ The 
chapel iifclf ftandeth in a half-circlc, or half moo^ha' 
ving the little door or c'^try looking caft to the 
body of the clturch, and to Mount Calvary, being 
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pofitc to many other venerable monuments of memo- 
rable majefties. 

The form of the choir wherein it ftandeth is like un- 
to that ancient Rotundo in Piome, but a great deal 
higher and larger, having two gorgeous galleries, one 
above another, and adorned with magnificent co- 
lumns, being open at the top, with a large round ; 
which yieldeth to the heavens the profpedl of that moft 
ficred place. 

In which fccond gallery wc ftrangers repofed all thofe 
three nights wc remained there, whence we had the 
full profpeft of all the fpacious church ; and all the o- 
riental people were there at this great feaft of Eaftcr- 
day, being about fix thoufitnd perfons. From this cu- 
rious carved chapel we returned through the church to 
Mount Calvary ; to which we afeended by twenty-one 
fteps ; eighteen of them were of marble, and three 
of cedar-wood : where, when we came, I law a molk 
glorious and magnificent room, whofe covert was fup- 
ported all about with rich columns of the porphyry- 
llone, and the overceilings loadcn with mofi.ic work, 
and overgilded with gold, the floor being curioufly in- 
dented with intermingled alabafter and 
black Ihining parangone. On my left The beauty ^ 
hand 1 law a platformcd rock, all co- Mount Cal' 
vered with thick and engraven boards vary, 
of filver ; and in it a hole of a cubit’s 
deep, in which (fay they) the crofs flood whereon 
our Saviour was crucified; and on eveiy fide thereof 
a hole for the good and bad thieves, who were then 
put to death with him. Defcending from Mount Cal- 
v;|rv, we came to the tomb of Godfrey du Culloinc, 
who was the firfl: proclaimed Chriftian King of Jeru- 
lafcni, and refufed to be crowned there; faying. It 
was not decent the fervant’s head lliould be crowned 
with gold, where the mailer’s head had been crown- 
ed yiih thorns ; having this infeription engraven on 
tbdone fide.

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“ Hie jacet inclytus Godfridus de Bul- 
T'-mjo famous loin, qui totam hanc terram acquifivit 
fepulchres. cultui divino : Cujus anima requiel’cat in 
pace.” 

And overagainft it is the tomb of King Baldwin hi^ 
brother, which hath thefe verfes in golden letters, cu 
rioufly indented :

The other things within the church they fiiewed us 
were thefe, a marble pillar, whercunio (fay they) our 
Saviour was hound, when he was whipped and Icour- 
ged for our lakes ; the place in a low cellar, about 
fourteen done degrees under the ground, where the 
crofs was fid by the Jews, and found again by St He- 
len; the place where Chiift was ciowned with thorns, 
which is referred by the Abafllnes, and where the fol- 
diers call lots for his garment ; the place \vhere he was 
imprifoned, whilfl they were making of his crofs, and 
where the crofs being laid along upon 
Where Chrifl the ground, our Saviour was nailed faf: 
'was nailed to to it ; the rock which (as they fay) rent 
the crof. at his crucifying, which is more likely 
to be done with hammers, and fet one 
piece a foot from another; for the Hit looks as if it had 
been cleft with wedges and beetles. And yet the facied 
feriptures fay, that it was not a rock, but the remp|lc\ 
that did rent in two from the bottom to the top, whej’e- 
in thefe filly loul-funk friars are merely blinded, undtr- 
ftanding no more than lying traditions, perfeding thr’ 
their national proverb.

And laftly, they take upon them, below Calvary, to 
fliew us where the head of Adam was buried. Thefe 
aiiJ many other things, are fo doubtful, that I do not 
agiller them for truth, (I mean in demonftrating the 
pirticular places), but only relate them as I was in- 
io: nied. 

There are feven forts of nations, different in reli- 
?»ion and language, who conrinuaily (during life) re- 
within this church, having lodgings in cloyllers 
joined to the walls thereof. Their victuals are brought 
daily to them by their familiars, receiving the lame at a 
great hole ifi the church-door; for the Turks feldom 
open the entry, unlels it be when pilgrims come, lave 
one hour’s fpace only, every Saturday in the after* 
noon, and at fome extraordinary feftival days ; and 
yet it doth not ftand open then, but only opened to 
let llrangers in, and Unit again. For this purpofe, 
each family has a bell fallened at their lodging, with 
a bring reaching from thence to the 
church-door, the end whereof hangeih Seven reli- 
outwardly ; by the which commodity gious families 
each furnilher ringing the bell, giveth 
warning to his friends to come to receive their ne- 
ceffaries; for through the body of the church they 
muft come to the porch-door, and return from it, to 
the cloyftcr. 

The number of thofe who are tied to this auftere life 
are about three hundred and fifty per Tons, being ita- 
liafis, Greeks, Armenians, Ethiopians, Jacobines, a fort 
of circumcilcd Chriftians, Neftorians, and Chclfanes of 
i^iefopotamia. 

The day before the refurreiftion, about the hour of 
midnight, the whole fc^ts and forts of Oriental Chri- 
bian;? (that were come thither in pilgrimage, and dwelt 
‘It l-rufalem) convened togeiher, which were about the 
tynuber of lix thoufand men, women, and children : 
for being fepa rated by the patriarchs in two companies, 

they 
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they compafled the chapel of the Holy Grave nine 
times, holding in their hands burning candles. In the 
beginning they made pitiful and lamentable regrettings; 
but in the ending there were touking of kettle drums, 
founding of horn-trumpets, and other inftruments, 
dancing, leaping, and running about the fepulchrc, 
with an intolerable tumult, as if they had been all mad 
or diftraded. 

Thus is the progrefs of their procellion performed In 
mere limplicity, wanting civility and government. But 
the Turks have a care of that ; for in the midif of all 
this hurley-burley, they run amongll them with long 
rods, correfting their milbehaviour with cruel fliokes ; 
and fo thefe flavilh people, even at the height of their 
ceremonious devotion, aie flrangely abufed. 

But our procefiion begun before theirs, and with a 
greater regard, becaufe of our tributes. The Tuiks 
that were guarding us, not fullering the other Chri- 
ftians to be participant in the finguiar dotage of the 
Romifh folly, which was after this manner. Firft the 
Guardian and his friar, brought forth a facriftia, 
allotted for the fame purpofe, the wooden portraiture 
of a dead corpfe, reprefenting our Sa- 
j!n abomina- viour, having the refemblance of five 
ble idolatry. bloody wounds; the whole body of 
which image was covered with a cam- 
bric veil : where, having therewith thrice compall- 
cd the chapel of the Holy Grave, it was earned to 
Mount Calvary ; and there they imbalmed the live 
timber holes with fait, oil, balm, and odoriferous per- 

fumes. t r -ji 

Then the Guardian, and the other twelve fnSrs, 

kneeled down, and killed each one of the five fuppo- 
litivc wounds ; the rinks meanwhile laughing them to 
fcorn in their faces, with raiferable derilion. Thence 
they returned, and laid the ienfclefs block upon the 
Holy Grave ; whence being difmifled, the Papal cere^ 

niony ended. .-nr A\ 

Tiiily hereupon may I fay, if the Roman Jelu.ij^ 
Pominicans, and Francifeans, there relident in certaiV 

fpeci?/ 
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fpecial parts of the Turk’s dominions, had only beha- 
ved thcmfelves as their politic charge required, and 
d ltnifled from the Paganhli eyes only their idolatrous 
images, veneration of pifturcs, crofles, and the like ex- 
ternal iiiperftirious riles; thele infidels, I fay, had long 
ago (without any inlighr of religion) been converted to 
the Chiiliian faith. For, belidcs all this blindnefs, 
what infinite abominable idohtiies commit they in Ita- 
ly and Spain, in cloathing the pidliires of dead abbots, 
monks, priors, Guardians, and the bettci kind of ofll- 
cial friars and priefis, with robes of fattin, velvet, da- 
malk, tafiata, long gowns and rouls of cloth, Ihirts, 
dockings, and fhoes ! And what a number of liiclcfs 
portrayed priorelies, motherlefs nuns, 
yet infinite mothers, are eredted (like the Damnahh 
Malkerata of Morrice-dancers) in filver, and intole^ 
gold, gilded brafi, iron, done, tin, lead, rahle J'upef 
copper, clay, and timber Ihapes, adorn- Jiition. 
cd with double and triple ornaments, o- 
vcrwroiighr with filk, filver, and gold laces, rich brace* 
lets, lilk, grograin, and cambric veils, chains, fmocks, 
rulFs, cuffs, gloves, collars, ffockings, garters, pumps, 
nofe-gays, beads, and coftly head-dreffes, letting them 
on their altars, O fpc^bculous images ! adoring them 
for Gods, in kneeling, praying, and fitying nudles be- 
fore them. Yet they are none of their avowed, allow- 
<^d, and canonized, pontifical iaints : for although they 
be baftards and wooden blocks, yet are they better clad 
than their lupifh Icgiumate ones ; nay, I may fay, as the 
heft king’s daughter alive. Which is a finful, odious, 
damnable idolatry ; and I freely confefs, at fomc 
fimts, and in fome parts, I have torn to pieces thofe 
rich garments from their lenfelefs images and blocks, 
thinking it a greater fin not to do it than to ftand ftaring 
00 fuch prodigal profanenefs, with any fuperftitious re- 
ipea, or with indifferent forbearance to wink at the 
'^ickednefs of idolaters. 

H-re the Guardian® offered, for ten pieces of gold, 
Whough my due be thirty zechins, faid he) to make 
4 ^ knight of the Holy Grave, or of the order of Jc- 
\ rufalem ; 
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rufalem ; which I rcfufed, knowing the condition of 
that tleteftable oath I bchov<jil to have /Worn ; but I fa\v 
two of thofe other pilgrims receive that order of kniobt.

The manner whereof is thus, Firft they bind them- 
felvcs with a folemn vow, to pray (du- 
7'he Knights ring life) for the Pope, King of Spali)^ 
cf the Holy and the Duke of Venice, from whom

and alfo, in fpecia), for the French Kinq^ 
by whofc means they obtain their libeity of the Gieat 
Turk to frequent thefe monumental places. Second- 
ly, they are fwoim enemies to Proteftants, and others 
who will not acknowledge the luperiority of the Ro- 
man church. Thirdly, they mull pay yearly Ibme Hi 
pend unto the order of the Francifeans. Thele attella- 
lions ended, the friar putteth a gilded fpur on his 
right heel, caullng the young-made knight lloop down 
on his knees, and lay his hands on llic Holy Grave ; 
after this he taketh a broad Iword from under his grey 
go?/n, (being privately earned for fear of the Turks}, 
which is (as he laid) the fword wherewith vidlorioiis 
Godfrey conquered Jerufalem, and giveth this new up- 
Rart Cavalier nine blows upon the right flioulder. l.o 
here the falhion of this Papiftical knighthood, which I 
fcifook. 

Indeed upon the knighthood they have certain pri- 
vileges among ihePapifls, of which thefe arc two. If ,i 
malefador be condemned and brought to the gallows, 
any of thele knights may ftraight cut the ropc,and relieve 
him ; the other is, they may c.irry and buy filks through 
all Spain and Italy, or dlewhcrc, and pay no cidloui, 
neither in coming nor going, nor for any lilk ware, 
where the Romilh church hath any commandmtnt. 

After our Guardiaiio had ended his fupciilitious rites 
and ceremonies, upon Ealler-d.iy, before midnight, ve 
returned to the monallcry, having (laid three days 
within that church ; and the next day tlureafter, the 
nine Ragufan and Venetian fadlors left uq rctuft'jthi

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have fccH the nature of this duft praflifed ; where- 
fore I may boldly affirm it to have the force of a 
ftrange virtue. Of the which earth I brought with me 
a pound weight, and prefented the half it to our 
fometime gracious Q^een Anne of bleffed memory, 
with divers other rare relicks alfo, as a girdle, and ,i 
pair of garters of the Holy Grave, all richly wrought 
in filk and gold, having this inl’cription at every end of 
them, in golden letters, Santto Sepiikhro, and the word 
Jcrufiiiam, See. 

Wednefday following we hired four and twerty 
IVIo(us to condiicl; us unto Solomon’s 
Solomon's (ilh-ponds, which are only three, he'ng 
JiJh-ponds. never a whit decayed ; and to Fons Sig- 
natus, whence comeih the water in a 
ftone conduit, along the mountains, that ferveth jeru- 
lalem ; which work was done by Solomon ; the ponds 
being hewn out, and made h]uare, from the Hoping 
face of a precipitating mountain, through which the 
Ifream of Fons Siguatus runneth, filling the ponds til! 
it come to its own aepieduch 

Returning thence, and keeping our way fouthward, 
we palfed through the valley of Hebron, where Jacob 
dwelt, and entered into the fields of Shechem, where Ja- 
cob’s fons kept their father’s Ihcep ; and not far hence, 
they fhewed us a dry pit, which they called jofepb's pit-, 
that was at Dothan, whcicin lie was nut by his brethren 
belore they fold him to the Khinacliies. 

In our hack coming to Bethlehem, wc faw a cave 
in the delcrt of Zip!), wherein David hid himfelf when 
he was pcrfecuted by King Saul ; and the field Adra, 
where the angels brought the glad tidings of falvation 
unto ilie fhepherds. Flnto all which parts our Moor- 
iih guard, and John Baptili i, brought us, and con- 
dueled us back again to Bethlehem, where wc (laid the 
IvCund night. 


pi'nfe, and other curiosities of’tl.r like nature, aie prednts which the

Bethlehem 
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Bethlehem is the plealanteft village in all Judea, fi- 
tuated on a pretty hill, and five Eng- 
lifii miles from Jerufalem. It produ- The town of 
ceth, commodioufly, an infinite number Bethlehem. 
of olive and fig trees, fouie coi ns, and 
a kind of white wine, wherewith we were furniihed 
all the time of our abode there, alfo in and about 
Jerufalem. In our way, as we came back to the city, 
the next day following, the Viccaiio Ihewed ns a little 
niofque, kept by 'finks, in whiili (laid he) was the 
tomb of Rachel, Jacob’s wife, who died in that place, 
as Ihe was travelling from Padan aram with her huiband 
Jacob. 

The ruins alfo of a houfe where Habakkuk the pro- 
phet dwelt ; a turpentine tree growing yet by the way 
tide, under the which (fiy they) the Viigin Mary was 
wont to repofe herfelf in travelling. We law alfo a 
natural rock in the high way, whcieon (lay they) Ellas 
often flept : and are not alliamcd to lay, that the hollow 
dimples of the done was only made by the imprtfiioii 
f)f his body, as though the tender fielh of man could 
leave the print of his portraiture on a hard fione. 
And not far from this, they Ihcwetl us the place wheio 
the ftar appeared to the wile men, after they had left 
Herod to leek for the Saviour of mankind. 

Approaching Mount Sion, wc law a quadraiigled dry 
pond*, wherein (lay they) Baihlheba, the wife of 
li.ih, was walhing, when David looked forth from the 
top of his palace, gazing on the alpedt of his lulf, gave 
the bridle of reafon fall tied into the hands of tempta- 
tion ; and becoming lubjeft to the llibulty of fin, was 
bcivitched by her beauty; wherewith con upiion trmmph- 
cd in natuie, and godlinefs decrealed in voiuutsry con* 
lent, and from a royal prophet Icll into ihe bloody hfis 
of murder and adultery. 


* At the bottom of Mount Sion, wiiliout the city, is flunva 
•^ithllicha’s pool, where (he w.is walhing hciitlt wlu-n DiVicl i.>w

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Overagainft this place, on the north-fide of Gehin- 
non, we faw the ruins of a palace whcrc- 
King Davids in David dwelt, which hath been one 
falace, of the angles of the ancient city, and 

handeth at the divifion of the valley En^ 
non, which compalTed (as a ditch) the north part of 
Mount Sion, even to the valley of Jehofaphat, and fo 
eaftward, being now filled up with fragments of old 
walls; and tiic v.d'cy of (^ehinnon, lying well and calf, 
bordering along tiie foiuh fide of Sion, till it join alio 
VMthilic narrow valley of jcholapliat, which environeth 
the eaft, and hoping parts ot Jerufalem. Near to this 
demolilhed tower, we liiw the habitation (d* Simeon ; 
Vv'ho ha^ ing feen the blelTed Mt Hits, 1 nd, “ Now, Lord, 
Itn riiy tirvant depart in peace, for nnne eyes have feen 
thy lalvation.” 

And now, lalfly, upon the twelfth day of my abode 
there, early on 'Lhiirfday morning, the Guaidiano, 
twelve friais, and John Bapiilta, (becaitle that was the 
laff day of Iceing any nioi c, inonunvents, or was to be 
feen there), accompanied us. As we ilfued at the I’outh 
gate of the city, we canje to a place, on the Ikirt of 
Sion, where (fay they) IVter, after liis denial of Chrill 
his nnher, wept bitterly. 

Dclcending by the fide of that hiiiie hill, we eroded 
the valley Gehinnon and came to Aceldama, the

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potter’s field, or field of blood ; which 
js a little four-fquared room, oppofite to Jceldama, 
the Hoping fide of the fouih-falHiig Sion ; 
three parts whereof are environed with a natural rock ; 
and the foiir-fquare bordering with the valley is made up 
of fione work. The top is covered, and hath three holes, 
through which they let the dead Chriftians fall down; 
for it is a burial-place of pilgrims to this day. As I 
looked down, I beheld a great number of tlcad corpfes, 
Ibmc whereof had white winding- fiieets, and newly 
dead, lying one above another in a lump. They yielded 
a noifome Imell, by realon they were not covered with 
earth, fave only the architet^Uire of a high vault; by 
which means the corpfe cannot putrify and rot for a 
long time. 

Near unto this campo, wc entered into a dark cave, 
where (fay they) the apoftles hid themielves when 
Chrilf wMs taken. At the foot of the lame valley, we 
came to Ponto Nehemia ; in which place 
tlie Jews did hide the holy fire, when Ponto Nche~ 
they w'ere taken captives to Babylon, muu 
Walking more downward, toward the 
valley of jehofaphat, we faw a dark cellar under the 
ground, without windows, wherein (laid the Guardian) 
the idolatrous Jews made a lacrilico of thei ' children 
unto a brazen image called illoloih] which being made 
iior, they incloled them in the hollownels thereof, and

through 
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through a rock, from the city above, running ftraight 
to the valley of Jehofaphat ; and there we law alfo the 
remnant of that facked tower of Siloam. 

Near to this we faw a fountain, where (fay they) the 
Virgin Mary ufed oft to walh the babe’s cloaths and li- 
nen clouts. From thence we crolTed the brook Cedron, 
which guitereth through the valley of Jehofaphat, and 
is always dry, unlefs it be in December, 
Brook Cedron. wiicn the rain falleth there impctuoully 
for a month together, which is all the 
winter they have in thele parts ; during which time 
none may labour, nor travel, but are forced to keep 
themlelves within houfes. Having palled, I fay, this 
brook, we came to the tombs of Abfalom and Zacha- 
rias, and *hc cave wherein St James was wont to hide 
himfelf front the perfecuiing Jews. Afcending more 
upward on the hill, in the way of Bethany, we faw 
the place where Judas hanged himlelf ; over which there 
is a vault ereOed, like a half-moon, in memory of his 
felf-murder ; and hard by they lliewed us where the 
withered fig-tree grew, the place being inclofed within 
a high done dike; and half a mile thence we came to 
the ruined houfe of Simon the Leper. 

Arriving at Bethany, we fiw the caftle and tomb of 
Lazarus, on whom Chi ill lliewed a mi- 
Lazarus*s racle, in railing him fiom the grave, af- 
tomb in Be- ter he had been four days dead. It U 
thany, a fingular and larc alaballer tomb, and 

fo exquilitely done, that it excelleth (Jc* 
rufalem excepted) all the monuments in Judea erccHed 
for the like purpofe, being incloled within a delicate 
chapel under the ground. Not far thence, in the lame 
village, we law tite decayed houfe where Martha and 
Mary Magdalene Inhabited, and the done whereon 
Chnd fat (fay they) when he Itiid to Martha, “ Mary 
hath chofen the beuer part.” 

Leaving this Mooridi Bethany, being now a village 
of no quality, wc teiuiiicd by beggarly Beth phage ; and 
finding it far worfe, about miJ-day we arrived on tbe 
top of Mouiu Olivet, where we dined on our Ovva prO' 
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vifion carried with us, and then proceeded in our 
lights. 

From this place we had the full profpeft of Jerufa- 
lem ; for the city Handing upon the 
edge of a hill, cannot be feen all at one Mount Olivet 
fight, fave on this mountain, which is and the places 
two times higher than Mount Sion, of note there- 
Thefe are the monuments lliewn us up- of. 
on the Mount of Olives. Firft, the print 
of the left foot of our Saviour, in an immoveable ftonc, 
which he made when he afeended to heaven. The 
Guardiano told us further, that the right foot’s print 
was taken away by the Turks, and detained by them in 
the temple of Solomon ; but who can think our Saviour 
nod fo hard at his afeenfion, as to have left the impref- 
lion of his feet behind him I 

Next, the place where he foretold the judgement to 
come, and the ligns and the wonders that Ihould be 
feen in the heavens before that dreadful day. Third- 
ly, the place where the fymbolnm Apojiolorwn was made, 
which is a fine chamber under the ground, like a church, 
having twelve pillars to fupport it. Fourthly, where 
Chrift taught his diftiplcs the Pater noflery and where 
he fell in an agony, when he Iwate blood and water. 
Fifthly, where Peter, James, and John Ikpt, whilft 
our Saviour prayed, and returned fo oh to awake them ; 
and alfo, below that, where the other difciples weie left. 
Sixthly, the garden of Gethfemane, wheie Chrill ufed 
commonly to pray ; in the which place he was appre- 
hended by the officers of the high priefis : and here it 
was alfo where Judas kiiled him, and the fergeants fell 
backward on the ground. Seventhly, they Ihewed us 
a ftone, marked with the head, feet, and elbows of Je- 
fits, ill their throwing of him down, when they bound 
him, after he was taken ; and ever iiuce (lay they) have 
tlicfe prints remained there. 

And lafily, at the foot of Mount Olivet, in the val- 
ley of Jehoiiiphar, we defeended by a pair of flairs of 
forty-three (Icps, and fix paces large, iii a fair church 
built uihIci’ the ground ; where (lay they) the monu- 
ment 
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ment of the alTumption of the Virgin Mary is, and did 
fhow h unto us, who (they think) was born in Jerufa- 
lem, dwelt at Bethlehem and Nazareth, and died upon 
Mount Zion. I faw alfo there the lepulchres of jolcph 
her hufband, Joachim her father, and of Anna her 
mother. And for which fight paying 
Sacred and fixteen madins a*man to certain Moors, 
fingiilar we returned to our monailery againlf 

tombs. night to repofe us, having feen all the 

antiquities and places of note that were 
to be feen in and about all Judea. 

Thus h ive I plainly deferibed all thefe monuments, 
by the order of thefe twelve feveral days. The like 
heretofore was never by any traveller fo pundtually, fo 
truly, and fo curioufly fet down, and made manifell 
to the intelligent reader. But as I laid in the begin- 
ning of my delcripiion, fo fay I now allb at the conclu- 
fion, fome of thefe things aie ridiculous, fome mani- 
feft untruths, lome alfo doubttul, and others fomc- 
what more credible, and of apparent truth. The re- 
capitulation whereof is only ufed by me, as I was in- 
formed by Gaudentius Saybantus, the father Guardian, 
Laurenzo, Aiuonio il Viccario, and the Trenchman John 
Bapiifto. 

Now, in Jerufalcm we eleven Franks (laid three days 
longer, preparing ourfelves for a new voyage, to go 
down to Egypt with a caravan of Grand Cairo. In 
which time the aforefaid friar Laurenzo, whole life I 
had fived on the Quar.inianam, complimented me pri- 
vately with twelve eroli'es made of the olive wood oi 
Mount Olivet ; each crols having twenty-four rclicks 
indented in them, with forty pair of chaplets made ol 
the fame wood, two Furkilh ii. ndkcrchiefs, and three 
pair of garters and girdles of the Holy Grave ; all 
wrought in filk and gold, wiili divers other things, &c. 
which were not io thankfully received, as they were 
thankfully given by a gi'rueful and uidorgetful friar. 

Meanwhile, the lafl day of our Haying 
The arms of tliere, we went all of us, friars and pib 

Jerufalcm. grims, in again to th * Holy Grave, 

where \vc remained ail night. Early on 
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the morrow, there came a fellow to us, one Elias A- 
rcAcheroc, a Chriftian inlvabiter at Bethlehem, and pur- 
veyor for the filars; wlio did engrave on our fevcral 
arms upon Chriffs fepulchrc, the name of Jeius, and 
i\\c Holy Crofs, being our own option and deiire : and 
here is the model thereof. Ihit 1 deci- 
jmeicd, and iubjoined below mine, the Kino James's 
ionr incoiporale ciowns of King James K-'ir cro-^mns. 
viih this inlcrlption in the !'>wer cirric 
or' llie crown, I ii'at R'x. lletnrrilu*’ to the

; ! .unity Inr maiiuaininj; ol iheie lacieH inonnmenrs at 
jendalein, his fubjccls Imlng as iiec here as i]n,y ; 
'' i.a.li iiiileed I pciloimed. Inu' after nsy aiiival in 
famhind, and Iiaving (nmplimeiitcd his hlajeily w'iin 
divert rue tluniy-,, and a umpeniine rod from Jorci.m, 
'•ti the inidd of my dilcoinles, 1 told his Mighuels, itt 
the pilvy garden of Ciecnwicb., the Guaidian’s rcuui'h. 
^'fho indeed gave me amok gi: eious aidwer, layiir, 
“ Tlicy never fought any help of him ; and if they 
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had, he would have fupported their neccfTity.” Bid- 
ding farewel to the church of St Salvatore, and being 
entered again, after breakfaft, the reckoning of Jin- 
dor deniium came to us, for Icventeen days diet, be- 
ing to each man iix Ihillings a-day, amounting, for my 
part, to five pounds two fliillings. Then 
Of Engliflj the Guardian’s fecretary prefented me 

money. my parent under their great feal; and 

that coft me three zechins of gold. 
The beginning whereof I remember, alrliough the 
principal was loll in the incpiifition of Malaga, was 
thus : “ Fraier Gaudentius Saybantus ordinis minorimi 
regularis oblervantia; San^fi Antonii, Dei ct Apolfolica; 
fedis gratia facri mentis Sion Guardianus, Ttrrac San- 
Cix gubernator et ruftos, ac in partibns Orientis apo- 
Aolicus commiirarius, falutem in Domino fempiternam. 
Notum vobis facimus,” &c. The contents whereof, 
reciting all the memorable things I law within the Holy 
Jjand ; there was thereunto annexed their great ftai, 
ilicking faft or locked in upon the lower face of the 
parchment ; the impreflion whereof had the effigies of 
ihe twelve npollles, and Chrill in the midft ; having 
tins circumlci iprion about, Jllngnum JigiUiim Sacri mon- 
its Sion Guardianus. 

Then had we avaiicious Baptifta, our guide and in- 
terpreter, to reward, eveiy one of us complimenting 
him with two zechins of gold. And lallly, we grati- 
lied the gaping Aeward, the Cerberian porter, the Cimme- 
rian cook, and his Aunean face, with a zechin of gold 
the man from each of us, amounting in all, among the 
four Catzo-cullioni, to twenty-four pounds fifteen i)iii 
lings Sterling. 

Nay, this was not all : For even when the Egyptian 
caravan was Haying for us without the 
Greedy and city, the Guardian made a begging fer* 
mon to us, imploring our bounties to 
commiferate and fupport their great ca- 
lamities, Ioffes, and oppreffions infliAed 
upon them by the infidels, with many other bale and 
haltering fpeeches ; which indeed nine of us refufed, 

becaufc 


flattering 

friars. 
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becaufe ot the great extortion he had impofed upon us 
before ; but the two German barons gave him the value 
of fix Englifli pounds, or thereabout. 

And now, finally, ere Lleave Mount Sion, I think 
it not amifs to give the itching traveller a frozen fto' 
niach, who perhaps fowcth words in the wind, con- 
ceptions in the air, and catchcth falmon Iwimming on 
Allas ; I will now, I i'ay, juftly caft up to liini the char- 
t;cs I defrayed within the walls of Jerufalem, not rcckon- 
iiig nay journal-expcnces and tributes elfewhere abroad ; 
.niiing to eighteen pounds fixteen fliillings Sterling. 
And there a cooling card for his caprizziat and imagi- 
nary inventions ; and it may ferve alfo to damnify the 
blind conceit of many who think that the iravelleis are 
at no charges, go where they will, but are freely main- 
tained every where ; and that is as falfe as an heretical 
enor. May 12 . and the eighteenth day of my flaying 
there, about mid-day, the other ten and 1 joined with 
the caravan, who formerly had bargained with us to 
cirry us to Egypt, and to furnifli the rell with camels 
or dromedaries to ride upon, (for I would never ride 
on any), for nineteen piallcis the man, freeing us alfo 
funn all tributes and caff.u's to be impo- 
led upon us by the way ; and fb we The author's 
marched thi’ough the fomh-wefl part of iKod night to 
Judea towards Idumea, or the Edomites Jcnjalem, 
land; and meanwhile 1 gave Jeiufaiem 
this good night, &c.

All other lands ; take thou my kind farewel. 

And laft, Francifean friars, O painted tombs !

Whofe hearts, like hell, do gape for greed oi 
gold, 

That have religion with your confcience fold. 

To you I fay a pox, O flattering friars ! 

And damn’d deceivers, born and bred for liars, 
Whofe end my puiTc implores ; O faithlcfs fellows! 
And leaves you, for your pains, curs’d Hainan’s 
gallows. 

Having bid farewel to Sion, wc marched that after- 
noon in the way of Gaza, and arrived at night in a 
goodly village, more full of Jews than Moors, called 
licnibahuldy fituate on the face of a 
Kind Jews to fruitful hill, and the lafl limit of Judea. 
vs Franks. Here the Germans and I were well enter* 
tained gratis^ by certain Jews that fppke 
Italian ; and much rejoiced to fee fiich flrangers in liele 
bounds, for two of them had been born in Venice. 
The captain and our company were all Egypti '.ns, all 
of them being Chriftians, called Coptics, viz. bplievers. 
Their number was about eight hundred perltjns, who 
had come up from Egypt to dignify, for devotiy^m’s fake, 
this Eafler time, being the great fcaft of Jcrufi^lem ; 
whom, by the way, we received great affability, t ndkind 
refpe^, without any offence. 

^ TIu’t 
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That night the whole caravan lay in the fields, and 
we ftaid within the town, making merry with our He- 
braic friends. Eaily the next morning we relumed our 
Idumean way, finding this Edomitilh land forely di- 
llreired by the Arabs, and yet the inhabitants were fub- 
to the Turk. In this long day’s journey we found 
abundance of water, and all other nectTnics for our re- 
lief; and yet the people were both rude and extremely 
barbarous, having no more Ihew of humanity than the 
four-footed leopai ds of lierdoa. 

The Dutch gentlemen grew afiaitl at thefe lavages, 
as being unacquainted before wicli llieh an awful light ; 
and to difpel their fear, Tulh, laid 1; courage, gentle- 
men ; no fcope, no hope ; and llaliied over tbde lines 
in Italian to them, 

To gallant minds, all kind of foils tlicy he 

Their native land, as lilh embrace the Tea ; 

For they who would tr.aveife earth’s various face, 

Mufl take their hazaid, as they find the place ; 

And that’s my foil, bell means can me defray ; 

But, Sirs, be glad, we came not here to Hay. 

Againll night ve declined towards Gaza, and there 
Itaid in a fine cave prepared for travel- 
lers; where the whole caravan, foldicrs, The ancient 
camels, dromedaries, mules and afies, ciiy of Gaza, 
were all well fiuisfied and refrefiied. The 
next morning we went to the Bezeflan, or market- 
place, and there furnlfiied ourlelvcs with provilion of 
bread, hens, eggs, gariick, and onions, fiiliicicnt 
uougV to carry us thiough the defirts, being ten days 
journe\ Gaza now is called HabalcllOf and is compo- 
fed of iWelve hundred fire-houfes, and fencible againft 
jbe inciWions of Arabs ; the ruvid citizens, being 
Turks, ikoors, Jews, domellic Arabians, with a few 
Georgiarl and Nefiorrans. 

Thcrels a garrifon here of foldicrs, and a Turkilli 
^^ptain jhat commandeih the town and callle. In the 
3fiernoo\ wc let our faces forward to that tearful wil- 
S devnefs, 
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derncfs, and travelled before night twelve miles, pitch- 
ing our ttnts befide a fource or Itanding well. Here 
our guard kept a xvatch abou us all night ; and 
I kept the Germans, fro.n languor, clicriilung diem with 
jovial meiriments, tor they were -uv iiiward friends, 
yet of a faint and Karrrl nature. Ai tin. bi eak ol day 
we let forward, paiiiug th.ough divers locky md ihrub- 
byheiahrs till after nr.on, and then we deiiiuedto a 
l.indy vallf y ; wrere, whcii coine, what 
Buyuith^ x^ith the d- epticl's ol the way, u'd the 
fivuL gieat heat uF il.c iun rclledliog (lom -he 

fand to our races, we were nulerabiy ia* 
tinned, cfpecially I, who went always on foot. 

^Having palTell this wcaiifome bottom, and btfore 
night. marching along tiie llcrt of a cKtggy hiH. 
Jumdred Arabs broke out upon us irom _ holes auu 
bullies, and greatly amioyed our company witii a. ro v , 
till a contribution of lixteen piafteis ".as lent to \1" .n 
The half of that night we pudied our ten s m a pt."n 
fit for paflure, wliert lome 'c.i/.tud h- 
IVUd Arabs rabs fold ii> 'vuci in yvooden cups 
fAlw2 -water, carrying it in wild boa Ikinv ^ipou then- 
naked backs : ivo' ot whiih laN.tg.-s O’lr 
captain hired to guide us the uex day to the firlt cafile 
of the three that were built by the lurks, and a di) 5 
journey diffcant one fiom ano-hcr ; being each of them 
firongly guarded wiih foldicrs and that for the leU 
of caravans, being the moft dangerous, and molt 
defnlate place in the deferts. 

Our guides, the day following, brought us through 
the beft and fafefi places of the coumry, whec^. 'vc 
found certain profitable parts, planted with haw.-clotj 
tents, and overclad here and there with Hot^ oi 
ihcep and goats ; and yet even there we weiV/not fre^ 
from the invafion of firaggling Arabs, and i^'aying 
tributes, which the captain defrayed for usA our con 
dition being formerly made lb at Jerufalei4 Betor 
night, with gieat heat, and greater drougl^, xvc ap 
proached to the lirft caftle, where the captalh ihereo 

received us kindlv, caufing our tents to h,i' pit^^^’ 
' yOUO' 
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round about the quadrangled tower, Here we had a- 
bundance of water (though I would rather have had 
wine) to fuffice the whole company, drawn out of ci* 
hern ; and repofing fafely upon the haul ground, 
the caftc'garrilon watched us, and our guard watched 
them. 

The next morning, with a new guide, we marched 
tiiroiigh a hery-faced plain, IcorcheJ 
with burning hear, and deep rolling Grievous and 
i.iiid, where feveral of our fmailell defcrlous tra- 
beads perifhed, together with llx men veiling, 
and women that were relieving tliclr o- 
vcrwhelmcd alles. Long before mid-d.ay, having got to 
a hard height, we pitched our tents, repolmg un«Icr 
their fliadows till the evenings for wc were not able to 
endure the intolerable heat of the fun ; and in like man- 
ner did we overlhade oinrelves every mid day. The vi- 
gour of the day gone, and the cooling niglit come, wc 
advanced forward to the middle cailie, being led by 
our guide, and the pale lady of the night leading him ; 
where, when come, wc found neither that fort anlwer- 
able to the former in drength, nor the captain fo hu- 
mane as the former was. Here we were all offended 
with the Icaicity of water ; the captain playing the vil- 
lain, eroded us, becaule the caravaniliip were Chri- 
ilians ; at lad about midnight, thirty Arabs came to us 
loadeii with water, carried on their backs ; to whom we 
paid for every caraff, being an Engldh quart, three af* 
pers of filver, ten afpers going to a flilllin^. My kind 
Dutchmen drank too much of it ; the water being iliick 
and^f a brownilh colour, and hot like pifs, offended 
tuciiVver-wained domachs, which, as I luppofed, was 
die cl^f caufc the next day of feme of their deaths. 

Aftcf midnight, the Turkilh captain and our Caravan 
fell at vViance about water to our beads, who were rea- 
dy to cb^ke ; and if they had not been prevented with 
foldiers both fides, it had drawn us and them to a 
mijlhicf. The difeord unpacilied, before die fol- 
lowing Jay, and while yet night, we refiimed our toil- 
fotne dangerous way, journeying through many 
^ '' - dens 
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dens and umbrageous caves, overfliaded with moulder- 
ing heights : in ronie whereof we found hivage women 
lying in their barbarous child-bed, having their bodies 
naked (the fore-face of their womb excepted). Their 
beds were made of foft land, and overfpread with 
leaves of a foot thick ; whofe new-born 
S.zva-c 'ivo- babes lying in their arms, were fwad- 
vi:u La-^irn] died with the laii,e leaves. And for all 
their (hilh their fieknef^, which was very fmall, they 
red in cares, had none of our wives fngared fops, 
burnt wines, venifon-jwftics, delicate 
lare, and great leading, nor a month’s lying in, and 
then cliurched, putting their hull)ands to gieat charges. 
No, no, their food is only bread, garlick, heibs, and 
water ; and on the third or fourth day, inllead of their 
chinching, they go with bows and arrows to the fields 
again, hunting lor fpoils and booties from pafling cara- 
vans. 

Advancing in onr couiTe, we fell down from the 
hills in a long bottom of find, above fix miles in length ; 
wherein, with fore wrcftling againft the parching fun, 
and getting no ground to pitch our rents to overlhaJe 
us, three of our (icrnians, the two Barons, Signor 
Stroufe and Signor Crufhen, with one Signor Tho- 
mafio, tumbled down from their beaffs backs quite 
dead, being ftjflbcated with the ftrong hear, for it was 
in Pday, choked aifo with exticme drought, end the 
reficcdiori of the burning fand ; and befides their fare 
was giovvii milcrabic, and their water w'oife, for they 
had never been acquainted with the like 
The death of diflrels before, though it was alvva# my 
three German vade meciim. Whereupon the rfravan 
gcniLmen. ftaid, and caufedcafton t heir /corps a- 
gain on their own beads backs, find car- 
rying them to the fide of a hard hill, we diggey'a hollow ] 
pit, and dripped them of their Turkilh cleans : I ditl) 
with my own hands, cad them all three ohembove an- 
other in that fame bole ; and co\''ering their bi|dies with 
mouldciiiig earth, the foldiers helped me to |bll 
doncs above their grave, to the end that t^e bloody 
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jackals ftiould not devour them ; and to conclude this 
wofiil and forrowful accident, the other Germans alive 
behowed on me their dead friends Tuiklih garments, 
bccaufe of the love and diligent care I always diovved 
them ; which one of their empty mules carried for me. 
to Grand Cairo. 

Whence, with divers alTaults, and greater p»lns, co- 
rning to the third caftlc, bewailing as 
much the lofs of oiir friends as icjoi- 77V tl'lrd cu- 
cing in our own lafety, we found this fih’ :/ Irtf d; • 
third captain both humane and hofpita- Jlrtu 
ble ; who indeed himfelf in perlon, with 
his garrifon, watched us all night, and liad a fpecial cate 
in providing water for us all, giving our captain and us 
eight franks, with three roalled hens and two capor.s, 
before fupper. This Turkilh captain told us thcic 
weie three inhabited towns in thefe deferts, the chief 
whereof was iSehan, fiiuate on the Red fc.i, having a 
harbour and liiipping, that trade both to Kgypt and 
^Ethiopia, whofe commodities are fdken Hulls and 
fpices, which they traniport fiom Mecca, and cany 
to Melincia, and the aforefaid places in Africa. But 
now, left left I fink in prolixity, difcouiHrig of finking 
fands, and make good the Italian proverb, Chi iroppo 
(ibbraciOf mdla Jlringe, vi7.. “ That he who would em- 
brace too much, can hold nothing fall,” I will defitt 
horn this journal of our proceedings. However, ha- 
ving already laid open more tlan half of the wilder- 
nefs, the reader may eafily, (I'ke that learned geometri- 
cian, who finding the length of Hercules’s foot on tho 
hil^lympus, diew forth the portraiture of his whole 
bod\thercby), cot'jeifture, by the former relation, the 
i^ppeaVnee of the reft of thefe dcferi placts: the relr. 
^hercfiVe I will only epitomize in general, until my ar- 
rival at^aleack on the confines of Tgypf- 

Arabi,%is bounded on the weft with the Red fea, and 
tl>c Egjiti an Ifthmus ; on the north, 

'''‘th Cpjlaan, Mefopotamia, and a part Jhc tzinids 

SyrM ; on the caft, with the Teilian cj tU thn'< 
(fcaldea, and Afiyria ; on the. Jidbuis^ 
iouth, ibc g! eat ocean, aiyi Juduur^ 
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fea. This country lieth from the caft to the welj:, in 
length about nine hundred, and is three ihoufand five 
hundred miles in compafs. The people generally are 
addicted to theft, rapine, and robberies ; hating ail 
fciences mechanical or civil : They arc commonly ail of 
the fecond flature, fwift of foot, wicked, and feditiou', 
boilkrous in fptech, of a tawny colour, boaftlng much 
of their tribal antiquity and noble gentry ; notwith- 
Ifandinp their garments are born with them fiom the 
bare belly, their food alfo like to their ruvid condi- 
tion, and as favagcly tame, i proteft, as the four foot- 
ed citizens of Libya : They arc not valiant, nor defpe- 
rate in aflaults, without gieat advantage; for a hiui- 
clred Turks are ttuiy edetmed to be fnfTicient enough 
to encounter three hundred Arabs: Their languigc 
extendeth iifelf far, both in Aha and Africa ; in the 
former through Palehine, Syria, IMelopotamia. Cilicia, 
even to tlic mount Cancafus ; in the latter, through 
Egypt, Libya, and all die kingdoms of Barbary, even 
to Morocco. 

This Arabia Dcferta, is the place where the people 
of Ifiael wandered forty years lung, being fed with 
manna from heaven, and with water cut of the diiefi: 
rocks ; in which is IMount Sinai, where tl;e law of 
the two tables was promulgated. The 
The fcurril mod part of thefc deferts is neither fit 
y^rabian de- for herbage nor tillage, being cover- 
ferts, cd over with a dry and a thick fand, 

which the wind iranfporicth whither it 
lideth, in heaps and mountains, that often intercept 
and indanger fatigued traveilei.^:. 'Fhc inhubitantsfhere 
arc few ; fo are their cities ; their dwellings bjjuTg in 
fequeflrate dens, and hair-cloth tents : The jmod of 
their wealth confidcth in camels, dromedaries, and

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ftris king of Egypt was the firft ; fecondly, Darius 
the great Perfian monarch ; thirdly, another Egyptian 
king, who drew a ditch an hundred foot broad, and 
ihlrty and odd miles long. But when he intended to 
finilh it, he was forced to ceal'e, for fear of oveillovv- 
ifig all the lower land, the Pad lea being found to be 
higher by three cubits, than the ordinary plain or 
Egypt; yet, however it was, the ditch is hollow in di- 
vers parts, and troublclorne, becaule of funds, to pals 
over. 

At Saleack we overtook a great caravan of two thou' 
fand people, and twelve hundred camels and diomtda- 
daries, which were laden with the ware of Aleppo, and 
come from Damafeus, intending their voyage i(n* Cai' 
ro, whofe company we politicly loir, and mruched be- 
fore them, for the receiving of water by ilie way, for 
ourfelves and bcafts, out of cilferns which v/e left diy 
behind us. 

A dromedary and a camel difier much in quality, but 
not in quantity, being of one height, 
breadth, and length; fuve only their The nature of 
heads and feet, which are proporiiona- Lameis and 
ted alike ; and the dllTerence is llich, dromedaries. 
that the dromedary hath a quick and 
hard reaching trot, and will ride above eighty miles in 
the day, if that his rider can endure the pain. But 
the camel is of a contraiy dilpohlion ; for he hath a 
nioft flow and lazy pace, removing the one foot from 
the other, as though he wcie weighing his feet in a 
balance ; neither can he go taller, although he would : 
hu^^c is a great deal more traclabie th in the other ; 
for \ien his mailer ioadeth him, he falletli down on 
his ki\es to the ground, and then rileth again with 
his bijrden, which lome times will be marvelnully 
S^eat, ^metimes (lx hundred or eight hundred weight. 

The %cd lea, which we left to the weftwatd of u;, 
on Mur luft hand, is not red, as many luppoie, but 
is the Jjiry colour of other feas. The rcalon tor which 
it hathtieen called DIare Rubruni, is only bcCvUiie of the 
hanks, %u flies, funds, and bullies, whiih giov/ by the 

Say 
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Ihorc-fide, which are naturally red. Some others have 
called it fo, in refpe^l: of the brooks which Mofes turn- 
ed to red blood, who, mifeonftruing the true fenfe, 
took fe.is for rivers. 

It is vulgarly termed Sinus ArabicuSi whofe length ib 
fixteen hundred miles. I’his Tea is famous for the mi- 
raculous paflage of the Ifraclites through it, and th^ 
drowning of Pharaoh and his people ; and becaufc of 
ipices that were brought from India and Arabia to A- 
lexandria, from whence the Venetians difperfed tht 
fame through all Europe, and the Mediterranean coalU 
of Ada and Africa. But this navigation is now dif- 
continued by the Portuguele, Englilh, and Dutch, 
who bring home luch wares by the 
Indian /pices back llde of Africa ; fo that the trallic 
7nuch weak- of Alexandria is almoft decayed, and 

ened. the riches of the Venetians much dimi- 

nilhcd, fo is the virtue of the fpices 
much impaired by too much moifture contra(Aed with 
the long and tedious carriage thereof. 

This aforefaid Saleack is thought to be feated on the 
lower and eaftmoll end of Gozan, confiding of eight 
hundred dwelling-houfes, being walled and fencible a- 
gainfl: the Arabs, and defended alfo with a cadle, and 
ten troops of hoiTeincn, being Janizaries. Here we 
teded and refrelhed ourlelves two nights, providing 
ourfelves with frcfli vidluals for Grand Cairo, being 
four days journey didant ; and at our leaving of Sa 
leack, I took leave of this new feen country, with f' 
greedy conceit of more curiodtics.

The capiain, 
in divers parts at our mid-day’s lepofing, was coii- 
ftrained to buy water irom the Egyptians, to fatisfy the 
company; yea, and that fame night, the iirli: of four 
ere we came to Cairo, at the village of Bianllarc, he paid 
five luhans of gold lor watering all of us and the beads, 
amounting to thirty- live diillings Stciling. 

The next day, May t.|. journeying towards a good- 
ly town, named Sa/ial^ieeky we tiavelled through a 
fruitful plain, full of fruit-trees, and abounding with 
wheat, rye, and barley, new cut down. For this w;**-' 
their fuff harved, the land yielding twice 
The feafons a year corns ; and the latter happens in 

of reaping our December. This land hath, as it 

gni'm in were, a continual lummer, and noiwiih- 
gypt, dauding of the burning heat, it produ- 

ccih always abundance of fiuils and 
herbs for all the feafons of the year ; fo that the whole 
kingdom is but a gat den, Iiaving always one fruit rca 
dy to be plucked down, and another coniing forward. 
Or like to the bed; fort of lemon-trees, that as lome 
reap, Ibme aic giow'ing gteen, others budding forth. 
and fomc ftill in the flourifh : eicii ib is the beauty 
and fertility of all the lower Egypt ; which although 
the country be fiOt often troubled with rain, yet the 
Idrong dew of the night, in the iummer, refreflieth aii 
kinfls of growing things. Between Saliabfleek 
Cairo, being two days journey, we Franks bad faiwvcl 
to water, and drank daily of coflee, made of 
coava ; which being taken hot, and ever kej?/ boil- \ 
ing within furnaces in earthen pets, it expeh'ph tlr’ 
crudity of fruits and herbs, lb much there ufee^ 

Arriving at laff in this litiie world, the gn' it Calra, 
.and bidding faicv.el to our Caravan, the three ykimuu 
.and 1 lodged with one Signior Mateo Antonie!' j a ccU' 
ful there for Venice ; the other four Frcuchniin went 
to their own conful, a Mrufcillian born, ar.d thcr^ 

. . ll.fni. 
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{laid. Here with this Venetian, for three days, the 
Dutchmen and 1 had good cheer, but they far greater, 
a daily fwallowing down of Ifrong Cyprus wine, with- 
out mixture of water; which hill I infieand thent to 
foibear, but they would not be intreated. The feafon 
being cruelly hot, and their ftomachs far- 
foired with burning wine, upon the 7'hd Lift three 
f( urth day, long before noon, the three Cermaiu 
Dutclimen weie all dead ; and yet I death in 
thought they had no licknefs, the red of Cairo. 
tl'.cir faces flaying pkaf.mt, their eyes fta- 
ling always on mine, and their tongues perfetJl, even to 
the iafl of their bieath. 

He who died Iafl was William Dicrganck, w^ho left 
me all his own gold, and what the former five had left 
him. Delivering me the keys of their cloak-bags before 
the confui, he declaied that he left me ablolme heir, to 
inti omit with all and whatioever they had tbeie ; but 
piel'ently the treacherous confnl, knowing that I was a 
llranger to them, and by accident met togeibcr at Je- 
I'ulalem, and that they were gentlemen, and well pro- 
vided with gold, forged a reafon to himf’eif, and for 
bis own benefit, thru he would meddle with all they left 
behind tliein, under this excufc, that he would be an- 
Iwerablc to their friends for it, at his retuin to Venice. 
^'Veil, I am left to bury them, and with great difficulty 
bought them one grave for them ail three in a Coptics 
chapel, where 1 inUTred them; paying the Egyptian 
Chi'iilians (or that eiahi foj)i of g\ound, ten liihans of 
gf^l, befides fix piulters for canvingiheir corps hither,

A favourable the judge, and pleading both our bell 
TurkiJJj (for there are no lawyers in Turkey every 

judgement. man I'peaking for himftll), the bailiaw 
with his council, upon light of the keys 
of their cloakbags in my hands, and my narration 
thereupon, (and notwithAanding favoining the factorjj 
immediately determined that I Ihoiild have two parts of 
their money, with ail their Jerulalem relicks, and 
Turkilh deaths, and the Venetian to have the third 
part. It is done, and irrevocable ; upon which the 
Jewilh dodor and I, with two Janizaries, came tw 
mine adverfary s houfe : where I giving the Jew tlu 
keys, the cloak-bags were opened, and the money be- 
ing told, it came juA to one thouland four hundrcil 
twenty-four zechins of gold, befides certain rings and 
tablets. The Jew delivered me my part, which came 
to nine hundred forty-two zechins, the reA went to tin 
unconlcionable conful, with the half of the tings and 
tablets. And packing up all the relicks, money, 
clothes, and cloak-bags, I hired a mule, and brought 
them along witfi me to the French fador’s houli. 
Where, when come, MonAeur Beauclair, and my fel- 
low-pilgrims, were very glad that 1 had fuccecdcd in 
well, none of us all knowing what was in the cloak bags 
till they were Aghted : and giving hearty thanks to 
the conful, and ten pieces of gold to the Jew and jani- 
farics, I Aipped, and repoled till the morrow, thank- 
ing God of my good fortune. Yet was I excce‘f,ing 
foiTOwful for the lofs of thcA gallant gentlemen^ icli-

But what Ihall I fay, their time was corr^J which 

mortaliiy 
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mortality might forrow, but forrow cannot prevent 
death, whofe power is deaf to all human lamentations. 
Neither will I rely fo much upon my 
own worthinefs, as to think, that ilie be- God's provi- 
nefit of having my life prolonged, was dent mercies. 
deferved by any merit of mine ; but that 
C/od might the more Ihow his incomprehenrihle good- 
nefs in delivering me from the violence of fuch unex- 
pe^fed accidents, and to tie my foul to be thankful for 
liis mercies. For all the beginnings of man are deri- 
ved from God, whofe ends are either perfedled or dif- 
annullcd by his detci mination ; and nothing we pol- 
fefs is properly our own, or gotten by our own 
power, but given us only through his goodnefs and 
jiiunihceiicc. 

And all tlic fpaces of the earth which our feet tread 
over, the light we enjoy, and the excellent faculties we 
are endued with ; or what we can do, fay, or think, is 
only raifed, guided, and dilbibuted, by God’s impene- 
trable counfel, will, and providence : and although the 
pride of our wicked nature doth not attribute them 
thereunto ; yet the powerful woikingof the counfel of 
God is fuch, that in itfelf it proveth an eternal wif* 
dom, and confoundeth the fooliOmefs of the world. 

This incorporate world of Grand Cairo, is the moll 
admirable, and greatell city feen upon the earth, be- 
ing thrice as large of bounds as Conftantinople, and 
likcw'ile as populous, but not fo well builded, being fitu- 
ate in a plcafant plain, and in the heart of Egypt, 
touching the Nile at fome pans. 

^he'eity is divided into live towns ; firfl, Cairo No- 
vo, \he new Caire, which is the princi- 
pal ^d chief place of all the other, ly- The great ci- 
ing il the midll of the reft, having ty of Grand 
walls Vd ports ; the circuit whereof is Cairo, 
twenty-Wo miles, containing all the chief 
merchjydife and market-places within it. 

ThJfecond is Cairo Vecchio, the old Caire, called 
(^airo ie Baby Ionia t or Babylon Egypt tor urn ; for there 
were 1^0 Babylons, one in Aflyria, called now by the

Turks Bagdcitf and the other is this that joinetb with the 
new Cairc : It was alfo anciently called Memphis, and 
was the furrhed: place that Ulyires in his travels vifitcd, 
lb well memorifed by Homer; yet a voyage of no Inch 
eftimation, as that princely poet accoiintctl it ; for hn 
tj-avcls vvci'J not JinlVrerablc to the fifteenth part of 
mine.

T'he piineipd g/itcs of new C.itre aie Rabch klan'- 
ftcck, looking towards tiic wildeincis and the Red lea : 
Rebx iviilali toward the Nile, and Rabel Eutuch toward 
the iiehk. Tie Ib'-Lts aic nairo^*., being all of 
almofc covered to lave them fictii tlic jiirclimg^' ma - 
v/itlt open vents for light; and their build ingi’’. < coni 
inonly aic two fioiies high, compofed either d,'f mud 
or brick, and platform on the tops; whcrcor/ hifuaiiv 
in the night they ufe to lleep, to leceive the yefli arc 
cooling air. ddieir Razar or exchange, begi, --mLth 
the gate of Mamlfcck, and endeili at the pla\^'-c calku 
liikpj. ' _ 

At ihc cornci’ of the cliitf ftreets or marlci' J.-pliri’s 
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there are divers horfes ftanding ready faddled and 
bridled, that, for a fmall matter, or according to the 
way, a man may hire and ride where he will, either to 
n.ifOtiate, or to view this rpacious and cxtenfive city ; 
and he may change as many hories as he pieafeth, ha- 
ving I he m.iders which owe them to convoy them 
foi a lei's or longer way, which is a great eafe to weary 
paiFengcrs. 

'riure is a great commerce here with many nations, 
for by tlteir coneuning hither, it is wonderfully peo- 
pled With iniiiiitc nuiiibers ; for the country aboundedt 
1,1 lilks, corns, iSuits, wax, luiDcy, and the fovercigii 
ballamo good for all fores, beFries many other com- 
modities of cotton-wool, lich duffs of cloth of gold 
and lilver, and tlie beft lai.ars, dannil:, talFuiis, and 
giugiains, that arc mule in the v/ojid, are here. 

'Fhe g*eat populcufnef of this nt.rce, and the extreme 
heat, is the caule Why tire piigue is conftantly in the 
city ; iiilbinuch tliat, at lome certain times, ten thou* 
1 ’.nd perlons have dicel in ojre day : Nay, the city is re- 
puted to be ill good health, it theie die but one or two 
ilmiiland in a day, or three himdred ihoiilaiul in a 
whole year, [ nieati, when the lore Incroachiug pe- 
Itilcnce, which eeery third year ufeth to vi'it them,

In this town a traveller may ever happily find all 
thele forts of Cluiftians, Italians, French, Gieeks, 
Cucu,iine‘5, Georgians, Ethiopians, Jaco- 
hi''s, Syrians, Armenians, Nicolaitans, Divers va- 
Auvlfincs, Cypi lots, Sclavonians, ca}>- tions refUing 
d\ Malttzcs, Sicilians, A^lbanefes, and vi Caue. 
hig\ Hungailaiis, B.agufans, and their 
'^''Vii\gyptiaii Copiicj, the number of which is thought 
to beVeyond two hundred thoufmd people; befdes 
the in,|nire number of inlidcE, whole liu'ts are thefe, 
Iurks,^awny Moors, white jMoois, black Moors or 
NegrotJI MulFulmans, Tiirtars, IVrIians, Indians, Sa- 
i^^'t’doanes, Jews, Arabians, Bar bares, and 
Y^gFiliian Saracciis ; ail which are Mahometans and 
I'jolatrtlis Pagans. 


From 
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From the great palatiate manfion, where the begler. 
beg or vicegerent hath his refidence, being builded on 
a moderate height, a man may have the full profpefi; 
of the better part of the town, the gardens and villages 
bordering on Nilus, and a great part of the lower 
plains of Egypt. Their laws here, and heathenilh re- 
ligion, are Turkifti and Mahometan ; and the cii- 
Ifoms and manne:s of the people, are like unto their 
birth and breeding, beaftly and barbarous, being great 
Sodomites, and diabolically given to all foits of abo- 
minations. 

The better fort of women here, and all tb.c kingdom 
over, wear rings of gold and lilver, iliioiigh the hol- 
low of their nofes, both ends of tlicii 
The Er^vpt! ri rnonths, and in their undcr-lipshang- 
i!ccGr\iti'jiu, ing rich peaih, and piecious Hones to 
tliem ; wealing allb about their arms 
fair biacelcts, and about their ancles below, broad 
horah. of i^old and lilver. To which if the baler loit 
tannot atraio. then they roiintci kit their betters, with 
ring^', bracelets, .nul bonds of br.iis, copper, lead, and 
white is tin, and think tlumfjKcs not woithy to live un* 
Id's they wear ihefc b.idgc'^. 

'riiey ado ufe here, as (ommonly they do througli 
all Tiirky, the women to pifs Handing, and ihc men to 
coni’ lo'v on their kneeb, doing the like. They wear 
here linen breeches and leather boots as the men do; 
and if it vvcie not for their covcied fact s, and longer 
gowns, ue would hardly know the one from the odici. 
As for the religion of the Coptics or Egyptian Clnifiian?, 
they aie circume'ded alter the Judyydiil 
The Ei'vp- manner, hut not after the tightly /lay, 
tian Chn- but the eighth year. And it is tlv highd 
jiians, they follow the religion of EEj(yclub, 

lioldlo'; but one naiire in ChrilE' •’ udiich 
was defended by Diolcorus, and the council vf Ephe- 
lus, in regard of Sutyches. But the Coptics ilY^enifclveb 
lay, they have their religion from Prefter JolJ .m ; end 
lb k is mod manifeH:, there being no difrercnce ji. letweca 
iilic pne and the ether. 
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They make frequently, at all their meetings, the fign 
of the crol's to other ; eroding their two foremoft 
fingers, they lay them on their brow, and then on their 
breads, and killing them, their faluiation is done. 

They will not fuffer images nor pidurts to be in their 
churches; and yet they have an altin, 
and a kind of inals, laid in their own Tht' CopUes 
language, iacrificing the Hollia for the religion. 
leal body and blood of Chi ill ; yet they 
deny purgatory, the invocation of faints, and prayers 
lor the dead, &c. Neverthelcls, auiicular confclUon 
is commonly uled among them. The Greeks in all thefe 
points do the like, and all the oriental people. 

The inhabitants heie were the firlt inventois of the 
mathematical fcietices, of Ictieis, and of the ufe of 
writing, great magicians and aliiolo- 
gians, and arc yet endued with a I'pecial The nature of 
dexterity of wit; bur Ibmewhat iloth- the Egyiiian. 
fill, and given to riot and luxury ; mer- Moors. 
ly alfo, great fingers, and fociable com- 
panions; and no wonder, the land being fo plentiful, 
and their nature libidinous, it inciealeth both ihcir in- 
folence and inordinate affe^lions. Neither do they live 
long, in regard of the great heat they endure, Egypt 
being placed between the two Tropics, under the Tor- 
rid zone, it cometh to pafs, that leldom any there attain 
to threefcore years of age. 

In all this land of Egypt, which is a great kingdom, 
there is no running well or fountain, fave only the ri- 
ver Nilus, Scarce do the iidiabiiants know what rain 
i?,^caufe they fcldom fee any; and if by rate acci- 
denlV cloud happen to dillblve upon them, it bringetli 
to th(\ bodies innumerable fores and dilealcs. And 
yet forVbundancc of corns, and all kinds of fruits the 
earth yilldeth, theie is no country can brag with E- 
§ypt; vVierefore it was called, in tlie'iime of the Ro* 
mans, as^ell as Sicily, Horreum populi Romani, And 
>et this lingdom prodiiceth no wines, neither is it gar- 
oHhed Jith vineyards, but that which ftfangers make 
I'ole of aL broupht from Candv, Cyprus, and Greece. 
^ ^ - T ' ' The 
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The defeat being thus ; thefe Mahometan Moors ob' 
ferving ftri^tly the law of their Alcoran, will neither 
plant wines, nor fuffer any to be planted, accounting 
it a deadly lin to drink wine; but h)r cofFa and (her* 
pet, compofed liquors, they drink enough of. 

As for their ballamo, the garden wherein it grow- 
eth, lieth near to the fouth fide of 
The garden Caire, and is inclolbd with a high wall, 
cf Balfamo. being fix mi^es in cnmpaf , and daily 
guarded by Turks.. To which when I 
came, being conduifted with a Jinizary, they would nut 
fuffer me to enter, neither any Chrifiian, and farltfs the 
Jews ; for not long ago, they were the caufe that almoft 
this balm wasbrouglu to confulion, they having the cu- 
ftody of it for reitain years. 

The tree iifelf is only three foot high, which keep- 
eth confiantly a green colour, having a broad three 
pointed leaf; which being thiicc in the year incifed in 
the body and branches, it ylcldcih a ud water th-v 
dioppeth down in earthen vcffils, which is the natural 
ballamo. 

And not far from this garden, in a fandy defert, is 
the place called JMommnSy where are innumerable caves 
cut forth of a rock, whercunto the bodies of moil 
men in Caire are carried, and interred. Which dead 
bodies remain always unpuirificd ; neither yield they a 
linking fmell. Whereof experiments are plentiful at 
this day, by the whole bodies, hands, or other parts, 
which by merchants arc now brought from thence, and 
doth make the Mummia which apothecaries ufe ; the 
colour being very black, and the flelh clung unt^^thc 
bones. ^ / 

Now, having viewed this Microcofi-nus jof 
greater woild, the four Fr^^iich 
The pyramids grims and I did hire a Janizar to coa* 
of Egypt. du£t us to the great pyramids, 

nied the JVorld’s wonders ; ^Kvhich j 
diftant from Caire about four leagues, ffaliding 
fide or near to the banks of Nilus ; whe} le, whe^' 
come, I beheld their proportion to be q^u/ ,l,drangltd) 

/' growl’^: 
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growing fmaller and fmallcr ro the top, and built with 
huge and large ftones ; the inoft part whereof arc five 
feet broad, or thereabout, and nine in length, being of 
pure marble. 

All the hiftorians that ever wrote of thefe wonders 
have not fo amply recited their admirable grearnel’s, as 
the experience of the beholder may teftify their excef- 
five greatnefs and height. The largelt of thefe pyra- 
mids, which has fuffered leaft by time and weather, is 
fix hundred ninety-three Englilh feet lt|uare at the ba- 
fis, and its perpendicular height is foui hundred ninety - 
nine feet. But if we lake it as the pyramid afeends, 
inclining, then the height is equal to the breadth of the 
bafis, namely, fix hundred and ninety-three fecr, the 
angles and the bafe making an equilateral triangle. The 
whole area, therefore, of the bafis, contains four hun- 
dred and eighty thoufind two hundred and forty nine 
fquare-feet, which is fomething more than tleven acres 
of ground. 

At laft, having afeended upon the fouth fide of this 
greatefi: pyramid to the top, and that with great diffi- 
culty, bccaufe of the broken degrees here and there, 

I was much ravifhed to fee fuch a large four-fquared 
plat form, all of one entire fione, wliicli covered the 
head, each fquare extending to feventeen foot of my 
ineafure *. 

It is yet a great marvel to me, by what engine they 
could biing it up fo fafe to fuch a height. But as I con- 
ceive it, they behoved certainly fiill to raife it, and take 
it with them as they advanced the work, otherwile tlio 
wlt^r power of man could never have done It. ful- 
ly tl'c^nore I beheld this ftrauge work, the more 1 was 

* t)tuhl caftern fide of the ferond pyr.in id, you fee the iuin<i of 
a temple, Hic (tones of which arc of .i prodiyjous fize, tl»ty l)eing 
broad and deep, and molt of them fn teen or feventeen feet 
And fome of them twenty-two; the whole buildinjr being a 
‘hundred and eighty feet in front, and a hundred and fjxty in degih. 
— Biilmn Po. ockc’s tjiveii m Kgypt, and Mr Norden’i. 
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ftruck with admiration. For before we afccnded, or 
came near to this pyramid, the top of it feemcd as lharp 
as a pointed diamond ; but when we were mounted 
thereon, we found it fo large, that in my opinion it 
would have contained a hundred men. 

In the bottom whereof we found a great cell, and 
within that thiongh a Itraight and 
The grthifr/i narrow paflagc, a four angled room ; 
pyramid of wherein tliere wai ifandmg the relicks oi 
the three. a huge and ancient tomb, where pio- 
bably he that was the firH; loiinder ot 
this pyramid was inclolld. Fiom the top of this py- 
ramid our Janizary did llioot an arrow in the air wnh 
all his force, thiirkmg rheieby it ihould have fallen to 
the ground ; but as we defeended downwards, we found 
the arrow lying upon the fleps, fcaice haif-v;ay to the 
ground. From this we came to the middle pyramid, 
which afar off looked lomewhat higher th.in the other 
two; but wlien uc came to the root iheic()f, we found 
it not lb ; for the flo!ie*w(Mk is a grcit de.il lower ; but 
the advancement of the height is only becaule of a high 
ground whereon it A iiuleth. 

It is of the lante laihion with the fufl, but hath no 
degrees to ufeend upon ; neither hath the thud pyra- 
mid any at all, being, by atuiqiiity of time, all worn 
and demolifhed, yet an admirable work, to behold 
inch malfes, and *(<r; it weie) credej mountains all of 
fine marlrle, Tire icafon why they weie firff found- 
ed is by many ancient authors lb diveifly conjectured, 
that I will not meddle thcrcwiih. They were firll; calltd 
Pharaoncs. 

Ter. the firft .arul greateft is Arid to have bcc^ hull' 
by Cheops, who in this work employed a luindr^jp thou 
fand men the fpate of twenty ]^ars; lu 
The charges which time the chaiges of gari/c, imots 

of the great- and onioiiS only, c.imc to lixtecn bun- 
I'f pyramid. di*ed talents of iilver. It is recorded by 
joi’eplus, and conjeclured by many 
good vvifn'.d':.s, liiat the bricks which the children o- 
(iraciwc! -. imced to make, were partly employed a- 
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bout the infides of theie pyramids, whofc outfides were 
adorned with marble. Neither can I forget the drift 
of that effeminate Cheops, who, in the end wanting 
money, did proftitute his daimhrer to all comeis; by 
which deteffable means he ffnilhed his building ; and 
llie, bcfides the money due to her unnatural father, de- 
fired for herfelf, of every man that had the ule of her 
body, one ftone ; of whom fhe got fo many, that with 
them Ihe built the fecond pyramid, almoff equal to the 
iirft. Befides thefe three huge ones, there are a mini- 
her of fmaller, whereof Ibme were tranf'portcd to Rome 
in the time of her fiiprcme domination. 

In the front of tl\e fecond pyramid, about a quarter 
of a mile to the eaffward, lies the famous ftatue of the 
Sphynx, now certainly known to be cut out or the fo 
lid rock. This is a monument of inofl extraordinary 
dimenfions, being, by exact ineafurement, tv,'enty feven 
feet high in the liead and neck, no mere being above 
ground. The lower part of the ntek is rhirty-thret. 
feet in diameter. Some peifoiis have c'Mubcd to tlu; 
top of the head, where they have dilcovcrcd .1 hole, 
which very probably was the channel v. lureby the 
priefts communicated ilieir fade oracles to the credu- 
lous miiltirude. There is an opening alio in the back, 
whereby perhaps they dclccnded to the iuhterrancous 
apartments. This extraordinary monument is laid to 
have been the fepnichre of Am.ifH. It is a hundred and 
thirteen feet from the fore-pait of the neck to the tail ; 
but the fand is rifen up in Inch a manner, that the top 
of the back is only fecn. 

our way as wc returned, our Dragoman ffiewed us 
(on t\e bank of Nilus) where a crocodile was killed the 
year before, by the ingenious policy ol' a V enetian mer* 
<^bant, being licentiated by the Bafvaw ; the match 
whereof, lor bignefsand length, was never feen in that 
river, whofe body was twenty-two feet long, and in 
compafs of the flioulders eight feet ; who was thus flaln. 

1 his beaff, for four years together, kept aiways about 
ouc place of the river, being levt n rniks'above Caire ; 
where, for a mile of ground, tluue was no tillage nor pa- 
X o ftuiage, 
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fturagc, being for fear of him laid wafte ; and never- 
thelcl's he had devoured about forty-fix perfons. His 
cuftom was, to come forth of the river every morning, 
about our eighth hour ; where here and there he would 
lurk, waiting for his prey till ten ; for longer from wa- 
ter he could not Hay. 

This Venetian, leaving his flaip at Alexandria, and co- 
ming to Caire, was informed by the con- 
A refclute fill, my adverfary, of the great fpoil 

Venetian done by this beaft ; and herewith gene- 

merchant. rouQy he undertook to kill it, the vicege- 
rent licentiating him ; whereupon, going 
to his Ihip, he fetclied thence his gunner, and a piece 
of ordnance, to C.ilrc. 

The next day, in the afternoon, he being well hor* 
fed, and accompanied with twenty Janiziries, the piece 
is can led to the crocodile’s accuhomary place of forth- 
coniing ; where llraight there was an afs {lain, and 
hung up on two handing and a thwarting tree, with his 
open belly to the flood, and about twelve fcorc paces 
theiefrcin, Behind this carcafe, about 
The killing of other twelve fcorc, the piece was plant- 
a great cro- ed, and levelled at the carrion, being 
codile. charged with cut iron, and a train ol 

powder about the touch-hole, and a- 
bove it a night houfe to keep the train dry fiom the 
night’s dew, having a cock laftened thereto, and in it 
a burning march, to which a flring was tied ; then for- 
ty paces behind the piece w^as there a pit digged to 
hide the gunner ; wheiein he was put, holding the 
firing’s end in his hand, and his head veiled 
wooden covert. 

After this, and about mid-night, the hoiTemen re- 
tired thcmftlves two miles off. The morning coiui', 
and the convenient time, the crocodil comes to land; 
where, when he law the carcafe, came grumbling to 
and letting his two forcmolf feet on the carrion’s lidd* 
die, began ro makegood chear of the intrails; whereat 
the Iquint-cyed gunner peicciving his time, drew th‘^ 
flring, and giving flic, otf' went the piece, and fliot the 

crocodik 
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crocodile in three parts. Well, he is deadly wounded, 
and making a horrible noife, the gunner lay denned, 
and durft not ftir ; meanwhile the beaft driving to re- 
cover the water, tired, and lying clofe on his belly, there 
he died. 

After the fhot, the horfemen drew near, and find- 
ing the bead flain, relieved the gunner, and brought 
with them this monftrous creature to Caire ; where now 
hisflvin hangeth in theconful’s hall, which I faw during 
my flay in his houfe. For this piece of fervicc the mei - 
chant was greatly applauded, and feorned to take from 
the city five hundred fultans of gold, as a reward for 
his pains, which they freely offered him, and he as free- 
ly refufed. 

Now to difeourfe of Nilus. This flood irriguateih 
all the low plains of the land once in the year ; which 
inundation beginneth ufually in the latter end of July, 
and continueth to the end of Augufl ; which furnilb- 
eih with water all the iuhabitaut«, being the only drink 
of the vulgar Egyptians, and of inch viitue, that when 
Pefeennius Niger faw his foldiers grumble lor wine, 
“ What,” faith he, “ do you grumble for uiue, having 
the water of Nilus to drink ? ” And now, bccaule 
many fcholars and learned men arc 
merely miffaken about the flowing of true 
Nilus, I will both fliew the manner and knowledge ef 
quality, or caufe of its inundation ; and the flowing of 
thus. There is a dry pond, called yifrfc* Niluu 
Imflj^ digged near unto the brink of the 
liver ; in the midft whereof Ihndeth a pillar of eigh- 
cubits height, being equal with the profundity of 
the ditch, whereby they know his increafing ; and in 
the year following, if they fhall have plenty or fcarciiy 
of things ** 

Now, 


* Nile/ the famous large n'vcr of Fgypt in Africa, riles m Ahyf- 
tinia, or Upper Ethiopia, fiom two fouiccs, iwentv yards afundcr, 

the foot ot a mountain. Every year theic aic great rtjoiemy 

yhen the Nile riles to a ccitain height, their future haivclf depen 
‘«g ciuircly upon it, The juft height of the Inundations Fii^ny 
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Now, between the river and this pond, there are fix 
paiTages or fpouts digged through the bank ; where, 
when the river beginnelh to fwell, it immediately falls 
down through the lowefl: pafi’age into the pond ; and 
being dii’covtrcd, there comes forth of Caire certain 
of the prielfs, called DervifeSy accompanied with a 
hundred Janizaries, and pitch their lenis round about 
this quadrangled pit. In all which time of the inun* 
dation, they make great fcaflings, lare folemnities, 
with dancing, finging, toukingof kettle-drums, found- 
ing of trumpets, and other olfentations of joy. 

Now, as the water groweth in the river, and fo 
fiom it debording, fo it giowcth alfo upon the pillar 
ftauding in this ponJ ; winch pillar is marked, from 
the root to the top, with bralles, handfuls, a foot, a 
fpan, and an inclt. And fb. if it fhall happen that 
the water rife but to tea braircq it prelageth the year 
following there fhall be gicat dearth, pcftilcnce, and 
famine ; and if it amounteth to twelve cubits, then the 
following year fliall be indlflcrent ; and if it fwell to 
fifteen braflls, then the next year fhall be copious and 
abundant in all things ; and if it lliall happen to flow 
to the top of eighteen braflcb, then all the country of 
Egypt is in danger to be drowned and dellroyed. 

Now, from the body of Nilns there are above three 
thoufand channels drawn through the 
Many febo- plain ; on which pafiiug ditches are all 
lars mijiaken the boioiighs and towns built ; and 
about Nilus. through which channels the river fpreads 
ilf'clf through all the kingdom ; which,

reckons tvventy-lix cubits W'lu-n tbde rife only to twelve or tliu- 
tecn, a faniiiie is expeded ; and wlien they exeted lixteen, dangti is 
apprehended. This 1 iver begins to n Ic annually in May anti June ; and 
upon an ill.iiul o^jpnfnc to old tJairo hands i pill.tr winch is divided 
int® puN, a ineauiie of two i^et, to obfcive the iiiiiig of the watti ; 
and vvliui ii is .it a fuihcic n' hnglit, the Khaiis, or Gieat Canal, 
cu frtnn whn h it is conveyed into other icleivoirs, in 01 tier to he 
dihiibuLed into their lields and gardens. In this river aie valt 
minibers ot ciocodilcs, lea-hoifts, and othei vor.jc.ous crea- 
tures, whith inlill it, and jirobalily diiimulb the quantity of its liiL 
■ barrow’s Geographical Pidionary, 


when 
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when fcoured of filth and worms, and the water be- 
come clear, then every houfe openeth their ciftern-win- 
dow, and receiveth as much water as is able to fufficc 
them till the next inundation. Neither doth ever the 
river flow any where above the banks ; for if it fiiould, 
it would overwhelm the whole kingdom. 

All which channels, here or there, do make intcr- 
courfe for their ftreams again, to the body and branch- 
es of Nilus. Now Stoical fools hold the opinion, that 
it oveiflowcrh the whole face of the land ; then, I pray 
you, what would become of their houlb, their beftial, 
their corns and fruits ? for the nature of violent ftreams 
do ever deface, tranfplant, and deftroy all that they 
(Icbord upon, leaving flime, mud, and fand, behind 
their breaches ; and therefore fuch overflowing cannot 
be called cherifliings. 

'fhere are infinite venomous creatures bred in this ri- 
ver ; as crocodiles, fcorpions, water- inakes, grievous 
mil-fhapen worms, and other monftrous things, which 
often annoy the inhabitants, and thofe who traffic on 
the water. This famous flood is in length alrnoft three 
thoufand miles, and hath its beginning under the equi- 
noctial line from Montes Lvthv; but more truly from the 
Zembrian lake in Ethiopia Interior, whence i>- bringeth 
the full growth down into Egypt, and in a place of the 
Exterior Ethiopian Alpes, called Catadupa. The fall 
and roaring of Nile maketh the people deaf that dwell 
near to it. 

The infallible reafon why Nilus increafeth fo every 
year, at fuch a time and continuance, is ^ 
o%.y this, That when the fun declining The reafon of 
northward to Cancer, and warming with the Jhwing 
his vigorous face the northein fides of rf I\'i!us. " 
tlicfe Cynthian mountains, the abun- 
dant Inow melteth ; from whence diftblving in ftreams 
to the lake Zembria, it ingorgeth Nilus lo long as 
the I’now melteth. For benefit of which river, the 
Elrcat Turk is inforced to pay yearly the tribute of 
hfty thoufand fultans of gold to Pieftef John, left he 
't^ipede and withdraw’ the courfc of Nilus to the Red 
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Sea, and fo bring Egypt to dcfolation ; the ground 
and policy whereof begun, upoLi a defperate war in- 
flided upon the Ethiopians by Amurath, which he was 
conftrained to give over, under this condition, and for 
Nilus fake. 

The river Nile had many names ; for Diodorus named 
it to wit Eagle, bccaufe of its fwift paffing over 
the Catadupian heights. It was called too Egyptus, of 
a king fo named, that communicated the fame to it, 
and to the country, 

Feftus i’aith it was called Melos, and Plutarch termed 
it Meld. Epiphanius called it Chryforoas, that is, running 
or coulant in gold. The holy feriptures termeth it Scor, 
or Sif)or, to wit, trouble, bccaufe of the great noife it 
bringeth with it to Egypt ; and the fame holy feriptures 
call it Gihon and Pijon. The Egyptians were wont to 
name it Nofpea ; and now prcfently the Abyffines, and 
the inhabitants of Egypt, name it Abunhu, to wit, the 
river of a long couife. 

This river makeih the ifle of Delia in Egypt ; fo like- 
wife in Ethiopia that ille of Mcroa, fo 
The ijlc of renowned. The ancient authors could 
Delta. not agiee, touching the mouths of Ni- 

liis ; for Milo, Strabo, Diodorus, and 
Herodotus, place feven ; Ptolomy, and others, nine ; 
and Piiny eleven. And fome modern authors affirm it 
hath only four ; as Tyrre and Echou alledge, dividing 
itfelf two leagues below Caire, in four branches, the 
two chief whereof are thole of Damieta and lloleta. 
But that is falfe ; and fo are the opinions of all the reft : 
for it hath now^ eight fcveral mouths, and as 
branches drawn From its main body. 

The water of Nile is marvellous fwcet, above all o- 
iheis in the world ; and that proceedeih of the ex- 
treine heat of the fun, beating continually upon it, 
making it become more light, pure, and fimple; as 
alfo its running over fo many foils, and its long courft* 

And truly it is admirable to fee this river grow great, 
when all others grow Imall, and to Ice it diminifli when 
others grow great. So always it is no wonder that the 

nature

nature of this river fhould fo increafe, when even here, 
and at home, the river of Rhone hath the like inter- 
courfe, and at the fame time, through the town of Ge- 
neva, and fo to the Mediterranean fca; their beginnii^ 
being both alike, from the impetuohty of rains, 
dilfolvings of fnow. 

Egypt was firft inhabited by Mifraim, the fon of 
Chus, from whom the Arabians name the/land Mi/re, 
in the Hebrew tongue Mifroue. It was ^fo named ^ 5 - 
(eana, from Oceanus, the fecond king thereof. Third- 
ly, Ojiriana, from Ofiris. And now Egyftus^ from E- 
gyptus, the firname of Ramefes, on/e a king of great 
power. It bordereth with Ethiopia and the confines of 
Nubia, on the fouth ; on the nortfi, with the Mediter- 
ranean fea. The chief ports wlicrcof are Damieta 
and Alexandria. Towards the vveft, it 
joineth with the great lake Bauchiarah, The confines 
and a dangerous wildernefs confining of Egypt. 
therewith, fuppofed to be a part of Gy- 
rene ; fo full of wild and venomous beafis, which ma- 
keth the weft part inacceflible ; and on the caft, with 
the ifthmus and confines of Defertuous Arabia, and a 
part of the Red Sea, through which the children of If- 
lael pafled. 

This country was governed by kings firft, and long- 
eft of all other nations. From Ofiris, (not reckoning 
his regal anceftors), in whofe time Abraham went down 
to Egypt, he and his fucccllbrs were all called Pharaohs \ 
of whom Amafis is only woi thy mention, who infti- 
tuted fuch politic laws to the ancient Egyptians, that 
deferveth to be ranked as founder of this king- 
dom. 

This race continued till Cambyfes, the fecond Perfian 
monarch, made Egypt a member of his empire ; and fo 
remained till Darius Nothus, the fixth Perfian king, from 
whom they revolted, chufing kings of thentfelves. But 
in the eighteenth year of Netftanebos, the feventh king 
thereafter, Egypt was recovered by Ochus, the eighth 
Emperor of Perfia. 


In 
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In the end, Darius being vanquiflied, and Alexan- 
der king thereof, after his death, it ft 11 to the fliare of 
Ptolomeus, the Ton of Lagus, from whom the kings 
of Egypt were for a long time called Ptolormes ; of 
whom Queen Cleopatra W'as the lalf ; after whole fdf« 
murder, it was annexed for many years to the Roman 
empire, and next to the Conftantinopolitan ; from whole 
infupportable burden they revolted, and became tribu- 
taries lor a fmall time to Haumer, the third Caliph of 
Babylon. 

Afterward, being opprtfTed by Almericus king of 
Jerufaltm, Noradin, a Turkifli king of Damafeus, lent 
Saracon, a valiant warrior, to aid them, who made 
himfelf abfolute king of the whole coun- 
The altera- try ; whole offspring fiicceeded (of 
tiom of E- wliom Saladlne was one, the gloiiour 
gypt. conqueror of the till Melechfala. 

who was llain by his own foldiers the 
Mamalucks, vho were the guard of the Suldans as the 
Janizaries are to the Great Tui k ; who lately, anir 
1622, have almoff made the like mutation in thcTurk- 
ifli empire, as the Mamalucks did in the Egyptian, 
They made of themfelves Sultans, whereby the Ma- 
maliick race continued from the year 1250, till the 
year 1517 ; wherein Tonemhius, together with his pre* 
deceflbr Campion (biuriis, was overcome by Selimiis 1 .; 
by whom Egypt was made a province of the Turkilh 
empire, and io contlnueih as yet. 

The length of this kingdom is four hundred and 
fifty Englilh miks. and two hundred broad ; the prin- 
cipal feat whereof the great Caire, being dillantfrdm 
Jerufalem fixtecn days journey, or caravan’s journah:, 
amounting to two hundred and forty of our miles. 
Some hold, that the fpace cf earth that lieth between 
the two branches of Damieta and Rofeta, was called 
the Loiver fgypt, now crdled Delta, under the figure 
of a Greek letter triangular. 

The head of this great Delta, where Nilus divideth 
itfelf, vfSis CA\kd jtkptafohs, or Heptononiia) and Delta 
itlelf was called by the Romans /lugujiamuu Egypt. 

bclidcj 
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befides the aforefaid names, had divers epithets from 
divers authors ; for Apollodorus termed it the region 
of Melatnpodesy becaufc of the fertility of it : and Plu- 
tarch gave it the name Chimiay becaufe of the holy ce- 
remonies of the Egyptians in worfliipping their gods : 
'J he etymology whereot Ortelius judiy remarked, de- 
riving it from Cham, the Ion of I\h)aii : fo that fome 
Itold the opinion, that the Egyptians had their original 
from Mifraim, (for fo was Egypt called), the fon of 
Clins, that pi oceeJed from Cham, Noah’s fon. The 
circuit of Delta, or the Lower Egypt, is thought to be 
three thouland of their {fades, which maketh a hun- 
dred iSpaniih leagues. 

In the time of the Ptolomies, the re- 
venues of this kingdom were twelve The revenues 
thouland talents ; fo allb in the time of of Epjpt. 
the rdamalucks ; but now through ly- 
rinuical government, and dilbontinuance of traffic 
tiirough the Red Sea, the 'furk receiveih no more 
than three miliions yearly ; one of which is free to 
himfelf, the other two are dilfiibiited to fupport the 
charge of his vicegerent Badiaw, and prelidiary loldiers, 
being twelve thoufuid Janizaiies, belides their thou- 
l.uicls of Timariots, which keep Egypt from the incur- 
llons and tyranny of Arabs. In Caire I ftaid twelve 
days; and having bid farewel to Monlieur Beauclair, 
the conful, who courteoully entertained me, the other 
four French pilgrims and I cmbaiked at Boulacque in 
a boat : and as we went down the river, the chief towns 
of note we law were thefe, Salmona, Pharfone, Eoua, 
^d Abdan. I remember our boar was double hooked, 
with forked fpikes of iron round about the lides, for 
fear of the crocodiles, who ufually leap upon boats, 
•ind will carry the paflenger away headlong in the 
dream : and yet thefe beads ihcmlelves are devoured by 
a water rat, of whom they taking great pleafurc and 
play, and gaping widely, the lat running into his 
mouth, the other out of joy fwalloweth it down; 
where the rat, for difdain, cometh fortii at the broad 
dde of his belly, leaving the crocodile dead. In thcle 

part?, 
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parts, there is a ftone called Aquiline^ which hath the 
virtue to deliver a woman from her pain in child-birth. 
In all this way, the greateft pleafure I had, was to be- 
hold the rare beauty of certain birds, called by the 
Turks Ellock; whofe feathers being beautified with the 
diverllty of rareft colours, yield, afar off, to the be- 
holder, a pleaf'ant fight ; having alfo this property, the 
nearer a man approacheth them, the more they lofe the 
beauty of their feathers, by reafon of the fear they con- 
ceive when they fee a man. Upon the third day we 
landed at Rofetta, and came over land with a company 
of Turks to Alexindria, being fifty miles diftant. 

Alexandria is the fecond port in all 
The town of Turky : It was of old a moft renowned 
Alexandria, city, and was built by Alexander the 
Great, but now is greatly decayed, as 
may appear by the huge ruins therein. It hath two 
havens; the one whereof is ftrongly fortified with two 
caftles, which defend both iifelf and alfo Porto Vec- 
chio. The fields about the tov/n are fandy, which 
engender an infedtious air, crpccially in the month of 
Auguft ; and is the rtafon why ftrangers fall into 
bloody-fluxes, and other heavy ficknclTes. In my flay- 
ing here, I was advifed by a R-agufan conful, to keep 
my ftomach hot, to abftain from eating of fruit, and 
to live foberly, with a temperate diet. This rule 1 
ftrove diligently to obferve, fo did I alfo in all my tra- 
vels profecutc t!ie like courfl* of a fmall diet, vvhicli was 
often too fmall againlf my will ; by the means where- 
of, (praifed be God), I fell never Tick till my return to 
France. 

This city is mightily impovcrinicd fince the trading 
of fpices that were brought through the Red Sea to E- 
gypr, and fo over land to Alexandria, and its fea-port, 
whence the Venetians difperfbd them all over Chri- 
ftendom ; but now are brought home by the back pait 
of Africa, by the PortugucTe, Englilh, and Flemings ; 
which maketh both Venice and Alexandria fare the 
worfe, for want of their former trafilc and commerce 
in thefe fouthein parts; whence Venice grew the mo- 

thei’* 
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ther-nurfe to all Europe for thefe commodities, but 
now altogether fpoiled thereof, and decayed, by our 
weflern adventures, in a longer courfe for thefe Indian 
foils. 

This city was a place of great merchandife ; and in 
the Micene council, was oid.iined to be one of the four 
patriarchal fees ; the other three arc, 

Antiochia, Jerufdem, and Conlfanti- The four pa- 
nople Here, in Alexandria, was that triarchal fees 
famous library *, which Ptoloineus Phi- 
ladelphus filled with feven hundred thoufind volumes. 
It was he that alfo caufed the leventy-iwo interpreters 
to tranflate the Bible. Overagainft Alexandria is the 
little ifle Pharos ; in the which, for the commodity of 
failors, the aforefaid King biiilded a watch tower of 
white marble, being of fo marvellous a height, that it 
was accounted one of the feven wonders of the world ; 
tf.e other fix, being the pyramids ; the tomb Maufo- 
Icum which Artemifia Queen of Caiia, canfed to be 
built in honour of her hulband; the temple of Ephe- 
fus; the walls of Babylon; the CololTus of Rhodes; 
and the ftatue of Jupiter Olympius at Elis in Greece, 
winch was made by Phidias, an excellent woih-mafter 
in gold and ivory, being in height lixty cubits. 

Waiting fifteen days here in Alexandria for paflage, 
great was the heat tlie Frenchmen and 1 endured, in- 
lomuch, that in the day time wc did nought, but in a 
low loom be/prinkle the water upon ouifelves, and all 
the night lie on the top or platform of the houfe, to 
have the air ; where, at laid, bidding good night to 
^r Greckilli hold, we imbarked in a Sclavonian Ihip 

* 111 tills city it WAS that Ptoloniy cr«(!led Iiis famous library, 
‘'hich in his time contained four bundled thoufand volumes, moft 
ot them of great value, and very fcarcc; and by fevcral additions 
made to it by his fuccefl’ors, when this icpohfoiy of literature 
'''as burnt in the civil wars of Rome, (Ofsr having been obli- 
ged to fet fire to the enemy’s fleet, by which means the flames 
Spread from the dock to the books), it amounted to feven hundred 
yioufand volumes. ■ ■ ■ — Barrow’s Geographical Dictionary. 
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belonging to Ragufa ; and fo fet our faces north for 
Chriftendom ; in which fliip I was kindly ufed, and 
Chriftian-like entertained, both for vi<Sl:uaIs and palTage, 
The winds Ibmewhat at the beginning favouring us, 
we weighed anchor, and fet forward to lea, leaving 
the coalt of Cyrene vvelfward from us, which iieth be- 
tween Egypt by the fea lide, and Numidia, or kingdom 
of Tunis. 

The chief cities therein are, Cyrene, 
The fabuhAts Ariinoa, and Barca, whence the whole 
country of Cy- Cyrenian counrry raketh the modern 
rene, uTuviC Barca Maruioricd^ anciently 

Politana. 

The foil is barren of waters and fruits, the people 
rude and theftuous ; yet it hath bred the moft ingenious 
fpirits, Callimachus the poet, Ariftippus the philofo- 
pher, Eratolfhenes the mathematician, and Simon or 
Cyrene, wliom the Jews compelled to carry our Saviour s 
crofs. 

In this province, which is now reckoned as a part of 
Egypt, flood the oracle of Jupiter Hammon, in the 
great wildernefs adjoining to Libya, whither, when A- 
lexander travelled, he law, for four days fpace, neither 
man, bcail, bird, tree, nor river; where, when an i- 
ved, the llattcring priells proftlfed him to be the Ion 
of Jupiter; whicli afterward (being hurt with an ar- 
row) he found falfe, laying, Omnes me vocant filium 
Jovis, fed hare fagitta me probat ellb mortalem.” Wefi 
from Cyrene, all the kingdoms ot Tunis, Tremilen, 
Algier, Fez, and a pail of Morocco, even to Cib* 
raitar, or Frerum Herculeum, under a general name, 
now called Uarhnry, and hardly can be diltinguilhed by 
the baibajous Moors. 

In the lime of tins onr navigation for Chriflendom, 
there died ieventeen of our mariners, and all our four 
French pilgrims, two of them being gray-haired, and 
iixty years of age ; which bred no Imall grief and fear 
to us all, thinking that they had died of the plague; 
lor it was exceeding rife in Alexandria, from whence 
we came. 

The 
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The Frenchmen had only left unfpent among them 
dll threefcore and nine zcchinsof gold, which the ma- 
iler of the Ihip meddled with ; and becaufc they were 
Papiils, and they and I always adverfe to other, 1 could 
not claim it. Their dead corpl’es were 
call overboard, in a boundicis grave, to Four FrenJ) 
feed the fillies, and we then expei^'ting pih'nnii 
too the like mutation of life ; io like- dead. 
wife, in our pailage, wc were five inn- 
dry times aifailed by the cori’airs and pirates of Tunis 
and Bifcrta; yet nnprevailing ; for we were wed pro- 
vided with good ammunition, and ikiltul, nianial, and 
jcfolute Ilagufans, and a gallant ihip. 

Our ihip’s burden being ll\ hundred tuns, did car- 
ty twenty-eight pieces of ordn.mce, two of theiu bra- 
wn, and eighty ilrong and llrenuous jailors, belults 
nine merchants and palTengers, The greainels ot our 
Ihip did more terrify the roguilh runagates, than any 
violent delcnce we made; for they never duril let on 
11s, unlefs they had been three all together; and yet we 
little regarded them, in rtfpecl of our long 1 caching 
orduance, and expert gunners. In thele circumflanccs 
of time, I remember, almoll everyday, we would fee 
Hocks of Hying fiHies, icudtling upon the emdiug waves, 
lo long as their iins were wet, whicli grow from their 
back, as featliered wings do from fowls; but when they 
grow dry, they are foicid to fall down, aiul vet them 
r.gain, and tiien ily along, 'fheir llight will be the 
kngih of a cable’s rope, imtouching water; and in 
•his their rcueMlng, it is thought the 

purliiir.g them, who is their Flying fifJj. 
unly enemy in detouring arnl feeding 
vpon them ; whofe bignelsand length aie like to mack- 
’■els, but greater headed and ihouldered. Mean- 
’‘viiile, ill rhefe our courles were wc leveii weeks croil- 
wiih northerly winds, ever tackling and boarding 
h'oni the Afiic coaft to the C.irminian lliore ; in all 
''vhich time we iaw no land, except the boilleroiis bil- 
Ijivs of glaliy Neptune, And, as ()v>d, laid, in the 
IT like 
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like cafe, crofling the Ionian feas, Nil nifi pontiis et 
aei'i viz. 

Nothing lint waves I view, where Ihips did float, 
And dangers lie ; huge whaits do tumbling play ;

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The grearcfi: caufe of our arrival here, was in regard 
of our frefli water that was fpent, and therefore con- 
Ifrained to bear into this ifle ; which was my foie defire, 
wiOiing rather to land here, to fee the order of our 
knights of (dtridcndoin, than to arrive at Ragufa in 
the Adriatic gulf, where I had been before. Our an- 
chors being grounded, and our boat ready to go to the 
flioiv, I bade farevvel to all the company, 
Ajoyfularri- and in a llngtilar lefpcdf to my generous 
‘Cdlin iMaltiU captain, who would have nothing for niv 
victuals and tranfportation for Egypt, ex- 
cept a few relicks of Jerufalem. The boat being launch- 
ed, and wc i.inded in tijc haven, I called at a vulgar 
tavern, and there lodged. 

This city is divided into two, the old and new IMalra, 
from w'hich the iile taketb the name. It is a large and 
jtopulous place, and Ifrongly foriiikd with invincible 
walls, and two inpicgnable callles, Sr Hermes and 8 l 
A ngelo; St Michael being dillant from both. Here 
the great mafter, or prince for that year, being a Spa- 
niard, made much of me for Jerulalem’s lake ; fo did 
alfo a number of thefe gallant knights, to whom I vvai. 
greatly obliged. And withal, to nty gteat content- 
ment, I met here with a country gentleman of mine, 
being a foldier there, named li'illum Doin>Jaf ; wlie 
afteru'u'd, for his long and good fcrvice at lea, was 
iolcmnly knighted, and made one of their ordj’ 
Whole faithtui and manly fervices have been Itncc as 
plaiilibly regarded by the Maltefe, Monf. Cieieh- 
ton’s worth, in learning and excellent memory, tells 
admit ed in Italy, but cfpccially by the noble Goir/tgacs 
and (k pendent friends of the houle of Mantua; h)i 
whofe lofs, and arcidcntal death, they iVill heavily be- 
moan : acknowledging that the race of tliat piiiucly 
Itock, by God’s judgements, was cut olf, becaiile of b'^ 
untimely deadi. 

Malta was called Ulrlita, mentioned 
The iT: cf Achxxviii. f.2.; where the viper leaji- 

k;'/n. < d on Paul’s hand.

w!;(j;eiii he w.is lliip\/se'ckcd Tins i- 

ilind 
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Hand may properly be termed the fort of Chrifiendom ; 
yet a barren place, and of no great bounds ; for their 
corns and wines come daily by barks from Sicilia : but it 
yieldeth good ftore of pomegranates, citrons, cottons, 
oranges, lemons, figs, melons, and other excellent fruits. 
The knights of Malta had their beginning at Acre in 
Paleftina, from thence to the Rhodes, and now expo- 
led to this rocky ifle. They are pertinacious foes to 
infidels ; for fuch is the oath of their order, continual- 
ly making war and incurfions againft them, to their 
power ; being ftrengthened alfo with many foldiers ; and 
their captains alfb are firnamed Knights of Malta, and fb 
through a great part of Chrifiendom. It is a mofl ho- 
nourable order. They are not permitted to marry, the 
rnofl part of whom being younger brothers. The rea- 
fon was, becaufe not being intangled to wife and cltil- 
dren, they might be the more rcfolute to adventure their 
lives in the Chrillian fervice ; but therein they are migh- 
tily decayed, and their valour no way anfwerable to that 
it hath been when their anceAors lived in the Rhodes 
and floly Land, having had, thefc eighteen years pad, 
little or no good fortune at all. 

This ifle was given in poflefllon to thefe knights of 
St John, by the Emperor Charles V. and King of 
Spain, being newly expelled from the Rhodes by So- 
lyman the Magnificent, anno 1G22. And afterward 
the Turk, not contented -therewith, and mindful ut- 
terly to exterminate their power, came with a huge ar- 
mado, and affailed Malta, amio 1565, 
jjhen Valetta was great mafter, who fb Kn invincihf'* 
couiageoufly withflood their fury, that vi^ory. 
die Turks were defeated, and forced to 
return. 

This ifland is ten leagues in length, and three broad ; 
die earth whereof being three feet deep, is ilie caule 
Miylt is not fo fertile as the climate might afford. Ir 
containeth, befidcs the city, forty-feven villages, and 
U 3 ninn 
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nine caffales * ; the peafants or natural inhabitants 
whereof are of the African complexion, tawny, and 
fun- burnt ; and their language like to the Barbarian 
Ipecch, without any great difference, both tongues be- 
ing a corrupt Arabic ; and not unlike therein to the I- 
talian from the Latin, or the vulgar Greek from the 
ancient ; yet the modern Greek is nearer the ancient 
than the Italian \i tlic Latin. Thefe rural Malteze are 
extremely bent, in all their aflions, either to good or 
evil : wanting fortitude of mind, and civil dilcretion, 
they cannot temper the violent humours of their pal 
lions : but as the hcadffrong tide, fo the difpofitions run 
in the fupcrlluoiis excels of affc^Uons. 

They follow the Roman church, though ignorant of 
the way; avud their women are lovely fair, going with 
their faces cov^ered with black veils, and 
The nature cf much inclined to licentioulnefs ; thcr 
the Malteze, beauties being borrowed from art more 
than nature ; for it is a common prac 
tice amongff decayed beauties, worn out by time or 
accidents, to hide it from others eyes with art, and 
from their own by fall’e gUllcs. But, alas ! the graces 
and beauiies of the foul ought more to be cared for, 
and to have the liiit place and honour, above ihdi. 
counterfeit or outward (hows of the body ; and the 
beauty and lovely propoiiion of the body Ihould be pre- 
ferred before the circminate deckings, that the body 
doth rather carry than enjoy; lince it often happcnctli, 
that a f'jul Ttnd defonned carcale hath a fair and lieh 
wardrobe. In this town of Malta, there are manv 
Turkifh and Mooridi flaves, very rudely treated ; 
not anlwerable ttj that cruelty the llaviih Chriftians erv 
dure upon their galleys in Barbary or Turky. The de

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fcriptiori of Malta I poftpone to the fucceeding relations 
of my fecond travels. And after twelve days ftaying 
here, I imbarked in a frigate with other palTengers, and 
ai rived at Cicily, in the iouth caft coi ner of Sicilia, be- 
ing fixty miles diftant. 

From thence coafling the fliore fifty miles to Syrach- 
fi, J met with by the way, in a clefty creek dole by 
the fea-iide, a Moorifli brigantine, with twelve oars on 
each iide, charged with Moors, who had Iccretly Itaid 
tiicfc a night and a day, dealing the people away la- 
houring on the fields ; at which fudden fight, and be- 
:iig hard by them, I flopped my pace. Whereupon 
about twenty Moors broke out upon me, with lliabies 
and lliiigs. But my life and liberty being dear to me, 
niy long-traced feet became more nimble in r^velve fcore 
paces, than they could follow in eighteen : lor I beho- 
ved to fly back the lame way I c.imc ; where, when 
freed, 1 hadened to the next waicii tower, fea-fer, 
and there told the centlncl, that a Moorilli brigantine 
was lying within two miles, at an ob- 
feure clift, and that I hardly elcaped IMconfo 
their hands : Wheieupon lie, in iking a brigantine. 
fire on the top of the tower, and from 
all watch-towers along, gav- nrefently warni.'ig to the 
couniiy; fo that in a moment tlicy of tiie villages 
tame down, on liorfe and foot, and well armed, and 
demanding me Iciicuily of tlie truth. I brought tliem, 
With all poillble difpafcli, to the very place ; where 
foitliwith the hoi lemcn broke upon ti.cm, wounding 
divers before they were all lalen; ftir fome fled to 
rocks, and fbme vv'cie in the covered fields hunting 
their prey. At laft they w’cre ah leized ii[’on. and fait* 
tied two and two in iron cliains, and fix Siriuans ic- 
hev(.d, whom they had doicn and thr.nleu : whence 
they weie carried to Syracufa. i went aifo along with 
them, where by the way the prople hlcired me, and 
•hanked God for mine cfcape, and me for dijeovering 

the gal- 
.vleriTiO, 
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upon the third day, they weie foot tu F 
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They gone, and I repofing here, the governor of 
that place, for this piece of fcrvice, and my travels 
fake, did feaft me three days, and at my departure 
would have rewarded me with gold ; fo alfo the friends 
of them that were relieved ; which if I took or not, 
judge you, that beft can judge on difcretion. This 
city is lituate on a promontory, that juttcih into the 
lea, having but one entry, and was once the capital 
feat of the kingdom ; though now, by old tyrannies, 
and late alterations of time, it is only become a private 
place ; yet girded about with the molt fragrant iiclds, 
for dainty fruits, and delicate mufcattllo, that all Eu- 
rope can produce. 

From this place, ovcrtracing other fifty miles to Ca- 
tagna, lltu ue at ^Etna’s foot, 1 niealured the third fihy 
miles to MefiTina. Where now I ceafe to difcourlc 
any fiuthtr of this ifland, rill my return from Africa, 
being my fccond voyage, (lor true it is, double expe- 
rience, deeper knowledge), where then puiicHiially, in 
my following order, the leader, 1 hope, lhall find his 
defired futisfaccion. 

From Medina I imbaikcd In a Neapolitan boat, 
loadcii with paliengcrs ; whence coalling 
Jn happy along for four luindrcd miles, the high- 
arrival. cr and lowt r Calabrian coall, with a part 

of the Lauoieai) hits, upon the twelfdi 
day we landed at Naples ; witere, being difimbarked, I 
gave God thanks, upon my bended knees, for my iafe 
arrival in Chrifienduai. And meeting there with the 
Earl of Bothwcll, and Captain George Hepburn, 1 
took the way to Rome, being a hundred and thirty 
Julies difiant ; where I Hole one night’s lodging piivaie- 
ly ; and on the morrow early, departing thence, and 
crofTing Tyber, I vifited thefe towns in Italy before I 
courted the Alps, Siena, Florence, Luca, Ifila, Genoa, 
Bologna, Parma, Pavia, Piacenza, Mantua, Milan, 
and Turin. The commendation of which cities rdl 
revolved in thefe following veills.

Having pafiecl Turin, and its princely court, whofc 
prcfent duke might have been the mirror of nobility, I 
kept my way through Piedmont or Pedemontano, the 
filfer of Lombardy, and fecond garden of Europe ; and 
eroding the deep and fnowy mountain of Mount Cola 
di Tenda, the highed hill of all the 
Alpes, I found on Its top, that it re- Tbe Ligurian 
lerveth always a Gradinian mid, for a /Ilpes, 
mile of way long dakes fet in the fnovv, 
each one a fpear’s length from another, to guide the 
padenger his dangerous way ; of the which doops if 
he fail, he is lod for ever. 

After I had O’averfcd this dldicult padage, I had 
two days journey in climbing and eroding the rocky 
and intricate hills of Liguria, over which Hannibal had 
fo mucii ado to conduH his army to Italy ; making a 
way through the Ihow with fire, vinegar, and wine : 
\h ence it was faid of him, I'iam aut inrveniet AnnihaU 
nut facict. Leaving theie mountains behind me, 1 ar- 
rived at Nice in Provence, lituate on the Mediterra- 
nean lea ; and pading the towns of Antibo and Cana 
’0 night at Purges, there were three Prcuch murderers 
h't upon me in a thievidi wood twelve miles long ; one 
fd which had dogged me liirher from Nice : where, 
l)a\ii)g given me a fcirlul chace for a long league, and 
mending thcinlelvcs, they gave me over. Well, 
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in the midft of the wood I found an hoftery, and in it 
two women and three young children, with whom I 
ftaid and lodged all night. 

After I had fupped and gone to bed, in came thefe 
aforefaid villains, accompanied with my 
A happy e- holt ; where, when feen, they Ihaight 
/cape from accufed me for my flight, and threaten- 
murder. ing me with lirokcs, coniulted my 

death. Then I cried to my hod for 
help, but he flood dumb, for he was their companion ; 
and to fecond tlieir intention, his wife made tali the 
lower door : whereat being moved with deadly fear, I 
pulled my Turkdh gown ftoni my back, and opening 
my lacker, faid, Now Chrilhan gentlctnen, I know you 
are diflrefled, and foam I: come fearcli my dual hs 
and budget, and if you find what you look for, let me 
die. Alas, 1 am a poor flranger, newly come from 
Jerufalcm and the fepulchrc of Jd’us Chrifl, and alter 
long travels ; and lo there is my patent : and concern- 
ing my flight, I fwear 1 only fled for the lafety of my 
life, but not for the prefervaiion of my money, for 
come, fee I have none; iny grief is, that 1 have it not 
for you. Good gentlemen conliJcr the dangers that 1 
have pafl among infiucls, atid let not your Chiillian 
hands rob rne of my life, having nothing wherefore 
you Ihonid. 

This fpoken, and much more, they never feat died 
me nor touched my wallet, but went to counlel ; where 
they condiided, frotn my forwardnels in opening iny 
body and other things to tliem, that 1 had no money, 
and ihereiorc confirmed my life, which, lor the iormef 
refpecl, and the Holy grave v/as granted. WJioo.- 
upon packing up iny relicks again, they called for v/ine, 
and drunk divers times to me ; and after a long fpent 
conference, their fupper making ready, they dilimlird . 
me lor my bed f whither, when led by my hoflefl, I 
privily made the door fafl, iufpeding flill a liiducu 
death. they fupped and were jovial ; and at the 
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flrft cock, went forth to the wood, and the high-way, 
for their own ends. 

All which time I ftood centinel ; and the morning 
come, my hoft confefled, that he only had faved my 
life, forfwearing himfelf of their former fight ; but, 
{'aid he, certainly they are murderers. Leaving him 
with diflembled thanks, I arrived at Furges ; where I 
learned that my hoft was fufpefted to be a confort with 
thefe, and many more murderers. Well, afterwards 
I heard he was arraigned, hanged, and quartered, the 
houfe razed, and his wife put to death : 
and ever lince, the French king keep- A guard of 
cth a guard of horfemen there, to keep horfimen for 
fliat filthy and dangerous wood free a dangerous 
from murderers. For now may I lay, wood, 
lilce to a Ihip that after a long voyage, is 
eitiicr in greateft danger, or elfe c.ilt away entering the 
road and haven from whence Ihe came ; even lb was 1 
raft in the moll imminent peril that I had in all my 
travels ; being on the frontiers of France, and as k 
wcie, (in regard of remoter places), entering tlic town 
wherein 1 was born. 

Having given humble thanks and lofty prailes to the 
Almighty lor my deliverance, I travel led Provence and 
Langjicdoc, where, near to Montpellier, I met with the 
Ft each gentleman’s father, whom I relieved from the 
gallies in Canea of Candy ; who being overjoyed with 
my fight, kindly intreaied me for eight days, and 
higidy rewarded me with Spanilii plftolcs, lamenting, 
tny lake, that liis Ton was at Paris. Whence, con- 
tinuing my voyage to Barcelona in Catalonia of Spain, 
1 gave over my purpofe in going to Madrid, becaufe 
of dear bedding and Icarcity of vi^ftuals and footing 
the neareft way through Airagcm and Navarre, I croi- 
at the pallage of Saiufto J^/ua^ne, the Pyrenean 
tnountains, and falling down by Pau and the lavcr Or- 
tts, 1 vilited Gafeony and Bearn ; and from them, the 
P'iCs of liourdeaux and llochclre ; and arriving at Pa- 
""'S whence I liril began my voyage, J alto there end- 

cd 
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cd my firft, my painful, and pedeftrial pilgrimage. 
Whence, Ihortly thereafter vifiting England’s court, I 
humbly prefented to King James, and Queen Anne of 
ever bleflcd memories, and to his prefent Majefty King 
Charles, certain rare gifts and notable relicks brought 
from Jordan and Jerufalem. Where afterward, within 
a year, upon fome diftafte, I was expofed to my fecond 
peregrination as followeth.

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rals ; for Spineola fet me at his own table, and I lay in 
his lecond rent nine nights; the Duke of Newenberg^ 
and Don Pietro di Toledo, being there both for the 
time : fo with the Prince of Oiange, with whom I dif- 
courfed divers times, was the INlarquis of Brandcnbing, 
certain nobles, and foreign ainbaiPuiors. All which 
time, O how it grieved me to i'ee the tyranny of tiie 
Spaniards daily executed upon the dillreHed Protehants 
of Weillc, over whom they domineered like devils ; 
for thele afliidted citizens, being heavily opprelTed by 
their inlhpportable ufage, weie l)eleagured with ilteir 
friends, when they were held captive by their enemies; 
and, obeying neccflity, kept their bodies within the 
wills, though their minds were without, and entirely 
with the afi'ailants. 

Bidding adieu to thefc armies, and accompanied with 
a young gentleman, David Biuce, liie Lord of Clak- 
manan his Ton, whom I conduced to Italy ; fcarcely 
had wc outih’ipped Rhineberg (where Colonel Edmond 
was flain) a Dutch mile, till we were both lobbed of 
our cloaks and pocket-monies, with five Ibldiers, French 
and Vallones, and that within a village, women and 
children beholding us, but no man to relieve us, they 
being wflth carts ferving Spineola’s camp. 

Whence, the next day approaching Culloine, and 
bills of change anfwercd, we villted the 
fallely fuppoled tombs of the three kings The fabulous 
that came to Bethlehem, who, as the miracles of 
Eomanids fay, lie interred there. O Culloine, 
filthy and bafe abfurdnefs, for their ho* 

T oiother-church to confirm hcllifh and erroneous lies ; 
for thefe kings came from the eaft, and from Chaldea, 
iincl not from the north : or if they will have them to 
die there, and lb buried, furcly this is even fuch ano- 
ther damnable error, furpafiing tradition, as their wan- 
dering Jew, the Ihoc maker of Jeriifalem, is, of whom, 

Rome, they have wrote ten thoufand fables and fop- 
peries. From this we vifited the eleven thoufand virgins 
beads, martyrs : indeed wc faw the churcl>-walls all in- 
dented about with bare fculls, but whofe heads they 
X ^'cre, 
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^erc, the Lord knoweth. From thenco a gentleman 
brought us to a chapel, within a vineyard, called the 
('hapel of miracles ; the original whereof was thus : 
Upon a fcftival-day, being vintage time, tlicre came a 
peafant to the town, and palling by the vines (as tliere 
is a number within the walls) did eat bis belly-full of the 
grapes ; and thereafter hearing a mafs, was confelTed, 
and received the f.icrament : And returning the fame 
way he came, and juff where he had eaten the grapes, 
he fell a-vomiting, and calling up, with 
/I forged and what he had eaten, the holy lacrament, it 
falfe rnirailc. firaight turned into the likenefsof a new- 
born babe, being bright and glorious. 
AVell, the amazed fellow run back, anti told his con- 
felTor what was done, and his offence, who had eaten 
grapes before the reception of the eucharill. The Con- 
feffor told the hi (hop ; where he, and other prelates 
coming to the place, and beholding as it were an an- 
gel, grew aftonilhcd. 

In the end, they wrapped up their little dead god in 
a caiTibrick veil, and there buried it, building this cha- 
pel above the place ; where, ever lince, tliere is a world 
of l)ing miracles done. Lo, thcle are the novelties of 
Culloinc. 

Thence afeending the ?\hine, and reaching Hcidle- 
berg, 1 faluted the Princcis Palatine with certain i are 
1 clicks of the Holy Lind. And leaving Munfieur 
Rruce there till niy return, I went for Nurenberg, to 
difeover the fix Germans death, whom 1 had burled 
in the deferts, and Grand Caire of Egypt ; for the two 
barons were i’ubjedl to the Marquis of Hanfpach*: 
where having met with Tome of their brethren, fifters, 
and kinfmen, and related to them their deaths, I was 
prefently carried to their prince the Marquis, to whom 
I related the whole circumllances. Whereupon a bio- 
iher of the one baron, and a filler of the other, were 
inftantly invelled in their lands ; and I likewife, by them 
all, greatly regarded and rewarded ; and, after ten day? 
fcafting, reviewing Heidleberg, mine aflotiate and 1 1^^ 
forward for Helvetia, or Switzerland. 
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This country is divided into thirteen cantons, fix 
whereof are Proteftants, and fix Papiib ; the odd can- 
ton being likewife half and half. The moft powerful 
whereof is lierne, whofe teiritory lying along the lake, 
reacherh within a league of Geneva. The people, and 
their (crvice to moft Chriftian princes, arc well known, 
being manly, martial, trufly, and faithful. 

Here, in the canton of Berne, near to Urbs, we 
wo went and fiivv a young woman, who then had nei- 
ther eat, nor drunk, nor )ct palled txcremems lor 
thirteen years, it being tiuly certified by her parents, 
iiiends, phyllcians, and other viliiois. 

She was always bed fait, and I'o extenua- // njuovMu Ui' 
ted, that her anaioinifed body carried Jlwg Jour' 
nothing but finew, Ikin, and bones, yet teen years. 
was (lie mindful of (iod. And the year 
after this time, her body returned again to its natural 
vigour, in appetite and all things : and Ihe manied a 
liulband, bearing two children, and died in the fifth 
year thereafter. 

The day following we entered Geneva, wlicre view- 
ing the town, the chief burgo-mafiers, the ieven mini- 
iters, and the four captains, were all familiarly acquaint- 
ed with me, with whom, in divers places, 1 dauy feafi- 
ed and difcoinfed. The minifiers one night compli- 
menting me with a bible, newly u anllatcd into the Italian 
tongue by one of thcmlelves, born in Milan, told me, 
there was a mafs priefi, fix leagues oft', a curate of a vil- 
lage in Madame de Longevilc’s country, who had gor- 
in his own parilh, three willows, and their three 
leveral daughters, with child, and all about one time ; 
^nd for this his luxurious culhons was brought to Di- 
jon to be executed, defiring me to go fee the nHuncr. 
d he next day (leaving Mr Bruce with them) I went hi- 
'fier, and upon the following day, I faw him hanged 
^pon a new gallows, as as high as a llripad ; the three 
mothers and their three daughters were fer befuie him, 
l3eing gravidato, whofe foirowhil hcai is, and eye-gulh- 
jog tears for their fin and liianie, were lamentable to 
behold j the inceftuons bnperono, begging ftili mer- 
X 2 cy 
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cy and pardon for dividing their legs, and opening 
their wretched wombs. Lo, there is the chaftity of 
the Romilh priefts, who, forfooth, may not marry, 
and yet may mifearry themfelves in all abominations, 
tfpecially in foilomy, which is their continual plcafurc 
and pi*a(^uce. Returning to Geneva, and acquainting 
the magiilrates with his confellion, for tlR 7 arc great 
intelligencers, I wrote this literal diftich. 

Glance, glorious Geneva, gofpel guiding gem : 

Great God, govern good Geneva’s gholHy-game. 

The like of Geneva is lixreen leagues in length, and 
two broad. At the fouih-wcil: end whereof ftandeth tlic 
town, through whefe middle runneth 
The lake of the river Rhone, whofe head and body 
Geneva, and beginneth from the lake among the very 
the river hoiifes. The nature of which river is 
Rhone, not unlike to Nilus ; for when all other 

rivers decrcafe, (being in fummer), this 
increafeth. The rcafons proceeding from the exceffive 
I’now that lies upon the Sangalian and Grifonean Alpes, 
which cannot melt till about our longeR day, that the 
force and face of the fun diiroive it ; and lo ingorging 
the lake, it giveth Rhone fuch a body, that it is the 
fwifteft river in Europe. The town, on both Tides the 
flood, is flrongly fortified with rampered walls, and 
counterbanding' bulwarks ; the ditch without, and a- 
bout, being dry, is flrongly palafadoed with wooden 
flakes, for preventing of fudden fcalades *. Many 
aflaults have this handful of people fuflered by land and 
water, from the Duke of 8avoy ; the recital whereof 

• Towards the lake all the port Is fenced with doulrle and triple 
rows of hn^e ports driven jtito the water, with only a narrow jid- 
fage for the boats, which is Hint up every night with large chains, 
and on tlie land-fide are baftions, with fevcral other woiks and 

ditches The Dukes of Savoy have made fevcral attcnipcs foi* 

merly on this city ; and an annivcrfaiy celebration of its dclivei- 
ance from one of thefe in the year i6oi, is obl’cived {till every 
izd day of Dccciiibci. ^rtariow’s Gcograpliical Didionary.

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would plunge me in prolixity ; and therefore commit- 
ting that light-fliining Sion, and her religious Ifraelites, 
to the tuition of the Almighty, I hep over tlie AlpcsMo 
Turin. 

Here is the reficJence of the Dukes of Savoy, whole 
beginning fprung firfl from the houfe of 
Saxony ; For Berold, or Bcrauid, being The firjl be- 
a near coufin to the Emperor Otton the ginning of 
third, and brother to the Saxon Duke, the Duke cf 
the Emperor gratified him with thefe Savoy. 
lands of Savoy, and parts of Piemont ; 
where he and his fuccedbr continued four hundred 
years under the title of Earlsy until the Emperor Sigif* 
mond, at the council of Conftance, did cicate Amer, 
the eighth Earl of his name, Duke. And fo begin- 
ning with him, to this prefent Duke now living, named 
Charles Emanuel^ there have been only eight Dukes, and 
loine of them of Ihort lives. And yet of all the Chri- 
Aian Dukes, the moft princely couit is kept here, for 
gallants, gentry, and knights. 

At the fame time of my being there, this prefent; 
Duke had wars with his own broiher*in law Philip 
III. about the marquifate of Montferrat, and dutchy 
of Mantua, the ilfue whereof but retorted to the Duke 
a redoubling difadvantage ; though now it be gone 
from the Gonfagaes to the French Duke of Naviers. 
This country of Piemont is a marvellous fruitful and 
plain country, and wonderfully populous, like to the 
liver-fides of Arno round about Florence ;’inlbmuch, 
jhat a Venetian demanding a Piemont cavalier, What 
Piemont was ? replied. It was a town of three hundred 
miles in circuit ; meaning of the habitations and popu- 
lofity of the foil. 

The reft of the firnames of the Italian Dukes arc 
diefe, viz, that of Parma, is Ferncfey fignifying part- 
ridges ; that of Modena, is /IJhe ; that ol Florence, ds 
Medicis ; that of Urbino, Francefco Maria ; and the laft 
puke of Mantua, Gonfaga ; the dutchy of Ferrara bc- 
uig diftblved, is converted to the Pope’s patrimony. 

liCaving Piemont, and coafting the faflinous Ihore of 
X 3 Genoa’s 
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Genoa’s revicro, I reached Leghorn, the great Duke’s 
iea haven ; vvliere 1 left Mr Bruce with a galley-captain, 
a voiunfary h;lt1ier : and inclining alone to Florence, 
by the way at Pifloia, 1 found a comfortable crofs ; 
for 1 viewing the inai kei-place after flipper, and carry- 
ing a French pt)niard in my pocket, flic 
A comf'jYt- head of it was elpied by a badgello, cap- 
ahle oojs. tain of the fergeanis, who fliaight grip 
ped me, bore me to piilon, and clapped 
me in a dungeon, lohblng me of all my monies and 
poniaid ; and polling that night to Florence, on the 
moriow diews the Jnlfice there a llilietto of his oivn ; 
upon which, Iw.is condemned to row in the galleys for a 
year, elfe to pay an hundicd duckets- He ftaid thiet 
tlays ; in this time was 1 difeovered to the governor of 
Piftoia, a nooie gcnilem.m, and being brought befoie 
him, and arc[uaiiuing him with the uncleferved cruelly 
dt ilie badgeilo, nor that ever I wore a flilleto, but un- 
der pictexr of that, had lobhed me of feventy-two 
pieces fjf gold : Whereupon, the governor perceiving 
the knavery of the villain, and that he had not acquaint- 
ed him with my apprehending, to whofe place it belong- 
ed, he grew impatient, and forthwith lent poft to his 
llighncfs, Ihewing him the truth ot the bufmtfs : 
Wheieupon the badgello was fent back to the gover- 
nor, with whom 1 was domefticly referved ; and being 
acculed before my face of his roguery, could not deny 
it. Well, my gold and my poniaid is rellored again, 
ilie Badgello banlflied the tciritory of Pilloia for ever, 
with Ids wife and children ; and I received, in compen- 
fation of my abides, from his Highnefs’s chamber, or 
treafiiiy there, fifty Florentine crowns of gold, being 
modified by the Duke himfelf : whereat I extolled the 
knave that wrought his own wreck in fecking my over- 
throw, and brought me fuch a noble reward. 

Thanking God for this joyful crofs, and approach- 
ing Fioience, I found one John Brown there, whofe 
company 1 took to Sicily, Whence, having privately 

palled

pafled Rome, and publicly Naples, we 
footed along the marine by Salcino;and Coufenza in 
courting Coufenza, the capital feat of Calabria. 
Calabria, where a vicegerent remaincth, 
wc lepofed there certain days. 

The town is of no quantity nor quality ; in regard of 
the obfeurentfs and folitarinels of the country, the bet- 
ter fort of their gentry living at Naples. Having Iclt 
the Lower, and entered the Higher Calabria, we arri- 
ved at the bourge of Allanria; and the next moining 
iraverfing clofe and convert mountains, twelve miles a- 
long, in the midll: of our paiLge, we. were befet with 
four banditti, and four guns ; to whom holding up my 
hands, and imploring for our lives, Ihewing them mine 
adventures, and former travels, they unbend their lire- 
locks, and reading my patent of Jeriifalem, uncovered 
their heads, and did me homage, notwiihlhnding they 
were abfolute muiderers. Our lives and hberty are 
granted, and for a greater afibiance, they took us both 
unto a great thicket of wood, whcie their timbered ca- 
bin flood, and there made merry with us in goouj 
wine, and the bed cheer their lequcllratc cottage could 
allord. 

And now, becaufe there were foity more banditti, 
their companions, among thefe mountains, one of 
themfclves, for our fafeguard, came along with us, and 
as near Cadellucia as he durft; making me fwear, that 
I fhould not Ihevv the baron of that place of their pri- 
vate refidence, neither that [ met with them at all ; 
which I freely did ; and fo gave him many heaity and 
defeived thanks. 

Thefe banditti, or mcn-llayers, will come into any 
free town in the night, when they 
pleafc, and entering either a church The liberty of 
or hofpital, they day there as they lid, banditti in 
conducing with their friends, their wives, Calabria. 
and their affairs ; being as fafe in thefe 
places, as though they had not committed any criminal 
; neither may the pow'cr of judicc .leach to them, 
io long as they keep themfdves within doors.

This 
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This is an ancient liberty which Calabria hath ever 
retained, and fo it is through the moft part of all the 
Spanilh dominions. Having arrived at Caftellucia, the 
baron thereof made much of me, and wondered that 
1 had lafely palTcJ the mountains ; tor, faid he, when 
I go for Naples, 1 am forced to go by fea, notwith- 
ftanding I have foiiy in train. 

The next day, in pacing Monrecilione, the faireft 
and molt fniitFul bounded bourge in all Calabria Supe- 
rior, 1 faw an uncovered houfe, which, the people told 
me, had been the Ichooi where Dionylius the thud 
and lad tyrant oi Sicily, (alter his lliglu from the king- 
dom and crowri), taught children piivately nine years, 
ere he was known to be a king, but a poor Ichool- 
inafter. 

This higher Calabiia, though monntdinoiis, abound- 
Clh in delicious wine*;, line palhirage, and exceeding 
good filk. The pcalauts for the moil here are addicted 
to eat onions ; whence aroic this proverb, 1 CalcbrO' 
fe viagmano dt ccpoliy The Calabrians feed upon onions. 
Them women wear muomely habits’, being hooded 
from their brows to their backs behind, with fix or 
feven lundry colours of cloth or lUilF; whofe upper 
gowns come no faither than their niiddlc thighs ; and 
their breeches and ftockmgs being all one, and their 
legs half- booted, they look like the ghollly Armenian 
Gargofons. 

I remember, in palling this higher country, I found 
divers callales or rerraes (I’mall villages) of certain 
Greeks called AlhanefeSy whofe predecel- 
Gr^ek Alba- fors had tied from Albania when the 
nefes fled to Turk feized upon Epire, and this their 
Calabria. province : and were privileged here to 
ftay by the Spaniard Philip the firft ; and 
though exiled from their natural patrimonies, [Omne 
fllum forti patria efl)^ yet arc they exceeding kind to 
Grangers, meafuring largely their own infranchifed for- 
tune, with the voluntary expofcmcni of many unnecef- 
fary viud.mts. Declining thence to the marine bourge 
of Molino, being by bnd, which wc footed, 
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from Naples four hundred miles, we croffed the nar- 
row faro, or Sicilian curipus, to Meffina, being two 
niiles broad ; where, when landed, and meeting with a 
young Scots Edinbuigh-man, William Wylie, come 
from Palermo, and bound for Venice, I faftened 
John Brown with him to accompany his return; and 
on the following day imbarked them both back for Ca- 
labri.-i. 

And now having followed the Italian faying, Si 
viegiior a ft nr folo cme mala acempaniato, “ It is 
better for a man to be alone, than in ill company,” 
I travelled the kingdom to Trapundic, feeking tranf- 
poi ration for Africa, but could get none ; and return- 
ing thence overthwart the illand, I call to memory be- 
ing lodged in the bourge of Saramuti'a, belonging to a 
young baron, and being bound tlie way of Caftello 
I'r.incko, eight miles diltant, and appertaining to ano- 
ther young noble youth, I role, and marchtd by the 
break of day, where it was my luck, half way from 
either town, to find thele beardlel's barons lying dead, 
and new killed in the fields, and their 
holies flanding tied to a bulh belide Two young 
them ; vvliereat being greatly moved, 1 barons lulled 
appioached them, and perceiving the at combat. 
bodies to be richly clad with filken Huffs, 
calily conjedured what they might be, my lioff ha- 
ving told me the former night, that thefe two barons 
were at great difeord about the love of a young no- 
ble woman ; and fo it was : for they had fought the 
W^ombat for her fake, and for their own pride lay flain 
here. For as fire is to gun-powder, fo is ambition 
to the heart of man, which, if it be but touched with 
lelf-love, mounteth aloft, and never bendeth down- 
ward, till it be turned into allies. 

And here it proved, for that lady’s fake, that trop- 
po amore turned to prefto dolore. Upon which fight, 
to fpeak the truth, I fearched both their pockets, and 
found their two filken purfes full loaden with Spanifli 
piltoles : whereat my heart fprung for joy ; and taking 
live rings off their four hands, I hid them and the 
I two 
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two purfes in the ground, half a mile beyond this 
place ; and returning again, leaped to one of their 
horfes, and came gallopping back to Saramutza ; 
where, calling up my hoft, I told him the accident, 
'who, when he Ikw the hoii'e, gave a Ihout for forrow, 
and running to the callle, told the lady the Baron’s 
mother ; where, in a moment, lly’, her children, and 
the whole town, lun all with me to the place; i'ome 
clad, fome naked, lome on foot, and iome on horl'c ; 
where, when come, gi:cu)iis was it to behold theii 
woful and lad lamentations, j, thus leeing them all 
mad and dillrafled ot their wits with iojiow, left them 
wirhout good-night ; and coming to my treafure, made 
Ipectiy way to C.dicllo Fiancko, where bearing them 
the like news, brought them all to the like difirac- 
tion and llight of feet. 

Well, in the nuitabdity of time there is ay fome f<,r- 
tunc fal’cth by accident, wbetlttr lawful or not, I will 
not qucllion. It was now mine that was lab thciis; 
and to lave the thing that was not lolf, I travelled that 
day thirty miles further to Terra Nova. Whence, the 
next morning being eaily imbaiked for Malta, and 
thtic lardy landed, I met with a Ihip of 
yV London Jhip London, called tlie Matthew, bound for 
eaUcd the Conilaniinople, lying in the road ; wlieic 

Matthew. indeed with the company I made meriy 

alhme for three days; and efpecially 
wiih one George Clark, their purler ; who ffriving to 
plant in niy brains a Maltezan vineyard, had almoll lod 
his own life. 


Upon the fourth day, they hoifting fall, and I hay- 
ing alliore, it was my good luck, within eight days, to 
find a Fiench llnp at Toulon, come from the Levant, 
and bound for’ciinis, by the way in going home ; with 
whom dcfiroully conforted, within three days we touch- 
ed at our intended port. And now, to reckon the gold 
that 1 found in the aforefaid purfes, it amounted to 
tlirce hundred and odd double pilloles ; and their rings, 
being let with diamonds, were valued to a hundred ze* 
chins of Malta, tight fliillings the piece, which I dil- 
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patched for lefs : but the gold was my bcft fecond, 
which, like Homer’s Iliad under Alexander’s pillow, 
was my continual mecum. 

Tunis is the capital feat of its own territory, and of 
all the eaft and lower Barbai y, containing ten thoufand 
fire-houles. And it is the place where old Carthage 
hood, that was built by the 'Fyiians and Phoenicians 
of the Holy Land, leventy-two years before Rome, 
and had twenty miles in circuit ; which city, in thefe 
limes, was the fovereign queen of Afric, and the only 
envy and predominant malice of the Romans, being 
more than Rome’s rival-mate in greatnefs, glory, and 
dominion. Ncverihelefs, in the end it was taken. Tack- 
ed, and burnt, by Scipio Africanus, lix hundred and 
two years after Rome was Tirft founded ; and her ruins, 
and large territories without, made fubjedl: to the ain- 
Liiion of Rome. 

After which detriment, defolate Carthage was re- 
built by Cmfar, and a colony of Italians 
tr.inlported there, flourilhed for a time, The divers 
till it was delh’oyed and over-run by the plantations . 
Goths and Vandals; and laftly fubdued of Carthage, 
by 'he Saracens and Moors, It was by 
ilicm tranfmitted to theTuikifh power, who now is 
mailer of it, being no way anTwerable to the (Ixth part 
of the greatnels it had before. This town is fitua- 
ted in bottom of a creek, where the Tea, for a 
mile, having cut the bofom of the land, maketh a 
large and iiife refling-place for Ihips and gvilleys; 
.which haven and town is fecured from fea-invafions 
by the great and llrong fortrds of Galetto, built on a 
high promontory that toucheth the Tea, and command- 
cth the mouth of the bay; wherein aTurkilh Bafliaw, 
and a ftrong garrilbn of foldiers, remain ; the fort it- 
fclf being well provided with arms, men, artillery, and 
ammunition. 

The kingdom of Tunis comprehended once the 
whole country that the ancients called properly ydfric^ 

Little Afric^ being the old Numidia ;• and was divi- 
Jfd then into thefe five provinces, Bugia, Conftaniine, 

tha« 
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that of Tunis, Tripoly, and Ezzcbba. In the town of 
Bugia, lying half-way betwixt Tunis and Algier, and 
forty leagues from either, being now called Jrradetz, 
there were ancient beautiful temples, colleges, magni- 
ficent buildings:, hofpitals, and convents, after their 
faftiion ; but the town being taken, and razed, n/ino 
1 508, by Peter King of Navai re, it hath remained ever 
fince without beauty or ornament, fave a few rullic In- 
habitants. 

The province of ConfLaniine lietli betwixt Tu- 
nis and Bugia ; the town Conftantirie, 
The maritime now Ablrouh, being c.ipital, and was lir- 
provinct's be- named Cortez and Julia. It is furround- 
Tunis ed with rocks and ancient walls, con- 
and /llgicr. taining eight hundred fire-houfes, vvhci e* 
in are the relicks of a triumphant arch, 
formerly built by the Romans ; and in this province, 
fixteen leagues within land, was the town of Hippo, 
liow Bolen, wheteof St Augufiine was bllliop. 

The territory of Tunis licih betwixt the borders of 
Abirouh wellward, and the limits of Tripoly eatfward, 
being of length eii*hiy miles ; and on the fea-coa(i 
lieih the town Bilerta, adorned with a commodious 
haven, and fix galleys, the molf wicked of condition, 
and the moft tpjick in Hying or following, of all the 
coHaiis in Turky. Tiipoiy in B.irbary (commonly calh 
cd fo) was once drowned by the fe.i; hut now its litua- 
tion was tranlportcd I'afcly a little more fbuihward, 
which iometirnc was beautified witli merchants of Ge- 
noa, Kagula, and Venice, but now become a den of 
thieves and fea-piiafcs ; and lo are all the fea-towns be- 
twixt i'hivpt and Morocco. 

The lait province of the kingdom of Numidia is Ez- 
zebba, lying call from Tripoiy, and bordering with 
Cyreno, a pendicle of Egypt. The chief part where- 
of is Meifaick, being twenty-four leagues fromTripo- 
Jy, containing many villages and towns on the plains 
and mountains, abounding in lilks, corns, and divers 
fruits. 
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All tbcfe five maritime provinces have but narrow in- 
lands, not advancing fouthward from the iea*coaft a- 
bove forty miles. Here in Tunis I met with our Eng- 
lilh captain, General Waird, once a great 
pirate, and commander at fea ; who, in An Englijb 
(iefpite of his denied acceptance in Eng- pirate^ Capt, 
land, had turned Turk, and built there JVaird, 
a fair palace, beautified with rich mar- 
ble and alabafter fioncs ; with whom I found domeftics 
fifteen circumcifed Englilh renegadoes, whofc lives and 
countenances were both alike, even as tlefperaie as dif- 
(Jainful. Yet old Waird, their maftcr, was placable, 
and joined me f.ifeiy with a palling land-convoy to Al- 
gier ; yea, and divers times, in my ten days Haying there, 
i dined and fupped with him, but lay aboard in the 
French Ihip. 

At laft, having obtained my palTport from the Balhaw 
there, and furety taken for my life and money, I im- 
braced the land way with this convoy, conlifting of for- 
ty Moors, and a hundred camels loadcn with lilks, 
dimities, and other commodities, traverfing the fore- 
faid regions of Abirouh and Arradetz. In all which 
way (lying nightly in a tent) I found a pleafant and fruit' 
fill country, abounding in wines, rye, barl.y, wheat, 
and all kinds of fruits, vvith innumerable villages, and 
lo infinitely peopled, that it made me wifh there had 
been none at all ; otherwife that they had been Cbri- 
ftians, and fo more civil. 

The greateft enemy I met with in this journey was the 
Jun, whofc exceeding heat was intolerable to endure, 
being in September, anno but for provilion of 

water, wine, and vi(S:uals, we had abundance. Upon 
the fevenih day of our couiTe, we entered in the coun- 
try ofTremizen, formerly Mauritania 
-'>£farea. This kingdom hath, to the Jrcmizcnm 
Weft, I\lauritunia Tingitana, containing Uarbary, 
thj; empire of Morocco and Fez ; on the 
hnith, Getulia, or defert Numidia ; on the eaft, with 
the rivers of Mulvia and Amphlaga, the marches of Ar- 
radetz; and on the north, the Mediterranean fea, op- 
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polite to Sardinia. The country is in length, from the 
caft to the weft, twenty-five of their courfes, and of 
our miles about three hundred ; and of breadth, be- 
tween the fea and Geiulia, no more than thii ly Englidi 
miles. 

This kingdom, copious in all things, hath been oft 
and ever molefted with the Numidian Saracens, or ba- 
ftard Arabs, who, falling down from the mountains, 
do lun their career at random upon the ground-toiled 
Moots, to fatisfy their needy and greedy delires. 'J'rc- 
mizen, or Teienlim, had of old four provinces, but 
now only two, its own teiiitory, and that of Algier ; 

whole capital town being, too, called 
The tovju of Tremizeuy contained once eighteen thou- 
Tremizen dc- land firc-houfes. But in regard of ]o- 
cayed 'luith fephiis King of Fez> who befteged it fc- 
wars, ven years, overmaftering it, and then 

lubdued by Charles V. and likevvife the 
Turks invafion of it, and finally, bccaufc of the long 
wars betwixt the Scrilf, or King there, and the Turk, 
^it is become a great deal Icfs, and almoft dilinhabited, 
and the moft part of that country lubjetft to the autho- 
rity of the Balliavv of Algier. 

At laft, upon the twelfth day of our leaving Tunis, 
having arrived at Algier, abandoning my conduct with 
a good refpe^t, I ft.ud in a Spaniard’s houfe, turned 
runagate, who kept a roguilh tavern, and a ground- 
planked holpitality. In all this way of a hundred and 
twenty miles, I paid no tribute ; neither had I any immi- 
nent peril, the country being peaceable, though the 
people uncivil. 

This town of Algier was formerly under fubjetftion 
to the kingdom ofTremizen; but be- 
The thieviJJj caufc of infupportable charges, it re- 
toivn of Af volted, and furrendcred to the King of 
gier, Arradetz or Bugia. Afterwards it was 

under the King of Spain, from who.m 
Barbarofta did take it anno 15 151 being now under the 
Turk ; and is firuate upon the pendicles of a hoping 
htighr, and ftandeth triangular. The fide next the fea

is ftrongly fortified with earth-backed walls, bul- 
warks, and artillery *, but the ftmifquared land*walls 
are of fmall importance, and eahly to be furprifed ; 
and three miles in circuit, containing thirty thoufand 
perlons. 

There is aTurkifh Rafliaw lierc, and a ftrong garri- 
fm of fix thoufand janizaries, with two hundred cor- 
lairs Ihips, or pirates, who, ever preying upon Chriftian 
traders, by their continual fpoils and prizes, have made 
the devililh town wonderful rich, and become the in- 
veterate enemy of Chrillendom ; being now a kingdom 
oF itfelf, and in length, from ealf to weft, between the 
towns Tei racot and Guargola, one hundred and twenty 
miles. It hath a long-reaching mould in the Tea, that 
maketh a fafe harbour for their Ihips again ft northerly 
winds, which on that coaft are deadly dangerous. 
At this time, the greateft part of the town were fled 
to the mountains, to fliun the parching heat that beat- 
eth violently on the plains and feadhore. All the 
maritime towns of Barbary do the like evet^y fiimmcr, 
for the months of July, Auguft, and September 
which then being left half-naked of defence, it were 
the only time for Chriftians to invade or furprife their 
towns. 

1 found here abundance of flaves, moft oi them Spa- 
niards, whom they daily force within the town to bear 
all manner of burdens hei'e and there, and without the 
town to drudge in the fields, among their vines and 
corns, and other hard labours, abufmg them flill with 
buft'ets and baltinadoes, as their perverfenefs lifteth. 
^^ftther durft 1 leave my lodging, unlefs I had three or 
four Chriitian flaves to guide me, and guard me too 
from the wicked vulgar, who bear no rtiiie^ft: to any 
ftranger or free Frank. Here I remarked a wonderful 
policy in the Turkifti if ate, concerning ihele theftuous 
and rapinous towns of Barbaiy; who, as they are or- 
dained ever to plague and prey upon the 
Spaniard, yet under that colour, they A natural 
•'■ecniiatc them to make havock, and . fublime poiuy 
-'ze upon all other ChrilVuu llnps 
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goods, and perfons, as they pleafc, the French nation 
excepted I and lb they do, notwithftanding of our fe- 
veral ambafladors lying at Conftantinople, who rather 
Hay there as mungrels than abfolute anibairadors. For 
why Ihould Chrillian princes mediate for peace and 
commerce with the Turk, when theirs, with his lub- 
jedfs the barbarian Moors, have no fafety ? they being 
obedient to his laws, and over-ruled by Balhaws, as 
well as thole of Alia and eaftern Europe are. From 
which I gather, as from all other like examples, that 
there is a more iublime overmaftering policy, I'ubtilty, 
and provident forelight, in mere natural men, as Tuilcs 
be, than in our belt grandees, for all their Iciences and 
fchool-rtudies, can either perceive or perform, far lefs 
prolecute. To which avowed dangers, if any fmall 
fliip, ruled by ralli fellows, Ihould adventure within the 
ftraits, as too many Englilh do, being unable, and 
unprovided for defence, and lo are taken and captiva- 
ted, and afterward redeemed by contributions over the 
land, I juftly affirm it, they deferve rather to bo pu- 
^nifhed, and lemairi there in punifliment, than any re- 
lief or redemption to be wrought for them, who will 
nakedly hazard thcmielvcs in known perils, without 
ordnance, ammunition, and a Ihip of fuOicient bur- 
den. 

But to return : The maritime provinces which lie 
between Egypt and Ceuta, ovcrgainlf Gibraltar, be- 
ing the Ifraits, are ihele, Gyrene, Bar- 
77;^ Barba- ca, Marmoiica, Ezzebba, the Tripo- 
rian provin- lian jurifdi^tion, the kingdoms of Tunis, ^ 
ces bctivixt Abirouh, Arradetz, Tremizen, Ah 
Egypt and gier, and a part of Fez ; extending to 

Gibraltar, two thoufand three hundicd maritime 

miles. All which, by ignorant Icamen, 
and ruvid Moors, is termed Barbary ^ who cannot dll- 
tinguilh parts nor provinces, but even as the oriental 
Turks do, that dtnominaic all Alia Minor under the 
name Carmania, and know no further of their ancient 
nor particular, titles. 

Now, as concerning their cuftoms, it is the fafliion 

of 
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of all thefe Barbarian Moors, in mairying of tlieii 
wives, that after the bridegroom and i he bride arc in- 
rolled by their Totfecks, or priells, in tlie rnolqvie, bt- 
foie the parents of each pnty, anti the biide pitkruly 
brought home to the houic of her iudlunci, acronijvt- 
r.icd with all their friends, miihc, and revelling, he 
immediately withdraweth her to a private cluimbtr, ha- 
vmiJ only one old woinati handing by ih.cin in a comer 
of the room ; where he lying with tlie bride, and hic 
being ioiuul a maid, by a ceitain cloth laid niuler her 
pi ivy jdaci', w'hlch being by ilie old l.agg drawn tnir, 
and lound Ipriiiklcd with loots of blood, lliepiehn!- 
tth it hrh to him, as a token of vir;tini’y ; and tin o 
fortbwiih lunneth through the hoiile, among all the 
ihciids of the new mairied couple, crying wiib a loud 
voice, and cat t ying the bloody naj>kin in her liand. 
The vir';in-bride is bioken up.” Whereat they all 
rejoice, giving rewards and good cheerio the ti\er. 
hiu if the bride be nor found a maid, then he retuiii- 
tth her back unto herpnenrs; winch 
they account as an immoital fiiame, and Trc /,• er/ cf 
hie nuptial fcah, and all the allillints. Mcrr.Jb 
thereunto, are I’uddenly difmiiled ; but I'/'.h't, 

T a viigin, the banquet coiiiiiuieth all 

the lirh day, with great cheer, dancings, revellings, 

\^ith inulkal inllriimcnts (h- divers loi is. 

d'be lecond night is only the icalf of women for liotli 
parlies. And the third banquet is made on the fevemh 
day after the nuptial; the provilion of which tlic fa- 
ther of the bride fendeth to the boulc of bis new Ibn- 
in law ; where, after this banquet, and tin: ieventh 
<h‘y, in the next morning the bridegroom gocth tlitn 
ahioad from his hoide (which he doth not till the a- 
forefaid time) unto the market-place, where he biiveth 
■t number of fifli, to carry with him to his dwelling as 
■' [ft good luck, it being an ancient cullom through 
moll: part of all the northern Afric. 
f’he men and women at llich meetings dance a- 
pyt, each of them having their owm nuUic and orders 
merriment.

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^ They have alfo a cuftoni, when that infants begin 
to breed teeih, their parents will make a folemn feaft 
to all the children of the town, with divers ceremo- 
nies ; which cuftom they nreferve yet in divers parts of 
Italy. 

The women through all Birbary wetr abundance of 
bracelets on their arms, and rings in their ears, but not 
through the nofe and llp>, as the Egyptians do ; and 
turn allb the nails of their hands and feet to red, ac- 
counting it a bafe thing to lee a wliite nail. The men 
Itere, for the moll part, arc the bell archers and horfe- 
men that arc in Afric, and take great pleafure in breed- 
ing of their b.ubs. So they are both adive and cou- 
rageous, and very defperate in all their attempts, being 
all of the Mahometan religion, thoug,h more ignorant 
thereof than the Turks; Ibme whereof are fubjetS to 
the Turk, lonie to the Emperor of IMoiocco, and Ionic 
to their own barbarous princes. 

And now it was my fortune here in Algier, after 
_ twelve days abode, to meet wiih a French lapidary, 
Monf. Chatielinc, born in Aix du Pro- 
MonfXhdttC’ vence, v\ ho intending to vifit Fez, join- 
hue, a Frouh ed comjiany with me, and we with cer- 
Lipidiiiy. tain merchants of Algier that were go- 
ing thither, being in all thirty pafl'engeris 
with two Janizaries and a dragoman. 

Whence advancing oiir way, fomc on mules, and 
fome on foot, with alFes carrying our baggage and pro- 
vifion, we left the maritime towns of Salec and Ti- 
tuan, far to the well:, on our right hand, and facing,, 
the inland, we marched for three days through a fruit- 
ful and populous foil : and although the people’s bar- 
barous and difdainfid countenances were awful, yet wc 
two went hill free of tiibutes, as not being a thing 
with tlicm cul'tomary, to execute exadion on Franks, 
as the Turks and Moors do in Alia; neither under- 
hood they what ue were, being clad with company, 
and after their talliioii; favc only that nature had let 
a fairer hamO on my hice than ilieirs, which often I 
wifhed had been as black as their tiglinefs. In thi'^ 

I journeying) 
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journeying, mixed with pain and pleafure, we founa 
every where ftrong wines, abundince of excellent 
bread, and the beft and greacefl hens bred on th- tMr.li 
with plenty of figs, fruits, olives, and delicious oil ’ 
yea, and innumerable villages, the houfes whereof err 
all built wiih mud, and platformed on their tons ; and 
fo are they in Alia, and all Afric over. 

Upon the fourth diy, havin g palVcJ the plairs, wc 
entered into a hilly country, yci pahurablc ; where I 
beheld, here and there, clouds of lents, blled v iui iih< 
I'itime people, that wore lied hhher f.oiu the Ka-coait 
for the frelh and cooling air. 

And upon thefe plealant and inibiagcous bei-^Jns I 
law the liedds ovcrciad with floc!:s of ilicep and ^’oats ; 
wnich llieep are \von(lrous grar, hiving from tlieir 
lumps and hips broad and tnich tails gi owing, and 
hanging to the ground, fome v/hcreof, wdicn fold, will 
weigjh lixtecn, eighteen, or twenty pounds weight, and 
upwards. Here, among the mountains, our company 
knowing well tliecounny, took a great advantage 
the w'ay ; and on the iewnth day, in the 
morning, we arrived at the gi eat town Mv m rival 
or Fez; where the Frenchman and I ai Frz, 

Were condudled by fome of our compa* 

17 to a great Moorifb inn or tavern ; and there rccei- 
: wc were as kindly antj reloedtivcly ufed as ever I 
was in any part of the Turk’s dominions, being now out 
of them, and in the empire of Morocco. 

This city of Fez is iituatc upon the bodies and twice 
•double doping faces of two hills, like to Granada in 
• Andclufia in Spain, the interval or low valley between 
oth (through which the lorrid river of Miirraheba run* 
oeth foiuhward) being the centre and chief place, is the 
mod beautiful and populous part of the city ; the fitua- 
of which, and of the whole, is jull let under the 
^‘opic of Cancer. 

^ Over which river, and in this bottom, there are fixty- 
e'vcn bridges of done and timber, each of them being a 
age for open drccts on both fidcs. The interval con-

conitnon Hews of iodoinitical boys ; nay, I have lu*' 
at mid-day, in the very market-places, the Moors bug- 
I’cring thcle lilthy earnons, and, without lhame or pti' 
’lifliment, go fictly away. 

There aie fevera! lEus of Infllcc here, (iliongh 
to vindicate beafilli.eis), occupied by Cadcis and Sam 
7 ccks, v/liich twice a-wcek hear (liHercnces and con’" 
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plaints. Their chief Scriif, or vicegerent, being 
from Morocco, is returned hither again every thiid 
year. 

The two hills on botli hjes of the pl innrecl ciiv, 
call: and wed, are over-clad with dreets 
and hollies of two doiies high, being Thr beauty 
beautified elfo with delicate gardens, and iv J yy calnrl's 
uu their e\trcme doping pans, wiih cj I\'Z, 
numbers of inodpies and watch-towers ;

tliree hundred wind-mills, mod parr whereof pertain 
to the niol'jucs, and the two nuignificent college;; e- 
icctcd for the education of childicii in the Mahome- 
tan law *.

Jacob, ion to Abduiach the fnd king of the fa- 
milies of Meeniions, divided Fez in ihicv pairs, and 
with three i'evcrrd walls ; though now inviicned wlrh 
only one, and chat bioken down in fundry parts.

tircul.ir rtuundots ; eveiy pillar having a lamp of oil 
burning thereat, whcic there, and through the whole 
mofque, there aie every night nine hundred lamps light- 
ed ; and to maintain tlicm, and a hundred Totfecks 
and preaching 'ralifinans, the rciit of it extendefh to 
two hundred ducats a-day ; neverthelcfs there are in 
the ciiy belides it, more tl'.an four hnndied and fixty 
moKpaes, buy whcrcoi are well benefited, and fupeib- 
ly decorated, within and wldiouf, with 
gk^tious and extiaordinary workman- 
ihip, whofe roois within are all Mofaic 
work, and curioully indented with gold, 
and the w<dh and pillars being of giey 
niarbk, intei larded with white alaba- 
Her ; and fo is the chief rnoltpie too, in which Mon- 
lieur Chattelinc and I went three lundry times, ac* 
qunpanied with our Moorill holl, who from their 
prieft had procured that licence for ns. This city a- 
boundeih in a.i manner of provilion fit for man or 
bead, and is the goodlief: place of all north Afric, 
containing an hundi’cd and twenty ihoufand fire-houfes, 
and in them a million of fouls. Tinly this is a world of 
a city, and may laiher fccond Grand Cairo, than fub- 
join itfeli: to Conlfantinople, being far luperior in great- 
nefs to Aleppo. For thele are the four greateft cities 
that ever I law, in the world, cither at home or abroad. 

The citizens here, are very modefl:, and zealous at 
their divine lervices, but great dancers and revellers on 
their folenin feltival days, wherein they have bull-baiting, 
maiqueiades, finging of ihynies, and proceflions of 
priells. The Moors of Fez and Moiocco, in times pafti 
had divers excellent perlonagcs, well learned, and very 
civil; for arncnglt the Mahometan kings, one cannot 
too iimcli piaile the Kings Almanfor, Maunon, and 
lJuceepli, being mof excdknt men in theiiTuperftiiion- 
In whofe times fouiiflied the inoft famous phy- 
, fi;ians, 
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ficlans, and philofophers, that were among the Pagans^ 
as Avicenne, Rafis, Albumazar, Averroes, &c. with 
other great numbers maintained by the kings of Mo- 
rocco, that then were maltcrs of all Barbary and Spain: 
as in Spain may be yet feen (though now fallen m cle- 
cay) a great number of ihcr colleges, Ibewing they 
were great loveis oP their religion and c’odiine, and 
are fo to this day ; i'ave only in their drinking of wine, 
forbidden by their Alcoran. They were gre.u c’evifcis, 
too, of gallant Iportings, cxcrciles t( uinainent«, and 
bull-baiting, which Spain retaineih to this day ; yea, 
and the Romans did learn, and tollow many ot them. 

Here, in Fez, there be a gpeat number ol poets, that 
make longs on divers fiibjedhs, clpcci.dly of love and 
lovers, whom they openly nan e in their rliymcs, with- 
out rebuke or fhame. All which poets, once eveiy 
year, againfi: Mahomet’s birth-day, make jhymes to his 
praife : mean while, in the ahernoon ot that IclVival- 
tlay, the whole poets ailembling in the 
market-place, there is a dalked chair Potis amonii 
prepared for them, whereon they moiiitt, Pjnt barian^ 
one after another, to recite their vcrl’es, vi <in at re- 
in audience of all the people ; and he 
who by them is judgeel to be bell, is 
efteemed all that year above the rell, having this epi- 
thet, The Prince oj pcets, and is by the vicegerent and 
town rewarded. But in the time of the Mcennon 
kings, the prince, on that day, in his own palace, did 
convene the whole citizens, in whole prclence he made 
A I'olcmn fcail to all the bell poets ; caullng every one 
of them to recite the praife of Mahomet bcloie his face, 
fianding on a high Icafl’old : aiut to him that was thought 
to excel the reft, the king gave a liimdrcd iuhans of 
gold, an horfe, a woraan-llave, and the long tobe that 
was about him for the time ; and to each of the roll he 
gave fifty Iuhans; lo that evety one had lomc recom- 
pence for their pains.

live d.ivs, exric/ling hi^ lieahh ; which growing woile 
and worle, and he mindlul to retuin, which I would 
nor, 1 U'tt him in bale cnirody, and one of onr diud- 
ges to alieiid him to Fez. And biariivg the chaiges of 
the Ollier two, accormiig, to the formv.r condition, I 
ht foiw’ard for my pm pole, whicli cre long luined to 
iad icpentaiice. 

Leaving Ahetzo behind us, and enteting the coun- 
try of the Agarots, wc lound tlic heft inhabitants 
halPcUd, the vnli’ar naked, me coimtiy void of villa- 
g,es, rivers, or culiiwu’C ; hiit the loil lich in belli, 4, 
abounding in (beep, goa:s, camels, dromedaries, and 
palling good hoilcs: lla.vmg an Iwtiecr of tliCir own, 
being I’ubjetfl; to none, but to his own pafiions, and 
them, to tlie dilpt'lhioii or his wicked nature; yet he 
and they had a buhnddliow of the Wahometan reli- 
gion. Jdieir cattle aie ^.'.iieinl wah (omct..i, and the 
pahoral fields with the nigiuly dew, and ihcmlelves witli 
the watcrilli concavity or the earth. In our hx days 
toii, traverfnig tins country, we had many troubles 
and inarlmgs from diole lavages; who loinetimcs ovei - 
btboured us with baftinadocs, and wcie Ihli inquirous 
'vh.it 1 was, and whidier I went ; yea, and it was dif- 
hcult enough for the diagoman to lave iny life and li- 
ke i ly. 


i hiving pad the perverfenefs of this calamity, upon 
bie Icvcnth day we enconnteixd veith an- , 

'idler loil, and a woil’e tiibe ()l' the lla* ii, u\!' '• 
I’dns or Jamnites, moll pare whereof 
Wuc wiiite Moors, a people more ugly 
dian the Negiocs ; yetfon e of tiie better fort had their 
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v members covered, but of condition far more wicked 
than the former. 

They are ruled by a Seriff, whofe guard is compofed 
of women, and young Balars, pages ; feeming rather 
to live without religion, than acknowledging any kind 
of deity. Here my Dragoman doubting of his pah’ape, 
and the difliculty of the country, which arofe from his 
ignoraninefs thereof, was inforced to liire a Hagan 
guide, to bring us to the province of Abadud, border- 
ing with Aithiopia. But our guide having led us for hve 
days together Ibuth-eaftward, and almoh contrary to our 
purpole ; in the fixrh night, he hole away, while we dept, 
either for fear or falfehood, miftaking our journey, or 
deceiving us for defpite, the half of his wages being paid 
him before. Well, the villain gone, I and my Drago- 
man the next day continuing our faces in the fame di- 
redion, we were long ere night involved in a difinha- 
bited countiy, being a defert, and dangerous for wild 
beads, and full of mountains. Pitching our tent near 
to a rock, we burnt all that night dirubs of Tara, to 
cfFright the beads of all kinds, and lo did we evciy 
night of that woful wandering, which darning light, 
their nature cannot abide. Day come, and our com- 
fort yet fredi, we fought further in, thinking to dnd 
people and tents to relieve us with vi(d:uals, and inform 
us of the country ; but we found none, nor for feven 
days thereafter. The matter growing hard, and our 
victuals and water being done, we were forced to rely 
upon tobacco, and to drink our own pils, for the time 
aforefaid. 

The foil we daily traced was covered with hard and 
foft fands, and them full of ferpents, being interlarded 
with rocky heights, faced with caves and dens; the ha- 
bitation of wild beafts, whole hollow cries, as we heard 
in the night, fo we too often (kw their bodies in the day, 
cfpecially jackals, bears, and boars ; and 
fometimes cymbers, tygers, and leopards, 
againfl: whom in the day time, if iheyap- 
■ proached us, we either fliot ofi'aharque- 
bufs, or elfe flalhed fome powder in the 
air ; the fmell whereof no ravenous beaft cap abide.

their nciglibuui -tribe, cariying away above fix thou- 
fand lliecpand goats, beliJcs other cattle ; from whoa , 
our light of their Lmir orpiince, we had iiiii. 
,dibci ty of life, and then relief of food ; for he came tu- 
in thic rear, with an hundred hoi lemon charged wii.'t 
halt-pikes, headed at botii ends with iharp deel. hii. 

palcn of their ptince was only cloaiii- 
7/v PiinCi'f ed irom his breads duwn to hi? midJk 
li c S.i’titnk's thigh, with a ciimfoa veil of lllk han^- 
nplarcl. iug on Ins naked fliouldeis with colour- 

ed libands, and on his head a party-co- 
loined Ihadi, fet like a garland.

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naked except his page, who was even covered like to 
the king his maftcr. 

And now having difmified his army for the way, 
and failing in an hour’s pai ley with \is, at hs depir- 
lure hcconiplimented me with his how, and a cjniver of 
arrows, wliith afterward i prefented to liis Maejfty^ 
then prince. 

There is a meri’y ferret here concerning tire women, 
i^hich often 1 recited to King ] rnies of hlciud memory., 
jhewing him alio three certificates of this my defer t, 
v/andeiing ; one of which was confirmed by Englilli 
Wail’d at dVmis, npnn the Di’agoman’s report ; though 
novv’ they, with all niy other pateiits, are iolf in the in- 
(lulfition of iMahupi. This former fa\age prince fends 
a guide with us four days journey, the condition of his 
uran’s wages being made by himlcdf, and 1 rankly advi< 
led us, that ddinis was our bclf and neareft ret ourfc. 
Winch being forcibly conlidercd, I was con 0 ’Mined to 
I'cncw my bargain with the Dragoman, at th.e rate ol 
hilly live fultaris or gold, to bring me fafely hither. 

dhis Sahuiik guide, to whom 1 ga\e five fukan^ 
tliiity-five (hillings, biought us through the iv/Ml h.abi- 
fable vallies, and bed: clad paflagcs of the counny, with 
tents ; wlu rc, every day once, we found ev'aicr, bread, 
garlic k, and onions, and (omeiimes her’' at tv'cmy a!-- 
lliers the piece, two lluKings ; which we wouki roalK 
or fcorth dry, (if tnirh may have credit), at the vciy 
face of the lun, and fo cat them. Upon tlic fifth day, 
our guide leaving us in the alterro’en, u eil lettled a- 
fnoiig four hundred tents of Numid'in n’uois, or b.i- 
hard Arabians, pitched in a pleafant valley, betweea 
two lourccs of water, we ilaid dill th 're lepodng our- 
fclves, and icfrdliing our bodies unit victuals, for 
oine days.

And now from hence renewing our 
the fun. guides from place to place, and defeent!- 
ing fiom fivage Moors to civil Moors, 
we arrived (though with great difficulty and danger) 
fafely at Tunis. 

And to conclude this eighth part, there are three 
Beglerbeg-fhips in the Higher and Low- 
The Begler- er Barbary ; the firfl is at Tripolis, 
beg-jhip of which was taken in bySinan Bafia, from 
Barbary. the knights of Malta, 1551, and com- 
mandeth under him eight thouf’and Ti- 
mariots, befides fix thoufand Janizaries, The fecontl 
is at Tunis, the Bcglerbeg whereof being of great au 
t-hority, commandeth under him twelve fanzacks, and 
thirty-five thouland Timariots ; the third is that of Al- 
gier, whofe balhavv hath under him fourteen fan- 
zacks, and the command of forty thoufmd Timariots. 
Thefe are all the beglerbegs the great Turk rrtainelh 
in Africa, except the great Vlfier Baffiaw of Egypt ; 
although in Afia Major and Minor, he commandeth, 
in feveral provinces and kingdoms, thirty balhaws or 
beglerbegs.

French barks that were captivated, done 

by the policy of the bailiawjo draw Danfer hither, not- 

'.viihlfanding that he was then retired, and married in 

Maifeilles. 

Well, he is come, and anchoied in the road, ac- 
rompanied with two French gentlemen ; two of which 
came aOtorc, and fahi*<d the Bafli.iw in Danfei’s he^ 
half. They are naade welcome, and the next day the 
halhavv went Irankly aboard of Danlcr, feconded vvi;h 
ttvelvj followers. Danfer took the picfcnce of the Ba- 
{i^avv for a great favour, and fcalkd iiim with good 
cheer, great quailing, founding trnmpet.c, and roaring 
diets, and none more fimiliar than the clifTembling 
Balhaw, and oveijoyed Danfer, that had relieved the 
bilks; for they were all fent to him that morning, 
not wanting any thing. 

After deep cups, the Balliaw invites him to come 
fioie the day following, and to dine with him in the 
lortrels; to which unhappy Danlcr confented ; and 
ihc lime come, he landed v*/ith twelve gentlemen, and 
coming near the caitlc, was met with two Turks to rC' 
ccive iiim : where, having pafled the

I'c had taken from the Moors, and the 
Jnercilcfs muriher of their lives ; lor he never fpared 
any. Whereupon he was Braight beheaded, and his 
body throvvn over the walls into a ditch ; which done, 
wenf tjjg whole ordnance of the fort, to have funk 
Daiiicr’s two fhips ; but they, cutting their cables, with

Lo» there was a Turklfh policy, more fublime and 
crafty than the beff European alive could have for- 
med. A little while thereafter, fhc aforefaid Hol- 
lander being ready to go for fe.i, I bad good night to 
generous Waird, and hts froward runagates ; where, 
being imbarked, and with prolperons winds, upon the 
third day, wc landed at Malta ; and there leaving my 
kind Flemings, and their negotiation, 1 went a-lhore, 
ialiuing again my iormer hod. 

The lihh day of my ftaying here, I faw a Spanifh 
foldier and a INIaltezen boy burnt in alhes, for the pu- 
blic profeOion of lodomy ; and long before nig.'u, 
there were above an hundred bardalToes, whorilh bovs, 
that lied away to Sicily in a galliot, for fear of fne; 
but never one bugeron flirrcd, being few or none there 
fiee of it. The knights that remain here, as they are ot 
divers nations, fo have they divers manners and incli- 
nations ; howlbever, they of the better lure arc refolute 
iiT their atchievements. 

The Maleize anciently did adore the goddefs June, 
whofc temple was fuperbly adorned with rich decora- 
tions, and to which, for homage and devotion, came 
all the inhabitants of the circumjacent iHes, bringing 
rich prefents and gifts ; and they were alio honoured 
with the temple of Hercules, the ruins of which appear 
to this day.

After this, the chapel clerk, a prieft of the order, 
receiving him with divers ceremonies, taketh a black 
cloak in his hand, and (hewing him the white crofs 
that is (ixed thereon, clemandeth if he doth not believe 
that to be die fign of the crofs whereon Jefus ChriH: 
was crucified for our fins ; he conhficth it, kiffing the 
ciols : after which, his receiver piuicth the cio(s of 
the cloak upon the heart and left-fide of the new-made 
kni:;ht, layino, “ Receive this fign in the name bf the 
Tiiiiity, the blelTed mother of God, the Virgin Mary,

It was called SieiJia from the Siculi or Sicani, who 
poluflld it, and hath been famous in all funner a'es: 
By Diodorus Siculus it was called the Paragon of if.(S ; 
by 'I nns Jjivins, the garden cf Italy : It was alio an* 
ciently called the Orange of the RomanSy and is never 
whit decayed to this day. 

The length of the ifland lieth eaft and weft, In dr- 
ctit fix hundred, and fifty broad, and in length two 
hundred and forty Italian miles. The 
The fertihty foil is incredibly fiuitful, excelling in aii 
oj Sicilia, forts of grain, as corns, whciU, wine, 
fugar, rice, oil, fait, alhim, ah klnth 
of fruits, who^cfonie herbs, exceeding good fi!k, ex- 
cellent mines of metal, and the beft coral in the world 
is found here, befide Traptindy ; growing under 
water green and tender ; but when ariling above, if 
becometh red and haul. The like whereof is faid to 
be found in the lied Sea, and gulf of Perfta. 

The moft of the towns and villages within land :u’e 
builded on the higluft hills, and greateft heights in the 
country. The realon is twofold : Firff, it ferveth thcni 
forfticngih, and is agieat defence in time of coil-ii*’ 
invafions, of which divers arc fo ft rail in 
Towns Jet on afeending, that one may eafily icfift ftnd 
heiilhis, re- - beat down live hundred. The Ic^'Oivd 
frve good ’is, bccaufc their dwellings being f‘ti 
nir. bove the parching plains, thefe fittianon^ 

aicgooU prcfLiv.itncs lor their health, 
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whereon they have a fweet and cooling air, vvhicji, 
in fuch a hot climate, is the fovereign lalve to paveii: 
ficknels. 

Their villages are far dlllant, fome fiK, ten, lifu cn, 
twenty, miles one from another, in all which gioiiiul, 
there is no lequclirate houle, unleis (being a highway) 
it be a fundaco, or inn. About the fi les oF the hill, 
whereon their towns ibnd, grow all their wines, and on 
the plains nothing but red w'heat, which for goodncls 
is unparallellcd ; and the bdl: bread, and abunti.ince oF 
it in the vvorld is liere. Sicilia was formerly divided into 
tliree region?, to wit, the valley of Demonia, contain- 
ing /lima, Ciatagna, Mtllina, and that angle oF C.ip di 
Faro, of old Pelora ; the other, the valley of Neiiia, 
containing Syracula, Terra Nova, and the angle of 
(lap di Coro, of old Lilybea ; and the thiid was the 
v.illcy of IMal'/ara, containing Palta-mo, 
si.ipundy, Malzara, and the angle of The ancient 
Cap di Pallcro, old Pachinum, hla- uivjicii r/ 
iiy think, that Sicilia was lentfioml* ulia, 
taly by the violence of waters at the ge- 
neral deluge, fome bygie'^t eartlu]uake3 ; and fomc 
limply conjeffnre the caufe to have proceeded from 
combuflious Auna, which is mere ridiculous. 

There are diveis grounds and valleys in this ille, 
that abound fo in wheat, that the inhabitants receive 
an hundred inc.tfures for one, and commonly are called 
the Fields cf an hundred mea/ures. 

The Sicilians, for the moll part, are bied oiarnrs, 
which made the Apulians ttim them, Men cf three 
'^onnues : Beiides, they are full of wit- ^

mitted. But indeed i muft confds, more pcneioiis 
‘han the kalians, who murder iluir eiicmivs in the 
'^'ght ; lor ihiCy challenge one anoihef to lingle combat, 
‘icd thill manfuny, without limidulcnt priiliccs.

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They are curious, and great lovers of novelties, and 
full of quicknefs and rare inventions in all kinds of fei- 
ences, great intelligencers and lovers of hi dories ; as 
I found in divers of them who knew the paflages for- 
merly of my country fo cxquifitely, that I was aftonilli- 
cd at their jelations, To agieeable with the truth, and 
times pad. The parliament of Sicily hath a wonderful 
great authority ; inlurriuch that the viceroy cannot 
have the free gift, (as they call it), which is every ihinJ 
year, nor no extraordinary thing, nor the renewing of 
any matter ccncerning the commonwealth, without the 
general confeut of the whole kingdom, I’he general 
council whereof is compofed of three 
The great branches, called by them, the Arms of 
council cf hii- the kingdom, v.z lird, the prelates and 
cilia, inferior clergymen, named the Ann euL- 

finjiic ; fecondly, of Barons, called //•; 
Jrm military \ and the third, the commidioneis of ci- 
ties and towns, intitled the Ann SlgnionaL The crown- 
?‘cnt of this kingdom, amouutcth lo a million and a 
hj,lf of duckets yearly ; which bong difbinled ever for 
entertaining of captains, gariUbns, and galleys, and 
corlair-fliips, the badgtlioes, and fervants for the fields, 
tlic maintaining of rowers and watches about the coads 
the reparation of colleges, highways, Lords penfions, 

* and other dcfiayings, there lelfs little or nothing at ail 
to the king. 

I remember in my twice being in this kingdom, (elpe- 
cially the fecund time, wherein J cornpalTed the whole 
idind, and ilnice iravcrfed the middle parts thereof 
from fca to Tea), 1 never faw any of that nation 
beg bread or feek alms ; fuch plenty abounds here. 
And i dare avow ir, (experience taught me), that trc 
poored creatine in tSicily eateth as good bread, as the 
bed prince in (Ihiidendom doth. Tlie p( ()[)le are vciy 
humane, ingetiious, eloquent, and plealani : their lan- 
guage, in many words, is nearer the Latin than the if'T- 
ban, which they pnmiilmoufly pronounce : inmewluit 
talkative they ate, but cfleminare ; but geneialiy won- 
dtriul k;nd to fti anger:. In the monilis of July nnd 
c Augufu 
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Auguft, all the maritime towns every year, are ftridl- 
]y and ftrongly guarded with them of the inland vif- 
lages and bourges, both on foot and horfe back ; who 
are compelled to lie there at their own charges, lo long 
as this foafon lalkth, in which they fear the incur- 
iions of the Turks ; but the reft of the year, thefc 
lea coaft towns are left to the vigilant cuftody ot the in- 
d sellers. 

This country was ever fore opprefled with rebels 
and banditti, until fuch time that the 
military Duke ol Sona came to rule The Duke of 
there as viceroy, anno 161 1 ; where, in Sona viceroy 
the lirfl: year, he brought in live bun- of Sialia, 
tired, Ibnie whereof were hanged, ibme 
paidoned, and feme committed to the galleys. So that 
within two years of his four years government, there 
was not one of them to be found in all Sicilia ; the like 
before was never fecn in this region, itor one in whoin 
Altrea’s woith was more honoured, in foititudcof 
mind, and execution of true juftice, than this Duke, 
before whofe face the filly ones did Ihinc, and the proud 
ftiii-necked oppreftbrs did tremble. 

And, in a word, he was no oppreftbr of the fubjeffs, 
(as many now be), to fatisfy cither licentious humouis, 
or to enrich light headed flatterers ; but lerving jufticc 
he made juftice ferve him. For the equity of juftice 
of itfclf can otfend none ; neither of any will it be of- 
fended, unlefs the corrupt tongue and hand of the mer- 
cenary judge fulicr found judgement to perilh for tem- 
porary refpe^ts, which this noble governor could never 
do, neither fuftlr any inferior magiftrate to do the like 
under him ; as it well appeared by his juft proceeding? 
againft the Jefuiis of Palermo, and the aiithoi ity impo- 
sed upon them in Ipiie of theij* ambition. Ihc cir- 
cumdances whereof were very plaiilible, if tirne per- 
miitcd me ; and yet my patience could perform it with 
plealure. 

And like wife againft a feminaiy gallant, a parochi^

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, prieft of that fame city, who had killed 

An enuitahle a knij'ht’s lervant in a bt'othel-houfe, the 
jujiice for in- brother of a Hioe maker ; which fellow 
jufticc Jake. the viceroy cauled to piftol the priell in 
Ipire of the cardinal, and iheiciipon ub- 
folved him for the dead. 

The c irdinal havinj», only for the pricft’s faft, tlil- 
chai’ged him to lay iiiils fora year, without ladsfic- 
tlon for the mm’s life; To the Duke inhibited the 
iliocm.dicr to make dioes for a year; and neverthelel'j 
allowed liim two iiiiiiui-s a-day to maintain him for 
that time.

colour or a lilhcr boat, to g.ve am ■ ila'ih Im\ tL- 
i'aii: : for they Ire d l.iboiiriiig people ./f the li. iep 
can yii^g tltcm away captives to Barbaiy, ronviih- 
ffanding of the ftrong warch'iowe.s, which aretvn/ 
one in fight of one another round about the 
iiland. 

Their arrivals aic ufually in the night ; and if in diy* 
time, they aie loon difeovered. The towers giving rin- 
tice to the villages, the I’ca-coall: is quickly clad with 
numbcjsof men on foot and horleback ; and often- 
times they advantageoiilly l^ize ou the Moors, lying m , 
ohleure cliffs and bays. All the Chriilim illes in tlic. 
IMediteirancan ie.i, and the coall of Italy aiul Spain, in- 
clining to Biibary, aie thus chargeably guaided with 
watch-toa crs. 

The chief remarkable thing in this iile, from all an- 
luputy, is the burning hill of Afina, called now 
Bello, ov (nAtllo, hgudyli"* a nnr mountain; fo it 
being of h'.ighi, towards Catagna figm the jca li lc, hi- 
iccn iSic'.Iian miles, and in circuit f :iry. The north fA* 

to waif' 
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towards Rindarza, at the root, being unpayable ftecp, 
yet gathering on all parts fo narrow to the top, as if k 
had been induftriouily Iqnared, having a large profpe6c 
to lea ; about the lower parts whereof grow exceeding 
good winrs, coni?, and olives. 

And now in my fecond travels, and return from A* 
frica, 1 not being llitisfied with the for- 
mer fight, the kind bilhop ofRindatzi My fetond 
tourteoufiy lent a guide with me, on incvj of Mt- 
his own charges, to v.ew the mountain na. 
more Ih'idly. Ai'ccnding on the ealb 
and palliible part, with tedious toil, and curious climb- 
ing, we approached near to tlie fecond fire, being twelve 
miles high, which is the greatelt of the tliree now burn- 
ing in A’hna ; whole vail mouth or gtilf is twice twelve 
icore long and wide, lying in a llraighc valley between 
a perpendicular height and the main mountain, whole 
teirible flames and ciaking fmoke is mouflrous fearful 
to behold. 

Having viewed and reviewed this, as near as m-7 
guide durll adventure, (the ground, meanwbik, 
whereon we flood wanning our feet, and is dangerous 
fur holes, without a perfect guide), we ai'cended three 
miles higher to the mam top, or cima, from which 
the other two fires had thtir beginning. Where, when 
come, vve found it no way anfwerable to ilie greainds 
of the middle fire ; the other two drawing from it the 
fubllance, wherewith it hath been anciently furnilh- 
td : yet between them two upper fires I found abun- 
dance of I'now (being in July) lying on the north iides 
ot the hill. It was here, in this upmoll furnace, tinr 
Jimpedocles the phiioibphcr call himfclf in, lobe^re^ 
putcJ for a god.

To be a god, tlil$ curious wretch dellves, 

And calls himjclf in ihc fierce ^Etnean ilrco. 
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, As we dcfccndcd on the north-eaft (ide, we came to 
the third and loweft fire, which is within a Ihort mile 
of the mountain’s foot, ovcragainft Ilindatza ; and if 
it were not for a fulphurous river, which divideth the 
town and the hill, it would be in danger tc be burnt. 
This lafi: and lead fire ran down in a combufiible flood, 
from the middle above, anno 1614, June 25. where the 
lulphur-ftreams, btdoie it congealed, 
The hvjeji falling into a bituminous foil, where wine 
ajid third fire and olives grew, there ceafed, and daily 
cf Aetna. augmented more and more, having (|uite 
fpoiled the lands of two barons in Rid. 
clatza. But the King of Spain, in l ecompencc of iheir 
mil’erable milhaps, did gratify them witli fomc of his 
crowndands for their maintenance. 

1 fpeak it credibly, 1 have found the relicks of thele 
fulphur fireams, which have burft forth from the up- 
moft tops of ^tna weflward, above twenty miles in the 
plain. The realbnof fuch ardent difgorgemcnts is thus; 
that when the abundance of fulphur, being put on 
♦dge with exceflive rain, and the bituminous fublhncc 
ftill increafing, which by the chaps, flits, and hollow 
chinks of the ground, (rent partly by the fun, and by 
the forcing flames), is blown by the wind as by a pair 
of bellows ; the vault or vail bofom of which ugly cell, 
not being able to contain fuch a compoliture of coni- 
bullibie matter, it impetuoufly vomiteth out, in an out- 
rageous torrent, which precipitately i(- 
The combufti- fueth forth, fo long as the heat lemain- 
ble matter if- eth ; and growing cold, it congealeth in , 
fuin^ cut of huge and black (tones, refembling niiuc- 

Aetna's fire, ral rneial, and full of fmall holes, like 

to the compofed cinders of a fmith’s 
forge, wherewith the houles of nine towns circumjacent 
iheicuoto are built

• ^tna, tlie liighcfl mountain in Sicily, and a dreadful volcano, 
it is the firA iliyig difeovertd in this ilUnd by failors when at fooi^ 
diftance. It appears like a prodigious chimney or column of urf* 
of an extract dinary {^zc. It is of a circular tot in, and tcimmaies i'' 
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This is th^t place which the poets did report to be, 
the fhop of Vulcan, where Cyclops did frame the thun- 
derbolts for Jupiter; whereof Virgil' doth make his 
traft called yJetna. Under this hill the poets feign the 
giant Enceiadus to be buried, whofe hot breath hreth 
(he mountains lying on his face. And to conclude 
of Alina, the grofs Papills hold it to be their purga- 
toiy. 

The chief cities therein are Palermo, the feat of the 
Viceroy, fitiiate in the north-weft parr, 
overagainft Sardinia. Jt is a fpacious Palermo. 
city, and well watered with delicate foun- 
tains, having goodly buildings, and large ftreets, where- 
of Sirado Reale is principal, being a mile long ; in 
which I have feen, in an evening, maich along ior re- 
creation, above lixry coaches, a pair of mulcts being 
lied to every coach. The galleys of Sicilia, which aie 
ten, lie here. 

The fecond is MefTma, toward the eaft, overagainft 
Rhegio in Calabria, being impregnable, and giaceclwich 
a famous haven ; having three invincible cafties, 
chief whereof is St Salvator, by the fea fide. There 
are divers other buRvarks of the town-walls, that ferve 
for offenfive and defenfive fons, which is the cauic (in 
clerifion of the Turks) they never Ihut ihcir gates.

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The third is Syracufa, ftanding on rhe fouth eaft 
cOiift fifty miles beyond A'^tna, and half 
The famous way betwixt Medina and Malta, a ic- 
city rf Syra- nowiied city, and once the metropolitan 
cufi. feat. It is famous for the» Arcthufean 

fprings, and Arcliimedes, that molt m 
gcnioiis mathematician. He was the lit li author of tlr 
iphere ; of which inllruments he m itle one of that 
'bignefs and art, that one handing within might ealily 
perceive the feveral motioa:> of every ccljllial orb. Aiul 
when the Romans belieged Syracufa, he made fudi 
burning glades, that let on fire all their ihips lyiiH' m 
the road. At la;t he was 11 tin by a common I'olJki' 
in his ftudy, at the fick cf the town, to the great gner 
of Marcellus the Roman general, when he was making 
plots, and drawing tigurcs on the ground, how to pic- 
vent the adauhs of the Romans. 

The fourth is Trapundy, in the wed, overagainft Bi- 
feita ill Baibary, which yieldeth furpaf I 
Trapundy. ling line fall, that is tranfported to Ir.ilj, j 
Venice, Dalmatia, and Greece, made 
only in fome certain artificial falt-pools, by the vigo- 
rous beating of the fioich.ing lun, Vhich monthly they 
empty anJ ii!(, I’l.e lea-coail here abounds with ruby 
coral, wlui h fotteth the half of the town at vvo» k ; aigl | 
when refined, is dilperfed over all Chrillendom. I 
This city is in great rcquell among the Papilb, bc-^ | 
caufe of the miraculous lady here, reputed the idtnd's { 
protcRor. and folc governor of thel'e narrow Teas, for 
Ihips, galleys, and (laves; which indeed, if an iniagt’ j 
cut out in white marble was fo powerful, it might be j 
credible. But Ufidts this idtdairous title, they fuper- 
(lirloufly thereunto annex a labble {>f abfurd lies. 

The fifth is Catagna, placed at the marine lootol 
jEtna, that was fo vexed by Dionyfius the tyrant, dho 
fixth is Maizara, (outli wed, overagaind the E.ub.i- 
rian promontory of Lydra. The red arc, Rinclatzi. 
Terra Nova, Emma, whence Pluto is faid to 
(lolen Proferpina, Malzara, Fiancavilla, Bionzo, Di‘ 
rairdgua, and Argcnti, once Agi'-geittum, 
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the tyrant Phalaris lived, who tortured Peiillus in 
rhe brazen bull, which he made for the dehrudtion of 
others. ^ ^ .... . \ 

The tyrannies which were ufed in Sicilia were in times 
paft lb fam«4w, that they grew unto this 
proverb, Jnvidia SicuU non invenkre ty^ The Sicilian 
innni tormentum majus. The elder and tyrants, 
■younger Dionyfius, were inch odious ty- 
lants, and the third Oiunylius worll of all, that when 
the people poured out continual execiaiions on the laft, 
vdfhing his death ; only one old w'oman prayed for his 
I;Fc. She gave tiiis realon, Since from the grandfather. 
Ins father, and he, each luccoaling had been Worfc 
and worfe; and lelt (laid (he) he dying, the devil ihould 
foine in liis place, (For a woifc never lived], i willi him 
to coniinnc Hill. 

This kingdom, after it was rent from the Romans, 
remained in lubjccVion under the Prerah till the year 
1281; in which Peter of Arragon contrived his pur- 
))ofe fo clofe, fliai at the lound of a bell to the e- 
vening vtl'pcjs, all the Frenchmen in Sicilia were crueig 
ly mailacred ; fmee which time it hath ever belonged 
to the hoiile of Arragon, and now of Spain; which 
'Xploir malketh under the namtoi Vcfpcn Snitli. For 
nobility this illand may compare with Naples, their 
llylcs (like unto Italy) are great, but their revenues 
wondrous huall. 

The Sicilians have a proverb, as having e::penence 
nf both, tli.u the French arc wifer than they feem, 
"ad the Spaniards I'eem wifer than 
Huy arc. And even as the Spaniard is J true com- 
extremely proud in the lov/cH ebb of parip.u he- 
fortune; fo is il'.e Frenchman exceed- tvctin the 
impatient, cowardly delpcratc, and Fu’uch and 
^pitc dilcouragcd in the pinch of licni Spaniards. 
^itlamity. The Spaniard and the Frcncli* 
o>an have an abloliitc opnoruion, and conditional difa^ 
grtement in all fafnions; and, in their riding, bothdif- 
hrent, and defc^Hve : for the Spaniard lidetlilikea 
^’■onkey mounted on a tanicl, vvitli his knees and heels 
ahde, liaii'g on the ikldlc,Hikc to a hall balbft 
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Ihip tottering on top-lcmpeftuous waves ; and the 
'Frenchman hangeth in the ftirrup, at the full reach 
of his great toe, with fuch a long-legged oftentation, 
pricking his horfe with neck-ftropiu I'purs, and beat- 
ing the wind with his long waving lirv.b?; even 
the Turks ufually do when they are toiled at their 
Byrham, hanging between two high trees, reciprocally 
waving in the air, from the force of two long bending 
ropes. 

The women ride here ftridiing in the faddle; and if 
double, the man fitteth behind the wo- 
The Sicilian man. The women* alfo, after the death 
ctijioms, of their friends, keep a ceremonious 

mourning twice a-day, tor a month’s 
fpacc, with fuch yelping, howling, Ihouting, and clap- 
ping of their hands, as if all Sicilia were liirprifed by 
the Moors ; yet neither Ihedding tears, nor Ibrrowful in 
heart ; for they will both hollow and laugh at one time. 
The fame cuftom for the dead the Turks obferve, and 
all the oriental people of Alia. 

Finally, this ifland is fiunous for the worthy fcholars 
ffie once produced ; Archimedes, the great mathema- 
tician ; Empedocles, the firft inventor of rhetoric ; Eu* 
did, the textuary geometrician ; Diodorus Siculus, that 
renowned hillorian ; and iEl'chylus, the lirft tragedian 
of fame, who being walking in the fields, and bald 
through age, by chance an eagle taking his bald pate 
for a white rock, let a Ihell-filh fall on it, of that big- 
lids that it beat out his brains. 

But to proceed in my itinerary relation : Having twice 
imbarked at Mellina for Italy, from Afia and Africa, I 
have chufed the laft time (double experience, deeper 
knowledge) for the difeourfe of my departure thence. 

After a general furvey of this ifland and 
My arrival Elonte BcIIo, arriving at Meflina anno 
at Mejj'uui. i6i6, Auguft 20. I encountered with 
a wor fltipful Englifli gentleman, Mr Sty- 
dolfie, Eft], of his Majefty’s body, accompanied with 
my countryman Mr Wood, now lervant to James Earl 
of Carlifle, who inftantly were both come from 
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the generous affability of which former gentlemen to 
me in no fmall mcaiure was extended ; meeting alfo af** 
terward at Naples, as in their own plicc fhall be fuc- 
ciniUy touched. 

,^ere I f^j^pd fixty Chrillian galleys, afferabled to the 
fair of Medina, which holdeih every year the 17th of 
Auguft, wherein all forts of merchandife are to be fold, 
dpeciaUy raw lilk in abundance ; thirty of which gal- 
leys went to fcour the coads of Greece. Meffuia is four 
miles didant from Rhegio in Calabria, and two miles 
from the oppofitc main. This Rhegio was tliat town 
where St Paul arrived after his Ihipwreck at Malta, in 
his voyage to Rome. It was milerably lacked by the 
rui’kllh galleys of Conftantinople anno 1609 ; but now 
by the Spaniards it is repaired with ftronger wails, and 
new fortifications, lufficientiy able to gainitand any fucli 
like accidental invafions. 

During the time of my abode here, there h?ppily ar- 
rived from Italy my fingular good friend Mr Matthew 
Douglas, his Majtlfy’s furgeon extraordinary, being 
bound alfo for the Levant, in the fame voyage of ih^ 
Chrillian incurfions againlf the infidels, whole prefence 
to me, after fo long a light of Ethnic llrangers, was ex- 
ceeding comfortable ; and did there prelent him with 
this fonnet, (which 1 made on /Etna), as the peculiar 
badge of rny innate love. 

High Hands thy top, but higher looks mine eye ; 

High foars thy fmoke, but higher my dclire ; 

High are thy rounds, deep, circled, as I lee,

Here, in Meffina, I found the once great Englilh 
gallant Sir Francis Verney lying lick in an holpuai, 
whom lix weeks before I had met in Pa- 
The death of lei mo ; who, after many misfortunes 
Sir Francis in exhaulfing his large patrimony, aban- 
Verncy, doning his country, and turning Tmk 

in Tunis, he was taken at fca by the Si- 
Cuian galleys ; in one of which he was two years a flave ; 
whence he was ledcemcd by an Englilli Jtfnit, upon a 
prbmife of his convcrliou to the Chrillian faith. 
When let at liberty, be luincd common foldier; and 
here, in the cxtremeli: caiamiry of extreme miferies, 
contra<51ed death ; wbofe dead corpfe I charitably in- 
terred, in the bell manner time coidd aiford me llrength, 
bewailing forrowfnlly the miferahie mutability of for- 
tune, who, from lo great a birth, had given him lo 
mean a burial ; and truly lo may 1 fay, Sic tranfit glom 
mundi. 

After lixicen days attendance for pnlfage, there for- 
timarely touched here twelve Neapolitan galleys come 
from Apiilii, and bound lor Naples; in one of which, 
by favour ol Marquis Del S.UK^la Crucc the general, I 
imbarked, and fo let fui uard tlirougb the narrow fcas, 
which divide Italy and Sicilia; the (trait whereof is 
twentydour miles in length, in breadth, lix, four, and 
two miles. This lea is called the Faro of Mejjinn, and 
Fretwn Siciditni ; at the well end whereof wc met with 
two contrary rhoping tides, which fomewhat ruihing 
like unto broken leas, did choke the galleys with a drug' 
gling force.

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Yet of no fuch eminent peril, or repugnable cur-, 
tents, as are in the friths of Stranza and 
Weftra ; efpecially Peniland frith, which companfc^i 
divideth Calthncfs from Pomonia, the of irrepiigna- 
ff^n laim*trf4)rkney ; wherein, who un* hic ft reams, 
jkilfully loofeth from either fides may 
quickly lofe fight, both of life and latid, for ever. As 
v'c entered into the gulf of St Kuphemia, we fetched 
up the little ifle of Strombolo. This ifolct Is a round 
jock, and a mile In compafs, growing to the top like to 
a potno, or pyramid, and not much unlike the il’olets 
ol BelTe and Elfey, through the top wheieof, as 
ilnough a chimney, arlfeth a continual fire, and that fo 
teiiibly and furioidly calling forth great fhmes and 
llames, that neither galley nor boat date Coail or 
board it. 

South from hence, and in fight thereof, on the north 
coaft of Sicily, fie the two ifiands Vulcan Major and 
Minor; whereof the lefi'er pcrpetiuilly b-irneth, and the 
greater is long fince confumed. On the fourth day we 
touched at Ifclia, the grcaicll ifie belonging to Naplesf 
and twenty miles in circuit, being ftrongly fun ounded 
'vith rocky heights. The chief town is lllha, whither 
Ferdinando of Naples iled, being thruit out of his king- 
dom by Charles VIII. * 

There is a fountain here, of that incredible height, 


* irdiia, a pretty town in the ifland of the fame name. It lies 
, 1I1C north fide towards the fea, and is the feat of a biihop who is 
|■nllcl the metiopolit.in of Naples. It is defended by a ftiong fort, 
ji’tting out into the lea, on the fouth fide of it, and joined to the 
'kiul by a hiidge. King Ftrdin.ind of Naples made it bis place 
rchigc, when Chailcs VIII of Fiance, in the year 1495, had, in 
^ lew (lays, over-run his whole kingdom. It hath alfo' been lubjcifl, 
at all tunc.-;, to dreadful cartiujuakes ; fo that the poets leigntd this 
I ’ he tin- place where Jupiter overwhelmed the Titan Typhon with 
thunderbolts. It lies two miles from Mcflina cape, and eigh-

The pealants were let at liber- 
ty, iUkl iht bloors immediately preferred to chains of 
iron, blotjuy laihes, tugging or galley oars, and perpe- 
tual flavery. 

Near the Tea coad, and in fight of Naples, we 
hoarded. dole by the foot of t!\e hill Vel’uvio, wlntli 
in rime pad did burn, but is now extinguillied. It w;is 
lierc that ihe elder Plmy, who had Ipent all his liiiK 
in (Idroveriug the fecrets of naiure, pieding near to 
behold it, wa*' dillei! wiili the ilamc, lo that he died 
in the fame jtlace ; wliich is moll excellently delcribed 
in the book of his epidles, by his neplicw Pliny the 
younger. 

Airiving at Naples, I gave joyful thanks to God fur 
my late return to Chriifendom • and the day following, 
J went to review the .inciem monuments of Puz/ob, or 
Puteuli ; which when 1 had diligently i cmaikcLl, in niy 
leturn half-way to N.iplcs, I met the aforelaid Knglid* 
gentleman, and M' Wood, who needs would have me 
turn back lo accumji.inv ibtm biihcr. When come, wc 
took a guide, and lo proceeded to take a view of 
places. The fird thing of any note we law was the ffn- 
pendnous biidge Cains Caligula bunt 
'The antiqui- bt tween Puzzoli and Baia, ovirananu 
ties oj Piiz- oi the lea two miles broad ; loine luig^ 
zoii, arches, pillars, and fiagmeiits whereof, 

remain unruined to this day. fbo next 
was the new-made mountain of land, which hath dntx 
up L.^go Luermo, being by an eaithoiiake ti'iU)fpoit£‘ 
hither. At the foot of this lantiy hill, we law ih- 
Hants of Cicero’s vlllanc. 
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Thence we came to the temple of Apollo, flandinp/ 
on the call fide of Lacus Avernus, the walls whiaeof, 
and pendicle, (the covering excepted), arc as yet undc- 

This Lake Averno is round, and hemmed in about 
with comely heights, being, as our guide reported, in- 
finitely deep, and in circuit a flioit mile. The weft 
end whereof is environed with the mouniain of Cuma, 
whither AinciS arrived when he flctl from Dido Queen 
of Carthage, and fifter to Pygmalion King of Pyius. 

Advancing our way along the bnnk of the lake, we 
came to Sybilla’s cave. The entry be- 
ing dark, becaufc of the obfcuic paTige SyhiUa's cavi 
hewed our, and cut through the main 
rock, our guide itiuck lire, and with a iiambeanx 
marched before us. The full: pallage was exceeding 
high cyme, and the furilier end ifopped with moul- 
dering earth. Inclining to our right hand, we palPed 
through a very If rail and low pauai'e, aud lo at rived 
ill tSybilla’s chamber, whirli is a delicate room, and ar- 
titlcially decorated with Mofaical wotk. Here, it L 
laid, the devil frecpiented her company, and wnere Ihe 
wrote her prophecies. From thence he conduiTed us 
thiough a molf intricate and narrow way, (wherein 
we were forced to walk lidewile), to a huge and valt 
loo.Ti ; the rocky vault whereof was hang'ug full of 
loole and long ffones, many of which weic talieii to the 
bottom. 

This great cell nr hall is a lyard deep ol blackilh wa- 
'cr, and was the dining-room of Mybilla, 

‘0 which, hearing toward the fiiiiher The cld di- 
cud a Ihrieking nolfe, as if it had been jiing-room of 
die chirking of frogs die hilling of Icr-. Sybilla. 

P^nts, the buzzing of bees, or Inarling 

wolves, we demanded our guide from whence fiicli 
lound proceeded ? Who anfwered, they were dra- 
gotis, and Hying lerpcnts, praying us to icturn, for the 
fellow was mightily afraid: whereat 1, laughing, ic- 
^^d, there was no luch matter; and Mr Siydolfte dc- 
hious to know it, he only and leaving the other two 
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behind us, adventured the trial. Having more than 
half way cnteied in this ceil, llepping on huge ftones 
becaufc of the water, and I carrying the flambeaux, for 
lack of an-, being fo far under ground, ^the 
riflied Whereupon, we hollowed to our guide; but 
the revcrbeiating echo avoided the fenfe of our words, 
neither would he, nor duill he, hazard to fupport us. 

hdeanwhiie, u being hell duk, and impoflibie to find 
fucli n (liflicult way back, and tendering (a-^ by duty) 
the worthy lu nt’eman, I flopped down to my midtliu 
thigh in d.e wane, wrcflling to along to keep him on 
the (It V (tones.

yet forthwith the vigorous luii dilhiuthened me tpiiclc- 
ly thereof. To be hiief, from thence ue came to the 
ihigni, lire relicks of Pompey’s village, 
The (incinil to the toil of Eaia, and the labyrinth oi 
vanities of Ciento Camareilo, into the admiiable 
the autiqvh flfh ponds of Ji.'cullus, (the coverture ot 
ties of Pus- which is (ujrnoited bv forty-eight natii- 
zoli. Ill pillars ot ftony eaith) to the detri- 

ments of Mellin.i, IMercato iabbato, anii 
the EliHan fields, 'i'hence, we returned by the Icpa'' ' 
chre of Agri[)pina, the mother of the cnitl Nero, vvho 
flit up her belly, to fee the luatiix wherein lie was (on- 
ccived ; and bq the two decayed temples of Venus and 
Mercury. Crofling over in a boat lo the town of 
zoli, tim chief monument we faw w.is the ancient teiii' 
pie of Jupiter, vvhicli feivcih now for their ilmuo o" 
paroclrial chnich ; the later idolatry of which is nt)' 
thing inferior to the former. 

Meanwhile the l‘’ienth gallies ariived here, fetching

a: the ilk of Sardinia, and hild hot* at Niplcs, being 
jiiileiabiy wornveaten. To vvhofe nndeferved miferies, 
in iny ciiaiirablc love, 1 made a Chnitian uaili, tliat 
at !uy arrival in Englaovl, I Ihould proem e, by the help 
td' Ins fiiends, his Majeily’s letters to the Duke of Guile, 
iGiniial, for his deliverance. But loon liicreafter, 
being of a gieat fpirir, his heart broke, and fo died in 
Maileilles.

have had three Popes at one time ; 

'■ven when Slgiliuoiul King of Ilungaiy Three Jcvcrcd 
^’nd Bohemia was ekeied Lmperor. viz. Popes living 
Bcncdiff III. at Avignon ; John XXiIl. at one time. 

Bologna; and Gregoiy XII. at Ri- 
diini. I pray you, could every one of them open and 
* Ilun 
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ftiut the gates of heaven and hell ? What an infidel 
'was Pope John XXII. who denied the immortality of 
the foul ? 

What was Clement V. but an open vvliorcmongtr 
and a drunken fot ? What was 
was called a thief, a robber, and rooted in all unfpeak- 
able lins, the eighth Nero of Rome. What a furious 
and wicked Pope, w^as Julius II. ? who given more to 
war than to Chrilt, call St Peter’s keys (as they call 
them) into Tyber. What a profane fcolFer of Chriit, 
was Paul III. who lying in bed with his own coiifiij 
Laura Farnefia, was lore wounded by her hufband ? 
He lay with his own daughter, and poifoned her hul' 
band; and then lay with his own lifter, and after poi- 
foned both her and his own mother. What was Ju- 
lius III. r' an open fodomlie, and horrible biafplienier. 
What was Pope Eiigenius ? a damnable fcandalizer of 
the church, and condemned by the Council of Bafil, 
for an incorrigible and wilful heretic. Pope John XXllL 
was depofed by the Council of Conftance, for herefy, 
fimony, murder, inchantinent, adultery, and word of 
all, for lodomy. What was Pope John XIII. ? a vile 
monfler in his life, committing incelt 
The Papi/h with both his lifters, and father’s con- 
may kok hero cubine Stephana. He was a gamefter, 
upon devihjb and playing at dice, did call for help to 

Popes. the devil, and would drink the devil’s 

liealth ; he was repleXc with all abomi- 
nable vices ; at lalt being taken in the aft of adultery, 
was wounded to death. 

Boniface VII i aforenamed, came to be Pope, by 
cozening his predecefTor Celeftine, in fpeaking through 
the wall in a reed (as if it had been a voice from heaven} 
admonilhing him to furrender his Popedom ; whole 
cpkhct was iliiis : Intravit lit vidpes, regnavit lit lu- 
pus ^ moriuus ejl iit canis. He came in like a fox, he 
j'uled like a wolf, he ditd like a dog. 

At the fixth Council of Carthage, was not the 
treachery and falfehood of Pope Zullmus, condignly ^ 
asarched into, in corrupting for ambitious government 
, the 
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the council of Nice ? Bernard about five hundred 
years ago, complained much of the tyranny of Popes 
in his time, calling them defrauders, raveners, traitors, 
clarl^nefs of the world, Pilaies, wolves, and devils. 

^’-■^’^Albeilv,* Magnus affirmeth, that they who now go- 
vern their church, are for the moft part thieves and 
murderers, And Platina calleth fome of their Popes 
vile monrters, unclean beafis, and firange creatuies. 
And 1 remember it v'as noted by an hiftorian, Rpifcc- 
fos Ronwnos ne pcccata quidem fine laude commlttcrc. 
The Popes could do nothing, were it never fo mifehie- 
vous, but it was commendable. 

And even likewife arc their prime pardons, for noxas 
padcritaiy ant fiit liras \ and their future, fotejiatm^ 
tarn quoad commifay qiuim quoad cornmitteuda, crimina 
ahjohenda j “ That his holinefs hath all manner of 
power, as well to ablblve them from crimes committed, 
as from crimes to be committed.” And I remember, 
about twenty years ago, Paulo Papa 
C^uinto, cannonized Carolo Boirameo, /I falfc can- 
the late Bilhop of Milan, fora notable nonizedfav^, 
faint, Bting known to be a notorious and 
wicked liver ; done fooncr, by fifteen years, than their 
ordinary time, and that for tlie touch of foiiythou- 
land duckets i allotting prayers, miracles, pardons, and 
pilgrimages to him, and ere»5ling a new oidcr of friars 
and monafieries unto him. And yet the poor Bifhop 
of Lodi, a good and charitable man by all reports, 
''ould never, nor cannot attain to the dignity of a faint, 
his means was fo frnall when dead, and his friends fo 
poor, being alive. 

And how wonderfully abfurd is the Pope’s India di 
Cruzada, pro dejunebs in purgaiorio ; that for one 
Rater nofter at a mais-faying, or a mafs laid for them, 
^uavano fuora dalla purgatorio tre anime quakhc ci 
''aogliano, viz. “You fliall relieve any three fouls out of 
puigatory whom you pleafe. Nay, I have feen the 
i^ope’s edi^f fo gracious, that during one mai's, as 
many Paters as you can recite, as many fouls you free 
thence. 
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And thus I think, in one half year, he might empty 
that purging-pit : yet unlefs the fuppliant touch with 
his finger, during his prayers, a gaudy bead inrivalled 
between hve fmall fah-niadc irons, placed before the 
altar, their bulla, their payment lor it,»4\.» i 

their devotion for titeir friends ioiils, are all loll. Thcii 
iay, if peradventure the ti lends of the delunfi be for- 
getful in this ofiicioufnels, and negleel both the cere-

Infiniie patlagcs of the like kind could I recite, if I 
had longer time and more leifuie ; and efpecially of 
their miraculous lies, or lying miracles, m eiecling oi 
falfehood, and maintaining of perjury : but, till a fit- 
ter occafion, 1 wall revert to my itinerary difeourfe, 
iiHil fo piocecd. Having left my aforefaid friend Mr

ful polfciity of diy land towns. 

Mere 1 found a 'I'urkilh amballador going clown, 
the Danube for ConHantinople ; and with him o^e 
Graiianus a Greek, his interpreter, to whole familiar 
love I was nnich obliged ; and with whom 1 imbarked 
down the river for Freiburg ; a place where the Hun- 
g.crian crown is kept, and from thence del'cending the 
liver to Commoie, the downmoft town the Emperor 
letaineth on the Danube, 1 left my noble inierpretciv 
and traveried the champaign country. 

The chief towns wheieof I will brietly touch, and 
fo proceed.

Near the fame place Is Stridon, where, they fay, 
St Jerom was born ; And now, above all other, the 
ftrong town of Gomorrah, handing in an ifle of tfie 
Danube, of that fame name, which the Turks have fo 
oft befiegeci, yet never could furprife it. 

There is alfo Tockay, and Januarin or Rab, fcated 
too upon the Danube, a town as it were impugnable; 
yet it was overtaken by the ruiks, and laftly recovered 
by the Chrillians. 

The Bcglerbcg of Bnda, hath under his command 
eight thouland 'Timariots, and twelve 
The forces of tlioufand common foldiers, which lie in 
the Bdfhdw garrifon in continual pay on the con- 
of Buda. lines of Hungary, Croatia, and Dacia, 
and thole confines belonging to the 
Ifoufc of Aufiria. The balha \ hath under his autho- 
rity, thirteen faiizacks, lying at ihefe thirteen towns 
here undernamed, to wit, Novaguard, Semendria, 
Simontorno, Zetlhen, Ecclefix, Sii nium, Capar, Zor- 
nock. Alba Rcgalis, SigeJin, Mucchatz, Zegedin, and 
Sexard. 

The other Beglerbcglhip of Hungary is at Temefe- 
ra, who retaineth under his command, eight fan- 
zacks, and .is many jurifdidions, fpreading his au' 
ihority over fix thoufind Timariots, and eight thou- 
fand foot-fold iers ; and thcle fanzacks lying at Tenie- 
fara, Lippa, Itifinnad, Mudania, &c. The great Turk 
hath eight Begleibegs (Tr Balhaws under him in Eu- 
rope ; that of Bofna being one of them, who com- 
manded ten fanzacks, and eight thoufand limariois, 
the refidence of which balhaw is at Bagiliavezza, a 
commodious place, lying in the midfi; of circulating 
provinces, over which he fprc.iJs the ballucco of his 
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The foil of Hungary aboundeth infinitely in all# 
things the earth can produce for the 
well of man, and produccih admirable Hungary is 
K ^9^ * '”\nes ^ the beft whereof grow a moji fertile 
near and aodut the town of Sirmia, and and fruitful 
fo fweet, that they may compare with foil, 
the wines of Candy ; yea, and abound- 
eth in all kinds of cattle, that it is thought this king- 
dom may furnilli all Europe with beef and mut- 
ton. 

The Hungarians are defeended of the Hunns, a 
people of Scythia or Tartary. The an- 
cient inhabitants divided their liabita- Thcfirjlplari' 
lions in nine circles, which the Germans tation of 
named Hagyes, and fenced them with Hungary, 
high walls, made of earth and wood, 
being twenty foot high, and as much in breadth, be- 
ing lurrounded with diveis bulwarks and towers of 
earth, whereon grew all Ions of herbs, and fructife- 
rous trees. 

The fpace from fide to fide of each one of thefe clt- 
cles, amounted to twenty Dutch miles; the towns, 
villages and houfes, being within, and fo ca-ntrived, 
that each one was within ciy of another : This was 
the firfi: admirable plantation of the Hunns in this 
kingdom. 

The Hung; irians have ever been theftuous, treacher- 
ous, and falfe ; fo that there one brother will hardly 
iruli another, which infidelity among themfclves, and 
’ difirated deceitful governois, was the chicF caufe of 
their overthrow and fubjci^fion under infidels ; and fo 
have corrupt couidellois, and infolciu piinces, been 
the ruin of their own kingdoms ; lor if we would 
have a prince fit to govern others, and to dire(il him- 
fdf with the fquare I'ules of wifdom and judgement, 
to know how to become all places, and to ufe all for- 
tunes ; let him bind his tender youth with a difpofition 
tampered with fadnefs, for fuchamancan neither fc- 
^ucc his minority with ill examples, nor mar his wax- 
en 
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en age with a falfe impreiTion, too common a condi 
tion of tlicfe dilFolute times. 

Now, as for the foil of Hungary, and kingdom itfelf, 
and for the goodnel's of it, it n|aybe 
7he infinite termed tlie granary of 
riches tf den of Bacchus, the paftiirage of Pan, 

Hungary. and the richeft beauty of Sylvan ; for I 

found the wheat heie growing higher 
than my head, the vines overlooking the trees, the 
grafs judling with my knees, and the high fprung 
woods threatening the clouds ; furely, if I ihouid en- 
ter on p.’rnch'iiis heie, 1 have more fubjet^l to woik 
upon than any knigdom that ever 1 law.

There is a great number of gentry in this kingdom, 
but being untravelled abioad, they arc tar Ids manner- 
ly at home, being luxurious and ill taught, and damn- 
ably given to that mafculine milery the whole louihcin 
world is defiled with. Having now travelled all iht 
country to Graiia, and fo to Gatierad in Valechia, 1 
found the country lb covered with woods, and them 
full of murderers, (for I was robbed on thefc confines,

Tartary is thought to be fuc hundred league’s in 
length, bounded eafiward, with China ; to the fouth, 
with the Cafpian fca ; to the noith, witliR.uirM; and 
to the weft, with Podolia and Moldavia. 

The Tartars are not expert in war, neither are they 
fo valiant as the Turks, nor fo manly as 
the Polonians, who counter blow them The Tartars 
at rencounters ; never thelefs, by Health arc mighty 
of inroads, they mightily fupprcls the opprcljors of 
extreme parts of Poland. The Turks Podolia in 
term the Cham or Emperor of Tartary, Poland, 

Ulakim, that is, a great prince ; and the 
Mufeovites call him Catzar Cataijh, to wit, the Cxfar of 
Cataia ; and he is fo obeyed and reverenced among the 
Tartars, that they intitic him the Son of Gcd^ the Plan of 
(iod, and the foul of God \ yea, and the grcatell oath tha« 
they think can be fworn, which they ufually do in mat- 
ters of fidelity and importance, is by his throne »oyal. 

This cuftom of idolatrous obeifancc came firlf by 
oneRangavIftah, who being chofen to be their Emperor, 
"ould try their promptnefs and good-will of obedience 
towards him, commanding feven of his chief princes, 
and head governors under him, of the people, to kill 
tneir infants with their own hands. 

And notwilh Handing the commandment feemed very 
Hide and intolerable, yet they fearing the common peo- 
ple. who eHeem their Emperors to be the divine kinl- 
(as it were) of God, they did cut ilie throats e- 
'"ciy one of them of their own children, before his own 
and the fight of the people. 

Infomuch that, ever fince, the life and death of the 
iitnars depend upon the good will and word of the 
which no way they dare contraJiiil; fucli Is the

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ignorant reverence they carry toward him. As for the 
idolatrous rites they ufe at his death, in inclofing, or

f ill], The mofi fpecial and urgent caufc proceeded 
from a ntceirary good (the necclLty of knowledge) in 
the leqinlite perfecHion of FAiropc’s full aiid fpacious 
^Sht, the ancient licKC, and now mofi: Ghrifiian world, 
leaving formerly no part thereof unlectl, as well under 
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t}ie Turk as Chriftian, except Ireland, and the half of 
Spain. 

The fecond caufe was moved from a more infatiatc 
content, that when 1 had compalTed all 
Certain ap- Europe, my refolution was, to travel a 

proved red’ larger extent of ground in Afric than 

Jins. formerly 1 had done twice before, even 

to yi^thiopia, Prefler John’s domi- 
nions. For the fame cflec^t, and a greater impreflion 
to my refolution, I fet pen to paper, drawing from the 
diftait' of the nmfes a poetical pamphlet, dedicated to 
ihemlelves, to their profound Apollo, his then hopeiul 
heir, and divers noble peers of both kingdoms. 

And having, from a royal favour, obtained his Ma- 
jefty’s letters, and feals of fafe condu£f, and regal re- 
commendation to all kings, princes, and dukes, &c. 
I, in all obfequious humility, bid farewd to this fc- 
quedrate and molt aufpicious monarchy; and arriving 
at Dublin in Ireland, Aiigulb 22. 1619, I faluted the 
Right Honourable Sir Oliver Sc John’s, late Loid 
G*'andifon, and then Lord-deputy there j to whom, 
for rcgaid and fingular courtefies, I was greatly obli' 
ged ; lb was 1 alfo to many of the Englifh nobility and 
knighthood there, who, through the whole country 
where-ever I came, entertained me kindly, fending 
guides with me liom place to place ; yea, and fomt limes 
fafeguards alfo ; bclide in their houfes great good cheer 
and welcome. But in fptcial, a dutiful remembrance 
I owe to the memory of that once judicious and reli- 
gious Lord Arthur, late Lord Chichc- 
The inatchlefs fler, Baton of Belfaft, &c. ; who, in 
LordChuhe- his time, for virtue, wifdom, and va* 
Jiery for vir- lour, wore the diadem of love, and gar- 
tiiCy ivifdomy land of true noblencfs. Of whom, and 
and valour. for whofc lofs, if 1 fhould more praife, 
and longer lament, my ink would turn 
to brinifli tears, and 1 to helplefs forrow. But lea- 
ving him who lived in goodnefs here, and now in 
glory for ever; 1 celebrate thefe lines to his eternal

And now, after a general furvey of the whole king- 
dom (the north-weft part of Canoch excepted) was ac* 
compliflied, from the ift of September till the laft of 
February, I found the goodnefs of the foil more than 
anfwerable to my expectation, the defect only remain- 
ing (not rpeaking of our colonies) in the people, and 
from them, in the bofom of two gracelefs fifters, Igno- 
rance and Sluggilhnefs. 

This kingdom is divided into four provinces, although 
feme make five, that is, eaflern and weftern Maiili ; 
but they are underftood to be annexed 
to Leinftcr. Their names are thefe, Tkc four pro- 
Leinfter, Munfter, Ulfter, and Canoch ; vinces of Ire- 
the fouthmoft whereof is Munfter, a land. 
foil (and fo is Leinfter in moft parts) no- 
thing inferior, if feafcnably manured, to the beft 
grounds in England. The ifland iietb almoft in a ro- 
tundo, being every way Ipacious; the greateft river 
whereof is Shannon, whofe courfe amounteth to a 
hundred and lixty miles, inclofmg within it many little 
illcs. 

And this I dare avow, there are more rivets, lakes, 
brooks, ftraiids, cpiagmires, bogs, and mat flies in this 
country, than in all Chriflendom beliJes ; for travel- 
ing there in the winter, all my dally lolace was fink- 
down comfbrt; fometimes boggy plunging deeps, 
touching my hoHe’s belly ; fomt times over-mired fad- 
^le, body, and all ; and often and ever let a fwimming, 
in great danger, both I and ^ly guides, of our lives ; 
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t(iar for cloudy and fountain-bred perils, 1 was never 
before reduced to fuch a floating labyrinth. Confider- 
ing that, in five months fpacc, 1 quite fpoilcd fix 
horfcs, and myfcif as tired as the worfl of them. 

And now i call to memory, (not without derilion), 
though I conceal the particular place and prelate, it was 
my fortune, in the county ol Dunnegtl, to be jovial witti 
a bilhop at his table ; where, after clivers diicourfes, my 
ghoflly fathci grew oflended with me for terming of 
his wife mijlrcfi, ; which, when underllood, I both call- 
ed her Dladani and LnJy Bt/])op. Whereuptm he grew 
more inccnlal, and I left him unfatislied. llel'olve me, 
reader, if it be ihecuftom heieor not ? and if, amends 
ihail repay overlight, a gholfly wile fiiall be Hill JMa- 
dam Lady with me j if not, my obferved manner Ihall 
- be Millrefs. 

But now, to come to my intended difeourfe of Ire- 
land, tiucitis, to make a fit fomparifou, the Barba- 
rian Moor, th^‘ Mooi’dh Spaniaid, the 
The ignorant Tmk, and the Irllhman, are the leail 
and' Jlnggi/h indufiiious, and mofl: lluggilli livers un- 
life oj the der the lun; for the vulgar Iriili, I 
common IiiJlj. piotell, live more mifcrably in their bru' 
tilh falhion, than the undaunted or un- 
tamed Arabian, the devililh idolatrous Turkoman, or 
the moon-v/orlhipplug Caramines i ihevviug thcieby <i 
greater ueceflity they have to live, than any pleafure 
they have, or can have, in their living. 

Their fabrics are advanced three or four yards high, 
pavilion-like incii cling, treiited in a fingular frame ol 
ihaoke-torn ftraw, green long pricked turf, and rain- 
dropping wattles Their Icveial rooms, of palatiatr 
divilions, as tliambers, hills, parlours, kitchens, barns, 
and flables, are all inclofcd in one, and that one per- 
haps in the midft of a mire ; where, when in ioul 
weather, fcarcely can they find a dry part w’hereupon 
to I’cpole* their cloud-baptizcd heads. Their Hurts be- 
ing woven of the vvool or linen of their own nature, 
and their penurious food like to their ruvid condition. 

And, 
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And, laftly, thefe only titular Chriftians are fo ignp- 
rant in their fupeiftitious profefTion of Popery, that 
neither they, nor the greatelf part of their priefts, know 
or underftand what the mylfery of the mafs is, which 
they daily fee, and the other celebrate, nor what the 
name of Jel'ns is, either in his divine or human nature, 
Aik him of his religion, he replieth, Whar his father, his 
great-grandfather vveie, that will he be alio. And hun- 
dreds of belter than th.e common fort have demanded 
me, if Jciufalem and Chrilf’s iepulchre were in Ireland ? 
and if the Holy Land was contiguous with St Patrick’s 
purp;itory ? 

They aifo, at the fight of each new moon (I fpealc 
itcicdibly), hequeith their cattle to her protection, 
humbly imploring the pale lady of the 
night, that (lie will leave their bedial in J fooliflj and 
as good pliglit as (he found them; and fnpcrjlitkus 
if lick, icabbed, or foi’C, they folicit error. 
her maiden* faced Majehy to relfore them 
to their ht alth. In which abfurdity they far furmount 
tiiii lilly Sahunks, and (jai(dinean Moors of Liby# f . 
Indeed ot all things (belides their ignoiancc) I only la- 
mented their heavy bondage under three hinds of ma- 
fcs ; the landlord for his rent, the minifter for his

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tjthes, and the Roniifh prieft for his fees. And re- 
mark, when their own Iriih rent-mafters have any 
voyage for Dublin, or peradventure luperfpended at 
home in fealVmg of ft rangers, then muft thefc poor 
ones be taxed and atili(ftcd with the fupply of the wafted 
provifton of their prodigal houfes ; otherwife in fup- 
porting their fupcrlluous charges for Dublin. 

O what a ftaviih fervitude do thei'e lilfy wretches 
endure, the moll part of whom, in all their lives, have 
never third-part food, nature’s clothing, nor a fecure 
fiielier for the winter’s cold I 

The milt table light whereof, and their fad-founding 
groans, have often drawn a forrowful remorfe from my 
humane compaflion. 

As for their gentiy, fuch as are brought up here at 
London, learn to becotue a great deal more civil than 
thole who arc brought up at home, after their own 
rude and accuftomable manner. And this I obferved, 
in my travelling the whole kingdom, I never law one 
or other, neither could move any of that nation to pledge 
orr prefent his Majefty’s health ; but as many other 
healths as you pleale, they will both fallen and receive 
from you, till they fall in the muddy hoth-potch of 
their dead grandfathers underftanding. Indeed for en- 
tertainment of llrangers, they are freely difpofed ; and 
there gentlemen of any good fort, referve ever iu their 
^tOufes Spanilh facie, and Irifti ufcova, and will be as 
tlpfy with their wives, their priells, and their friends, 
as though they were naturally infeoft in the eleven royal 
tiiverns of Naples. 

And now, amongft many, there arc 
Twointolcra- two intolerable abules of proie6lions in 
bUakifisin ih;it kingdom; the one of thieves 
Ireland. wood-e.irns, the other of priefts and Pa- 

pills. 1 difeourfe of thefe corruptions 
now as I found them then *.

10 rob, they pour out their prayers to God, thit ihey 
i booty.

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The firft is prejudicial to all Chriftian civility, tran- 
quil government, and a great difcouragement for our

• Aiiout the month of May 1^41, when the Scottilli army, under

But the Irifii have thoufands 
of both kingdoms daily labouring belide them ; yet 
they cannot learn, becaufe they will not learn, to ufe 
garnilhing, fo obfiinate they arc in their barbarous 
curtoms, unicfs punillimcnt and penalties were inllict* 
ed ; and yet moll of them are content to pa^ twen- 
ty Ihilliugs a-year, before they will change iheir cu- 
Horn. 

The other as goodly fight I faw was women tra- 
yeling or toiling at home, carrying their 
infants about their necks, and laying Northern /- 
their dugs over their Ihoulders, would rjh women 
give fuck to (he babes behind their fuck 

backs, without taking them in their to their babes 
tttms. Such kind of breads, meihink- behind their 
t'tli, were very fit to be made money- Jhoulders, 
hags for Eall or Well Indian merchants, 
being more than half a yard long, and as well wrought 

any tanner, in the like charge, could ever mollify 
Inch leather. 

As for any other cufioms they have, to avoid pro- 
I fpare : only, before my pen fly ova* fcas, I 
^tould gladly Ihakc hands with fpme of our churchmen

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there ; for better are the wounds of a friend, than the 
Tweet Imile of a ilatterer ; for love and truth cannot 
dilTemble.

nance. 

Such is now the corruption of time, that I know 
here even mecivanic men admitted in 
JnCidtfhiJiic the place ol’ pallors; y; a, and rude- 
corruption in bied foldiers, whole education was at 
nnldivful the innlkct- mouth, are become thcic 
prcdchcn. both Libyan grave, and unlearned 
churchmen ; nay, befules them profeJV. 
ed, indeed prolcilal Icholars, whole wa. bling mouths, 
ingorged with i’poonfuls of bruiled Latin, feldom or 
never expicfled, unleL the force of quailing Ipew it 
forth from their empty fcuHs; liich, 1 lay, coniine 
tjjcir docliine between the thatch and the church- 
walls tops ; and yet theii Imallcll llipcuds (hall a- 
mount to one, two, three, or four hundred pounds 
a-ycar. 

Whereupon you may demand me, how fpend they, 
or how delerve they this ? I anfwer. Their delerts arc 
noughr, and the fiuit thereof as naughtily fpent ; for 
fcrnions and prayers they never have any ; neither have 
tlicy ever preached aey, noi can pieach. 

And although loin'; could, as perhaps tliey feemmg 
would, they fhall have no auditor (as they lay) but bare 
walls tie pLmts of their pai (lies being the roots of 
mciC Iiilh. As concerning iheir cariiage la fpending 
Inch faciilcgious fees, the courl'c is thus. 

The alchoule i' their chinch, the Irilh prieds their 
conforts ; their auditors Le, Fill and fetch more ; their 
text Spanish lack, their prayers caroufing, their hng' 
ing of pfalms wh' fTirg of tobacco, their lall 
aqua vitiCy and all their do6bine found drunkcniicls. 
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And whenfoever thefe parties do meet, their parting 
is Dane like, from a Dutch pot, and • 

the minirter, flill pin fe-bcarcr, defrayeth A Jlattering 
all charges for the pried:. Arguments tovenant be- 
of religion, like Podolian Polonians, t\uixt mun- 
they fuccumb ; their conference only Jlrrs and 
pleading mutual forbearance ; the mini- vufs-pnejist 
jlcf afraid of the prielPs wood- earns, 
and the priefts as fearful of tlie minil'ler’s apprehend* 
ing or denoting them ; contraifling thereby a Gibeoni- 
zed covenant; yea, and for more fubmidion’s fake, 
he will give way to the pried: to mumble mals in his 
church, where in all his life he never made prayer nor 
krmon. 

Lo tliere arc fome of the abufes of our late weak and 
draggling ecclefiadics there, and the foul-iimk forrow 
of godlefs epicures and hypocrites. 

To all which, and much more, Itave I been an ocular 
teftator, and fometimesa condrained conlbciatc to their 
companionry ; yet not lo much itilorced, as dedrous to 
know the behaviour and converlation of fuck mercc* 
nary Jebufites. 

Great God amend if, for it is great pity to behold it ; 
and if it continue fo ftill, as when I fiw ihcn'i Lift, O 
far better it were, that ibefe ill-bcftowed tithes, and 
chuicli-wall rents, were diftrlbiued to the poor and 
needy, than to fuftocatc the fwinc-fed bellies of fucli 
idle and profane parafites. 

And here another general abufe 1 obferved, that 
wherlbevcr any Irilh die, the friend of the dctum^l: (be- 
fides other fees) paying twenty Ihillings to the Knglllh 
'^urate, diall get the corpfe of the dcceafed to be buried 
'vlthin the church, yea often even under the pulpit- 
foor ; and for lucre, interred in God’s liin^luaiy when 
dead, who, when alive, would never approach nor en- 
^er the gates of Sion, to worlhip the Lord, nor confoim 
diemftlves to true religion. 

liuly fnch, and the like abufes, and evil examples ot 
jewd lives, have been the greareft hindrance of that 
'<^nd’s converlion : for fuch, like wmives, have been, liom 
C c ? * 
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time to time, but ftumbling blocks before them ; re- 
garding more their own fenfual and licentious ends, 
than the glory of God, in converting of one foul unto 
his church. 

Now as concerning the unconfcionable carriage of the 
Irirti clergy, aik me, and there my reply. 
Minijlerial As many of them (for the moil part) 

offices as are Proteftant minifters, have their 

jirangely wives, children, and fervants invefled 

iibufed, Papilfs ; and many of ihefe churchmen 

at the hour of their death, like dogs re- 
turn back to their former vomit. Witnefs the late 


Vicar of Calin (belonging to the late and laft Richard 
Earl of Defmond, who being on his deathbed, and ha- 
ving two hundred pounds a year ; finding himfelf to 
forlake both life and llipend, fent ftraight for aRomilh 
pried, and received the Popifli lacrament : confefling 
heely in my hearing, that he had been a Roman- 
catholic all his life, diflembling only with his reli- 
gion, for the better maintaining of his wife and chil- 
dren. And being brought to the burial-place, he was 
interred in the church, with which he had played the 
luOian all his life ; being openly carried at mid-day 
with Jeluiis, priclls, and friars of his own nation, and 
after a contemptible manner, in derifion of our protef- 
fion, and laws of the kingdom. 

Infinite more examples of this kind could I recite, 
and the like refemblances of Ibme being alive ; but I 
rcfpedfully ful’pcnd, (wilhing a reformation of fuch 
deformity), and fo concludeth this clerical corruption 
there. Yet I would not have the reader to think, that 


1 condemn all our clergy there ; no, God forbid ; for 
1 know there are ntany found and religious preachers 
of both kingdoms among them, who make conf:iencc 
of their calling, and live as lanthorns to incapable ig' 
iiorants, and to ihofe draggling Stoicks I complain or

The 
f^'ccinl connuodititrs whcieof aic iiitcp, wool as foft 
:'s iifk, [> 031 $, and excellent good iron. Corns they 
have none, or little at all ; ncitlier wine, bur what is 
brought fioni Navas le in pelagoes, or Iwinedkins, car- 
litd on niuiets backs. 

Lca\ ing Bifcay, I entered Navarre, and came to Pam- 
peluna its metropolitan city : here 1 found the poor- 
elf viceroy {nomen fine re) with the hall means to main- 
tain him, that ever the world afforded luch a Pyle. Na- 
\ UTc is but a little kingdom, amounting in length 
(with the fouth pendicles of the high Pyrenees) totwen- 
ry-ihrtc leagues; that is, between Porto di St Johanne 
in Bafquc, and Grono upon the river Hebro, dividing 
the old Caftile and Navarre. In bicaiUh it extendeth 
to feventeen leagues ; that is, between Varen in Bilcay, 
aifd d errafranca, in Arragon ; the foil is indifferent 
fertile of corns and wines. From tlicncc 1 fet caftwaitl 
to Siraguia, the capital feat of Arragon. 

An agon hath Navarre to the weft ; fouth, Valentia 
kingdom ; eaft and ioiuh calf, Catalonia ; and on the 
north, the Pyicncan Alpes. It i'- an ancient and famous 
kingdom, under whole jurildielion were both the pet- 
ty kingdoms of Valencia and Baicelona ; and not long 
ago was given to the C.iftilian king by maniage ; for 
although Cartile hath the language, they have the ii* 
ueai defeent of the Romans ; the inhabitants whereof 
being inlfimflively endued with all human afiabiliues. 
From thence, returning through the old Caftile, or 
kingdom of Burgos, in the way to St Jago of Compo* 
ftella in Galicia ; it was my fortune at St Domingo to 
enter the town-church, accompanied by two French 
puppies, mindful to fticw me a miraculous marrer.

The father and the Ion, two Bourboneans of 
France, going in pilgrimage to St James, it was their 
lot to lodge here in an inn ; where, fupper ended, and 
reckoning paid, the hoft perceiving their denariate 
charge, he entered their chamber when they were alleep, 
and in bed, conveying his own purfe in the young 
man’s budget. 

To morrow early, the two innocent pilgrims, foot- 
ing the hard bruifing way, were quickly over-hied by 
the Juftice j where the hofl: making fearch for his 
purfe, found it in the fon’s bag. Whereupon inOant* 
ly, and in the lame place he was hanged, and left hang- 
ing there, lazing on their money by a fentential for- 
feiture. 

The foiTowful father, notwithffanding, continued 
his pilgrimage to Compoftella. Where, when come, 
and devotion made, our Lord of Mount Serata appear- 
<^d to him, faying. Thy prayers are heard, and thy 
groans have pierced my heart ; arife, and return to St 
h)orningo, Jar thy fon liveth. And he accordingly re- 
turned, found it lb, and the fon hanged monfter, after 
thirty days abfcncc, fpoke thus from the gallows : Fa- 
ther, go to our hoji, and fioew him I live \ then jpeedily re- 
turn. By which direction the old man entered the 
town, and finding the holt at table, in breaking up of

Station, the two fire-fcorched fowls 
^^aped out fuddenly alive, with heads, wings, feathers, 
feet ; and cackling, took fj’ght thrice about the ta- ^ 

blc. 
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blc. This amazing fight made the aftonifhed hofl: to 
confefs his guiltinels, and the other being relieved from 
the rope, he was hung up in his place, allotting his 
houle lor an horpitaliry to pilgrims for ever. 

There are Hill two hens relervcd here, in memory of 
this niirarle, and always changed, as they grow fat, loi 
the prielis chops, being freely given to the place. And 
I dare fwearing fay, thefe priells eat fatter hens than 
Don Philippo hnidelf, they being fed by the people's 
devotion, at their entrance to the morning and evening 
lacrihees, and are termed holy bens. Much paper could 
I blot, with relating the like abfnrdities, and miracu- 
lous lies of the Romilh church ; but leaving them till a 
fitter occalion, I proceed. From thence iraverfing a 
great part cf the higher Afluria, I entered into Galicia, 
and lound the country fo barren, the people fo poor, 
and viduals lb learce, that this impoitunatc ini'oice- 
ment withclievv me from St Jaejucs, to Portugal : where 
I louiul litde hater, or Iclltr relief, their foil being 
abfolute lieiile, delert, and mou.ntainous. 

j Poriugal was foimcrly called Lujiiiuna, and Ffifpnnia 
ulterior: Jt is tliiee hundred and twen- 
7l.(' ty miles in length, iiAty-eight in breadth, 

cf Port and fometimes tmder. When under the 
dominion ot the Moors it was d'vided 
into two kingdoms : the one lelcivcd the name of all ; 
the other was called yjjinrhds ; an Arabic word, that 
ligniliCth the we Hem pait : and uerc divided with tlie 
river Gnadron, and the two caltles Odibera and Alco- 
tino. Agarhas was toward the loath, and Portugal 
uoithward. 

Portugal is now confined, on the fouth and fouth-ean, 
with Aiulahifia ; wcH and Ibmh-wcll:, the main ocean ;

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The moft wretched pcafants in the world arc here, 
wnofe daily moans might draw tears from ftoncs. Their 
villages ftand as wafte, like as the Sabunk, Garamont, 
or Arabian pavilions, wanting gardens, hedges, clolTes, 
barns, or back-fides. This lluggifli and idle hufband- 
ry being a natural inftindt of their neighbour or pa- 
ternal Moors. 

As for induftrious arts, inventions, and virtues, 
they are as dull thereof as their late predeccllbrs. And 
truly 1 confel's, for the Spanifh nun, Ihe is more holy than 
the Italian ; the former are only rei'erved to the friars 
and prielfs; the latter, being more noble, have moft 
affinity with gentlemen. The Spaniard is of a fpate 
diet, and temperate, if at his own coft he fpend ; but 
if given he hath the longeft tulks that ever play- 

ed at tabic. 

After a douh f'ul and dangerous departure fromMa 
drid, (as Sir V/ancr Adon, his Majefty’s ambaftador, 
can teftify, wi'h his followers, as lome of his people 
have already here done the fime), being the drift of 
iuy;own countrymen, I came to Toledo, twelve leagues 
diftant from thetice. This city is lltuate on a ragged 
rock upon the river Tagus, being an archbiftiop’s leaf, 
the primate and metropolitan fee of all Spain ; yet a mi- 
ferably impoverilhed and deformed place. 

* And although the Spaniard, of all towns in Spain, 
braggeth moft of Toledo it is neither (donbtlefs 1 know) 
for beauty, bounds, nor wealth, if not 
Naked ambi- for the Intrado belonging to it, amouru- 
tion conferred ing year ly (as they affirm) to two bun- 
upon poor To- di ed thoufand duckets ; for there is no 
ledo. other Kpifcopal feat in all Callilia, or 

kingdom of Toledo. Going from To- 
ledo, I crofted the ci offing Sio;a de Morada, (which 
divideth the kingdom of Granada from the Manlha of 
fhe new Caftilia), and arriveu at Granada, the capital 
of Andalufia. 

Here the Moors had their laft reftdcnce in Spain, 
and was magnanin;oufty recovered, anno 149^, by 
Ferdinando the Caftilia)^. King, and his wife Ifabclla. 
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It ftandeth at the loot of Siera de Nevada, (the fnowy- 
Alpes), who referve continually fnow on the tops, and 
partly inclofed between two fnow-melting rivers. In 
this city is the principal feat and college of juilice of 
all I'outh Spain ; as Valladolid is for the north of Spain ; 
the high court of Madrid having preiogaiive over 
both. 

It hath a Ipacious and llrong cadle, which was builJ- 
ed by the Moors, and indeed a kingly manllon ; where 
I fawthe hails and bed-chambers of the Moorilli kings, 
moh extpiifitely over cicicd, and indented with JMo- 
Oic work, excelling far any modern indullry whaifo- 
t V cr. 

The Emperor Charles V. and King of Spain, alter 
his return from that misforiiinate voyage of Algier, 
left a monument here, never likely to have been ac- 
cumpldhed, that is the foundation of an admirable work 
advanced two ftorics high. Without it is quadranglcd, 
and within round ; having two degrees of encircling 
promontories, fupported by marble pijlars and alabaher 
arches. , 

Being difmifred here, it was my foitune, at Anteca- 
ra, to encounter with a merchant (Mr 
Woodi'on, a Londoner) newly come Mr Wooclfon^ 
from Venice, and bound to Malaga, a Lendonmer- 
With whom accomp.inied, the day lol- chant, 
lowing, being Simtlay, with lore travel, 
we came within night to Malaga ; and ihcreaher, part- 
ing to our fevcral lodgings, the next morning I ad-' 
drefled mylelf to the Ihore-iiilc ; where I had notice 
^ivcn me of a Frcnrh Blip belonging to Toulon inPro- 
'cncc, that was lying m the Mould, and Ihovtiy 
found for Alexandria : and linding that tiaiilporta- 
^lon moll convenient foV my dchgu, (my laLdl courfe 
lying ilirougli Egypt, aVl the lied Sea, for Ikeiler 
John’s ^(jUwninions and co\jrt), J prciently made bar- 
gain -t('ith the ihipitiaderV'n’ my paifage and vie- 

And now, attending my departure thence, upon the 
f^'th dav after inv comim; hithtr, anno 1620, Ort. 27. 

the 
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the Englifli fleet that went againfl the pirates of Algier, 
caft anchor at midnight in the road ; whofe fudden co- 
ming yielded no Tmall fear to the affrighted town, 
miftaking them for Turks : for the two caftle-bclls 
ringing backward, the thundering drums refounding, 
and the town all the latter part of the night in arms, 
bred fuch difturbing defpair to their families, and di- 
ftraflion to themfelves, that their wives and children 
fled to the higher caftle, without the town ; aiid 1 fluid 
confort with the defendants till day light. But morn- 
ing come, and the Englifh colours difeovered, Don 
Jafper Ruiz de Peredas, the governor, went aboard 
of the Englifli general Sir Robert Maunfil ; where, 
after congratulating compliments, he being returned 
afhore, diflnifled the burghers, and their 
Malaga af- arms. In that afternoon, and the day 
frighted with following, being Saturday, there came 
the Engliflj hundreds alhore of my fpecial friends, 
feet, and old familiars, Londoners, and cour- 

tiers ; with whom met, we were jovial 
together till Sunday morning. Then I went aboard 
the Lion, his Majefly’s fliip, and faluted the general, 
who kindly entertained me to the next day, that the 
fleet was divided in three fquadrons, and he under 
fail ; and then unhappily came I afhore in a filier- 
boar, to my deir-bought deflruflion, being fore againfl 
the general’s will but that 1 fliould have gone with him 
to Algier ; fave only that my linen, letters, and facket, 
was lying in my hoflery, and fo could not go. But 
what fliall I fay i

And fo now followetli the fSrrowful relation of luy 
tragical fufl'erings, which, a*^ briefly as I may, I fli ili 
ruccin<flly avouch, alihougl-^the larger the bcL'T to be 
underftood. /

I was no fooner entered the town, and going up a 
private way to my lodging, to fliun company and ac- 
quaintance, for that night W'as I to have imbarked for 
Alexandria, but I was liiddenly fiirprifed in that narrow 
depopulated ftreet, with nine Alguozilos, fergeants; 
wlio inclofing me on both Tides, laid violent hands on 
:nc, wrapping me up in a black frizado cloak ; and grip- 
ping my throat to ftop my crying, they carried me on 
their arms to the governor 5 houfc, and incloftd me in 
a low parlour. 

To which when the governor came, for I was ac- 
quainted with him before, I fadly fpoke, 
laying, My moO: noble governor, and A fad rcquejl 
worthy Lord, I humbly befeech your to a menilefs 
goodnel's to Ihcw for what offence or governor. 
caiife I am thus violently brought before 
you, knowing that in me, and from my carriage, there < 
‘3 no injury committed.” Whereat, without anfwer, 
and fhaking his head, he caufed inclofe me in a little 
cabinet within the parlour, till he went for mafs, com- 
manding them, with all poflible, diligence to fetch hither 
the captain of the town, Don Francifeo di Cordova, 
the Alcalde Major, and the ftates ferivan, enjoining 
them to conceal my apptehending till further trial, un- 
der pain of dcatfi. \ 

At laft he came from il\ niafs, and they come hither, 
the fergean/^^^credifmiftedXthe doors mode Taft, and I 
yttsbm^ight forth before th^e fourca\aliers, all placed 
''?*Sl>^Irs, and the fcrivan-tal)^ let, with pen, Ink, and 
paper, to write my confeftion\ Where, after long fi- 
'Snee, the governor afked me ^ my nation, and how 
D d * long. 
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long, and how often, I had been out of my country ? 
and whither 1 was bound ? and bow long I had been in 
Spain ? 

To whom I pun£bially returned my dividuate an- 
Iwers. 

Whereupon, being inclofed in my former cabinet, 
within a while Don Francilco entered my room, de- 
manded me if I had been in Seville, or was come from 
h ; and clapping nty cheek*;, with a Judas-fnnle, made 
this mtieaty, *■ My dear brother, and gallant compa- 
nion, confefs freely that you have been in Seville ; for 
your countenance bewrayeth, there are fome hidden 
purpofes in the clolet of your bread ; and Para Juyr- 
jnas malo, you hatl bed in time relate to me tin. 
iiudi.” 

Whereat I faying No, as truth required, he went 
back, refuiving them of iny ftiff denial; and they there- 
with inctnled, I was invited to their former piefence, 
and gieat acculaiions enl'uing ; firft, the 
y/ tyrannical governor made me fwear, and hold up 
tiynjiraimul my hand, that I dionld tell the pariicu- 
cath. lar truth of every thing he was to demand 

of nic ; which indeed i did according to 

my knowledge. 

Then he lequired, if ilie Englifli general was a Duke, 
or great Signor ? and what could be the rcalon that he 
refufed to come adioic there ? for that was the fud im- 
prtlTion ('f their falfc conceived jealoufy. Next he alk- 
cd me, if I knew his name, and the other captains I 
and what their names were ? and what their intention 
was ? or if 1 had known of their coming abroad, cr 
preparation for it, before my depatture from Eng- 
land ? 

dTiC ferivan writing dow^' mean v'hile, every word 
fie Ipoke, and what 1 anfweTd : well, .o all the formtt' 
panirulars giving full aiudiO the laft de- 

uying ih u J knew of Eie forthcoming of titc. fleet, 
they all fvnir gave a flumt to the contrary. Vflvccc- 
upon the govcinor iwEatlng, curled and laid, “Thou 
lied llht a villain; tl/au art a fpy and a traitor, and 

camiit 
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tanieft directly from England of purpofe to Spain j an^ 
haft been lying nine months in Seville, getting fure in- 
telligence when the SpaniCh navy was looked for from 
the Indies; and that thou expielsly came heie to meet 
with the Englifti armado, (knowing of their diet), to 
give them credible knowledge thereof; and that by thy 
information they might the more readily compafs their 
ends ; and thus thy treacheiy and fubtilty hath been cmr 
ployed. 

Whereat 1 being aftonifticd, and ferioufly anfwering 
for the intention of the Engiifh fleer, 
and my own innocency concerning The Englijh 
them, he threatening laid, 1 was feen acquaintance 
familiar, aboard and afliore, witli tlic my lycalcji 
whole captains, and known to be of hhid/ance. 
their I’pecial acquaintance ; bciides, 
three hundred other gentlemen, and mariners, with 
whom you was fo familiar, and they with thee, that it 
far exceeded the kindnefs of accidental meeting. 

All this we faw, and hourly lemarked, (faid he), and 
thou art newly come fiom the general, when thou wtlt 
taken; where, confuUing with their council of war 
this morning, (concerning what they afligned thee to 
accomplidi), thou haft delivered thy opinion, and the 
expectation of Seville, touching the retui ning of hisMa- 
jefty’s armado di plato ; and therefore thou art a Ipi- 
ono, a traitor, and a feeierate velacco : for we are not 
Ignorant (laid he) of the burning of St Ehome in the 
Weft Indies; for there, and then, we had a certain e- 
vidence of the Englifli infidelity, and treacherous ex- 
ploits in time of peace ; wherefore thefe Lutherans, 
and fons of the idevil, cuight from us good Catholics to 
icceive no cred I. \ 

V/liereupon 1 befoug\t him to fend for fome fufli- 
fient Englifti ^Ctors, th^e ibjourning, who would tc- 
flity tlx' co’ntrary in my\b( half, their country, and 
thei/Aeet ; but tint he woi^ nor, for niy being difeo- 
"?^d. At laft, feeing his \amnable opinion, and to 
dear myfclf of fuch falfc imjfhtatiou?, 'I requefted him 
1) d ?,| to 
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tp fend a fergeant to tny pofado, or lodging, for my 
cloak-bag, where he Ihould fee a more evident tcftimony 
of my carriage and honeft purpofe, and thereupon the 
approbation of my prince. 

This demand he liked well, thinking thereby to find 
out all the ftcrcts and pra^ices of my negotiation with 
theEnglilli fleet. Whereupon forthwith, 
Mdjcjlfs and with clofc circumfpe6tion, he had it 
Lti! and brought unto him, my hoftage-houre not 
Jcais mijre- knowing where I was. The cloak-bag 

garded. I opened myielf ; and fliewing him his 

Majefty’s letter in parchment, and under 
his hand and feai, dated at Theobals idtp, July ty. 
and compiled and wrote by Mr Thomas Reid, then 
lecretary for the Latin tongue, done in my behalf, and 
my intended refolution for Ethiopia ; the King^s fafe 
conduct he mifregarded, giving it neither refped nor 
trull. 

After wliich, I fliewed him divers patents, feals, and 
the grear fc.il of Jerufalem, paflports, and my book of 
aKT.-s, called Liher amicornm, wherein I had the hand- 
writs and arms of lundry kings, dukes, princes, vice- 
roys, marquifes, earls, lords, and governors, kz, done 
in prole and veifc, in «G reck, Latin, or their maternal 
tongues, being as propitious pledges of their faveur in 
commendation of me, and of my travels. 

But all thefe would not fatisfy him ; nay, rather con- 
firming a greater jealoufy of his former fufpicion. 
Whereupon, mifconllruing all, they feized abfolutely 
upon my cloak-bag, viewing and detaining all I had at 
their pleafu re; Ihuiting me up the third time. This 
done, and within night, beings callcdi ^gain, the go- 
vernor commanded me to fi oferibe jny confeflion ; 
which I voluntarily obeyed, /though niey Bill urged 
me further and fuiihcr to o^nfefs. Meanwhile thefe 
four accomplices coiifultiiY' about my itifpft^ment, 
the Alcalde, or chid Jumce, would have Ifad lae 
long with him to the tow/i-jail; but the CorrigidorVe-/ 
Filled, laying, “ Para ftar vifto con fus pefanos;” 
'riiat lie may not be fc'jii by countrymen, it bcho- 
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veih me to have a care of his concealment ; and I war- 
rant you (faid he) I fhall Iodp,e him well enough. * 

Upon the knowledge of this, that 1 was fecretly to 
be incarcerate in the governor’s palace, 
entered the Mr Serjeant, and begged Jiiunjujlroh- 
my money, and licence to fearch it ; bery by tin- 
and liberty granted, he found in my juji judges, 
pockets eleven Philippoes, or ducatoons ; 
and then unclothing me before their eyes, even to my 
Ihirt; and fearching my breeches, he found in my 
doublet-neck, fall: fhut between two canvalles, a hun- 
dred and thirty-feven double pieces of gold. Where- 
at the Corrigidor arofe, and counting my gold, being 
live hundred and forty-eight ducats, he laid to the 
ferjeant, Cloath him again, and inclofe him there in 
the cabinet till after fupper. Meanwhile the fergeant 
got the eleven ducatoons of filver ; and my gold, 
which was to take me for Ethiopia, the governor 
feized upon ; giving afterwards two hundred crowns 
of it to lupply the new-laid foundatjon of a Capu- 
cliinc nionalh^ry there, referving the rell (being th^'ec 
hundred and forty-eight ducats) for his own avaricious 
ends. 

This done, and midnight come, the fergeant and two 
Turkilli flaves relcafing me from the inferior room, 
brought me through certain alcending pallages, to '€ 
chamber in a fequeftrate lide of the palace, toward the 
garden, and right above his fumrner-kitchen ; where, 
there and then, the ferjcanis and the two Haves thruft 
on every ancle a heavy bolt, my legs being put to the 
full Ifride, bv a ftrong gad of iron, far above a yard 
long ; upon the/ ends of which the two bolts depended 
that were falten J.d aboiuVny legs ; infomuch, that I could 
never fit up, nc)r walk, nor ftand, nor turn me ; but lay 
continually on/my back,Vhe irons being thrice heavier 
than my tody. \ 

Whereupon beholding iw inevitable mifery, and fucK 
• rnonHer-madc irons, my fig\ing foul deplored thus *. 

D d \ ' 
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“ Alas ! fergeant, and you two flaves, 
A mlftrahle remark in me the juft judgements o£ 

and fndplefs God j and lo, how the heavens have re- 

Limentation. dneed me to this meritorious reward, 
and ti lily deferved, for I have dearly and 
truly bought it that I, whofe legs and feet the whole 
univeiTe could fcarcely contain, now thefe bolts and 
irons keep them fall, in a body-length of a ftone-paved 
ftoor, O foolilli pride ! O ftipprtfling ambition, and 
vaporous curiofity ! Wo worth the fury of yoiiralpiring 
vanities; you ha\e taken me over the face of the earth, 
and now left me in a dungeon hole. My foul, O my 
foul is Icager unto this pioveib, Man prepoftthy and Cod 
di/pcfcth. O happy had I been, thrice hajipy, in a ftiep- 
herd’s life ” 

’fhus, and more, lamenting the deftiny of nature, 
they left rne with i'olacious words, and ftraight returned 
again with viiftuals, being a pound ol boiled mutton, a 
wheat-bread, and a linall pint of wine; which was the 
firft, the beft, and the laft of iliis kind, that ever 1 got 
in that woful manfion. The lergeant leaving me, (ne- 
ver feeing him more, till a more unwelcomed fight), he 
diretfted the Haves, that after I had contented my dif- 
contented appetite, they (hould lock the door, and car- 
ry the keys to Arcta, a Spaniard, and keeper of the 
• filver-plate. 

A little while after he was gone, tlu* other drudge 
left me alfo, who was newly turned Chrillian ; where 
being alone with Hazier, the natural Turk, who was to 
attend me, feed na, and keep me, lying nightly a con* 
ftrainecl tentmel, without the door of my imprifon- 
meiit, he demanded me for what caulfi^I was commit- 
teci, and what bad action 1 was/guilty o| ? 'To whom I 
Hulwered, Only lor a naked Iflpiciou miftaking the 
honouralx'c intcuiion of the l/glilh anii'^ido, 1 am as a 
fpy appiehcnded, and fallelyacculed. 

Whereupon the filly ftavi^falling down on hisivpccs, 
held up his hands, Qvyxng/ Ilcrmano^ HennanOf esmuy, 
• £rand 
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grand mencjlcr, para tomar pazcnza, 

<tc. Brother, brother, it is much nceil- The mourning 
ful for you to take all in patience; for of Hazier, a' 
it is impoffible now you can efcape fome TLukiJhfavc. 
fearful trial, and thereupon a horrible 
punilhment, even unto death ; and, alas, to relieve yon, 
if I durft, (as I dare not under death), to difeover 
you to your countrymen, I would do it upon my 
knees.” And leaving me with a weeping good-night, he 
made fall the door, and tranlported the keys, as he was 
directed. 

The day following, the governor entered my prifon 
nione, intreating me to confefs that I was a fpy, and he 
would be my friend, and procure my pardon ; neither, 
in the mean time, iliould 1 lack any needful thing. But 
I llill atteding my innocency, he wrathfully iwore I 
fhould fee his face no more, till grievous torments 
ihould make me do it ; and leaving me in a rage, he 
obierved too well his condition. 

But withal, in my hearing, he commanded Areta, 
tluu none fliould come near me, except the Have, nor 
no food lliould be given me, but three ounces of mtift- 
ed brown bread every lecond day, and a fnleto, or 
Englilli pint of water ; neither any bed, pillow, or co- 
verlet, to be allowed me. And clofe up, faid he, this 
window in his room, with lime and done ; flop tl^ 
holes of the door with double matts, hanging another 
lock to it ; and, to withdraw all viflble and fenfiblu 
comfort from him, let no tongue nor feet be heard 
near him, till I have my defigns accomprilbcd. And 
thou, Hazier, I charge thee, at thy iucomings to have 
no conference iHth him, nor at thy outgoings abroad to 
difeover him c|) the faftors, as thou wilt anfwer

And now being every fecond or third day attended 
with the twinkling of an eye, and my 
A fpeedy ex- fuftenance agreeable to my attendance, 
f edition, or my body grew exceeding weak and in- 
mercilefs mtf- firm ; inibmuch that the governor (after 
chief, his anfwers received from Madrid) made 

hafte to put in execution his bloody and 
mercilefs purpofe before Chriftmas holy days ; left, ere 
the expiring of the Twelfth-day, I (hould be utterly fa- 
miflied, and unable to undergo my trial, without pre- 
fent periftiing ; yet unknown to me, fave only in this 
knowledge, that I wa^ confident to die a feaijful and 
unacquainted death : for it is a current cuftom with the 
Spaniard, that if a ftranger be apprehended upon any 
fufpicion, he is never brought to open trial, and com- 
mon jail, but clapped up in a dungeon, and there tor- 
tured, imprifoned, or ftarved to death : Such merito- 
rious deeds accompany thelc only titular Chriftians ; 
for the Spaniard accounteth it more to be called a 
Cliriftian, than either to believe what he pioftlTetb, 
or to conform himfelf to the life of Chriftianiiy ; yea, 
F-’Tparingly avouch if, he is the worft and baddeft crea- 
tuic of the Chnftian name; having no more religion, 
and lefs refpeeft to devotion, than an external prefump' 
tuous lliow ; which pej fe^lcth this ancient proverb, The 
Spaniard ejl bonus CathohctiSy fed malus Chrijliams* 

In the end, b) God’s permillion, the fcourge of my 
fitly trial approaching; upon the forty Seventh day af- 
ter my firft imprilonment, and ipt daysi before Clirift- 
mas, about two a clock in ihc’lnoruio^, I heard the 
nolle of a coach in the fore itrect, maWclling much 
what it might mean. f 

Within a pretty while, 1 J^card the locks of my p’ i*

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fon*door opening ; wheieupon bequeath- 
ing my foul to God, 1 humbly implo- My tranj^ 
red his gracious mercy and pardon for portation 
my fins ; for neither in the former night from prifon 
nor this, could I get any deep, fuch was to the fields 
the force of gnawing hunger, and the to be racked, 
portending heavinefs of my prtfaging 
loul. 

Mean while the former nine ferjeants, accompanied 
with the ferivan, entered the room without fpeaking a 
word, and carrying me thence, with irons and all, on 
their arms through the houfe to the fiieet, they laid 
me on my back in the coach ; where two of them fat 
up befide me, (the reft uling great filence), went foftly 
along by the coach lid c. 

Then Baptifta the coachman, an Indian Negro dri- 
ving out at the fea-gatc, the way of the ftioredide, I was 
brought weftward almoft a league from the town, to a 
vine-prefs houle, ftunding alone amongft vineyards, 
where they inclofed me in a room till day-light ; for 
hither was the rack brought the night before, and pri- 
vately placed in the end of a trance. 

And all this fecrefy was ufed, that neither Englifh, 
French, or Flemings, fhould fee, or get any knowledge 
of my trial, my grievous tortures, and dreadful dif- 
patch, bccaulc of their treacherous and cruel proceeeP 
ings. 

At the break of day the governor Don Franclfco^ 
and the Alcalde, came forth in another 
coach ; where, when arrived, and I in- A f ranger 
vited to their prelencc, I pleaded for a ought not to

And now, after long an\l new examinations, from 
niorping till dark night, the\ finding my firft and fe- 
«^ond confeffion to run in one, 1 that the governor fVore* 

he 
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he had learned the art of memory ; faying further. 
Is ''•it poffible he can, in fuch diftrefs, and fo long a 
time, oblerve fo ftriftly in every manner the points of 
his firft confcliion, and I fo often Ihifting him to and 
fro ? 

Well, the governor’s irittrrogation and my confef- 
fion being mutually fubfcribcd; he and Don Fran- 
cifco befought me earnelfly to acknowledge and con- 
fefs my guiltinefs in time; if not, he would deliver 
me in the Alcalde’s hands there prefent ; faying more- 
over, “ Tl'.ou ait as ytt in my power, and I may fparc 
or pardon thee, providing thou wilt confefs thyfelf a 
fpy, and a traitor againfl our nation. 

But finding me Band faft to the mark of my fpotlefs 
innocency, he, inventive and malicious he, after ma- 
ny tremendous threatenings, commanded the ferivan 
to draw up a warrant for the chief Juftice; which be- 
ing done, he fa his hand to it, and taking me by the 
hand, delivered me and the warrant into the Alcalde 
i\Iaj<jr’3 hands, to cauie me to be tortured, broken, and 
cruelly toimented. 

"Whence being cariicd along on the ferjeant’s arms, 
to the end of a trance or lione-gallery, where tlh- 
poiaro or rack was placed, the eucarnador, or tor- 
mentor, begun to difl)urden me of my irons, which

Now the irons being dlffol^ved, and my torments ap- 
proaching, i fell pioflrai^' on my knees, crying to the 
heavens. 

Great and Gracfius God, it is truly known

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ihy all-feeing eye, that I am innocent of thefe falfe and 
fearful acciiliuions ; and lince, therefore, it is thy good- 
will and plealure, that I mufl; futfer now by the wicked 
hands of mercilefs men, Lord, furnilli me with cou- 
lagc, ftrength, and patience, left, by an impatient 
mind, and feeble Ipirit, 1 become my own murderer, 
in confeiring myfelf guilty of death, to ihun prefeut 
puniftiment. And accoidlng to the multitude of thy 
mercies, O Lord, be merciful to my finful foul ; and 
that for Jefus thy Son and my liedeemer’s fikc.” 

After this, the Alcalde and fcrivan, being both 
rhair-fet, the one to examine, the other to write down 
iny confeflion and toitnres, 1 was by the executioner 
dripped to the ikin, hi ought to the rack, and then 
mounted by him on the top of it; where, foon after, 

I was hung by the bare ilioulders, with two fmall cords, 
which went under both my arms, running on two 
liivisof iron, that were fixed in the wall above my 
head. 

Lhiis being hoifted to the appointed height, the tor- 
mentor dclcended below, and drawing down my legs, 
through the two Tides of the three 
planked rack, he tied a cord about each 7 /V hams and 
of my ancles : And then afeending up- hds of my 
on the rack, he drew the cords upward, kners iverc 
and bending forward with main force both hrekent 
my two knees againlt the two planks, 
the linews of my two hams biirft afimder, and the lids 
of my knees being crulhed, and the cords made fall:, I 
hung ft) demained for a large hour. 

At lift the encarnador informing the governor, that 
I had the inai-y of jeriifaiem on my right arm, joined 
with the name and crAwn of King James, and done up- 
on the Holy grave, ihe Corrigidor came o<\t of his 
adjoining ilance, and gave direction to tear afunder the 
name and crown (as hcYiid) of that heretic king, and 
arch enemy to the Holy &thoIie church *.

Cromwell was, Lithgow would doubtlefs foon have obtained his li- 
berty, and met \\ith a different fort of treatment. The (lory of 
Cromwell is as follows. In Spain it is well known the inquifitors 
pietend to have a jurifdidion over the fuhjesSs of other kings; of 
this we have an uill.nice in Thomas Maynard Conful of the Eng- 
lidi nation at Lilboii, who was thrown into the prifon of the inqui- 
litioii, under pictciue tint he had faid or done fomething againfr 
the Ronaaa religion. M. Meadows, who was then refulent, and 
took care of the Englifli aflaiis at Lifbon, advil'ed Cromwell of the 
affad ; and aftci h ivmg received an exprefs from him, went to the 
King of Portugal, and in the name of Cromwell demanded the li- 
berty of Conlul M lynard. The King told him, it was not in hi'-, 
power ; that the Conful was detained by the inquifnion, over whieh 
he 'vid noaiuhomy. The refident fent this anfwcr to Cromwell, 
and having loon .ifrc*r icceivcd new inftrutflions from him, Thai 
filficc his Majtfly had dvch’cd he had no power over the inquKltion, 
he was conunanchcl by <’romwell immediately to declare war againfl: 
It. This un xpecUd dccliration fo terrified the King, and the in- 
qmfition, ih it rluy 'mmediucly determined to free the Conful from 
prifon, and i.nniecliaic'y opened the doors, and gave Inm leave to 
go out. lilt Coiiinl 1 Hifed to accept a private difmiflion ; but, in 
Older to cpaii tlu lioii' ur of his character, demanded to be ho- 
nourably biougli forth by the inquifitlon The f^imc Mavnard con- 
tinued many years affrr, m the fame rharaeffer in the reigns of 
Charles and fames f( ind Ii ed at Lifb/h till he was about eighty 
ye.ais old, witliou uiy moleftition fromtthe inquifition. This (lory 
was well known (o all ‘o c'gn merchaiUs who lived at that time, and 
m,iny y ars afti-r, it Lifbon. — -Th^Gcneral Hiflory of the Inqui- 
fit'on in Spain and Portugal, in thc/iotcs, where the fufferings of 
our author is recorded. / 
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and froth, and my teeth to chatter like 0 cruel and 
to the doubling ol- drum«fticks. O inhuman 
drange inhumanity of men-monfter man- murder. 
glers ! furpalling the limits of their na- 
tional law ; threefcore tortures being the trial of 
ireafon, which I had, and was to endure ; yet thus to 
inflict a (evenfold rurplufage of more intolerable cruel- 
ties ; And notwithllanding of my fliivering lips in this 
fiery palllon, my vehement groaning, and blood fpring- 
iiig fonts from my arms, broke linews, hams, and 
knees, yea, and my depending weight on flelli cutting 
cords ; yet they ftruck me on the face with cudgels, 
to abate and ceafe the thundering noife of my wreftling 
vo’ce. 

At lad, being loofed from thefc pinnacles of pain,

imploration : Confefs, confcis, confels in time, for 
thine inevitable torments enfue ; where finding nothing 
from me, but dill innocent, “ 0 I am innocent, 0 Je- 
fus ! the Lamb of God, have mercy upon me, and 
drengthen me with patience to undergo this b-irba^us 
murder.”

likc imbolrtcred ; for it being a fuflocating pain, in re- 
<i,ird of my head hanging downward, and tlic'vater re- 
in^orging itfelf in ntv thioat with a llrrggling force, it 
di angled and (wallowed up mybreath hoin youling and 
gioaning. 

And now, to prevent my renewing grief, (for pre- 
femly my heart failcth and forfaketh me), 1 will only 
briiily avouch, that between each one of thele (tven 
ciicular charges, 1 was always re examined, each exa- 
mination continuing half an hour, tech half hoiu a 
hel! of infernal pain, and between each tot aunt a long 
diflance of Hfe-queHing time. 

Thus lay 1 fix houis upon the rack, between four 
o'clock in the afternoon, and ten o'clock at night, ha* 
ving had infliffed upon me threefccre and (even toi- 
ments. Neveithclcfs, they continued • 

me a large half hour, after all my t<)r- A hiiiifi and 
tiires, at the full bending; whcie my nnfiipl'ort' 
body being all begored with blood, :ii;d able pain.

.md bruiltd bones, I pitifully remained, ftill roaring, 
howling, foaming, btllowings and giiafning my teeth, 
widi infupportable cries, before the pins were undone, 
and my body loofcd. 

True it is, it palieth the capacity of man, either fen- 
hbly to conceive, or 1 patiently to cxprels, iltc intolcra* 
anxiety of mind, and alliidion of body, in that 
dreadful time I (udained. 

At lad my head bein;* by theii' aims advanced, and 
'ay body taken fi oin tire rack, the water re-gu(hed a* 
‘hundanrly liom my month ; then diey rc-cloaihing mv 
broken, bloody, cold, and ticmbhng body, being all 
diis time dark naked, I fell t a ice in a lounding trance ; 
'^'diich they again refrclhed \/ilh a little wine, and two 
V'lrrn ; ugi g()ne out of charity, but that I Ihouk^ 
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be referved for further piiniihment j and if it were not 
win known that thefe fufferings are true, it would aU 
molt lecm incredible to many, that a, man being brought 
fo low, with (hiving luinger, and extreme cruellies, 
could have fubfdlcfi any longer rcferving life. 

And now at lall they charged my broken legs, with 
my former eye frighting irons ; and 
A lamentable done, I was lamentably carried on their 
remembrance arms to the coach, being after brought, 
cf inhiman and fecretly traniported, to my former 

crutlty. dungeon ; without any knowledge of the 

town, favc only thefc my lawlels and 
raercilefs tormentors. Where, when come, I was laid 
with my head and my heels alike high, on my former 
ilones. 

The latter end of this woful night, poor mourning 
Hazier the Turk was fet to keep me ; and on the mor- 
row the governor entered my room, threatening me 
ftill, with more tortures, to confefs ; and ib cauled he 
every morning, long before day, his coach to be rum* 

^ bled at his gate, and about me, where I 

A dreadful lay, a great noife of tongues, and open- 
af righting^ ing of doors; and all this they did of 
or more tor- pnrpofe to affright and dilfradl me, and 
tures. to make me believe I was going .0 be 

' racked again, to make me confefs an un- 

truth; and (fill thus they continued every day of five 
days to Chrillmas. 

Upon Chridmas day, Mariana, the ladies gentlewo- 
man, got pcrmiflion to vifit me, and with her licence, 
flie brought abundance of tears, prefentlng me alfo’ 
with a didi of honey, fugar, ^iome cenfedtions, and 
raifins in great plenty, to my no fmall comfort, befiilcs 
ufmg many fweer fpeeches, for confolation’s fake. 

She g me, and the morning of St John’s day come, 
long be tore day, the town was in arms, the bells ring- 
ing buckward, the people (homing, and drums beating*, 
wheieat my foul was overjoyed, thinking that tlu‘ 
Moors had feized upon all. And in the afternoon the

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Turk coming to me with bread and water, being by 
chance the fecond day, I alked him what the fray w^s 
Who replied, Be of good courage; I

is no matter; the town may eafily be fuiprifed, and 1 
hope we Ihall be merry in Algier, for thcie is above a 
hundred fail feen coming hither ; and ilierewiih kilTing 
my cheek, he kindiy left me. 

Indeed, as for fuch news from Alicant, the pulling 
down of twenty-eight houfes, the Ihore planted with 
cannon, the fufpicion they had of the ihtglilh, aijd the 
town four clays in arms, thcie were all true, lave (^ly 
tiic confederacy of the Engliih with the Mocks, that 
was falfe. 

WitneiTes Sir Richard Halkins, and the captains of

my legs and feet perform it, being im- 
potent in all. \ et I acknowledge the 
pof'r infidel, lome few times, and 
when opportunity ferved, would deal 
the keys from Artta, and about midnight would enter 
my room, with dicks ami binning oil, and fweeping 
them together in heapb, would burn the greated part, 
to my great rele ile ; or doubtlels I had been miferably 
eaten up and devouicd by them. 

And now eight days before Candlemas, the Have in- 
formed me, tliat an Kugldh Icminary pried, boin in 
I-ondon, and belonging to the bilhop’s college of Ma- 
laga, and a Scottidi cooper, named Alexander Ley, 
born in Dunbar, and there married, weie tranflating 
all •my books and ohlervations out of Englilh, into the 
Spauifh tongue, biinging every other day numbers of 
wrote papers to the governor, atid for their pains 
had thirty ducats allowed ; and that they were laying

Returning him thanks, I was alTurcd of their bloody

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ed, the Inquifitor, after divers frivolous qucdlons, de- 
manded me, if I was a Roman catholic, and acknow- 
ledged the Pope’s fiipremacy ? to whom 1 anfwered, I 
was neither the one, nor did the orhtr. And what 
power (faid I) have you to challenge me of my religion, 
iince it is a chief article of the former concluded peace, 
that none of our king’s fubjecRs fhould be troubled by 
your irKiuilhion ? But as you have murdered me for 
alledged trealon, fo you mean to martyr me for reli- 
gion. 

And you governor, as you have tortured and hun- 
ger-flarved this helplefs body, conlimied with cold and 
vermin, to the lalt of my life, the Almighty God, 
who revcalerh the lecrets of all things, (although 1 be 
never relieved) will certainly dilcover it to my country, 
and to the world.

* night was I inftant with my God, imploring his grade 
to reflify my thoughts, illuminate my underftandiog/ 
confirm my confidence, beatify my memory, to fanA* 
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tify my knowledge, to ex'pel the fervile fear of death, 
and to fave my Ibul from the intangling corruption hf 
any private ends, illufiods, or worldly confiderations 
wliatfoever.* 

The next morning, the three ecclefiaftics returned, 
and being placed with chairs and candles, the inquifitor 
made interrogation of what difliculties, eriors, or mil- 
belief I had ? To whom ingenuoufly 1 anfvvered, I had 
none, neither any difliculty, error, nor milhelief ; but

Whereupon the mad inqui- tor to have 
fjtor clapt me on the face with his foot, alvioji fain 
abufing me with many railings ; and if me, 
the Jefuites had not intercepted him, he 
had flabbed me with a knife ; where, when difmifled, 

I never faw him more. 

The third day enfuing, and having broke their pro- 
mife, the two Jefuites returned, and after a frowning 
fdence, the fuperior alked me of my refolution. 1 told 
him, I was rcfolved already, unlel's he could fliow me 
good reafons to the contrary. Whereupon, having 
paft with me fome few fupcrficial arguments, concern- 
,ii)g their feven facraments, interceffion, tranfubfiantia- 
/on, images, purgatory, miracles, merit, &c. he be* 
sun to brag of their Church, her antiquity, univerfa- 
)hy, and uniformity. 

I Ancient, no (laid I) ; for the profefiion of my faith. 
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hjith been ever fince the firft time of the apoftles ; and 
Chrifl had ever his own church, (howfoever obfeure), 
m the greatefl: time of your darkneis. So Rome, four 
hundred years and upwards, was the true church ; but 
afterwards i'alling into apollacy by means of- her cor- 
rupt leaders, we have left her in nothing, but what Ihe 
hath left her former felf. 

Univcrfal, no ; although fhc afrumctli a Catholic 
name, was not the church in the eafl, a greater cluircli 
than yours in the weff, for hundreds of: years ? ami 1. 
pray you what are now the oriental churches in Aha, 
(befides the Creeks), and the Ethiopian Africans, that 
do not fo much as know, or hear of your Rope, far 
lei^ his proftdllon ? With no fmall ado Ih)nirace 111. 
obtained of Rhocas the emperor to be called univeifd 
bifliop ; which was alTrUcd afterward by Rippin the 
French king, and ratified by Ralcogolus, the father of 
Condai.tine, who loh Conrtantinople. And what long 
controverlies about this new power, was between yom 
Popes, and the councils of Carthage, Chalcedon, li- 
phOTus, Alexandria, and Nice ? 

Uniform, no; fome of your priefls give the facra- 
merit only in bi’ead, for real fiefli and 
The Jlmijh blood ; fome in wine without bread and 
^kirch f tills fome in both. The Ravarians in their 

Jhort oj true own l.mguage, fing the pfalms in piofc 
antiquity, ii- at their maiTes, which is not done elfc- 
n'lverfalifv, where. The fccond commandment gO’ 
and unij'n - etli current amongff fome of your Ca- 
niity. tholits in France, yet not in Bretagne, 

nor Rrovence ; fo dotli it in Auffria and 
Bavaria, but not in Italy and iSpam. 

It is moft evident, what your former Ropes have con- 
ijrmed, ttie fucccedmg R-^pcs have difanulled, and ilaily 
do ; as riieir prefent itves, and your ancient hillories^ 
Jie.ir a tii:c recur d. v " 

.And there nor at one lime three Ropes in thre.^ 
icvm.il places? and eftentimes two at once *, one prO'a 
Icfling cue htiely, and another atheifm. What muti\ 
*rju5 malice arc daily among y,our monalleries, cadi | 

envying 
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envying another’s privilege, another’s preferment, an- 
other’s wealth : and your order, Father, by all the Ei- 
ther monadics, is h ired and vilipended to death ; be- 
fides diverdries ot doihine, between your profcflbrs and 
the Dominicans, and luindreds of like dilunities you 
have both in ceremony and order, which now 1 fuf- 
pend : So I pray you, Faihcr, where is your uniformi- 
ty, much lefs your uuiverlaliiy, and word of all, your 
antiquity ? 

Having thus concluded, ihe dcry-faced jefuirs, with 
boiderous menacings, left me ; and the eighth day 
thereafter, being the lad day of their inquilition, they 
returned again, in a more mild difpolition : wheie, af- 
ter divers arguments on both ddts, the two Jelmts, with 
tears didilling from their eyes, folidly protelted they 
\ve»e lorry, from their heart, for that teriible death I 
was to undergo; and above all, the lo- 
ling of my louh And falling down on The Jefuits 
their knees, cried, “ Convert, convert, lajl aHiire- 

0 dear bi other ! tor our blcd'ed Lady’s nictits for my 
fake, convert.” To whom 1 replied, converjion to 
that neither death nor die 1 feared, for their je?(. 

1 was relblved for both ; yet thinking 

niyfelf unworthy to fuder for Clirilt and the go- 
fpel’s fake, conddering my vilenefs, and my own un- 
worthintls : yet the Spirit of Ccc! ail'urcth my faith, •h 
is his divine pleafurc it Ihould be fo, that 1 mud Aider. 
Wherefore, if 1 Ihould turn, trud me not ; for I would 
butdidembk with you, through feai, llatteiy, or force, 
to Ihun prefent death. 

Whereupon they called the governor, and after their 
privy conlulting, he thus Ipoke : Dear brother, my 

greated; deiirc is, to have thee a good Chriftian, a Ilo- 
man-catholic ; to which, if thy confcicnce will yield, 
1 will Ihew thee as great cOiirtcfy, as thou haft received 
cruelty : for pity it were that Inch an invincible fpirit, 
^nd endued with fo many good parts, ihould pcnlh 
both worlds for cv^r. Pluck up thy heart, and let the 
love of our bltiled J^ idy enter into thy ionl ; let not 
^by former fuilaings dilmay thee ; for (thy fores bein^ 
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yet green and curable) I fhall tranfport thee to a fine 
efiamber, and there thou ftialt have all things needful 
for the recovery of thy health and ftrength. Thy mo- 
ney and patents fliall be refunded ; but thy heretical 
books are burnt already. And laftly, (fiid he) I will 
fend thee with my own lervant to court, council, and 
king, with letters from the holy inquifiiion, and from 
me faithfully promifmg thou flialt enjoy a penfion of 
three hundred ducats a year.” 

Bu| having latisiicd his bewitching policy with a 
Chriifiaii conftancy, they all three left me in a thun- 
dering rage ; vowing, I Ihould that night have the liirt 
feal of my long furrows. And diretfting their courfe 
to the bilhop and intpiilitor, for the (governor had 
wrclled the inquriition upon me, to free him of his 
former afpeiTion laid upon the Englilli fleets and my 
trial therefore, converting it all to matters of religion), 
the inqnifition, 1 fay, fat forthwith ; where firlf, I was 
condemned to receive that night eleven firangling tor- 
ments in my dungeon ; and then, af- 
A c^idemna' ter Ealler-holidays, I Ihould be tranl- 
tory fentcnce ported privately to Granada, and there, 

to death by about midnight, to be burnt body and 

the inqidji' bones into allies, and my allies to be 

thn. flung into the air. Well, that lame 

* night the ferivan, fergcanis, and the 

young Englilli priefl, entered my melancholy prifon ; 
where the priefl, in the Englifh tongue, urging me all 
that he could, iliough little it was he could do, and 
not prevajling, I was difliuidened of mine irons, un- 
cloathed to my fkin, fet on my knees, and held up fall 
with their hands ; where inltantly letting my teeth a- 
funder with iron cadges, they filled my belly full of 
water, even gorging to my throat : then with a gaiter 
they bound faft my throat, till the white of mine eye 
turned upward ; and being laid ou my fide, I was by 
fwo fergeants tumbled to and fro feven times through 
the room, even till I was almofl ftr.ingled. This done,, 
they fafiened a fmail cord about each of my great toes,v 
^ud ho’fiing me therewith to the roof of a high iolh ' 
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(for the cords ran on two rings of iron faftened above), 
they cut the garter, and there I hung, with my head 
downward, in my tormented weight, till all the gufh- 
ing water difTolved. This done, 1 was let down from 
the loft, quite fenfelefs, lying a long time cold dead a- 
mong their hands ; whereof the governor being in- 
formed, came running up ftairs, crying, Is he dead ? 

0 he villains, go fetch me wine ; which they poured 
in my mouth, regaining thereby a ilender ipaik of 
breath. 

Thefe ftrangling torments ended, and I re cloathed, 
and faft bolted again ; they left me lying 
cn the cold floor, praifing my God, and A Tiirhif}:> 
finging of a pfalm. The next morning, JIave's charity 
the pitiful Tuik vifiting me with bread in the bowels 
and water, brought me alfo fecretly in of compajfm. 
his fliirt-fleeve two handful of raifins and 
figs, laying them on the floor, amongft the crauling 
vermin ; for having no ufe of arms or hands, I was 
conftrained by hunger and impotency of time, to iick 
one up with another with my tongue. This charily of 
figs the flave did once every week or fortnight, or elfe 

1 had long or then famifhed. 

After which forrowful diftrefs, and inhuman iifagc, 
the cye-melting Turk taking difpleafurc, fell five d^s 
Tick, and bedfafl ; but the houfe Spaniards underftand- 
ing his difeafe, made him believe I was a devil, a lor- 
cerer, a necromancer, and a blafphemous mifereant a- 
gainlt their Pope, their Lady, and their church j giving 
him fuch a diflafle^ that for thirty days he never durfl 
look me in the face, being afraid of witchcraft. 

All the time of his abfence, one Ellinor the cook, an 
Indian Negro woman, attended me ; for flie being a 
Chrillian drudge, had more liberty to vifit me than the 
llavifh infidel ; who certainly, under God, prolonged 
llien my languifhing life, conveying me, for four weeks 
ipace, once a-day, Ibme lefs or more nourifhmcnt, ail^l 
in her pocket a bottlc-glafs of wine. Being no ways 
like to the foul- betraying tears of hercrocodllean fex, 

vvhir4 
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which the Spanifli proverb prettily a- 
The deceitful- vouclieth : ‘‘ Las mugeres engannan 
vefs cf Jerunle a los hombres ; dellas laibmandoles con 
inconjiaucu's. I’us l.igrimas fingidas, dcilas hallagando- 
les^ con palabras Icibngeras.” viz. Wo- 
men deceive men ; lomc of them grieving them with 
their feigned tears, and others fawning on them with 
flattering words. But, 

Kind Ellinor, though black by nature born, 

Made bounty, not her beauty, to adorn 
Her new-chang’d Pagan life, (though veil’d by night 
Of Romilh Ihadcs) to ihine on me more bright, 
Than Ihn-lcorch’d Ethiope beams, art- glancing 
Ip ingles. 

Or that Egyptian bird, man’s fight entangles 
With rarelt colours; for her loving fight, 

Tho’ black as pitch, gave me traniparent light, 
i’ood, and llol’n food, tho’ little, yet enough ; 

('The finer foil, the ebber tills the plough) ; 

»%cond with wine, a mutchkin, thiice a- week 
Pack’d in her pocket, for it might not Ipeak. 

Thus females have extremes, and too we fee, 

I'hthcr too wicked, or too good they be; 

For being good, no creature can excel them ; 

And being bad, no ill can parallel them : 

But fure this gift fiom courle ot nature came. 

Rais’d up by heaven to be my nurfing dame ; 

For file, a lavage bred, yet Ihew’d more love 
And human pity than defert could move ; 

Wherein Ihe fiain’d the Spaniards ; they did nouglit 
But what revenge on llaiighter’d forrow wrought. 
Thus, they who turn’d her, went themlclvcs aftray, 
And file, though ignorant, nac’d the Chiifiian way: 
For which, great God rewaid her, make her foul 
As white within, as file witlmtit Is foul ; 

And if i might, as rcafon knows, I would 
Her love, and praile, my deeds fiiould crown witifj 
gold.' I 

Now 
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Now about the middle of Lent, Hazier, my former 
friend , was appointed to at rend me again, lufpedmg 
KHinor’s compairion : bur as my niileries were multi- 
plied, my patience in God was redoubled ; for men 
aie rather killed with the impatience they have in ad- 
verfity, than advciiity itftlf : and of all men, that man 
is moll: unhappy, to wuotn God, in his 
troubles, hath not given patience; for as An impatient 
the violent enemy of age is gntf, lo is mind in iron- 
the mind’s impatience the arch-corrupter ble is a triple 
of all our tioublcs. But indeed in the torture. 
wcaknels of judgement, when men leeiu 
loll by long aillic^tion to themfelvcs, then they arc often 
and ever neardt to God : for who would have thought 
rl’.at 1, wlio liad lecn lo many feels and v.ineties of re- 
ligion (lilporfed over the face of the earth, could have 
Buck fait to any religion at all ; travelers bemg repu- 
ted to be Ulnpiie et omnibus par atu But 1 will tell thee, 
Chrillian, it was the grace of God in me, and not 
mine ; for as hre lying hid under alhes, when touched 
will llame ; lb 1, feeming to myfelf carelefs of Chrifti- 
ariity, then God pneking myKonlcicnce, made trial of 
my laith : lor Cbnlf lorbiel, that every lliip which 
coafleth the rockv Ihort, Ihould leave her ruins there, 

This 1 Ipeak not for any lelf-praife, but to glo^y 
God, and to condemn theralh cenluies of opinion, and, 
with Phurion, I luiltrull myfelf, becaule of popular 
applauie : Erubmt quaji ptaaJJiij quod p la merit. But 
now, to abbreviate a tiionland circumltances of my la- 
mentable lulferings, which this volume may not fnffer 
to contain, by God's great providence, about a fort- 
night befoie Bailer, anno 1621, there came a Spanilh 
cavalier of Granada to Malaga, whom ihe governor 
one night invited to fupper, being of old acquaintance; 
v/here, after lupper, to entertain d'fcourle, the govern- 
jpT related and diicloled to the llr.*riecr, 
r(God w'orking thereby my dilcovciy „nd God's ^renT 
deliverance), ail ilie procec ings and merep m my 
canles of my hi fl ajiprehendii.g, my coh pir/l difdvcrv 
fedions, tormenrs, ^aivings th* ir mif by a ftrangtr 
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the wrcfting of the inquifition upon me, and their 
condemnatory fentence ; leemin^ alfo much to la- 
ment my misfortunes, and praihng my travels and 
deferts. 

Now, all this while the gentleman’s fervant, a Flan- 
derifla Fleming, handing at his marter’s back, and 
hearing all the governor’s relations, was aftonifhed to 
hear of a fakeleis llranger to have endured, and to en- 
dure, fuch damnable murder and cruelty. Whereup- 
on the difeourfe ending, and mid-night paft, the ftran- 
ger returned to his lodging, where the Fleming having 
bedded his mafter, and himfelf alfo in another room, 
he could not fleep all that night ; and if he Numbered, 
ftill he thought he faw a man torturing, and burning 
in the fire ; which he confelFed to Mr Wilds when 


morning came. 

Well, he longed for day; and it being come, and 
he clothed, he quietly left his lodging, inquiring for 
an Englilh fadlor ; and coming to the houfe of Mr 
Richard Wilds, the chief Englifli conful, he told him 
all what he heard the governor tell his mafter ; but 
could not tell my name ; only Mr Wilds conje^fured it 
was I, becaufe of the other’s repoit of a traveller, and 
of his hrft and former acquaintance with me there. 

Whereupon the Fleming being difmilTcd, he ftraight 
. , fent for the other Englilh factors, Mr 

r / Richard Bufbichc, Mr John Corney, 
Mr Hanger, Mr Stanton, Mr Cook, 
tors w Piovvley, and Mr Woodfon ; where 

advlfing with them what was bed: to be 
my re lej. done for my relief* they fent letters a- 
way immediately, with all poll diligence, to Sir Walter 
Afton, his Majefty’s ambaflador lying at Madrid. Up- 
on which he mediating with the King and council of 
Spain, obtained a ftraight warrant to command the 
governor of Malaga, to deliver me over into EnglidA 
hWs ; which being Come, to their great clifliking,^ 
I was releafed on Eafter Saturday before mid-night, 
and Carried npor. Hazier the ilavc’s back to Mr Bui- 1 

bichc’3 
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biche’s houfe, where I was carefully attended till day- 
light. 

Meanwhile (by great fortune) there being a fquadron 
of his Majefty’s Ihips lying in the road, Sir Richard 
Halkins came early artiore, accompanied with a ftrong 
train, and received me from the merchants ; whence 
I was carried on mens arms, in a pair of blankets, to 
his Majefty’s ftiip the Vanguard. And three days there- 
after, I was tranfported to a ftiip bound for England, 
the fleet’s vi»ftualler, named The Good will of Harwich, 
by diredlion of the General Sir Robert 
Maunfel. Where being well placed, I durji not 
and charge given by Sir Richard Hal- Jiay ajbore 
kins to the Ihipmafter William Wefter- for fear of the 
dale, for his carefulnefs towards the inquifttion, 
prefervation of my life, which then was 
brought fo low and milcrable, the aforefaid mer- 
chants fent me from fliore (beddes the Ihip s victuals) 
a fuit of Spanifh apparel, twelve hens, a barrel of 
wine, a balketful of eggs, two roves of flgs and rai- 
fins, two hundred oranges and lemons, eight pounds 
of fiigar, a number of excellent good bread, and two 
hundred reals in filver and gold, befides two double 
piftoles Sir Richard Halkins lent me as a token of his 
love. 

The kindneftes of whom to bury in oblivion, were 
in me the very fliame of ingratitude, I being then a 
loft man, and hopelefs of life, which argued in them 
a greater fingularity of kindnefs and compaflion. Yet 
1 lemember, for all my lamenefs and 
diftradion, I inireaied Sir Richard Religions Sir 
Halkins to go afliore to the governor, Richard Hal- 
and demand him for my gold, my eight kinSy my fpe- 
patents, my book of arms, and his Ma- cial Jriend, 
jelly’s letters and feals; the which he 
j(villingly obeyed, (being accompanied .with Captain 
and Captain Raymond), but could obtain nothing 
I'tt all, lave blandilhments and !)ing cxciifes. 

And now, on the twelfth day of oUr lying in the 
i’oad, our Ihip weiglpng her anchors, ^nd hoifting her 
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fails, we pafTed through the ftraits of Gibraltar, or 
Fieium Herculeum ; for this was the furthert: land 
that Hercules could attain unto ; which made him e* 
re<5l a pillar, and indent thereon, Nil ultra. But 
when Charles V. returned from that untoward voyage 
of Algier, he caufed to fet up in the lame place, Plus 
ultra. 

Here, in this channel, I remarked a perpetual cur- 
rent, (lowing from the ocean to the Mediterranean fca, 
without any regrefs; which indeed is admirable, the 
Mediterranean leas being hemmed in, and environed in 
with the main continenrof SouthEurope, the north and 
north- we If coalts of Alia, and the northern parts of A- 
fric, fave only the narrow paflage of Hellelponr, which 
from Mare Propontis bendeth his courfe to Mare Euxi- 
num ; and yet the Euxine, or Black Sea, hath no affi- 
nity whh any other moving waters, being likcwife en- 
compafted wifli he mam continent; and from it alfo 
runneth a coutnujal current, through BoiphorusThra- 
cicus, to the Medirenauean.

The firait of Vc/. conlifteth between Cape di Sprat 
Gibraltar and the promontory of Ceuta, and up- 
five leagues on the coalf of Spain, between Cape lic 
br^oad.

And to be biief, upon the fiftieth day after my depar- 
ture from Malaga, I arrived at Hartford upon Ehames; 
whence the next morning I was carried to Ehcobald’s on 
a feather-bed, and brought to the privy gallery, for the 
King’s coming from park. Witnefs all the court of 
England, even from the King to the kitchen, what a 
martyred anatomy I was at their firlt fight of me, and 
what fmall hope was either expei^fed of my life or re 
covery. ; 

' Where, when immediately having made my mod hum^A 
ble and grievous complaints unto his Sacred Majefty, his I 
gracious confided ai ion (In the mean time) was fuch, lorlj 
Kie recovery of'niy health, that I^was twice fenc to the 

bath 
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bath at the charges of his royal love, during the fpacc 
of tweniy-feven weeks ; where, by the divine provi- 
dence, and his princely clemency, 1 have recovered for 
the time, in a large meaiiire, the health and hrength of 
my body, aldiuugli my left arm and crulhcd bones be 
incurable, 

Meanwhile, in the firfl: week of my arrival in Eng- 
land, I was conveyed from Theobald’s (by his Maje- 
hy’s direction) to Don Diego Surmento de Gunda- 
more, the Spanilh ambad’ador, then re- 
iideiit in Holborne; where he votally falfe pro> 
undertook, belorc the then two Lord mije unper- 
iMarquid'es Hamilton and buckingham, formed. 
fcortlirriiing it the day tollowing to his 
Majefty at Greenwich), that after a fair trial had from 
Spain, concerning my giicvances, 1 fliould have all 
n»y money, cloaths, oblervations, teilimonial patents, 
and his Majedy’s leals reftored to me again, with a 
tlioufand pound Sterling alfo, (being modilied by his 
royal plcaiurc), of the governor of Malaga’s means, for 
the maintaining of my lame and racked body. * 

Thefe piomifcs were made the 6th of June 1621, 
and were to be performed againll Michaelmas-day en- 
hiing. But this day come, he continued h's drifts to 
the Piirna^Vera; and it alfo arrived, he deferred tim^, 
■'vith new protcliations, only to Ealfcr or P.iicua; and 
that lealon come, he turned my Palcua to prifon. For 
a little befoie his depai tore, (feeing his policy tooffrong 
lor my opprcllcd patience), I told him flatly in his face, 
from the giiei ol my foul, what he was, and what 
he went .ibout ; which afu rwaid proved 11 uc. Where- 
upon, in the chamli^r of jnefcnce, before the iuupe- 
ror’s amballaJor, and divcis knights and gentlemen his 
Al.ig n yV, iu'vant^, lie ralldy ailveotu- 
ted the credit: ol le.iger honour, in a J jincje torn- 
Ijingle combat ag.ainll me, a iciorted IkiI bil'ivt'vii 
^alniive; where indeed his iillula was a Spaudh^ 
pntr.ibanJed wiiii a nit, and for \icfo- Earl and a 
ly favour lent him authority, btcaulu Scottijh Ira- 
of my commitment ' for 1 lay nimi vdrr. 
weeks incarcerate in the jMarfhalfeii an

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Southwark ; whence I returned with more credit than 
he left England with honefty, being both vanquilhed 
and vi£lor. And rny mufe, left to mourn for my li- 
berty, deplored thus.

they have, or can be required there, 
(fuch is the defperate courage of thefe 
awful Hebridians), I arrived, I fay, at 
the ifle of Arran, anno 1628, where for 
certain days, in the caftle of Braidwick, 
I was kindly entertained by the illuftri- 
ous Lord James, Marquis of Hamilton, 
Earl of Arran and Cambridge, &c.

'This ille of Arran, is thirty miles long, eight in 
breadth, and dilfai-v, from the main twenty four miles; 
being furclouded with Goatfield liill, which, with wide 
eyes, overlooketh the wet tern continent, and the nor- 
thern country of Ireland : bringing alio to light, in a 
clear furnmer day, the tile of Man, and the higher coall 
of Cumberland. A larger profpeci. no mountain in 
the world can fliow, pointing out three kingdoms at 
one light; neither is there any ille like to it, for brave 
gentry, good archers, and hni-hovciing hunters. Ha- 
ving again come to the main land, I toafted Galloway,, 
even to the Mull that I'mttclh into tlte lea, with a large 
promontory, being the loutlimoll: part of the kingdom ; 
and thence footing all that large country to Dumfries, 
Uid lo 10 Cailille ; I found heic in Galiow4y, in divets 

‘ load- 
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road -way inns, as good cheer, hofpitality, and fervice- 
able attendance, as though I had been ingraftetf in 
Lombardy or Naples. 

The wool of which country, is nothing inferior to 
that of Bifcay in Spain ; providing they 
hadlkill to fine, fpin, weave, and labour The nobility 
it as they fliould : nay, the Calabrian n?id tommodi- 
filk had never a better luftre, and loiter ties of Gallo- 
gripe, than I have fecn and touched this u'ay excell in 
growing wool there, on fhceps backs ; goodncjs, 
the mutton whereof excellcth in fwcet- 
nefs. So this conntiy aboundtih in cattle, efpecially in 
little horfes, which, for mettle and tiding, my rather 
be termed baftard barbs, than Galloway nags. 

Likewife their nobility and gentry arc as 
and every way generoufly difpoled, as either difcretion 
would wilh, or honour command. That (Cunning- 
harne being excepted, which may be called the academy 
of religion, for a lantflified clergy, and a godly people) 
certainly Galloway is become more civil of late, than 
any maritime country bordering with the welfern/fea. 
Jkit now to obferve my former fummary condition ; 
the length of the kingdom lieth iouth and north, that 
is, between Dunglby-head in Caithnefs, and the afore- 
laid Mull of Galloway ; bein^ diftant reclam liiwj^, 
which my weary feet trod over from point to point, 
(the way of Lochryne, Carritk, Kyle, Ayr, Glafgow, 
Striveling, St Johnlfone, Stoiwont, the Blur of Athol, 
the Brae of hhrr, Badenocl^ Invcrnels, Bonie, Su- 
therland, and fo to the north promontory of Caithneh) 
extending to three hundred and twenty miles ; which I 
reckon to be four hundred and fifty Englilh miles : 
confounding hereby the ignorant prefumption of blind 
colinographers, who in their maps make England long- 
er than Scotland , when contrariwile, Scotland out- 
Brippeth the other in length a hun- 
dred and twenty miles. The breadth Scotland is 
whereof, I grant, is narrower than Eng- 1 20 mnes 
land ; yet extending between the cxtiv- longer than 
mities of both coafts, in divers parts to England. 
iixry, eighty, and a hundred of our ^ 


miles : 
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miles : but becaufe of the fea ingulfing the land, and 
cuMng it in fo many angles, making great lakes, bays, 
and dangerous friths, on both fides of the kingdom, 
the true breadth thereof cannot -jullly be conjeidured, 
nor found ly fer down. 

Our rliief frcih water lakes are thefe. Loch-Lomond, 
containing twerny-four illes, and in Iruglii ‘as many 
miles, di'vcrs whereof are enriclied with woods, deer, 
and other catTlr ; the large and long lake of Loch- 
Tay, in Athol, the mother and god-mother of hcad- 
flrong d'ay, the greatclf nver in tlt<‘ kingdom: and 
Lochneli, in tin* lugner pans of Moray, the river 
whercol, (that graceih the pleahnt and rommodioiis 
fituation of Invei ncis) lu) frolf can freeze ; the piopricty 
of which w itLi Will (j'lukly melt ami ehlfolve any hard 
congealed lumps of iiozen ice, bo it on man or beall, 
ftone or timber. 

The chief rivers arc Clyde, Pay, 'Fw'ced, Forth, Dec, 
Spey, Niih, NcIs, and Dingwalls llood-ingorging lake, 
that confiimeth porta falutis’, being all of them, where 
they retuin their tribute^ to their father Ocean, porta- 
ble, and, as it were, i citing place^s for turmoiled leas and 
ihips : aitd tiie ])rineij)ai towms are Edinburgh, )*erth, 
Glafgow, Dundee, Aberdeen, St Andrews, Ayr, Stnve- 
ling, Liihgow, Dumfries, Invernels, Elgin, Alontroie,

So the molt delicious luils of the kingdom, arc thelo 
following. Firif, The bf^unds of (dyde, or Ciytlefdale, 
between L'^iicik and Dunbaiton, dillaiucd twenty llx 
miles ; and ilicnee downward to IL'li ly, tiiat killeth 
the divulgements oi the river; the l)«'gmning whereof 
is at Ari(k lfonc, fiAccn miles above Laneik, whole 
conrle coiitendcih itir lixty miles : all which, being the 
beft mixed eoimiiy (or coma, meads, pallurage, woods, 
parks, orshai'ds, calflcs, palaces, divers kinds of eoa!| 
and earth jewel, that our included Albion

And for Lord Barons, Stmpill, Rufs, Blantyrc, and 
Dalziel ; the chief gentry whereof, are the Kniglus and 
Laitds of Lufs, Shelhnoiely Blackhall, Greenock, 
New-wark, Hculfon. Bollock hlaxwell, Sir George 
Elphingllon of Blythfwood, Mintt), Ca.nbufnethen, 
CaUleivvood, the two Knights of Lec, and Caftlehill, 
Sir James Lockhaits elder and younger, Lamington, 
Weftraw, his hlajefty’s Gentleman Sewer.

The’ third, and beautiful foil, is the deJet^able pla- 
nure of Moray, thirty miles long, and lix in breadth ; 
whofe comely grounds, enriched with corns, plantings, 
pafturage, (lately dwellings, over-faced with a gene- 
rous Oceanian gentry, and topped with a noble earl, its 
chief patron, it may be called a fecond Lombardy, or 
pleafant meadow of the north. 

Neither may I (abandoning eye plcaling grounas) 
fccludc here that fudiick bottom, reaching thirty miles 
betwixt Perth and Montrofe, involving the half of An- 
gus, within a fiuitful, populous, and uobilitate pla- 
nure ; the heart whereof faluting Glamis, kiffeth Cow- 
par^fo hkewil'e, as thrice-divided Lothian is a girnal 
of grain for foreign nations ; and Fyfe, betwixt Grail 
and Largo, the Ceren trenches of a royal camp ; the 
incircling coaft, a neft of corporations ; and meander- 
ing Forth, from tiptoed Snadoun, the prolpicuous 
mirror for matchlefs majefly : even lb is melting 
Tweed, and weeping Tiviot, the Egyptian ftrands that 
irriguate the fertile fields, which imboUler both bofoms, 
fending their bordering breath of daily neceflarics to 
firengthen the life of Berwick. 

I^ow as for the nobility and gentry of the kingdom, 
certainly, as^ they are generous, manly, 
The nobility and full of -ourage ; lo arc they cour- 
and gentry of teous, dilci'.'iet, learned fcholars, well 
Scotland, are read in belj'hiilorics, delicate linguills, 
the bcjl houje- the mol't part of them being brought 
keeper^ (ind up in France or Italy ; that for a ge- 
gencrous gen- neral complete worthinefs, I never found 
tkmen in the their matches amongft the beft people 
•world. of foreign nations ; being alfo good 

lioule-kecpers, alFable to ft rangers, and 
full of hoipltality. 

And in a word, the feas of Scotland and the ifles 
abound plentifully in all kinds of fillies, the rivers arc 
ingorged with falmon, the Highland mountains over- 
tlaci' »/ith fir trees, infinite deer, ant,l all forts of other 

befiial ; 
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beftial ; the valleys full of pafture and wild fowl, the 
low-laid plains inriched with beds of grain, juftic^ all- 
where adminittered, laws obeyed, malefactors punilh- 
ed, opprefibrs curbed, the clergy religious, the people 
fincere profelTors, and the country peaceable to all 
men. 

The chief commodities whereof, tranfported beyond 
fea, are thefe ; wheat, corns, hides, Ikins, tallow, yarn, 
linen, fair, coal, herrings, (klmon, wool, keilling, ling, 
turbot, and feaths.

So that numbers of our nobility and gentry now 
become, with idle projeCls, down-drawers of dchruCtion 
upon their own necks, their children, 
and their eftates ; and polling poftilions, Prodigal and 
by dilfoluie courfes, to enrich Itrangeis, faperfuous 
leave themlelves defervedly delolaie of pojiwg from 
lands, means, and honefty for ever : do- Scotland to 
ing even with their former virtue, long court. 9 
continuance, and memory of their noble 
anceftors, as Mr Kno^^id with with our glorious 
churches of abbacies ano^inonafterics, (which were 
the gieatell beauty of the kiwdom), knockir»g all d^wn 
to dclolaiion ; leaving nougiu to be feen of admirable 
edifices, but like to the ruins of Troy, lyre, and 
Thebes, lumps of wails, antiheaps of Hones. 

So do our ignoble gallants, ^ough nobly born, fwal- 
low up the lionour of their famous predeceilbrs, with 
pofling foolery, boy-windiiig horns, gormandizing 
gluttony, lull, and vain apparel ; making a tranfmi- 
gration of perpetuity to their prelent belly and back. 
O lafeivious ends ! which I have jullly lilted, in my 
lafi: woik intitled Scotland's wclconu to King Charles \ 
Vith all the abufes and grievances of the whole king- 
dom befules. 

But now leaving prodigals to their purgatmial poll-
